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Journal  of  Proceedings 

First  Business  Day  —  Thursday  Afternoon 

The  one  hundred  and  seventy-seventh  Annual  Convention  of  the  Episcopal 
Diocese  of  North  Carolina  was  held  at  the  North  Raleigh  Hilton  Hotel  in 
Raleigh,  North  Carolina,  on  Thursday-Saturday,  January  28-30,  1993.  The 
Raleigh  Convocation  was  host  for  the  Convention. 

Registration  began  at  3:00  p.m.  on  Thursday,  and  all  delegates  were 
invited  to  an  open  house  at  the  Diocesan  Headquarters  at  201  St.  Alban's  Drive, 
from  3:00-5:00  p.m.  At  4:00  p.m.  the  Very  Rev.  Robert  L.  Sessum,  Dean  of  the 
Charlotte  Convocation,  conducted  an  orientation  session  for  new  delegates. 

The  Convention  began  with  Evening  Prayer  at  6:30  p.m.  in  the  Grand 
Ballroom  of  the  hotel.  The  officiants  were  Nancy  Titus  and  Warren  Wittmer,  lay 
readers  of  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Raleigh.  The  preacher  was  the 
Rev.  Harold  J.  Cobb,  Jr.,  rector  of  St.  Stephen's  Church,  Winston-Salem. 

Following  the  evening  service,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Robert  W.  Estill,  diocesan 
bishop,  called  the  Convention  to  order.  A  certificate  of  quorum  was  announced 
by  the  chair  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials,  Lloyd  Childers  of  St.  Mark's, 
Raleigh.  Ms.  Childers  reported  that  229  lay  delegates  and  119  clergy  delegates 
were  registered,  representing  a  sufficient  number  of  congregations  in  union  with 
the  Convention  and  constituting  a  quorum. 

The  chair  of  the  Dispatch  of  Business  Commission,  the  Rev.  Frederick 
J.  Warnecke,  Jr.,  rector  of  St.  Francis  Church,  Greensboro,  moved  to  defer 
announcement  of  the  proposed  date  and  place  for  the  1994  Convention  until  after 
the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Administration  of  the  Diocese.  Convention 
approved  this  motion. 

The  Bishop  then  called  for  concurrence  and  approval  of  the  appointed 
Convention  committees. 

The  proposed  agenda  was  adopted,  and  the  Bishop's  appointment  of  the 
Chancellor  of  the  Diocese,  Joseph  Blount  Cheshire,  Jr.,  as  Parliamentarian  of  the 
Convention  was  approved. 

The  Bishop  then  nominated  and  the  Convention  elected  the  Secretary  of 
the  Diocese,  the  Rev.  E.  T.  Malone,  Jr.,  as  Secretary  of  the  Convention.  The 
Rev.  Mr.  Malone  then  nominated  the  Rev.  Arthur  J.  Calloway,  rector  of  St. 
Ambrose  Church,  Raleigh,  as  Assistant  Secretary,  and  he  was  elected.  Letty  J. 
Magdanz,  CPA,  was  nominated  by  the  Bishop  and  elected  by  the  Convention  as 
Treasurer  and  Business  Administrator  of  the  Diocese. 

After  a  call  by  the  Bishop  for  late  resolutions,  the  following  were  filed 
by  title  and  approved  by  the  Convention  to  be  referred  to  the  appropriate 
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Convention  committees:  No.  14  "On  Alleged  Sexual  Misconduct";  No.  15  "On 
the  Report  of  the  Diocesan  Council";  and  No.  16  "On  the  Election  of  Youth  as 
Delegates  to  the  Diocesan  Convention." 

The  Secretary  then  read  the  nominations  previously  received  for 
Convention  elections.  The  nominations  of  Gay  Silver  and  O.  Heyward  Bellamy, 
Jr.,  for  the  Thompson  Children's  Home  Board,  of  the  Rev.  Meta  Ellington  for 
the  Conference  Center  Board,  and  of  Kermitt  Waddell  for  the  Standing 
Committee  were  duly  made  and  received. 

The  Convention  admitted  into  union  two  new  congregations,  St. 
Patrick's,  Mooresville,  and  St.  Catherine's,  Harrisburg,  both  in  Mecklenburg 
County. 

Mrs.  Magdanz  presented  the  Treasurer's  report. 

The  Bishop  presented  his  annual  Address,  in  which  he  declared  the 
fighting  of  racism  to  be  the  overall  theme  of  the  Convention.  The  Convention 
recessed  about  9:00  p.m.,  at  which  time  the  Convention  committees  conducted 
open  hearings  on  resolutions. 

Second  Business  Day  -  Friday 

At  8:00  a.m.  members  of  the  Convention  gathered  in  the  Grand 
Ballroom  for  Morning  Prayer,  for  which  the  officiant  was  lay  reader  Louise 
Service  of  St.  Michael's  Church,  Raleigh.  The  preacher  was  the  Rev.  Monroe 
Freeman,  rector  of  St.  Titus,  Durham. 

The  chair  of  the  Credentials  Committee  announced  that  registration  had 
risen  to  135  clergy  delegates  and  273  lay  delegates. 

The  Suffragan  Bishop,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Huntington  Williams,  Jr.,  next 
presented  his  annual  Address. 

Balloting  began  as  the  Convention  committees  reported  their 
recommendations  regarding  the  resolutions  they  had  considered. 

Reporting  for  the  Convention  Committee  on  Administration  of  the 
Diocese,  its  chair,  A.  L.  Purrington  III,  said  that  the  Committee  recommended 
adoption  of  a  substitute  resolution  for  Resolution  No.  2  "On  Changing  the 
Meeting  Days  for  Diocesan  Convention."  The  substitute,  which  called  for 
continued  study,  was  defeated.  The  Rev.  Virginia  Going  proposed  an 
amendment  to  the  original  resolution,  to  the  effect  that  the  1994  Convention 
would  begin  on  Friday.  This  was  approved.  The  resolution  was  further  amended 
to  require  that  the  1994  Convention  conclude  on  Saturday,  and  in  this  form  it 
was  adopted  by  Convention. 

The  Committee  next  recommended  the  adoption  of  a  substitute  for 
Resolution  No.  4  "On  the  Advertising  of  Vacant  Diocesan  Staff  Positions,"  and 
this  was  adopted.   The  Committee  next  recommended  adoption  without  change 
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of  Resolution  No.  14  "On  Alleged  Sexual  Misconduct,"  and  it  was  adopted  by 
the  Convention. 

At  this  time  the  Convention  departed  from  its  agenda,  and  the  Bishop 
called  forward  Alfred  L.  Purrington,  Jr.,  of  Raleigh,  recently  retired  as  long-time 
Trustee  of  the  Diocese,  in  order  to  present  him  an  award  for  many  years  of 
service  to  the  Diocese. 

The  Rev.  Diane  Corlett,  Chair  of  the  Convention  Committee  on 
Elections,  reported  the  results  of  the  first  ballot  taken  Friday  morning:  Gay 
Silver  was  elected  to  the  Thompson  Children's  Home  Board  and  Thomas  M. 
Goodrum  was  elected  to  a  three-year  term  as  a  Lay  Trustee  of  the  University  of 
the  South.    Here,  another  ballot  was  taken. 

The  Rev.  Fred  Thompson  announced  that  the  new  diocesan  Resource 
Manual  on  Aging  was  completed  and  that  copies  were  on  hand  at  Convention  for 
each  congregation. 

Next,  senior  seminarians  were  recognized:  Gregory  Proctor,  David 
Vryhof,  Martha  Clark-Boothby,  and  Mary  Marguerite  Kohn. 

Isaac  V.  Manly  reported  for  the  Convention  Committee  on  Faith  and 
Morals.  The  Committee  recommended  adoption  without  change  of  Resolution 
No.  6  "On  the  Opening  and  Closing  of  Meetings  with  Prayer."   It  was  adopted. 

Next,  Dr.  Manly  said  the  Committee  recommended  passage  of 
Resolution  No.  7  "On  Striving  for  a  Simpler  Lifestyle"  and  Resolution  No.  12 
"On  Prayer  for  Evangelism"  as  both  were  amended.   This  was  done. 

Here,  Beth  McKee  a  senior  in  the  Deacon's  Formation  Program,  and 
Michael  Battle,  a  senior  seminarian,  were  also  introduced. 

Next  followed  the  report  of  the  Convention  Committee  on  Social 
Concerns,  chaired  by  the  Rev.  Virginia  Herring.  She  said  that  the  Committee 
recommended  adoption  without  change  of  Resolution  No.  13  "On  Endorsing 
Public  Challenges  to  Environmental  Permits,"  and  it  was  voted  on  and  thereby 
adopted. 

The  Committee,  she  said,  recommended  adoption,  with  a  change  of  one 
word,  of  Resolution  No.  3  "On  State  Transportation  Policy,"  and  recommended 
adoption  of  substitutes  for  both  Resolution  No.  5  "On  Support  for  Statewide 
Comprehensive  Planning"  and  Resolution  No.  11  "On  Endorsing  a  'Green 
Budget'  for  the  State."  An  amendment  proposed  to  No.  5  was  defeated,  and  all 
three  resolutions  were  adopted  as  recommended. 

The  Friday  morning  session  concluded  with  Noonday  Prayers,  with  lay 
reader  Chuck  Till  of  Church  of  the  Nativity,  Raleigh,  as  officiant.  The  Rev. 
Edward  G.  W.  King,  Jr.,  vicar  of  St.  Michael  and  All  Angels  Church,  Charlotte, 
was  preacher. 
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Convention  reconvened  after  lunch  at  1:30  p.m.,  at  which  time  it  was 
reported  that  registration  stood  at  156  clergy  and  295  lay  delegates. 

Mrs.  Corlett  reported  for  the  Elections  Committee  that  in  the  second 
ballot,  two  clergy  members  were  elected  to  the  Diocesan  Council~the  Rev. 
Monroe  Freeman  and  the  Rev.  Jeffrey  Murph-and  that  one  person  was  elected 
to  the  Council  in  the  lay  order— John  D.  Hunter.  In  the  Standing  Committee, 
there  was  no  election  in  the  lay  order,  and  the  Rev.  G.  Kenneth  G.  Henry  was 
elected  in  the  clergy  order.  For  Deputy  to  General  Convention  there  was  no 
election  in  the  clergy  order,  and  Scott  Evans  was  elected  in  the  lay  order.  At 
this  point,  a  third  ballot  was  taken. 

Next,  the  Very  Rev.  Robert  Sessum,  president  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  reported  on  the  process  to  be  used  for  electing  a  new  Bishop. 

Mr.  Purrington,  Chair  of  the  Convention  Committee  on  Administration 
of  the  Diocese,  reported  again,  stating  that  the  Committee  recommended  adoption 
without  change  of  substitute  Resolution  No.  1  "On  the  Election  Process  for  the 
Tenth  Bishop  of  North  Carolina,"  which  combined  the  original  Resolution  No. 
1  with  elements  of  Resolution  No.  8  "On  Approving  an  'Open'  Process  of 
Nominating  Candidates  for  Bishop."  After  considerable  debate  and  the  defeat 
of  three  proposed  amendments,  the  resolution  was  adopted  in  the  form  proposed 
by  the  Committee. 

Mr.  Purrington  then  presented  the  second  part  of  the  report  of  the 
Commission  on  Constitution  and  Canons.  The  Commission,  he  said, 
recommended  adoption  of  a  Resolution  titled  "On  Amending  Rule  of  Order  XIII 
and  Canons  21  and ,25."    It  was  adopted  by  the  Convention. 

Next,  Mrs.  Corlett  reported  for  the  Convention  Committee  on  Elections 
that  Ruth  Alden,  Robert  Darst,  Mahlon  W.  DeLoatch,  William  Easterling,  Mrs. 
John  Latham,  Alfred  L.  Purrington  III,  Lawrence  Reid,  Dalton  Ruffin,  Marion 
L.  Safriet,  and  the  Rev.  Dwight  Ogier  were  elected  to  the  Penick  Home  Board. 
She  said  that  Marion  G.  Follin  III,  Marjorie  Diggs  Freeman,  Nancie  F.  LaRoche, 
Laura  Smith,  the  Rev.  Ralph  E.  Macy,  and  the  Rev.  Meta  Ellington  were  elected 
to  the  Conference  Center  Board. 

Next,  President  Clauston  Jenkins  of  Saint  Mary's  College  in  Raleigh 
spoke  to  the  Convention.  He  was  followed  by  Saint  Mary's  alumnae 
representative  Sue  Battle  Moore  and  then  by  the  Saint  Mary's  College  Chorale, 
which  performed  several  selections  of  music,  under  the  direction  of  Wylie  S. 
Quinn  III. 

At  this  point,  President  Prezell  Robinson  of  St.  Augustine's  College 
spoke  to  the  Convention. 
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At  4:10  p.m.  the  Convention  adjourned  into  a  Committee  of  the  Whole 
in  order  to  provide  time  for  "the  hopes  and  the  concerns"  of  the  delegates  to  be 
expressed  to  the  Convention  in  a  non-legislative  context. 

At  5:00  p.m.  Convention  reconvened  and  heard  a  report  from  the 
Elections  Committee.  For  the  Standing  Committee,  Paul  Valdes  was  elected  in 
the  lay  order,  and  the  Rev.  Elizabeth  W.  Grant  in  the  clergy  order.  For  the 
Diocesan  Council,  Odell  A.  Watson  was  elected  in  the  lay  order.  For  Deputy  to 
General  Convention,  Alfred  L.  Purrington  III  was  elected  in  the  lay  order,  and 
the  Rev.  Virginia  Herring  and  the  Very  Rev.  Robert  Sessum  in  the  clergy  order. 
Another  ballot  was  taken. 

Next,  the  Rev.  Glenn  Busch  reported  for  the  Convention  Committee  on 
National  and  International  Affairs.  The  Committee  recommended  rejection  of 
Resolution  No.  9  "In  Opposition  to  the  North  American  Free  Trade  Agreement," 
stating  that  the  Convention  had  insufficient  information  on  which  to  base  a 
decision.  The  Resolution  was  thus  tabled.  Regarding  Resolution  No.  10  "In 
Support  of  the  Maquiladora  Standards  of  Conduct,"  the  Committee  recommended 
adoption,  and  the  Resolution  was  adopted. 

Evening  Prayer  was  conducted  at  5:30  p.m.  in  the  Grand  Ballroom,  with 
lay  readers  Purdie  Anders  and  Odell  Watson  of  St.  Ambrose,  Raleigh,  as 
officiants.  The  preacher  was  the  Rev.  Arthur  J.  Calloway,  rector  of  St.  Ambrose. 
During  the  prayers,  the  Secretary  of  Convention  read  the  names  of  former 
members  of  the  Convention  who  have  died  since  1988. 

Beginning  at  8:00  p.m.,  there  were  workshops  on  Dreams,  Evangelism, 
Human  Sexuality,  Racism,  and  Stewardship  held  at  meeting  rooms  in  the  hotel. 

Third  Business  Day  -  Saturday 

Following  Morning  Prayer  at  8:00  a.m.,  for  which  lay  reader  Julia 
Brown  of  St.  Mark's,  Raleigh,  was  officiant,  and  the  Rev.  Carlton  Morales, 
rector  of  Church  of  the  Redeemer,  Greensboro,  was  preacher,  the  Convention 
reconvened  at  8:30  a.m. 

Next  came  introductions  of  rearing  clergy,  including  the  Rev. 
Theodore  Weatherly,  vicar,   St.   Matthew's,   Kernersville;   the   Rev.   George 
Magoon,  vicar  of  St.  John's,  Henderson,  and  of  Holy  Trinity,  Townsville;  and 
the  Rev.  Albert  A.  Nelius,  vicar  of  St.  Andrew's,  Durham. 

The  Credentials  Committee  reported  that  final  registration  figures  for  the 
Convention  were  159  clergy  and  297  lay  delegates,  for  a  total  of  456. 

Mrs.  Corlett,  reporting  for  the  Elections  Committee,  said  that  Jane 
House  and  Anne  Tomlinson  had  been  elected  as  lay  Deputies  to  General 
Convention,  thus  completing  the  lay  slate  of  four.  She  moved  that  the  four  lay 
Deputies  of  the  Diocese  be,  in  order,  Evans,  Purrington,  Tomlinson,  and  House, 
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and  that  the  Alternate  Deputies  be,  in  order,  Cecil  Patterson,  Letty  J.  Magdanz, 
Ann  Thompson,  and  Thomas  Fennimore.  So  approved.  Another  ballot  was 
taken  for  the  two  remaining  clergy  positions. 

Next  came  the  report  of  the  Diocesan  Council  Department  of  Budgets, 
presented  by  Mr.  Fennimore.  He  discussed  various  aspects  of  the  budget  and 
answered  questions  from  delegates.  He  moved  adoption  of  the  Maintenance 
Fund  Budget,  and  it  was  adopted.  Next,  the  Program  Fund  Budget  was 
discussed,  moved,  and  adopted. 

At  9:15  a.m.  Mrs.  Corlett  announced  that  there  was  no  election  in  the 
clergy  race  for  Deputy  to  General  Convention,  and  another  ballot  was  taken. 

The  Rev.  Blair  Both,  chair,  presented  the  report  of  the  Stewardship 
Commission. 

The  Rev.  Robert  Cook  next  presented  the  report  of  the  Education  and 
Training  Commission,  of  which  he  is  chair.  Mr.  Cook  presented  three  awards 
to  individuals  as  Christian  Educators  of  the  Year,  to  Wilma  Smiley,  to  the  Rev. 
Harrison  Simons,  and  to  John  Koch,  to  the  latter  for  his  work  in  putting  together 
the  Resource  Center  of  the  Diocese  at  the  Camp  and  Conference  Center. 

The  Program  of  the  Church  Convention  Committee  report  was  made  by 
the  Rev.  Brooks  Graebner,  who  said  that  the  Committee  recommended  adoption 
of  substitutes  for  Resolution  No.  15  "On  the  Report  of  the  Diocesan  Council" 
and  Resolution  No.  16  "On  the  Election  of  Youth  as  Delegates  to  the  Diocesan 
Convention."    Both  were  then  adopted  by  the  Convention. 

The  Department  of  Ministry  in  Higher  Education  of  the  Diocesan 
Council  presented  a  report  on  chaplaincy  work.  There  were  several  brief 
statements  from  students  and  chaplains,  including  the  Rev.  Robert  McGee  of  the 
Winston-Salem  area  colleges,  the  Rev.  Stephen  Stanley  of  the  University  of 
North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill,  UNC-Chapel  Hill  student  Karen  Drake,  the  Rev. 
Ann  Hodges-Copple  of  Duke  University,  Duke  Divinity  School  student  Grayce 
O'Neill,  the  Rev.  Monroe  Freeman  and  the  Rev.  Kevin  Matthews  concerning 
North  Carolina  Central  University,  and  Paul  Meyer,  who  graduated  in  1991  from 
Wake  Forest  and  was  elected  to  the  vestry  at  St.  Mark's  in  Raleigh. 

Following  the  announcement  at  10:00  a.m.  that  there  was  still  no 
election  for  clergy  Deputies  to  General  Convention,  another  ballot  was  taken. 

Next  followed  the  report  of  the  Standing  Committee,  during  which  its 
president  the  Very  Rev.  Robert  Sessum  introduced  to  the  Convention  the 
members  of  Nominating  Committee  for  the  Bishop.  The  members,  as 
announced,  were  eight  clergymembers  and  seven  laypersons:  the  Rev.  Wilson 
Carter,  Grace  Church,  Lexington;  the  Rev.  Brooks  Graebner,  St.  Matthew's, 
Hillsborough;  the  Rev.  G.  Kenneth  G.  Henry,  Holy  Comforter,  Charlotte;  the 
Rev.  Henry  Parsley,  Christ  Church,  Charlotte;  the  Rev.  Anne  Pugh,  Good 
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Shepherd,  Raleigh;  the  Rev.  Fred  Thompson,  Calvary  Church,  Wadesboro;  the 
Rev.  Fred  Warnecke,  St.  Francis,  Greensboro;  the  Rev.  Vicki  S.  Wesen, 
Emmanuel,  Warrenton;  Margaret  Akingbade,  Holy  Spirit,  Greensboro;  Catherine 
Barnes,  St.  Titus,  Durham;  Katherine  Hardy,  Good  Shepherd,  Raleigh;  John  D. 
Hunter,  St.  Paul's,  Winston-Salem;  Hanna  Kitchin,  Trinity,  Scotland  Neck;  Ward 
Purrington  (Chairman),  Christ  Church,  Raleigh;  and  Anne  Tomlinson,  Christ 
Church,  Charlotte. 

Philip  S.  Brown,  executive  director,  presented  the  report  of  the  Penick 
Home. 

The  Rev.  E.  James  Lewis  presented  the  report  of  the  Christian  Social 
Ministries  Commission,  describing  the  beginnings  of  a  mission  for  Hispanic 
people  that  will  be  served  by  the  Rev.  Martha  Clark-Boothby  in  Durham. 

The  Elections  Committee  announced  at  10:35  a.m.  that  the  Rev.  Henry 
Parsley  had  been  elected  as  a  clerical  Deputy  to  General  Convention,  and  another 
ballot  was  taken. 

Jim  Godfrey  presented  the  report  of  the  Evangelism  Commission. 

The  Rev.  Samuel  Mason  presented  the  report  of  the  Commission  on 
Ministry. 

John  Koch,  director,  presented  the  report  of  the  Camp  and  Conference 
Center  of  the  Diocese. 

Martha  Alexander  presented  the  report  of  the  Companion  Diocese 
Commission. 

William  B.  Moore,  Jr.  executive  director,  presented  the  report  of  the 
Thompson  Children's  Home. 

At  11:15  a.m.  the  Elections  Committee  announced  that  the  final  clerical 
slot  on  the  deputation  to  General  Convention  had  been  filled  with  the  election  of 
the  Rev.  Janet  Watrous. 

The  Rev.  Elizabeth  W.  Grant  filed  by  title  the  report  of  the  Commission 
on  Institutions. 

Brother  Eldridge  Pendleton  presented  the  report  of  St.  John's  House  of 
the  Society  of  St.  John  the  Evangelist  in  Durham.  The  Society  has  decided  to 
close  its  guest  house  in  Durham,  and  Brother  Eldridge  explained  that  decision  as 
one  made  because  of  a  need  to  consolidate  the  operations  of  the  Society  rather 
than  from  any  dissatisfaction  with  this  Diocese.  He  said  that  the  SSJE  will  have 
many  pleasant  memories  of  its  time  in  North  Carolina  and  that  the  Society 
greatly  appreciates  the  support  that  it  received  here. 

The  final  report  of  the  Convention  was  that  of  the  Youth  Commission, 
presented  by  Miriam  Varner. 

Next,  the  Rev.  Arthur  Calloway  moved  that  the  Convention  reconsider 
the  report  of  the  Standing  Committee,  asking  that  the  composition  of  the 
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Nominating  Committee  for  the  Bishop  be  changed  to  include  an  African- 
American  member  of  the  clergy.  Two  members  of  the  Committee-the  Rev. 
Henry  Parsley  and  the  Rev.  Kenneth  Henry—offered  to  resign  to  provide  a  place 
for  such  a  person. 

The  Convention,  after  discussion,  adopted  a  motion  that  the  Standing 
Committee  be  authorized  to  accept  the  resignation  of  one  of  the  Charlotte  clergy 
on  the  Nominating  Committee  for  the  Bishop  and  to  replace  that  person  with  one 
of  the  African-American  clergy  of  the  Diocese. 

Following  this,  Bishop  Estill  announced  his  appointments  to  Committees 
and  Commissions  for  1993,  and  the  Rev.  Clifford  Coles  read  a  resolution  of 
courtesy  thanking  the  Raleigh  Convocation  for  hosting  the  Convention. 

The  177th  Annual  Convention  of  the  Episcopal  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina  adjourned  at  noon.  Immediately  after  the  adjournment,  a  service  of 
Holy  Eucharist  was  conducted  in  the  Grand  Ballroom,  with  Bishop  Estill  as 
celebrant  and  preacher.  Music  was  provided  by  the  St.  Augustine's  College 
Concert  Choir,  directed  by  Seralyn  Smith.

to  the  177th  Convention 
of  the  Episcopal  Diocese  of  North  Carolina 

One  thing  I  will  not  be  hearing  as  much  when  I  retire  will  be  the  Hymn  "St. 
Patrick's  Breastplate!"  I  believe,  after  14  years  of  singing  it  at  baptisms  and 
confirmation  services,  I  could  do  it  standing  in  the  corner  with  my  mitre  on.  It 
obviously  is  the  favorite  of  many  of  you,  and  it  isn't  a  bad  hymn  when  used  in 
moderation.  Despite  all  that  as  I  begin  this  Annual  Address,  the  6th  stanza  of 
that  hymn  seems  appropriate: 

Christ  be  with  me,  Christ  within  me, 

Christ  behind  me,  Christ  before  me, 

Christ  beside  me,  Christ  to  win  me, 

Christ  to  comfort  and  restore  me, 

Christ  beneath  me,  Christ  above  me, 

Christ  in  quiet,  Christ  in  danger, 

Christ  in  hearts  of  all  that  love  me, 

Christ  in  mouth  of  friend  and  stranger.  (Hymn  310) 

In  this  Convention  we  will  be  talking  about  everything  from  AIDS  to 
Zion.  Fred  Warnecke,  our  gifted  and  hardworking  Chair  of  Dispatch,  has  us  on 
a  tight  schedule,  although  as  we  did  last  Convention,  there  will  be  50  minutes 
given  over  to  your  "hopes  and  concerns"  without  any  legislative  action.  I  hope 
you  will  plan  to  use  that  time.  It  has  always  been  my  intention  to  provide  space 
for  everyone  at  these  Conventions.  I  never  want  anyone  to  come  and  go  without 
having  a  chance  to  say  what  they  want  to  say  and  to  be  heard  respectfully  and 
openly  so  we  can  enter  into  dialogue  together  as  a  diocesan  family.  If  that 
results  in  our  minutes  looking  more  like  the  Book  of  Acts  than  Roberts '  Rules 
of  Order,  all  the  better.  The  Open  Hearings  tonight  and  the  Workshops 
tomorrow  will  offer  time  for  that  too.  We  are  bound  to  have  different  opinions 
and  views  on  many  of  the  issues  that  will  come  before  us,  and  I  hope  we  will 
be  courteous  to  one  another  when  we  disagree  and  not  be  like  the  person  who 
said,  "The  opposition  is  like  a  banana:  without  backbone  and  slightly  crooked." 

There  are  some  exciting  things  going  on  in  the  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina.  Earlier  this  month,  I  took  part  in  a  eucharist  with  the  eight  Greensboro 
congregations  in  which  we  also  celebrated  some  outstanding  ministries  that  they 
are  doing  together  —  ministries  in  housing,  feeding  the  hungry,  and  reaching  out 
to  the  needs  of  the  community.  I  went  with  some  of  those  who  are  especially 
involved  in  the  Greensboro  Episcopal  Housing  Ministry  and  saw  their  work  and 
met  with  a  few  of  the  people  who  are  now  residents.    Theirs  is  not  simply  a 
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ministry  of  putting  roofs  over  people's  heads,  but  one  of  community 
development  and  concern.  Theirs  is  a  concern  for  the  whole  person,  and  it 
shows  in  the  people  I  met,  and  in  those  who  are  heading  that  important  work. 

I  know  similar  work  is  being  done  in  other  parts  of  the  diocese,  and  I 
salute  those  who  are  doing  it,  and  I  urge  every  congregation  to  support  that  work 
and  where  nothing  is  being  done,  to  use  those  models  to  start  something. 

Our  Third  Annual  Bishops'  Ball  was  so  successful  that  we  had  a  waiting 
list  far  beyond  our  capacity  at  the  Conference  Center.  That  is  just  the  tip  of  the 
tremendous  work  that  is  going  on  in  Youth  Ministries  throughout  our  Diocese. 
I  met  with  young  people  in  small  groups  and  individually,  and  was  tremendously 
impressed  with  the  level  of  concern  and  interest  in  the  Church  and  in  their  Faith. 
Frances  Smyth  has  involved  dozens  of  adult  leaders  and  literally  hundreds  of 
young  people,  and  our  programs  fill  the  Conference  Center  all  year  round. 

One  of  our  dreams,  made  possible  by  your  gifts  to  the  ACTS  campaign, 
has  come  to  pass  in  our  Conference  Center  at  Brown  Summit.  It  is  truly  a 
spiritual  center  for  the  entire  diocese,  especially  for  our  young  people.  I  know 
they  now  have  a  sense  of  ownership  and  continuity  in  that  place,  and  many 
adults  do  too.  We  have  had  an  outstanding  year  there  financially,  and  John 
Koch,  our  director,  his  staff  and  the  Conference  Center  Board  are  to  be 
congratulated.  But  our  very  success  has  caused  problems.  The  earliest 
buildings,  now  over  ten  years  old,  are  in  need  of  renovation  and  updating.  The 
large  numbers  of  people  using  the  Center  also  dictate  additional  staff  and  further 
demands  on  the  existing  staff.  As  a  Diocese  we  should  be  very  proud  of  what 
we  have  done  there,  but  we  should  also  be  very  aware  of  the  treasure  we  have, 
and  the  responsibility  we  have  to  maintain  it  and  expand  its  staff  and  programs. 
It  is  not  just  a  "place  apart"  —  though  it  is  that.  It  is  not  just  a  valuable  piece 
of  real  estate  with  outstanding  facilities  —  though  it  is  that;  but  it  is  a  place 
where  people's  lives  can  be  and  are  changed,  refreshed,  and  strengthened.  It  is 
an  instrument,  perhaps  our  most  important  instrument  as  a  Diocese,  for  our 
mission  as  a  Church  to  take  place.  And  we  must  be  aware  of  that  and  aware  that 
every  one  of  us  has  a  stake  in  it  and  a  responsibility  toward  it. 

One  of  our  long-range  goals  when  I  came  as  Bishop  has  been  set  back 
by  the  announcement  in  mid-January  that  St.  John's  House  in  Durham  will  be 
closing.  The  Brothers  of  the  Society  of  St.  John  the  Evangelist,  who  came  at  my 
request  shortly  after  I  became  Bishop,  have  decided  to  consolidate  their  work  in 
the  Boston  area  with  an  eventual  restoration  of  their  former  ties  with  the 
Anglican  Church  in  Canada.  This  comes  as  a  strategic  decision  not  because  of 
lack  of  financial  support  or  lack  of  interest  here.  It  will  be  a  sad  day  for  us 
when  they  leave  and  a  real  set-back  in  the  areas  of  spiritual  direction,  retreat 
leadership,  and  clergy  development.    Several  Brothers  have  been  active  in  our 
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Diocese  beyond  their  ministry  in  Durham,  and  they  will  be  missed.  My  friend, 
Paul  Wessinger,  SSJE,  who  sat  with  me  at  breakfast  in  a  hotel  in  New  Orleans, 
and  planned  with  me  their  move  to  our  Diocese,  will  be  especially  missed,  as 
will  be  Eldridge  Pendleton,  now  Senior  Brother  in  Durham,  Brian  Bostwick,  and 
others  who  have  given  so  much  of  themselves  to  us.  We  must  not  let  this  large 
void  that  their  leaving  will  occasion  last.  There  are  several  people  who  are  in 
training  to  be  spiritual  directors,  Bill  and  Cathy  Coolidge  and  their  splendid 
facility  at  Recompense  outside  Pittsboro  continue,  and  Cursillo  helps  direct 
people  to  Spiritual  Directors  —  of  which  we  have  a  number.  An  effort  to 
provide  counseling  and  spiritual  direction  is  underway  in  Charlotte,  with  Lyonel 
Gilmer  as  its  Director,  but  we  will  have  to  take  steps  to  further  this  important 
work  and  to  provide  places  in  other  areas  of  our  Diocese.  My  deepest  gratitude 
and  appreciation  go  to  the  Brothers  of  The  Society  of  St.  John  the  Evangelist  and 
my  prayers  and  support  will  continue  as  they  seek  other  challenges  and 
opportunities. 

One  of  my  favorite  poets  and  fellow  Kentuckian,  Robert  Penn  Warren, 
in  a  long  epic  poem  reflects  on  the  importance  of  the  world  in  which  we  live: 

for  there  is 

no  water  to  wash  the  world  away. 

We  are  the  world,  and  it  is  too  late 

to  pretend  we  are  children  at  dusk  watching  fireflies. 

We  must  frame,  then,  more  firmly  the  idea  of  good. 

Nineteen  ninety-two  was  another  active  year  of  framing  the  idea  of  good 
in  the  area  that  we  call  Christian  Social  Relations.  Grants  given  by  the  Jessie 
Ball  duPont  Fund  through  my  Discretionary  Fund  have  made  a  tremendous 
difference  in  our  ability  to  address  needs  in  areas  as  varied  and  as  widespread 
as  one  could  imagine.  Poultry  workers,  farmworkers,  persons  living  with  AIDS, 
affordable  housing  projects  all  have  benefitted.  We  have  also  received  grant 
money  from  the  National  Church  and  the  United  Thank  Offering  for  work  with 
job  programs,  servant  ministries,  the  Women's  Center,  and  many  others. 
Through  other  sources  from  the  National  Church  we  have  provided  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  dollars  for  outreach  ministries.  Money  from  the  ACTS  campaign 
is  making  possible  much  of  the  work  we  agreed  upon  as  priority  work  during  my 
episcopacy.  The  only  area  we  have  fallen  short  on  is  that  of  providing  adequate 
financial  assistance  to  new  congregations.  Despite  this,  a  record  number  have 
started  up,  and  this  past  year  a  new  congregation  in  Apex,  near  Raleigh,  has 
come  into  being.  The  clergy  and  people  of  St.  Paul's  in  Cary  are  the  moving 
force  behind  this  new  venture  and  over  50  people  attended  the  first  service  held 
on  the  Sunday  of  the  Feast  of  the  Baptism  of  our  Lord.  St.  Patrick' s-on-Lake 
Norman  is  also  moving  ahead  and  had,  in  the  first  days  of  the  new  year, 
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purchased  land  for  the  eventual  location  of  that  congregation.  I  hope,  before  I 
retire,  to  encourage  others  to  look  around  them  and  to  envision  new  mission 
work  in  their  areas.  This  has  been  a  mark  of  my  time  as  Bishop,  and  I  am 
grateful  to  those  who  have  worked  so  hard  to  establish  new  churches  and  to 
reverse  the  trend  of  the  decade  before  I  came,  when  no  new  congregations  were 
started  and  where  several  were  closed. 

As  always  seems  to  happen  at  this  time  of  year,  a  few  of  our  churches 
find  for  one  reason  or  another  that  they  cannot  accept  their  full  asking  from  the 
Church's  Program  Fund.  A  list  of  those  churches  will  be  distributed  to  you  at 
this  Convention.  I  hope  every  delegate  to  this  Convention  will  make  it  a  duty 
to  be  available  to  your  Vestry  when  your  budget  is  being  set,  to  explain  the 
budget  that  you  adopt  at  this  Convention,  and  to  let  them  know  where  their 
program  and  assessment  money  goes.  Letty  Magdanz  and  I  have,  each  year, 
worked  hard  to  help  those  who  do  not  accept  their  quota.  This  year,  Bishop 
Williams  and  Council  members  have  been  doing  this  as  well.  We  know  that 
there  are  some  who  are  working  hard  to  bring  their  giving  up  to  the  actual 
asking.  There  are  others  where  circumstances  have  made  it  impossible,  and  we 
understand  that.  I  am,  however,  uneasy  with  those  congregations  which  argue 
that  they  are  working  out  their  own  formula.  That  formula  may  be  better  than 
the  one  we  have  adopted,  and  we  are  always  open  to  new  ways  of  reaching  the 
budget  and  different  ideas  of  how  the  formulas  are  set.  But  the  place  for  that  is 
here  in  Convention  —  or  better,  at  the  Convocation  Meetings,  or  even  better,  — 
through  the  appropriate  departments  of  the  Council.  Certainly  those  of  us  who 
work  with  you  on  such  matters  are  more  than  glad  to  come  meet  with  you,  but 
we  need  every  congregation  and  you  need  us.  That's  what  the  Episcopal  Church 
is,  and  while  I  promised  myself  that  I  would  get  off  the  cliche  I  introduced  at  the 
last  Convention  —  "creeping  Congregationalism"  —  that  is  just  what  such  a  thing 
is,  and  it  weakens  those  who  do  it  and  through  them,  weakens  the  whole  body 
of  the  Church. 

Our  Diocesan  institutions  continue  strong,  and  you  will  hear  from  the 
Camp  and  Conference  Center,  Saint  Mary's  College,  St.  Augustine's,  the 
Thompson  Home,  and  the  University  of  the  South  at  this  Convention. 
Representatives  from  the  Penick  Home  and  Kanuga  are  here  and  have  displays 
in  the  Exhibition  Hall.  These  represent  a  broad  range  of  ministry  and  service, 
and  we  have  every  reason  to  be  proud  of  them  and  of  their  work. 

This  has  not  been  an  easy  year  for  our  Diocesan  staff.  Since  my 
announcement  at  the  last  Convention  we  have  been  in  a  transition  period  that  has 
added  stress  to  their  already  busy  and  productive  lives.  I  am  very  proud  of  them 
and  of  the  work  they  have  done  and  are  doing.  We  are  holding  staff  meetings 
every  other  week  to  be  sure  we  are  communicating  with  one  another  and  that  the 
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work  you  have  entrusted  to  us  is  being  done.  Bishop  Williams,  Letty  Magdanz, 
Jim  Lewis,  Frances  Smyth,  Bill  Brettmann,  Ted  Malone,  and  John  Koch  deserve 
a  great  deal  of  credit  and  have  my  deep  appreciation  for  all  they  are  doing. 

So  too,  our  support  staff,  my  executive  secretary  Sara  Jo  Manning, 
Lillian  Reynolds  (now  our  senior  staffmember  in  years  of  service),  Crystal 
Partlow,  Chris  Agosta,  Pat  Hathaway,  Penelope  Olson,  and  Janet  Beck  do  a 
wonderful  job  and  keep  the  rest  of  us  "on  the  road"  as  well  as  "on  track."  I 
hope  they  know  how  they  are  appreciated  and  valued. 

You  have  received  the  good  work  of  the  Standing  Committee  who  I 
asked  to  put  the  search  for  my  successor  into  action.  I  commend  it  to  you  and 
I  am  ready  to  do  all  I  can  to  make  the  transition  as  positive  as  possible.  I 
believe  the  Holy  Spirit  works  through  us  and  through  the  process  and  that  when 
a  new  Bishop  is  ordained  and  consecrated,  that  Spirit  will  have  moved  in  our 
midst  and  in  the  life  of  that  person.  I  urge  you  to  be  patient  with  and  use  the 
system.  Our  excellent  Long-range  Planning  program  has  in  place  a  Profile  of  the 
Diocese  and  other  material  which  will  save  time  and  energy  in  the  search 
process.  Still,  if  we  have  learned  anything  over  the  past  fifteen  or  twenty  years 
in  the  Church,  it  is  that  some  kind  of  process  is  necessary  if  we  are  to  match 
people  and  dioceses.  The  involvement  of  the  whole  diocese  in  drawing  together 
a  profile,  in  sharing  what  we  are  looking  for  in  a  new  Bishop,  in  providing  a 
representative  Search  Committee  and  availing  ourselves  of  the  assistance  of 
computers,  deployment  offices,  other  bishops  and  lay  people,  visiting  and  having 
visited  those  being  considered,  meeting  their  spouses  and  seeing  them  and  having 
them  see  us  .  .  .  all  seem  to  me,  and  to  a  majority  of  our  dioceses  that  have 
elected  bishops,  necessary.  That  process  is  not  easy  nor  is  it  inexpensive  either 
in  terms  of  money  or  in  hours  of  involvement.  Still,  we  are  electing  one  who 
will  be  the  10th  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  and  whose  leadership  will  encompass  the 
next  decade  or  so.  What  we  do  in  the  way  of  that  election  is  important  to  this 
Diocese  and  to  the  National  Church  as  well.  We  are,  as  a  National  Church,  at 
a  time  when  the  direction  of  the  Church  is  being  challenged  and  even  disagreed 
with  by  a  few.  We  need  bishops  who  know  the  place  and  the  proper  role  of  the 
House  of  Bishops  and  of  the  bishop  in  a  diocese.  We  need  a  liturgical  leader 
familiar  with  the  issues  of  Prayer  Book  revision  and  the  coming  period  of 
experimentation  with  more  inclusive  liturgies.  We  need  a  Bishop  fully 
committed  to  the  importance  of  seeking  Christ  in  the  lives  of  others,  —  especially 
the  homeless,  the  hungry,  and  those  who  are  considered  outcasts  by  the  world's 
standards. 

I  would  go  a  bit  further.  In  my  opinion,  we  need  a  Bishop  loyal  to  the 
Church  and  to  its  leaders.  That  has  been  the  real  issue  in  the  Fort  Worth 
election  and  the  hesitancy  of  many  Standing  Committees  —  our  own  included  — 
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to  concur  in  the  election  of  a  priest  who  not  only  does  not  believe  women  should 
be  ordained,  but  who  has  said  he  would  not  allow  women  to  serve  in  his  diocese. 
A  report  from  an  international  committee,  set  up  by  the  Bishops  at  Lambeth 
(called  the  "Eames  Report")  made  it  very  clear  that  the  majority  of  Bishops  favor 
ordination  of  women,  but  that  we  allow  for  those  who  do  not,  under  a  so-called 
"conscience  clause,"  to  refuse  to  ordain  women.  The  same  report  made  it  clear, 
however,  that  no  bishop  has  the  right  to  exclude  women  from  serving  as  priests 
and  deacons  and  even  bishops,  in  their  dioceses.  We  now  have  nearly  50 
ordained  women  who  are  canonically  resident  in  this  Diocese,  and  they  are 
serving  in  every  way  except  in  the  episcopate. 

We  also  have  nearly  20  vocational  deacons  serving  in  this  Diocese. 
They  have  brought  a  great  richness  to  us  and  their  servant  ministries,  as 
numerous  and  varied  as  they  are,  have  deepened  our  involvement  and  the 
involvement  of  hundreds  of  lay  people.  I  count  the  establishment  of  our 
Deacons  Program  as  one  of  the  most  important  things  I  have  done,  and  we  are 
blessed  with  the  presence  of  Earl  Brill,  without  whom  the  program  could  never 
have  begun.  Happily  he  continues  to  direct  that  program  in  retirement,  and  while 
the  numbers  of  those  offering  themselves  for  the  diaconate  have  not  been  great, 
the  quality  is  such  that  the  National  Association  of  Deacons  looks  to  us  as  a 
model. 

In  a  Pastoral  Letter  I  issued  on  November  8,  1992,  and  which,  by  Canon 
was  to  be  read  in  every  church  in  the  Diocese  on  that  Sunday,  I  called  us  to 
address  the  ongoing  sin  of  racism.  I  suggested  that  we  start  with  ourselves  and 
with  the  Church.  Racism  is  the  over-arching  topic  at  this  Convention.  We  will 
have  a  special  presentation  at  the  only  meal  we  will  share  together  at  this 
Convention.  A  very  special  and  gifted  person,  Linda  Jones,  will  speak.  She  is 
one  of  the  key  members  of  the  Greensboro  Episcopal  Housing  Ministry,  and  I 
have  seen  her  in  action.  She  is  one  of  those  rare  people  who  can  motivate  others 
and  who,  by  her  own  example  and  her  perseverance,  has  wrought  some  near 
miracles  in  the  lives  of  people  in  Greensboro.  One  of  our  workshops  on  Friday 
night  will  be  on  racism.  Members  of  a  Task  Force  made  up  of  African- 
Americans  and  one  Hispanic,  have  met  with  me  on  several  occasions  and  have 
given  me  advice  and  direction  in  how  best  to  attack  racism.  Kermit  Waddell,  a 
lay  person  from  St.  Michael  and  All  Angels,  Charlotte,  will  chair  the  workshop. 
Kermit  Waddell  is  a  third  generation  Episcopalian  and  the  vice  president  of  the 
state  NAACP.  Instead  of  the  usual  Diocesan  Commission,  we  have  envisioned 
seven  convocational  organizations  which  can  attack  the  problem  across  the 
Diocese.  A  typical  example  of  this  is  a  group  here  in  Raleigh  which  came  into 
existence  even  before  my  Task  Force  met.  They  now  go  under  the  acronym 
EAR  (Episcopalians  Against  Racism),  and  they  will  share  with  others  in  the 
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workshop  what  they  have  done. 

Two  African-Americans  touched  my  life  many  years  ago  as  I  was 
beginning  my  ordained  ministry.  One  was  Whitney  Young,  a  fellow  Kentuckian, 
and  then  Executive  Director  of  the  Urban  League,  whom  I  knew  and  who  often 
came  to  Kentucky  to  speak  and  to  meet  with  us.  The  other  was  James  Baldwin, 
the  poet  and  writer,  whom  I  do  not  know.  His  book,  The  Fire  Next  Time, 
changed  my  life  and  the  direction  of  my  ministry.  Baldwin  wrote  that  "if  the 
word  integration  means  anything. .  .it  means.  .  .that  we,  with  love,  shall  force  our 
brothers  (and  sisters)  to  see  themselves  as  they  are,  to  cease  fleeing  from  reality 
and  begin  to  change  it."  He  ended  his  book  by  saying  that  "If  we  —  the 
relatively  conscious  whites  and  the  relatively  conscious  blacks,  who  must  be  like 
lovers,  insist  on,  or  create,  the  consciousness  of  others  —  do  not  falter  in  our 
duty  now,  we  may  be  able,  handful  that  we  are,  to  end  the  racial  nightmare,  and 
achieve  our  country,  and  change  the  history  of  the  world.  If  we  do  not  now  dare 
everything,  the  fulfillment  of  that  prophecy,  recreated  from  the  Bible  in  song  by 
a  slave,  is  upon  us:  'God  gave  Noah  the  rainbow  sign,  No  more  water,  the  fire 
next  time.'"  I  am  reminded  of  the  African  hero  in  Alan  Paton's  Cry,  the 
Beloved  Country:  "I  have  one  great  fear  in  my  heart,  that,  when  they  (the 
whites)  are  turned  to  loving  we  (blacks)  shall  be  turned  to  hating."  Isn't  this  the 
same  thing  Abraham  Lincoln  said  many  years  ago  that  when  the  black  man  is 
emancipated,  the  white  man  will  discover  that  he  is  the  one  who  has  been  set 
free?  Racism,  sexism,  prejudice,  and  injustice  really  have  to  do  with  the  same 
things,  and  we  must  stamp  them  out,  beginning  with  their  occurance  within 
ourselves. 

Carlos  Fuentes,  in  his  book  of  reflections  on  Spain  and  the  New  World, 
says  that  ever  since  the  coming  of  Columbus... "the  American  continent  has 
existed  between  the  good  society  that  we  desire  and  the  imperfect  society  in 
which  we  really  live." 

Fuentes  goes  on  to  say,  "The  only  hope  among  those  of  this  hemisphere 
is  to  embrace  one  another,  to  shed  the  legacy  of  racism  and  exclusion  and  to  fuel 
cultural  continuity.  When  we  exclude,  we  are  poor,  when  we  include  we  are 
rich." 

I  remember  reading  in  Whitney  Young's  book,  To  Be  Equal,  these 
words:  "..whenever  you  begin  to  feel  helpless,  I  would  like  you  to  think  about 
an  experience  that  I  had  at  Soldier's  Field  in  Chicago  at  the  music  festival  one 
August.  As  we  filed  into  that  vast  arena,  everybody  was  given  a  match,  and  at 
a  certain  point  in  the  program  all  the  lights  were  turned  out  and  one  hundred 
thousand  people  were  in  darkness.  Each  person  was  asked  to  strike  the  match. 
(And  Whitney  Young  said,)  I  am  certain  each  one  of  us  thought,  'What  can  I  do 
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with  this  little  match?'  But  we  all  went  along  with  the  request  and  struck  our 
tiny  matches.  And  because  one  hundred  thousand  matches  were  struck,  the  place 
became  as  light  as  brightest  day.  This  we  can  do  as  individuals.  Each  can  strike 
a  match.  We  can't  just  sit  and  wait  for  somebody  else.  We  must  go  ahead  — 
alone,  if  necessary  —  but  together  in  the  end." 

We  can  strike  a  match  as  a  Diocese  by  activating  these  convocational 
task  forces.  We  can  strike  a  match  by  looking  at  our  communities  and 
neighborhoods  and  our  homes  and  seeing  what  we  can  do  there.  We  can  try  to 
make  equal  opportunities  available  in  church  hiring  policies  and  even  move  to 
affirmative  action.  We  can  look  at  our  neighboring  churches  and  do  things 
together,  reach  out  to  help  in  projects,  exchange  pulpits  or  choirs,  get  to  know 
one  another.  Our  Conference  Center  has  been  looking  for  ways  to  be  used  in 
these  ways,  and  we  must  try  to  do  more.  We  will  have  the  opportunity  to  hear 
Prezell  Robinson,  the  distinguished  president  of  St.  Augustine's  College,  at  this 
Convention.  It  is  his  25th  year  in  that  office,  and  he  has  done  a  magnificent  job. 
I  will  be  honored  next  month  with  an  Honorary  Degree  from  St.  Aug's,  but  the 
real  honor  has  been  in  serving  on  the  Board  and  working  closely  with  Prezell 
Robinson  for  these  14  years  I  have  been  Bishop.  He  and  I  have  been  concerned 
about  the  lack  of  African-American  candidates  for  ordination,  and  have  tried  to 
do  something  about  it  at  St.  Aug's.  We  have  had  some  minor  success  (at  one 
point  three  out  of  only  five  Black  seminarians  in  the  whole  Episcopal  Church 
were  from  North  Carolina).  Yet,  over  the  years,  nearly  40  percent  of  all  the 
ordained  black  clergy  in  the  Episcopal  Church  were  from  or  had  some 
connection  with  that  college.  It  continues  to  be  one  of  the  major  matches  we  can 
keep  lighted  in  our  war  on  racism. 

I  call  upon  our  11  predominately  black  congregations  to  take  heart  and 
to  continue  to  do  the  work  of  ministry  they  are  doing.  It's  not  always  easy  — 
and  they  feel  the  lack  of  ordained  leadership  most  acutely.  But  at  least  we  have 
not  had  to  close  any  of  them  or  try  to  meld  them  into  existing  white 
congregations  where,  historically,  they  have  simply  disappeared  or  at  least  been 
greatly  reduced  in  numbers  and  in  leadership. 

Malcolm  X,  unless  the  movie  and  his  autobiography  are  incorrect,  had 
his  life  changed  by  the  witness  of  a  Black  Muslim  he  met  in  prison.  Say  what 
you  like,  or  take  whatever  view  of  him  you  may,  his  life  and  example  will,  I 
believe,  far  outweigh  that  of  other  black  leaders  in  America  in  terms  of  its 
influence  on  generations  of  African-Americans  yet  to  come.  He  ended  up 
preaching  peaceful  co-existence  and  cooperation,  but  it  all  began  for  him  when 
one  person  took  the  time  to  care  about  him  and  to  direct  him  into  a  finer  life 
than  that  he  was  leading. 

We  can  light  a  match  like  that  wherever  we  are.    In  our  dealings  with 
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people  of  a  different  race,  whether  they  be  in  our  homes,  or  at  work  or  at  school 
or  in  church.  We  can  light  a  match  by  simple  human  gestures  to  one  another. 
I  grew  up  as  many  of  you  did,  calling  black  women  and  men  who  were  old 
enough  to  be  my  grandparent  or  parent  by  their  first  names,  and  so  did  my 
children.  Yet  I  would  have  been  punished  if  it  had  even  occurred  to  me  to  call 
one  of  my  parents'  friends  or  the  mother  or  father  of  one  of  my  friends  by  their 
first  name.  What  kind  of  example  is  that  for  our  children?  or  grandchildren? 
What  does  it  say  about  our  attitude  toward  people  of  a  different  race?  Can  we 
not  do  something  to  change  that  seemingly  simple  thing,  take  that  little  step 
toward  human  dignity  and  equality? 

It  is  that  kind  of  thing  that  I  hope  this  Diocese  will  be  about.  Lighting 
matches  —  and  looking  for  ways  to  penetrate  the  darkness  of  race  relations  in  our 
churches  and  in  our  state.  And,  like  most  things  Christian,  this  must  begin  with 
ourselves  and  with  our  own  renewal  of  our  baptismal  covenant  wherein  we 
promised  to  "seek  and  serve  Christ  in  all  persons,  loving  our  neighbor  as  we  love 
ourself." 

The  last  two  General  Conventions  of  our  National  Church  have  called 
upon  all  of  us  in  the  Church  to  put  aside  our  prejudices  and  our  judgments  and 
to  make  ours  a  truly  inclusive  Church.  Gay  and  lesbian  people  are  the  "children 
of  God"  just  as  are  those  who  are  heterosexual,  and  we  are  called  to  reach  out 
as  a  Church  to  the  gay  community,  just  as  we  are  to  everyone,  in  the  Name  of 
the  One  who,  on  the  Cross,  stretched  out  His  loving  arms  that  all  the  peoples  of 
the  earth  might  look  to  Him  and  be  saved.  It  is  ironic,  is  it  not,  that  the  military 
may  be  ahead  of  the  Church  in  this?  A  gay  man,  Tim  Miller,  in  his  essay  in 
"Amazing  Grace"  says,  "The  closer  we  can  get  to  ourselves  spiritually...  find  a 
generous  place  to  include  the  diversity  of  our  journeys,  the  sooner  many  of  the 
hurts  of  our  time  may  finally  be  healed."  I  am  glad  to  know  that  a  support 
group  for  gays  and  lesbians  is  being  formed  at  the  Chapel  of  the  Cross  in  Chapel 
Hill  and  that  Integrity  chapters  continue  in  Charlotte  and  Greensboro.  I  hope  we 
can  reestablish  in  Durham  what  was  one  of  the  strongest  chapters  in  the  state. 
This  Diocesan  Convention  called  for  a  Commission  on  Pastoral  Concerns  several 
years  ago,  and  it  has  been  actively  involved  ever  since.  The  studies  in  human 
sexuality  that  are  going  on  throughout  the  Diocese  are  extremely  important  to  us 
and  to  the  broader  Church,  and  I  commend  them  to  you  and  to  your 
congregations.  Our  Deputies  to  the  last  General  Convention  were  given  the  task 
of  getting  this  in  motion,  and  I  am  grateful  to  them  for  their  hard  work.  Bob 
Sessum,  who  chaired  our  deputation,  has  been  especially  helpful  in  getting  this 
under  way.  In  June,  at  Kanuga,  we  will  share  with  other  dioceses  in  our 
Province  and  I  hope  many  of  you  will  be  there. 

Nearly  40  years  ago  the  contemporary  saint,  Trevor  Huddleston,  now 
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a  retired  bishop  in  the  Church  of  England,  wrote  from  the  heart  of  the  Africa  he 
loved,  a  book  entitled  Naught  for  Your  Comfort.  He  got  the  title  from  G.  K. 
Chesterton's  "Ballad  of  the  White  Horse"  which  has  these  lines: 

I  tell  you  naught  for  your  comfort, 

Yea,  naught  for  your  desire, 

Save  that  the  sky  grows  darker  yet 

And  the  sea  rises  higher. 
That  book  by  Trevor  Huddleston  affected  my  life  more  than  any  other  I  have 
ever  read. 

Bishop  Huddleston  is  a  member  of  the  monastic  order  of  the 
Community  of  the  Resurrection,  and  he  wrote  this  book  after  serving  for  twelve 
years  in  Africa,  and  before  his  recall  by  his  community.  Later  he  was  to  return 
as  a  Bishop.  He  makes  it  clear  that  he  wrote  the  book  as  a  partisan,  for,  he  said, 
"I  believe  that  Christians  are  committed  in  the  field  of  human  relationships  to  a 
partisan  approach." 

Throughout  the  book  in  simple  stories  of  human  misery,  poverty  and 
enslavement,  he  tells  of  his  ministry  and  of  his  fight  against  the  evil  of  apartheid. 
"My  task,"  he  wrote,  "is  always  and  everywhere  the  same:  to  recognize  in  my 
brother  more  than  my  brother,  more  even  than  the  personality  and  the  manhood 
that  are  his;  my  task  is  to  recognize  Christ  Himself.  And  I  cannot,  therefore, 
stand  aside  when  it  is  He  whom  men  treat  contemptuously  in  the  streets  of  the 
city." 

Bishop  Huddleston's  book  ends  with  these  words,  and  I  will  end  this 
annual  address  with  them  too.  "It  is  His  Person  I  have  found  in  Africa,  in  the 
poverty  of  her  homes,  in  the  beauty  and  splendor  of  her  children,  in  the  patience 
and  courtesy  of  her  people.  But,  above  all  I  have  found  Him  where  every 
Christian  should  expect  to  find  Him:  in  the  darkness,  in  the  fear,  in  the  blinding 
weariness  of  Calvary.   And  Calvary  is  but  one  step  from  the  empty  Tomb."

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Address  of  the  Suffragan  Bishop 

To  the  177th  Convention 
of  the  Episcopal  Diocese  of  North  Carolina 

Bishop  Estill,  members  of  the  Convention  and  guests. 

In  this  address  to  the  37th  Convention  of  our  Diocese  that  I  have 
attended  since  arriving  in  the  Diocese  in  1956,  I  would  like  to  observe  that  I 
have  been  serving  as  your  Bishop  Suffragan  for  almost  three  years.  During  this 
time  I  have  had  the  privilege  of  sharing  in  visitations,  rotating  every  other  year 
with  Bishop  Estill  to  all  the  congregations  in  the  Diocese.  I'm  on  my  second 
round  now.  I  see  faces  that  are  becoming  more  familiar  now,  and  I  am  sensing 
the  dedication  for  ministry  that  exists  not  only  in  the  clergy,  but  also  in  the  lay 
leadership  whom  I  encounter  on  my  Sunday  trips. 

I  would  like  to  report  on  some  of  the  other  things  that  I  have  been  doing 
during  the  past  year.  All  touch  on  the  Church's  ministry,  both  ordained  and  lay. 

My  background  as  a  member  of  the  Diocesan  Consultant  Network  has 
been  useful  in  serving  the  search  committees  for  vacant  college  chaplaincies  in 
the  cases  of  Duke  and  North  Carolina  State  universities,  and  being  liaison  to  the 
Department  of  Ministry  in  Higher  Education  with  Brooks  Graebner,  its  chair. 
A  second  way  that  my  former  involvement  as  a  consultant  to  search  committees 
has  been  useful  is  in  sitting  regularly  with  devoted  clergy  who  are  serving  as 
interim  ministers  of  congregations  undergoing  transitions  between  rectors  or 
vicars.  These  interim  clergy,  convened  by  the  Rev.  Ralph  Macy,  meet  to  share 
their  stories,  and  their  learnings  about  this  specialized  ministry  and  to  offer  their 
support  to  each  other. 

I  have  also  attended  two  meetings  of  the  House  of  Bishops  during  1992, 
at  Kanuga  and  in  Baltimore.  These  two  meetings  have  been  times  when  the 
House  has  not  attempted  to  legislate  or  vote  on  issues.  Instead  it  has  sought  to 
rediscover  the  bases  of  its  collegiality,  through  small  group  Bible  study  and  in 
response  to  various  presentations.  I  believe  these  meetings  have  been  a  time  of 
healing  for  many  who  had  become  estranged  around  divisive  issues.  Divisive 
issues  remain,  however,  and  must  eventually  be  faced  when  the  House  meets  in 
Panama  this  year  and  at  General  Convention  in  1994.  We  will  be  finding  how 
effectively  the  Spirit  of  Unity  has  come  to  pervade,  inform,  and  strengthen  us. 

I  have  also  participated  with  the  Companion  Diocese  Commission  in 
two  ways  during  the  past  year  —  first  to  join  Martha  Alexander  in  representing 
us  at  the  funeral  of  Bishop  Desmond  Smith  who  died  suddenly  last  summer  in 
Belize,  and  second,  to  join  a  group  exploring  possibilities  for  a  new  Companion 
Diocese  relationship  in  a  trip  to  Costa  Rica  over  Thanksgiving.    Trips  to  other 
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possible  Companion  Dioceses  are  also  taking  place  during  this  time  of 
exploration. 

I  have  also  been  part  of  a  response  to  Bishop  Estill's  awareness  of  the 
need  of  our  Diocese  and  of  all  dioceses  for  the  development  of  diocesan  policies 
and  procedures  to  be  followed  in  cases  of  alleged  clergy  sexual  misconduct.  The 
process  began  with  a  day-long  educational  workshop  for  clergy  at  Browns 
Summit  last  June,  sponsored  by  our  Clergy  Association.  It  was  led  by  the 
Reverend  Virginia  Herring,  vicar  of  St.  Anne's,  Winston-Salem,  and  by  Bishop 
Harold  Hopkins  of  the  Presiding  Bishop's  Office  of  Pastoral  Development.  More 
recently  I  have  been  working  with  our  Chancellor,  Joseph  B.  Cheshire,  studying 
the  need  for  such  a  policy  as  well  as  reviewing  existing  policy/procedure 
statements  of  other  dioceses,  using  theirs  as  models  from  which  to  draft  our  own. 

The  Church  Insurance  Company  which  insures  most  dioceses  against 
various  liabilities,  including  claims  of  sexual  misconduct  by  clergy  and  lay 
employees  of  the  Church,  has  determined  not  to  offer  this  insurance  to  any 
diocese  that  has  not  established  its  policies  and  procedures  and  put  them  into 
effect  by  January  1,  1994.  By  a  resolution  offered  for  action  by  this  Convention, 
a  Special  Committee  is  to  be  appointed  to  formulate  policies  and  procedures  for 
our  Diocese,  and  to  submit  them  to  the  Diocesan  Council  for  action,  putting  them 
into  effect  sometime  during  1993  in  order  to  qualify  for  the  renewal  of  our 
liability  coverage. 

While  there  has  not  been  an  instance  of  alleged  sexual  misconduct  by 
clergy  or  lay  employees  of  our  Diocese,  and  for  this  we  can  all  be  very  thankful, 
it  will  be  very  helpful  for  all  of  us  to  know  ahead  of  time  how  such  an  allegation 
will  be  managed  should  one  arise. 

The  last  item  I  want  to  report  to  you  has  to  do  with  Bishop  Estill's 
shifting  to  me  the  responsibility  for  people  in  the  process  leading  to  ordination 
and  working  with  the  Commission  on  Ministry  and  the  Standing  Committee  in 
their  responsibilities  for  canonically  approving  anyone  to  be  ordained. 

In  the  last  year  we  have  had  good  experience  with  local  discernment 
committees  which  work  with  people  who  sense  they  are  being  called  to  an 
ordained  vocation.  When  an  aspirant  is  endorsed  by  his  or  her  local  committee 
and  rector  or  vicar,  the  individual  is  sent  for  an  initial  interview  with  me.  If  in 
my  judgment  the  the  individual  has  a  valid  call  to  the  ordained  ministry,  I 
recommend  him  or  her  to  the  Commission  on  Ministry  for  its  appraisal  and 
endorsement  back  to  me,  and  subsequent  assignment  for  an  Intern  year.  People 
have  found  this  process  understandable  and  helpful  to  all  concerned.  We  now 
have  six  Aspirants  who  will  complete  their  internships  this  spring  and  who  have 
been  accepted  as  Postulants.  But  next  month  the  Commission  on  Ministry  will 
interview  thirteen  people  who  are  entering  the  process,  two  aspiring  to  the 
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vocational  diaconate  and  eleven  aspiring  to  the  priesthood.  Perhaps  local 
discernment  committees  are  doing  their  job  too  well.  If  the  Commission  on 
Ministry  approves  them  all,  and  if  they  continue  successfully  to  complete  their 
training,  then  finding  all  of  them  positions  four  years  from  this  spring  presents 
a  major  problem.  Will  this  Diocese  need  that  many  new  compensated  priests, 
say  in  1996  or  1997,  in  addition  to  the  twenty  postulants  or  candidates  already 
ahead  of  them  in  the  pipeline  for  the  priesthood?  That's  the  question.  And  the 
question  will  be  a  continuing  one  unless  more  of  the  sincere  people  like  those 
I've  been  interviewing  are  not  redirected  beginning  at  the  local  level  toward 
discerning  their  ministries  as  the  lay  leaders  that  the  Church  and  world  so  sorely 
need. 

So  it  has  been  an  interesting  year  for  me  as  your  Suffragan  Bishop: 

-  in  making  more  friends  as  I  visit  your  congregations; 

-  in  helping  search  committees  find  new  chaplains; 

-  in  bringing  interim  clergy  together  to  support  each  other; 

-  in  participating  in  the  search  for  a  unity  in  the  House  of 
Bishops  that  is  stronger  than  the  issues  which  divide  us; 

-  in  traveling  in  search  of  a  new  Companion  Diocese; 

-  in  helping  people  know  what  to  expect  will  happen  when 
an  allegation  of  sexual  misconduct  by  clergy  or  lay 
employees  suddenly  is  made; 

-  and,  in  dealing  with  increasing  numbers  of  dedicated 
people  aspiring  to  ordination. 

On  reflection  I've  been  learning  a  lot,  and  by  God's  Grace,  I  will 
continue  to  learn  a  lot  as  we  move  further  into  1993.

ACTS  Committee 

The  ACTS  Committee  was  authorized  by  the  Diocesan  Council  in  June  1990. 
Following  the  procedures  outlined  in  that  action,  the  committee  has  met  regularly 
to  grant  funds  for  projects  in  four  areas.  All  money  for  grants  comes  from  the 
interest  earned  on  money  given  during  the  ACTS  Campaign.  There  is  no  grant 
money  in  the  diocesan  budget,  though  the  modest  administrative  cost  of  the 
committee  is  carried  in  it  under  Miscellaneous  Committees.  Because  of  the 
small  amount  in  the  trust  funds  for  each  area,  the  help  that  can  be  given  is 
severely  limited  and  does  not  meet  demand  in  most  areas.  It  is  hoped  by  the 
Committee  that  additional  donations  to  the  ACTS  Campaign  will  increase 
funding  for  these  programs.  The  Committee  plans  closer  cooperation  with  Parish 
Grants  in  the  future  to  enhance  our  effectiveness.  The  Committee  is  made  up 
of  one  elected  representative  from  each  convocation  and  a  chairman  appointed 
from  the  Department  of  Mission  and  Outreach.  The  closing  dates  for  1993 
grants  are  April  4  and  October  25,  1993.  Disaster  requests  are  taken  on  an 
emergency  basis  as  may  be  obtained  from  the  office  of  the  Rev.  William 
Brettmann  at  Diocesan  House.  So  far  in  1992  the  following  grants  have  been 
made: 

•Diocesan  Disaster  Relief~$3,620  to  Emmanuel  Church, 
Warrenton,  for  an  independent  health  survey  and  water 
testing  for  the  residents  of  Afton  Community,  testing 
for  a  possible  chemical  leak; 

•World  Disaster  Relief— no  requests; 

•New  Programs-$  1,000  to  Triangle  AIDS  Interfaith  Net- 
work for  their  AIDS  Care  Team  Program,  seed  money  to 
help  establish  church-based  care  teams;  and  $2,000  to 
Union  County  to  begin  expanding  their  Winter  Shelter 
Program; 

•Emergencies— $1,200  to  Orange/Durham  Coalition  for 
Battered  Women  for  the  continuation  of  the  Change 
Program  (working  with  batterer).

I.  W.  Murfree,  Durham;  Gail  Stroud,  Greensboro;  (until  November  1994)  John

November  1995)  William  Harmon,  Raleigh;  TBA,  Sandhills.

Appalachian  People's  Service  Organization  (APSO) 

"The  purpose  of  APSO  is  to  reflect  and  embody  the  commitment  of  the  Episcopal 
Church  and  people  in  member  dioceses  to  carry  out  a  biblically -rooted  ministry 
of  justice  with  the  people  of  Appalachia. " 

APSO  has  just  hired  a  new  Executive  Coordinator,  Jean  Baldwin  of 
Knoxville,  Tennessee.  She  will  begin  her  duties  January  1,  1993.  This  ends  a 
year  of  transition  and  marks  the  beginning  of  an  opportunity  for  the  dioceses  to 
play  a  larger  role  in  determining  APSO's  ministries. 

During  this  year  of  transition,  APSO  has  been  restructured,  and  a  new, 
smaller  working  Board  has  been  installed.  In  the  new  structure,  the  14  APSO 
dioceses  are  grouped  geographically  into  the  Northern  Tier,  the  Central  Tier,  and 
the  Southern  Tier.   The  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  is  in  the  Southern  Tier. 

Each  of  the  tiers  will  have  a  Steering  Committee  composed  of  two 
members  from  each  diocese's  APSO  Committee.  The  Steering  Committee  will 
be  responsible  for  organizing  at  least  one  tier  gathering  per  year,  recommending 
program  goals  and  budgets  for  work  within  the  tier,  and  overseeing  program 
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work  within  the  tier.    Board  members  will  be  elected  by  the  tier  at  the  annual 
meeting  and  will  serve  four-year,  staggered  terms. 

The  Diocesan  APSO  Committee  is  appointed  by  the  bishop  and  includes 
people  who  have  been  involved  with  APSO  ministry  units,  church  and 
community  people  involved  with  hands-on  social  ministries,  the  diocesan  staff 
persons  responsible  for  social  justice  ministries,  and  others  as  desired.  Members 
of  the  diocese's  APSO  Committee  are  Laura  Hooper,  the  Rev.  Perry  Scruggs,  the 
Rev.  Pat  Earle,  Ann  Thompson,  Bishop  Williams  and  Beth  McKee. 

The  Committee  will  focus  and  interpret  APSO  work  within  the  diocese, 
relate  to  the  APSO  staff  and  Tier  Steering  Committee,  and  do  advocacy  and 
fund-raising  within  the  diocese. 

The  Tier  meetings  are  scheduled  for  early  spring.  Each  diocese  is  urged 
to  bring  its  ministry  concerns  and  program  needs  to  that  gathering. 

APSO  is  the  Episcopal  representative  on  the  Commission  on  Religion 
in  Appalachia  (CORA),  a  seventeen-denomination  planning  and  coordinating 
group.  As  the  Episcopal  representative,  APSO  advocates  for  denominational 
funds  for  grassroots  projects  screened  and  selected  by  CORA's  Appalachian 
Development  Projects  Coalition  (APDC).  The  only  ADPC  project  in  the  diocese 
is  the  North  Carolina  Occupational  Safety  and  Health  Project  in  Durham. 

The  Diocese  contributed  $2,500  for  APSO's  support  in  1992.  Other 
support  came  from  St.  John's,  Charlotte,  and  Calvary  Church,  Tarboro. 

APSO  is  most  appreciative  of  the  participation  and  support  of  the  people 
of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina.  Laura  Hooper  served  on  the  APSO  Board  for 
more  than  10  years,  Beth  McKee  was  the  Urban  Ministry  Unit  representative  for 
more  than  12  years  and  Harrison  Simons  and  Pat  Earle  have  been  long-time, 
faithful  members  of  the  Intramont  Ministry  Unit.

The  forms  for  Daily  Devotions,  the  celebration  of  the  Sacraments,  the 
Psalms,  and  many  of  the  other  services  and  prayers  in  this  book  are  reprinted 
from  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  of  the  Episcopal  Church.   The  corresponding 
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material  in  Spanish  is  taken  from  El  Libro  de  Oration  Comun,  copyright  1982 
by  the  Church  Pension  Fund,  and  is  used  by  permission.  Other  prayers  are 
adaptations  by  the  editor  of  prayers  from  earlier  editions  of  this  book  and  from 
other  sources.  The  Bible  Readings  are  adapted  from  the  Revised  Standard 
Version  of  the  Bible,  copyright  1946,  1952,  1957,  and  1973  by  the  Division  of 
Christian  Education  of  the  National  Council  of  the  Churches  of  Christ  in  the 
U.S.A.  Hymns  have  been  selected  primarily  for  use  in  private  devotion,  rather 
than  in  public  worship.  Since  they  are  intended  to  be  used  as  prayers,  instead 
of  being  sung,  no  music  is  provided. 

One  layperson  requested  two  copies  of  this  shirt  pocket-size  Prayer 
Book  and  two  Episcopal  Church  Service  Crosses  to  send  to  her  people  on  active 
duty  during  1992.

Conference  Center  Board  of  Directors 

Under  the  able  leadership  of  John  Koch,  Executive  Director,  the  Camp  and 
Conference  Center  has  had  a  very  good  year  in  1992.  The  adult  facilities  have 
reached  a  record  number  of  over  16,000  bednights  and  the  day  usage  has  also 
been  strong.  The  youth  facilities  were  quite  busy  over  the  summer  months  with 
a  full  complement  of  summer  camps  and  conferences.  With  the  Diocesan 
supplement  we  expect  to  round  out  the  year  with  our  budget  in  the  black. 

As  we  prepare  to  enter  1993,  it  is  significant  to  note  that  we  are  a 
sizeable  business,  fast  approaching  a  million-dollar  budget  and  with  a  staff  of 
approximately  forty. 

The  Board  of  Directors  continues  to  make  plans  for  the  future.  We  are 
looking  into  the  development  of  an  Environmental  Education  Program  that  would 
be  worked  out  with  the  public  schools.  We  envision  having  an  on-site  Camp 
Director. 

There  are  also  capital  needs.  The  North  Carolina  Division  of 
Environmental  Management  is  requiring  us  to  up-grade  our  waste  treatment  plant 
to  meet  1994  environmental  laws. 

We  must  begin  renovating  our  adult  cottages  in  1993.  These  four 
cottages  have  had  hard  usage  for  over  ten  years  and  must  be  refurbished  to  top- 
notch  condition.  In  some  cases  we  need  to  enlarge  their  meeting  rooms  to  meet 
current  capacity  requirements. 
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The  Board  would  like  to  purchase  eight  acres  of  land  on  our  western 
border  to  maintain  a  buffer  zone  between  the  Conference  Center  and  adjoining 
real  estate  development. 

The  Board  of  Directors  has  informed  the  Diocesan  Council  of  its  interest 
in  having  the  Diocesan  House  headquartered  at  Browns  Summit,  if  a  move  from 
Raleigh  is  considered  under  the  leadership  of  a  new  Bishop. 

There  is  a  serious  need  for  some  kind  of  fund  that  will  provide  for  these 
high-cost  capital  items.  Through  the  Board  of  Visitors  we  have  begun  the 
development  of  Endowment  Funds,  but  by  their  nature,  only  the  interest  can  be 
spent  annually.  We  must  develop  a  maintenance  or  sustaining  fund  that  would 
provide  for  large  capital  expenditures.    This  is  currently  under  study. 

We  ask  for  the  continued  support  of  our  congregations  in  encouraging 
use  of  the  Camp  and  Conference  Center  both  by  themselves  and  by  others  in 
their  community,  and  that  they— if  possible-include  the  Center  in  their  annual 
budgets. 

We  continue  to  be  blessed  with  an  excellent  Board  of  Directors  and  we 
express  our  gratitude  to  the  six  members  who  rotate  off  this  year:   The  Revs. 

Harrison  Simons,  William  Smyth,  and  Fred  Warneke,  and  lay  persons  Edward 
Crothers,  Nancie  LaRoche,  and  Rose  Flannagan. 

After  sixteen  years  of  involvement  with  the  Camp  and  Conference 
Center  I  am  excited  about  its  progress  and  its  future.  I  pray  that  the  people  of 
this  Diocese  will  continue  their  enthusiastic  support.

Department  of  Budgets  of  the  Diocesan  Council 

This  is  a  summary  annual  report  of  the  Department  of  Budgets  of  Diocesan 
Council  for  the  period  February,  1992  through  January  1993.  During  that  period 
Syd  Alexander  and  I  constituted  the  Department  of  Budgets.  Both  of  us  were 
members  of  Diocesan  Council  and  I  served  as  Department  Chairman.  Letty 
Magdanz,  the  Diocesan  Treasurer  and  Business  Manager,  was  extensively 
involved  with  the  work  of  the  Department  as  was  Pat  Hathaway,  her  assistant. 
1.  In  May  budgets-preparation  materials  were  mailed  to  the  chairs  or 
other  representatives  of  all  institutions  likely  to  seek  funding  from  the  1993 
Maintenance  or  Program  Fund  budgets  of  the  Diocese.  The  material  included 
the  schedule  for  submission  and  consideration  of  the  budgets,  budget  forms, 
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instructions  for  completion  of  those  forms  and  instructions  on  the  administration 
of  budgets. 

2.  Also  in  May  there  were  numerous  discussions  concerning  the  formal 
establishment  of  a  task  force  to  consider  issues  related  to  the  funding  of  the 
Diocese,  including  a  unified  budget  and  the  merits  of  voluntary  giving,  quotas 
and  assessments.  The  discussions  also  considered  whether  such  a  task  force 
should  be  organized  under  the  Department  of  Budgets  or  Diocesan  Council  itself. 
Such  a  task  force  was  not  created. 

3.  Letty  Magdanz  was  on  sabbatical  during  June,  July  and  August,  and 
Pat  Hathaway  provided  Diocesan  House  coordination  for  the  Department. 

4.  On  August  15  I  attended  the  budget  hearings  and  meeting  of  the 
Department  of  Higher  Education  at  St.  Mary's  House  in  Greensboro  where 
relevant  portions  of  the  proposed  Program  Fund  budget  were  developed. 

5.  On  August  28  Syd  Alexander  and  I  met  by  conference  call  with  Bob 
Darst  for  the  Department  of  Finance  and  Business  Methods.  Our  discussions 
concerned  the  salary  and  benefits  elements  of  the  budgets  and  the  need  for 
certain  study  committees. 

6.  From  September  15  through  17  Syd  Alexander  and  I  attended  the 
budget  hearings  of  the  Department  of  Mission  and  Outreach  at  the  Camp  and 
Conference  Center  where  relevant  portions  of  the  proposed  Program  Fund 
budget  were  developed. 

7.  On  September  21  at  Diocesan  House,  Syd  Alexander  and  I  met  with 
Bishop  Estill,  Bishop  Williams,  Letty  Magdanz  and  the  Chairs  of  the  other 
departments  of  Council  to  develop  the  budgets  to  be  presented  to  Council  for 
adoption. 

8.  At  the  September  29  meeting  of  Council  at  Diocesan  House  a  total 
Maintenance  Fund  budget  of  $875,151  and  a  total  Program  Fund  budget  of 
$1,661,730  were  adopted.  Council  also  adopted  a  funding  plan  for  the  Program 
budget:  total  quota  askings  would  be  set  at  105%  of  the  proposed  $1,661,730  in 
expenses  =  $1,744,817.  The  difference,  $83,087,  would  serve  as  a  cushion 
against  some  quota  non-acceptances.  Council  further  agreed  that  quota 
acceptances  would  only  be  used  to  the  extent  necessary  to  balance  the  funding 
of  the  budget  against  the  expenses  of  the  budget.  Total  Maintenance  Fund 
assessments  were  set  at  100%  of  the  expense  budget,  $875,151. 

9.  In  October  copies  of  the  proposed  budgets  were  distributed  to  all  of 
the  congregations  in  the  Diocese  together  with  the  Maintenance  Fund  assessment 
and  Program  Fund  quota  asked  of  each  congregation. 

10.  During  November  Syd  Alexander  and  I  presented  the  budgets  at  all 
fall  convocation  meetings.  Syd  attended  the  meetings  of:  the  Rocky  Mount 
Convocation  at  Good  Shepherd,  Rocky  Mount;  the  Raleigh  Convocation  at  Good 
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Shepherd,  Raleigh:  the  Durham  Convocation  at  St.  Titus',  Durham;  and  the 
Sandhills  Convocation  at  Emmanuel,  Southern  Pines.  I  attended  the  meetings  of: 
the  Charlotte  Convocation  at  St.  Andrew's,  Charlotte;  the  Winston-Salem 
Convocation  at  St.  Anne's,  Winston-Salem;  and  the  Greensboro  Convocation  at 
Holy  Comforter,  Burlington.  Letty  Magdanz  attended  all  seven  convocation 
meetings. 

11.  At  the  December  7  meeting  of  Council  at  Diocesan  House  the 
Program  Fund  budget  was  increased  slightly  to  $1,663,164  to  correct  errors  that 
had  been  discovered  since  the  September  29  adoption  of  the  budgets.  Council 
also  considered  certain  letters  and  resolutions  about  the  budgets  from  St. 
Thomas',  Reidsville  and  from  St.  Paul's,  Monroe  and  the  Charlotte  Convocation. 
The  Department  of  Budgets  was  directed  to  communicate  the  responses  of 
Council. 

12.  On  December  21,  at  the  suggestion  of  Bishop  Estill  and  the 
invitation  of  Rector  Bob  Haden,  Martha  Alexander  and  I  met  with  the  Vestry  of 
St.  John's,  Charlotte  to  discuss  its  partial  acceptance  of  its  assigned  quota  for 
1993.  (In  addition,  on  several  other  occasions,  Bishop  Estill,  Bishop  Williams, 
Letty  Magdanz  and  other  Council  members  discussed  quota  acceptances  with 
other  Church's  clergy  or  Vestry,  and  encouragement  or  assistance  may  have  been 
offered  for  improving  church  stewardship,  personnel  benefits  or  accounting 
systems.) 

13.  Council  received  a  letter,  dated  December  17,  concerning  the 
budgets  from  Tom  Ehrich,  Rector  of  St.  Martin's,  Charlotte.  I  acknowledged  its 
receipt  in  my  letter  dated  January  11. 

14.  I  wrote  a  letter,  dated  January  1,  to  the  Vestry  of  St.  Thomas', 
Reidsville  in  response  to  its  letter  of  November  18  addressed  to  Council  and  the 
Churches  of  the  Diocese.  Copies  were  mailed  to  St.  Thomas'  and  submitted  to 
Ted  Malone  for  inclusion  in    The  Communicant. 

15.  I  attended  the  January  13  meeting  of  the  Charlotte  Convocation  at 
All  Saints,  Concord  to  orally  reply  to  that  convocation's  November  11  resolution 
concerning  the  determination  of  1993  Program  Fund  quotas.  I  indicated  that 
Council  had  decided  against  any  recomputation  of  the  quotas  which  had  been 
determined  in  accordance  with  a  plan  adopted  by  Council  on  September  29.  In 
addition,  Syd  discussed  budget  matters  at  the  Durham  Convocation  meeting  at 
The  Chapel  of  the  Cross,  Chapel  Hill,  and  Letty  spoke  to  the  Raleigh 
Convocation  at  The  Church  of  the  Nativity,  Raleigh. 

16.  Syd  Alexander,  Letty  Magdanz  and  I  met  by  conference  call  on 
January  26  to  finalize  the  1993  budgets  and  consider  other  budget  matters. 
Actions  taken,  and  discussions  occurring,  included  the  following: 
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(a)  We  completed  the  1993  Maintenance  Fund  budget,  as  last 
revised  by  Council  on  September  29,  by  including  expense-balancing  total 
revenue  of  $875,151. 

(b)  We  completed  the  1993  Program  Fund  budget,  as  last 
revised  by  Council  on  December  7,  by  including  expense-balancing  total  revenue 
of  $1,663,164. 

(c)  We  discussed  the  specific  sources  of  all  additional  revenues 
for  the  Maintenance  Fund  and  Program  Fund  and  the  integrity  of  each  budgeted 
amount. 

(d)  We  discussed  Council's  September  29  commitment  to 
include  only  such  Quota  acceptances  in  the  1993  Program  Fund  as  was  necessary 
to  balance  the  expense  portion  of  that  budget.  After  taking  $49,000  in  additional 
revenue  sources  into  account,  only  $1,614,164  of  Quota  acceptances  were 
necessary  for  that  purpose.  Since  Quota  acceptances  totalled  $1,634,400  at 
January  26,  there  was  then  a  $20,236  surplus  in  Quota  acceptances.  It  was 
agreed  that  any  such  surplus  should  be  apportioned  to  reduce  the  Quota  askings 
of  all  those  Churches  that  had  already  fully  accepted  their  Quotas.  The 
apportionment  would  be  achieved  for  every  such  Church  by  subtracting  from  its 
original  Quota  an  amount  equal  to  the  product  of  (a)  the  amount  of  the  surplus, 
multiplied  by  (b)  the  quotient  of  (i)  the  amount  of  its  original  Quota,  divided  by 
(ii)  the  sum  of  the  Quota  askings  for  all  of  the  Churches  fully-accepting.  As 
soon  as  possible  after  Convention  such  Churches  would  be  advised  of  the 
reductions  in  their  Quota  askings.  If  any  such  Church  so  desires,  it  may  advise 
the  Diocesan  Treasurer,  by  February  15,  that  it  intends  to  honor  its  original,  full 
Quota  acceptance  instead  of  the  reduced  amount.  Diocesan  records  would  then 
show  that  such  Churches  accepted  more  than  their  Quota  askings.  Alternatively, 
Diocesan  records  for  those  Churches  that  do  not  so  advise  the  Diocesan 
Treasurer  would  show  that  such  Churches  fully  accepted  their  Quota  askings. 
Quota  and  Assessment  billing  reminders  for  all  Churches  would  be  mailed  from 
Diocesan  House  in  the  first  days  of  March.  Also,  Churches  accepting  amounts 
greater  than  their  reduced  Quotas  could  direct  the  Diocesan  Treasurer  to  apply 
excess  amounts  to  a  trust  fund  (such  as  one  of  the  ACTS  trusts)  or  to  the 
Program  Fund. 

(e)  We  discussed  Tom  Ehrich's  December  17  letter  and  the 
need  for  the  next  Council  to  seriously  consider  the  arguments  and  ideas 
expressed  in  it. 

(f)  We  discussed  the  prospect  of  an  establishment,  by  the  next 
Council  or  by  Convention,  of  a  task  force  or  committee  to  study  the  funding  of 
the  Diocese  and  many  other  budget  issues  expressed  during  the  Fall  convocation 
meetings  and  in  letters  such  as  those  from  Tom  Ehrich  and  St.  Thomas', 
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Reidsville.   We  noted  that  such  a  task  force  was  contemplated  during  1992  but 
never  was  empowered  to  begin  its  work. 

(g)  We  discussed  improvements  in  the  presentation  of  the 
budgets  for  1994,  including  an  itemization  of  other  revenue  amounts  at  the  time 
the  budgets  are  introduced  in  the  Fall  (even  if  the  method  of  computing  Quotas 
and  Assessments  is  unchanged)  and  the  impact  of  the  budgets  on  reserve 
requirements. 

17.  On  January  30  in  Raleigh  Diocesan  Convention  adopted  the 
attached  Maintenance  Fund  budget  in  an  amount  of  $875,151  and  Program  Fund 
budget  in  the  amount  of  $1,663,164.

The  following  constitutes  the  report  of  the  activities  of  the  undersigned 
Chancellor  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  during  the  calendar  year  1992. 

1.  In  my  capacity  as  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese  and  as  Parliamentarian 
of  the  Convention,  I  attended  all  sessions  of  the  1992  Diocesan  Convention  held 
in  Winston-Salem  on  January  30-February  1,  1992. 

2.  Throughout  the  year  I  served  as  an  ex-officio  member  of  the 
Commission  on  Constitution  and  Canons,  and  also  as  an  elected  member  of  the 
Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese. 

3. 1  investigated  the  status  of  four  non-productive  vacant  lots,  being  Lots 
12  through  15,  Block  15,  Unit  1,  Lehigh  Acres,  Plat  Book  15,  page  96,  Lee 
County,  Florida  Registry  which  lots,  unknown  to  the  Diocese,  had  been  conveyed 
to  the  Diocese  some  time  before  1984  by  deed  of  Woodrow  Wilson  Ham  and 
wife,  and  which  were  the  subject  of  a  judicial  sale  of  the  lien  for  unpaid  ad 
valorem  taxes  for  1984  and  previous  years,  determined  that  the  expense  of 
redeeming  the  tax  lien  and  paying  up-to-date  the  taxes  since  1984  would  at  least 
equal  the  assessed  value  of  the  lots,  and  recommended  that  the  Diocese  do 
nothing  and  allow  the  tax  foreclosure  to  proceed.   This  was  done. 

4.  At  the  request  of  the  Bishop  and  in  order  to  implement  a  gift  by 
Roby  E.  Taylor  of  $350,000  to  the  Diocese  to  be  equally  divided  by  it  between 
the  Penick  Home  and  the  Thompson  Children's  Home,  I  drew,  in  conjunction 
with  representatives  of  the  donor  and  the  two  beneficiaries,  and  saw  to  its 
execution  by  the  donor  and  the  Diocese,  an  instrument  of  understanding  as  to  the 
use  of  the  income  from  these  gifts,  being,  as  regards  the  Penick  Home,  for 
benevolent  assistance  to  its  residents  who  need  such  assistance,  and,  as  regards 
the  Thompson  Children's  Home  for  the  upkeep  and  maintenance  of  its  present 
chapel  as  long  as  it  exists. 

5.  At  the  request  of  the  Bishop,  I  examined  and  commented  to  him  on 
by-laws  proposed  for  an  Episcopal  church  related  day  school  in  Greensboro  to 
be  known  as  Canterbury  School,  advising  him,  inter  alia,  that  in  order  for  the 
school  to  have  any  legal  connection  with  the  Diocese,  such  connection  would 
have  to  be  authorized  by  action  of  the  Diocesan  Convention,  much  in  the  manner 
that  the  Penick  Home,  a  separate  corporation,  was  organized  in  1956. 

6. 1  advised  the  Bishop  that  any  release  executed  either  by  him  or  by  the 
Bishop  of  East  Carolina  in  connection  with  the  construction  of  a  play  ground  for 
the  use  of  Saint  Martin's  East  Coast  Migrant  Head  Start  Day  Care  Center  located 
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at  the  Episcopal  Farm  Worker  Ministry  site  in  Newton  Grove,  should  be 
executed  in  their  representative  capacities  as  Bishop,  and  not  individually. 

7.  I  advised  the  Rector  of  Saint  Stephen's  Church,  Oxford,  that  the 
building  of  a  ramp/columbarium  to  the  church  building  without  encumbering  the 
property  and  utilization  thereafter  of  the  columbarium  spaces  under  the  direction 
of  the  vestry,  would  not  require  the  consent  of  the  Bishop  acting  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

8.  See  Item  12  of  the  Chancellor's  1991  Report  dealing  with  a  title 
problem  to  a  50  acre  tract  left  Saint  John's  Church,  Williamsboro  (a  mission) 
under  the  will  of  Lena  T.  Thomas,  deceased,  and  a  possible  solution  thereto  as 
therein  discussed.  In  1992,  supplementing  the  advice,  I  advised  Bennett  H. 
Perry,  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Saint  John's,  that  an  alternate  and  less 
expensive  solution  to  said  problem  might  be  to  seek  a  disclaimer  and  deed  of 
conveyance  to  the  Diocese  from  the  Baptist  orphanage  in  Thomasville  of  any 
interest  it  might  otherwise  have  in  the  property  under  the  language  of  said  will. 

9. 1  advised  the  Diocese  that  in  regard  to  changes  in  congregations  from 
parish  to  mission  status,  particularly  regarding  Grace  Church,  Weldon,  and  Christ 
Church,  Rocky  Mount,  but  applicable  also  to  any  other  congregation  making 
such  change,  the  canons  require  that  if  title  to  any  real  estate  involved  is  held  of 
record  in  the  name  of  the  parish,  it  must  be  transferred  by  deed  of  the  wardens 
and  vestry  of  that  congregation  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese.  Conversely,  any 
mission  with  real  estate  held  in  the  name  of  the  Diocese  whose  status  is  changed 
to  a  parish  is  then  entitled  to  have  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  convey  said 
property  to  the  parish. 

10.  I  studied  a  document  proposed  by  the  Vestry  for  the  creation  and 
implementation  of  an  Endowment  Fund  for  continuing  maintenance  of  the 
building  and  grounds  of  Saint  Mary's  Church,  High  Point,  and  conferred  with 
and  advised  the  Chairman  of  the  Vestry's  Committee  thereon,  pointing  out  to 
him  certain  violations  of  the  canons  in  the  proposed  document,  and  advising  him 
generally  to  keep  the  document  as  simple  as  possible. 

11.  At  the  request  of  the  Vestry  of  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd, 
Raleigh,  I  studied  a  proposed  document  for  the  creation  of  a  Common  Trust 
Fund  by  the  parish  for  its  use  in  handling  various  and  sundry  gifts  now  in  hand 
or  hereafter  received,  and  conferred  with  and  offered  advice  thereon  to  the 
Vestry's  representative. 

12. 1  followed  the  ongoing  efforts  of  and  offered  advice  when  requested 
to  the  Department  of  Property  Management  regarding  environmental  problems 
impeding  the  sale  of  15.975  acres  of  land  on  Arrowood  Road,  Charlotte,  owned 
by  the  Diocese  by  testamentary  gift  under  the  will  of  Winslow  Smith,  deceased. 

13.  At  the  Bishop's  request,  I  examined  the  appropriate  National  and 
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Diocesan  canons  pursuant  to  the  rector  calling  process,  and  expressed  to  him  my 
opinion  that  a  rector  cannot  be  elected  by  a  vestry  in  this  Diocese  without  the 
prior  approval  in  writing  of  the  Bishop. 

14.  In  connection  with  the  annual  audit  of  the  Diocese's  financial 
affairs,  I  advised  its  auditors  that  to  my  knowledge  there  were  no  unresolved 
claims  pending  or  threatened  against  the  Diocese. 

15.  I  advised  the  rector  of  a  parish  that  in  my  opinion  the  intent  of  the 
applicable  canons  requires  that  the  use  of  parish  property  by  non-parochial 
groups  on  a  regular  and  recurring  basis,  with  or  without  charge,  should  be 
allowed  only  with  the  consent  both  of  the  Rector  and  the  Vestry. 

16.  For  some  inexplicable  reason  the  Chancellor's  report  for  1991  was 
not  included  in  the  7992  Journal  and  consequently  I  have  asked  that  it  be 
published  together  with  this  1992  report  in  the  forthcoming  1993  Journal. 

17.  Aside  from  the  foregoing,  at  various  times  during  the  year  as  in  past 
years  I  have  conferred  with  and/or  given  advice  to  the  Bishop,  the  Suffragan 
Bishop,  the  Diocesan  Business  Administrator,  the  Director  of  the  Conference 
Center,  other  diocesan  officials,  clergy  and  lay  people  in  a  great  many  matters, 
both  legal  and  otherwise,  arising  in  the  administration  of  diocesan,  institutional, 
or  congregational  affairs.

Christian  Social  Ministries 

A  representative  from  the  committees  on  AIDS,  Aging,  Episcopal  Farmworkers, 
Maternal-Infant  Child  Advocacy,  Pastoral  Concerns  on  Homosexuality,  Peace 
Initiatives  Network,  Women's  Issues,  Housing,  Legislative  Lobbying,  Alcohol 
and  Drugs,  Overseas,  four  members  at  large,  and  liaisons  from  the  Episcopal 
Church  Women  and  from  the  Department  of  Mission  and  Outreach  constitute  the 
Christian  Social  Ministries  Commission  (CSM). 

CSM  began  the  year  with  an  overnight  retreat  so  that  members  could 
focus  on  ways  of  connecting  more  closely  with  parishes  and  on  how  to 
communicate  effectively  the  work  of  the  committees  across  the  Diocese. 

The  Department  of  Mission  and  Outreach  and  CSM  met  to  discuss 
Christian  social  ministries  in  the  Diocese  and  how  to  strengthen  the  program. 

The  committees  have  researched  and  made  available  to  parishes 
materials  on  domestic  violence,  sexuality,  issues  in  the  Middle  East,  work  place 
safety,  death  penalty  alerts,  and  a  directory  of  resources  for  the  aging. 

A  few  of  the  highlights  for  the  year  were  the  first  ground-breaking  for 
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Episcopal  Housing  in  Raleigh;  the  expansion  of  the  Migrant  Headstart  facility; 
Jessie  Ball  duPont  funding  of  $100,000  for  the  Farmworker  Organizing  Project; 
the  weekend  retreat  for  persons  with  AIDS  (filled  to  capacity  plus  a  waiting  list); 
and  a  conference  with  Ched  Myers,  author  of  Binding  the  Strong  Man:  A 
Political  Interpretation  of  Mark's  Gospel.

Church  Deployment  Commission 

In  1992,  the  Church  Deployment  Commission  continued  to  assist  clergy  and  lay 
church  professionals  in  registering  and  updating  with  the  Church  Deployment 
Office  (CDO)  at  the  Episcopal  Church  Center  in  New  York. 

In  addition,  the  Diocesan  Deployment  Officer  worked  with  17 
congregations  in  1992  as  they  underwent  search  processes.  The  assistance 
provided  by  the  North  Carolina  Episcopal  Consultant  Network  to  congregations 
during  this  critical  time  continues  to  be  invaluable. 

During  this  year,  the  Deployment  Officer  has  met  regularly  with 
interims  serving  in  this  Diocese  who  are  convened  by  the  Rev.  Ralph  E.  Macy. 

Joining  the  Commission  this  year  is  the  Rev.  Thomas  E.  Nicoll,  who 
will  assist  Charlotte  area  clergy  in  registering  and  updating  with  the  CDO. 

The  Commission  looks  forward  to  continuing  its  assistance  to  the  clergy 
and  lay  people  of  the  Diocese  in  1993.

Church  Pension  Fund 

The  Church  Pension  Fund  paid  out  9%  more  in  pensions  and  other  benefits  for 
the  year  ending  March  31,  1992,  than  was  expended  in  fiscal  year  1991.  For  the 
99  domestic  dioceses,  the  Fund  paid  out  a  total  of  $61,283,479  during  fiscal  year 
1992,  compared  to  $56,252,577  the  previous  year.  A  greater  number  of 
beneficiaries  and  higher  individual  pension  payments  account  for  the  increase. 

While  the  number  of  beneficiaries  and  the  benefits  paid  to  them  increase 
each  year,  the  growth  of  the  Fund's  assets  is  more  than  keeping  pace.  The  value 
of  Fund  assets  during  fiscal  year  1992  increased  to  more  than  two  billion  dollars.

Communications  Commission 

Enabling  the  Diocesan  Church  to  tell  its  story  to  communicants  and  to  the 
general  public  is  the  purpose  of  the  Communications  Commission.  Using 
conclusions  from  the  Long-Range  Planning  Report  and  the  Communications 
questionnaire,  the  commission  has  concentrated  in  two  areas  this  year: 

We  have  spent  considerable  time  discussing  how  The 
Communicant,  the  chief  means  of  written  communication,  can 
be  used  most  effectively.  We  feel  it  should  inform  readers 
about  what  is  happening  in  the  church  in  this  era  of  change. 
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We  favor  a  shorter,  more  frequently  published  newspaper  and 
plan  to  increase  the  number  of  regular  issues  from  six  to  eight 
in  1993. 

The  commission  sees  a  need  for  improved  contact  with  the 
media.  To  that  end,  we  are  preparing  press  kits  to  be 
distributed  to  reporters  at  Convention  time.  The  kits  contain 
information  about  the  diocese,  the  national  church,  and  issues 
facing  the  diocese.  In  the  future  this  kit  will  be  distributed  to 
media  people  throughout  the  diocese  with  whom  the 
Communications  Officer  initiates  contact,  in  order  to  publicize 
the  story  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  a  positive  way. 

In  December  the  Bishops,  the  Communications  Officer,  and  the 
Assistant  to  the  Bishop  for  Ministry  and  Program  took  part  in  a  public  relations 
seminar  at  Diocesan  House.  The  seminar  gave  instruction  in  how  to  respond  to 
and  deal  with  issues  arising  in  the  public  domain  that  affect  the  church  or  can 
be  affected  by  the  church.  The  seminar  may  be  repeated  in  1994  with  the  newly 
elected  diocesan  Bishop. 

The  Commission  has  been  very  pleased  to  have  a  full-time 
Communications  Officer  again.  However,  as  the  year  progressed,  Ted  Malone 
has  reported  spending  a  considerable  amount  of  time  in  his  role  as  Secretary  of 
the  Diocese. 

Members  of  this  Commission,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Earl  Brill,  Becky  Christian, 
the  Rev.  Tom  Ehrich,  Alice  Foster,  Betty  Hodges,  Frank  MacKnight,  and  the 
Rev.  Ted  Malone,  ex  officio,  are  to  be  congratulated  for  their  dedication  to  the 
church's  communications  efforts.

Companion  Diocese  Commission 

The  Companion  Diocese  Commission  held  four  meetings  this  past  year.  One  of 
the  highlights  was  the  formation  of  the  following  statement  of  purpose: 
The  purpose  of  the  Companion  Diocese  Commission  is  to 
pursue  a  focused  way  of  deepening  our  commitment  to  and 
awareness  of  the  church's  mission  by  exposing  ourselves  and 
our  youth  to—and  building  relationships  with-human  beings, 
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some  of  them  Anglicans,  of  a  differing  culture,  economic 
status,  and  with  differing  hopes  and  expectations,  so  that 
our  sensitivity  to  mission  opportunities  and  efforts  closer 
to  home  may  become  stimulated  and  more  strongly  motivated. 

With  this  purpose  in  mind  we  began  the  procedure  of  closing  the 
relationship  with  the  Diocese  of  Belize,  and  look  forward  to  a  new  relationship— 
which  is  in  the  planning  stages—with  another  diocese. 

There  were  three  trips  to  Belize  this  past  year.    In  June,  1992,  Martha 
and  Jim  Alexander  traveled  to  Belize  to  participate  in  the  organization  of  an 
adult  work  trip  which  was  to  take  place  in  November.   They  spent  a  week 
meeting  and  planning  with  various  people  as  well  as  travelling  in  the  country  and 
viewing  various  church  projects. 

Martha  returned  in  August  to  attend  the  funeral  of  Brother  Desmond, 
Bishop  of  Belize.  The  Rt.  Rev.  Hunt  Williams  was  also  present  and  participated 
in  the  service.  Brother  Desmond  had  a  deep  understanding  of  Belize  and  the 
world  at  large,  and  his  sensitivity  and  spirituality  meant  a  lot  to  the  people  of 
Belize  and  the  people  of  North  Carolina.   He  will  be  missed. 

In  November  an  adult  work  team  consisting  of  Jim  and  Martha 
Alexander,  Jim  Curtis,  the  Rev.  Anne  Hodges-Copple,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Bob  Estill, 
the  Rev.  Doug  Hodsdon,  Jerry  and  Ginger  Jones,  Bill  and  Denise  Overman,  Lisa 
Owens,  and  Arlie  Rushing  went  to  Belize.  This  hard-working  group  spent  most 
of  its  time  in  Pomona  working  on  a  rectory  whose  floors  needed  to  be  replaced. 
This  group  poured  twenty  yards  of  concrete  and  was  able  to  help  this  building 
become  useful  again.  While  working  on  the  rectory,  located  by  St.  Matthew's 
Anglican  Church  and  School,  the  North  Carolina  team  was  able  to  meet  many 
of  the  children  and  teachers  plus  some  of  the  people  in  the  community.  It  was 
a  job  well  done!  The  group  explored  the  Belize  Zoo,  Tobacco  Caye,  the  Blue 
Hole,  Xunantunich,  and  canoed  down  the  Belize  River.  We  enjoyed  a 
performance  by  the  Warribaggabagga  Dancers.  We  were  guests  of  the  Women's 
Auxiliary  and  the  Mothers'  Union,  and  we  were  invited  into  some  homes  as  well. 
We  had  lots  of  adventures  travelling— including  a  fire  in  the  electrical  system  of 
one  of  our  vehicles  (at  night!)  and  a  flat  tire. 

The  formal  closing  of  the  companion  diocese  relationship  took  place  at 
St.  John's  Cathedral  in  Belize  City  where  plaques  were  exchanged  between  the 
two  dioceses,  and  there  was  a  beautiful  worship  service.  Afterwards  a  joint 
reception  was  held  between  the  two  dioceses.  This  has  been  a  most  rewarding 
relationship;  and,  as  the  plaque  stated:  In  celebration  of  the  ministry  and  love, 
friendships  and  sharing,  mutual  trust  and  understanding  between  the  people  of 
the  Diocese  of  Belize  and  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  which  was  created 
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during  their  Companion  Diocese  Relationship,  1984-1993,  "Go  ye  therefore  into 
all  the  world...."

Commission  on  Constitution  and  Canons 

During  the  current  year,  the  Commission  has  considered  several  inquiries  with 
respect  to  modifications  to  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese  and  has  discussed,  further, 
amendments  to  the  Rules  of  Order  designed  to  reduce  confusion  in  the  handling 
of  resolutions  being  reported  out  of  committee.    It  proposes  the  following: 

Rules  of  Order 

Amend  Rule  of  Order  XIII  (c)2  by  striking  the  second  and  third  sentences  to 
read  as  follows: 

2.  Recommend  adoption  of  a  substitute  resolution.  In  this  case  the  presiding 
officer  shall  first  put  the  substitute  resolution  recommended  by  the  committee. 
If  the  substitute  is  rejected,  the  presiding  officer  shall  then  put  the  original 
resolution  or  resolutions. 

Comment:  The  amendment  removes  the  second  and  third  sentences  from  the 
subparagraph.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Commission  that  those  sentences  continue 
to  cause  confusion.  It  is  the  Commission's  view  that  for  reasons  of  practicality 
and  simplicity,  any  resolution  reported  by  a  Convention  Committee  to  the  floor 
for  action,  whether  in  its  original  form  or  in  the  form  of  a  substitute,  should  be 
subject  to  amendment  from  the  floor  without  further  action. 

Canons: 

1.  Amend  Canon  25,  Secton,  1,  dealing  with  the  status  of  Parishes  and  Missions 
to  read  as  follows: 

Canon  25 

Status  of  Parishes  and  Missions 

Section   1.     (a)  By  December  15  of  each  year,  the  Bishop  and  Standing 

Committee  shall  have  annually  made  an  annual  survey  of  the  parishes  and 

missions  of  the  Diocese.   If,  after  any  survey,  they  shall  find  that  a  parish  does 

not  meet  the  standards  set  in  Canon  21,  Section  4,  they  shall  notify  the  parish 
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that  unless,  within  one  year  from  said  notice,  it  meets  the  aforesaid  standards 
within  one  year,  the  Bishop,  with  the  advice  of  the  Standing  Committee,  will 
change  its  status  to  that  of  a  mission.  Such  a  change  will  go  into  effect  at  the 
end  of  the  year  if  minimum  following  December  if  all  such  standards  are  not 
met. 

(b)  If,  after  any  survey,  the  Bishop  and  the  Standing  Committee  shall  find  that 
a  mission  does  not  meet  the  standards  set  in  Canons  16,  19,  and  20,  they  shall 
notify  the  mission  that  unless  the  mission  meets  the  aforesaid  standards  within 
one  year  from  said  notice,  the  Bishop,  with  the  advice  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  will  request  the  Convention  next  following  the  end  of  that  year  to 
dissolve  the  mission's  union  with  the  Convention. 

(c)  Should  any  parish  fail  to  meet  the  numberical  membership  requirements 
set  forth  in  Canon  21,  Section  4(a),  it  may  yet  maintain  parish  status  if  it 
demonstrates  to  the  Bishop  and  the  Standing  Committee  that 

(1)  It  has  the  financial  and  other  resources  to  meet  and  is  meeting  the 
requirements  in  Canon  21,  Sections  4(b-j); 

(2)  It,  in  fact,  accepts  and  pays  its  full  Church 's  Program  quota; 

(3)  It  maintains  the  normal  church  programs,  particularly  outreach  and 
Christian  Education  programs,  appropriate  to  the  character  and  needs  of  its 
membership. 

(d)  Any  parish  or  mission  affected  by  this  Canon  is  entitled,  upon  its  request,  to 
a  hearing  before  the  Standing  Committee  with  the  year's  time  granted  in  this 
Canon. 

2.  Amend  Canon  21  by  striking  from  such  Canon  the  provisions  of  Section  5 
in  their  entirety. 

Comment:  At  the  One  Hundred  and  Seventy-first  Annual  Convetion  of  the 
Diocese  held  in  January  1987,  certain  amendments  to  the  Canons  were  adopted 
pursuant  to  the  report  of  the  Special  Committee  to  Study  Diocesan  Policy 
Concerning  Parishes  and  Missions.  Among  the  changes  in  the  Canons  was  the 
addition  of  Section  4(a)  to  Canon  21  requiring  a  parish  to  "have  an  average  of 
at  least  100  communicants  17  years  of  age  or  older  for  the  three  years  preceding 
the  date  of  ascertaining  whether  this  standard  has  been  met,  or  the  term  of  its 
existence  if  less  than  three  years."  This  provision  was  to  become  effective  on 
February  1,  1990.  Subsequently  the  standard  was  refined  to  require  "100 
enrolled  confirmed  adult  communicants  in  good  standing,"  and  the  remainder  of 
the  requirement  was  left  unchanged.  In  addition  an  appeal  process  was  provided 
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for  parishes  which  did  not  meet  this  standard.  This  process  was  added  as 
Section  5(b)  of  Canon  21.  It  provides  for  a  "demonstration"  or  appeal  to  the 
Bishop  and  the  Diocesan  Council. 

Canon  25  requires  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee  to  make  an 
annual  survey  of  the  parishes  and  missions  of  the  Diocese  as  to  their  compliance 
with  the  requirements  for  maintaining  status  and  to  take  certain  actions  when  it 
appears  that  these  requirements  have  not  been  met.  This  Canon  provides  for  a 
hearing  before  the  Standing  Committee  with  respect  to  any  such  non-compliance. 
Thus  there  has  been  a  conflict  in  the  appeal  process  with  respect  to  the 
non-compliance  with  the  requirements  for  maintenance  of  status  under  Canon  21, 
Section  4.  The  purpose  of  this  amendment  is  to  bring  the  appeal  process,  with 
respect  to  the  failure  to  maintain  the  numerical  requirements  for  parish  status,  in 
line  with  the  appeal  process  for  all  other  deficiencies  while  retaining  the  same 
standards  for  waiver  of  that  requirement.

Commission  on  the  Diaconate 

The  highlight  of  1992  was  the  ordination  at  Holy  Comforter,  Charlotte,  on  May 
31  of  our  four  newest  deacons:  Charlotte  Davis,  Katherine  Johnson,  Carter 
Lofton,  and  Jack  Ogburn. 

This  brings  the  present  number  in  the  diocese  to  twenty.  Currently, 
there  are  four  from  our  diocese  and  one  from  the  Diocese  of  Southern  Virginia 
in  the  formation  program.   Two  more  are  in  their  intern  years. 

After  much  effort  and  planning  by  the  commission,  the  Spiritual 
Development  course  for  all  interns  (whether  for  priesthood  or  deacon)  began  in 
earnest  this  spring.  Led  by  Carolyn  Lupo,  the  program  was  extremely  well 
received. 

The  first  Deacon/Rector  conference  ever  held  in  this  diocese  took  place 
at  the  Conference  Center  June  12-13.  Deacon  Patsy  Walters  brought  the  idea 
back  from  the  North  American  Association  of  the  Diaconate  (NAAD)  convention 
in  1991.   With  planning  assistance  from  Bishop  Hunt  Williams,  the  conference 
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was  a  helpful  and  important  event.  It  drew  several  deacon/priest  teams  who 
shared  learnings  and  models  of  working  together  that  enhance  our  mutual 
ministries.  The  commission  is  most  grateful  to  Bishop  Estill  for  sponsoring  the 
conference. 

The  scope  of  the  commission  was  enlarged  a  few  years  ago  to  include 
support  for  deacons  after  they  are  ordained.  Since  the  number  of  ordained 
deacons  has  now  made  regional  gatherings  feasible,  the  commission  has 
encouraged  them  to  convene  in  regional  support  groups,  and  they  have  begun  to 
do  that. 

Deacons  continue  to  travel  with  Bishop  Estill  on  his  yearly  visitations 
to  parishes  around  the  diocese. 

It  is  hoped  that  several  deacons  will  be  able  to  attend  the  biennial 
meeting  of  the  North  American  Association  of  the  Diaconate,  which  will  take 
place  in  June  in  Newport,  Rhode  Island.

Diocesan  Council 

The  Diocesan  Council  is  pleased  to  make  its  annual  report  to  the  Convention  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Canon  15,  Section  5.  In  our  July  meeting  last 
year  the  Council  adopted  a  new  procedure  to  enable  it  more  effectively  to  fulfill 
the  intentions  of  this  canon  and  contribute  to  the  planning  process  of  the  Diocese 
and  its  structures. 

Canon  15,  Section  5,  asks  the  Diocesan  Council  as  part  of  its  annual 
report  to  the  Convention  to  set  forth  its  evaluation  of  the  work  and  program  of 
the  Diocese  and  any  objectives  toward  which  it  believes  the  Diocese  must  work, 
including  specific  recommendations  for  the  budget  of  the  next  following  year. 

I.  In  our  evaluation  of  the  work  and  program  of  the  Diocese,  we  call 
attention  to  the  very  effective  youth  ministry  that  this  Diocese  has  developed  in 
the  past  several  years,  and  we  note  the  effectiveness  of  the  three-year  plan  and 
focussed  leadership  which  has  made  this  possible. 

We  also  call  attention  to  our  Ministry  in  Higher  Education  which 
touches  the  lives  of  so  many  young  people  on  the  campuses  of  this  part  of  North 
Carolina.  This  continues  to  be  a  strong  ministry,  and  recent  Department 
leadership  has  enhanced  its  effectiveness. 

We  are  pleased  with  the  development  of  the  Camp  and  Conference 
Center.     Its  new  facilities  are  being  well  utilized,  new  programs  are  being 
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creatively  developed,  and  its  budget  and  utilization  figures  are  steadily 
improving. 

We  celebrate  that  in  this  Diocese  we  are  blessed  with  a  remarkable 
number  of  talented  and  committed  people  willing  to  work,  and  with  many  gifted 
clergy—especially  our  Bishop,  who  is  a  strong  and  gifted  pastor. 

Finally,  we  find  strength  and  encouragement  in  our  mission  church 
support,  in  The  Communicant's  new  format,  in  our  Companion  Diocese 
relationship,  in  the  work  of  the  Chapel  of  Christ  the  King,  and  in  our  inclusive 
atmosphere  as  a  Diocese. 

II.  In  our  attempt  to  isolate  objectives  toward  which  we  must  work,  the 
Council  identified  the  following  areas  of  need: 

As  a  Diocese,  we  need  to  emphasize  stewardship,  including  not  only 
financial  giving  but  also  the  stewardship  of  people  and  time  in  our  diocesan  life. 
To  this  end  leadership  training  is  needed  at  local  and  diocesan  levels. 

We  perceive  a  need  to  clarify  and  reorganize  some  of  the  structures  of 
the  Diocese,  to  focus  and  coordinate  our  committees  more  effectively,  to 
communicate  better  at  all  levels  of  the  Diocese,  and  to  develop  leadership  and 
planning  procedures  which  will  make  our  programs  more  effective. 

We  call  attention  to  the  increasing  pattern  of  a  number  of  congregations 
failing  to  accept  their  full  quotas  for  the  program  budget  of  the  Diocese.  This 
concern  needs  to  be  addressed  both  in  the  vestries  where  this  is  occurring  and 
in  a  new  strategy  to  provide  for  vestry  involvement  in  the  Convocation  meetings 
of  the  Diocese. 

The  Department  of  Christian  Social  Ministries,  we  believe,  needs  to  seek 
both  more  focus  and  more  broad-based  support  for  grassroots  involvement  with 
its  important  work. 

We  observe  a  weakening  in  the  fabric  of  relationship  between  the  work 
of  local  congregations  and  the  programs  of  the  Diocese,  and  we  believe  these 
connections  need  to  be  strengthened.  We  affirm  that  the  Diocese  exists  both  to 
nourish  and  support  local  congregations  and  to  undertake  ministry  that  local 
churches  cannot  do,  or  that  at  times  is  marginal  and  prophetic  in  nature. 
Diocesan  ministries  seem  to  be  most  effective  and  best  supported,  however,  when 
they  are  well-integrated  with  the  local  congregational  level. 

Finally,  there  is  an  increasing  need  in  this  Diocese  for  support  for 
congregations  and  for  mission  strategy  in  developing  new  congregations  in 
growing  areas  of  this  part  of  North  Carolina.  The  Parish  Grant  program  is  very 
effective  and  needs  a  higher  profile. 

III.  Canon  15,  Section  5,  concludes  by  charging  the  Council  with 
identifying  specific  recommendations  for  the  budget  in  the  next  following  year. 
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In  this  regard  Council  believes: 

Generally  we  should  build  on  our  strengths  in  ministry 
and  program  including  providing  for  the  capital  maintenance 
of  the  Conference  Center  and  expansion  of  its  programs,  our 
youth  and  campus  ministries,  and  support  for  mission  churches 
and  outreach  work; 

In  the  1994  budget  we  must  provide  carefully  for  the 
consecration  of  the  10th  Bishop  of  North  Carolina  and  the 
costs  related  to  the  transition  of  leadership; 

The  matter  of  the  location  of  Diocesan  House  and 
wise  stewardship  of  its  present  land  deserves  study  and  expert 
evaluation; 

It  is  essential  that  we  strengthen  our  response  to  the 
urgent  crises  of  our  society—poverty,  racism,  violence,  drug 
abuse-that,  as  our  baptismal  covenant  challenges  us,  we  may 
strive  for  justice  and  peace  among  all  people  and  respect  the 
dignity  of  every  human  being; 

It  is  very  important  that  we  clarify  and  emphasize 
ministries  which  are  best  done  at  the  diocesan  level  and  let  go 
of  things  better  accomplished  at  the  local  and  national  levels 
of  our  church. 

The  Diocesan  Council  has  referred  this  report  to  the  Committee  on 
Program  of  the  Church  to  enable  the  response  of  this  Convention.  We  are 
grateful  to  the  many  who  tirelessly  work,  pray,  and  give,  that  the  mission  of  the 
Church  in  this  Diocese  may  be  strong  and  effective  in  the  name  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ.    We  invite  your  comments  and  advice  at  all  times.

Ecumenical  Relations 

National  Highlights 

During  the  calendar  year  1992  the  Presiding  Bishop  appointed  a  new  committee 
to  be  known  as  the  Presiding  Bishop's  Advisory  Committee  in  Interfaith 
Relations.   The  purpose  of  the  committee  is  to  strengthen  relations  between  the 
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Episcopal  Church  and  people  of  other  faiths  through  sharing  of  information  and 
resources  and  through  study  and  dialogue.  At  the  outset  selected  members  of  the 
Committee  will  constitute  the  nucleus  of  a  sub-group  on  Christian-Jewish 
Relations  and  the  nucleus  of  a  sub-group  on  Christian-Muslim  Relations. 

The  Joint  Coordinating  Committee  of  the  Episcopal  Church  and  the 
Russian  Orthodox  Church  sponsored  a  visit  of  two  teams  from  the  Moscow 
Patriarchate  from  October  15  to  22.  They  examined  parish  and  diocesan 
ministries  in  the  areas  of  religious  education  and  social  services  in  the  dioceses 
of  New  York,  Newark,  Washington,  and  Virginia. 

Province  II  ecumenical  officers  and  bishops  met  with  their  Lutheran 
counterparts  at  the  General  Theological  Seminary  October  24.  The  Reverend 
William  Rusch  addressed  the  meeting,  suggesting  that  there  is  much  that  the  two 
churches  can  do  right  now  without  waiting  for  action  on  the  documents  produced 
by  the  Lutheran-Episcopal  Dialogue  III.  "There  is  still  much  in  the  agreement 
we  reached  in  1982  that  hasn't  yet  been  implemented  that  we  can  and  should  be 
paying  attention  to  on  the  national  and  local  level."  The  Episcopal  Church 
continues  to  await  an  official  response  from  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in 
America  regarding  The  Concordat  of  Agreement  proposed  early  in  1991.  The 
minutes  of  the  1991  Churchwide  Assembly  of  the  ELCA  provide  for  formal  joint 
study  with  the  Episcopal  Church  following  the  ELCA  Churchwide  Assembly  in 
1993  and  action  to  be  taken  upon  completion  of  the  ELCA's  study  of  ministry. 

Though  no  national  guidelines  have  been  developed  with  respect  to 
marriage  between  Christians  and  Jews,  the  Committee  on  Christian-Jewish 
Relations  of  the  Ecumenical  Commission  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York  has  issued 
such  for  use  within  their  diocese.  Copies  including  a  short  bibliography  are 
available  upon  request  from  the  North  Carolina  address  below. 

Local  highlights 

The  Commission  continued  to  represent  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  its 
people,  clerics,  and  bishops,  at  the  National  Workshop  on  Christian  Unity 
(Denver,  Colorado,  4/92),  and  the  corresponding  Episcopal  Diocesan  Ecumenical 
Officers  (EDEO)  18th  meeting.  Alan  Falconer  spoke  at  the  EDEO/ELCA 
gathering  on  "Interreligious  Dimensions  in  the  Decade  of  Evangelism." 

In  mid-spring~encouraged  by  the  actions  of  the  1991  General 
Convention,  which  began  preparations  for  an  official  dialogue  with  American 
Historic  Black  Churches-the  Chapel  of  the  Cross,  Chapel  Hill,  initiated  a 
partnership  with  a  local  AME  church.  Our  national  ecumenical  officer  has 
indicated  this  may  prove  to  be  a  model  for  other  such  partnerships  and  indeed 
the  national  dialogue  itself. 
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In  May,  at  the  prompting  of  the  Rev.  Tom  Rightmyer,  the 
encouragement  of  the  Dean  of  Duke  University  Divinity  School,  and  with  Bishop 
Estill's  blessing,  a  committee  with  diocesan  representation  was  formed  to  process 
the  results  of  the  March  25  meeting  of  the  Anglican  Consultative  Council  and 
the  World  Methodist  Council  in  Jerusalem.  The  Rev.  Geoffrey  Wainwright 
chaired  the  local  meeting.  Those  in  attendance  included  the  Rev.  William 
Horgren,  National  Ecumenical  Officer  (TEC);  the  Rt.  Rev.  Huntington  Williams, 
Dr.  Bruce  Mullins,  Dr.  Patricia  Page,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Harmon  Smith,  and  the  Rev. 
John  Wall.  This  committee  continues  to  meet,  seeking  a  basis  for  establishing 
a  bi-lateral  dialogue  between  the  Episcopal  Church  and  the  United  Methodist 
Church. 

The  seventh  in  a  series  of  Lutheran/ Anglican/Roman  Catholic  (LARC) 
overnight  conferences  was  held  in  mid-November  at  Trinity  Conference  Center, 
Salter  Path  (subject:  The  Sacrament  of  Reconciliation  and  the  Reconciliation  of 
the  Churches).  The  Reverend  Canon  Kenan  B.  Osborne,  OFM,  Franciscan  and 
professor  of  Ethics  at  the  Franciscan  School  of  Theology,  Berkeley,  California, 
was  the  keynoter.  The  Rt.  Rev.  Huntington  Williams  and  five  clerics/lay 
professionals  from  this  diocese  were  in  attendance. 

The  Commission  on  Ecumenical  Relations  also  helps  coordinate  our 
relationship  with  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches,  of  which  this  diocese 
is  a  member. 

The  Commission  invites  your  inquiries  and  questions  about  ecumenical 
affairs  and  concerns.

Education  and  Training  Commission 

The  Education  and  Training  Commission  of  the  Diocese,  which  serves  as  a 
resource  and  support  for  Christian  Education  throughout  the  Diocese,  met  six 
times  in  1992  at  both  the  Conference  Center  and  St.  Francis  Church,  Greensboro. 
The  Commission  provides  resources  and  support  by  offering  conferences  and 
workshops,  and  by  providing  opportunities  for  personal  development  in  Christian 
Education  and  leadership  skills  development. 

The  most  exciting  opportunity  for  the  Diocese  (which  includes  you  and 
your  parish)  is  the  opening  of  the  long  awaited  resource  center  at  the  Camp  and 
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Conference  Center.  In  the  Resource  Center  you  will  find  ideas  for  curriculum, 
films  and  videos,  special  theme  programs,  and  the  latest  in  concepts  and  ideas. 
The  Resource  Center  is  under  the  direction  of  Wilma  Smiley  of  Winston-Salem, 
and  all  Commission  members  are  up  to  date  regarding  its  contents. 

Through  the  University  of  the  South  (Sewanee)  Extension  Center,  we 
offer  and  encourage  parishes  and  individuals  to  utilize  two  distinct  programs  to 
build  stronger  theological  bases  in  their  lives.  The  most  prominent  in  the 
Diocese  is  the  Education  for  Ministry  (EFM),  a  theologically  based  program  for 
leadership  development.  We  continue  to  be  the  diocese  with  the  largest  number 
of  active  EFM  groups.  To  date,  the  Diocese  has  more  than  200  persons  who 
have  graduated  from  the  EFM  program  and  make  excellent  resources  to  their 
respective  parishes.  The  other  program,  Disciples  of  Christ  in  Community 
(DOCC),  offered  the  first  training  program  in  the  Diocese  in  March.  From  that 
training  event  one  new  parish  has  begun  using  the  program,  and  another  is 
scheduled  to  offer  the  program  in  the  fall  of  1993.  DOCC  is  an  excellent  tool 
for  any  parish  that  wants  a  structured  way  to  build  its  lay  ministry. 

The  Mid-Atlantic  Association  for  Training  and  Consulting  (MATC),  for 
which  we  have  been  a  faithful  partner  and  which  we  have  supported  in  its 
development,  has  fallen  on  hard  times,  and  our  Training  Committee  of  the  E  & 
T  Commission  is  searching  new  partnerships  for  future  training.  At  the  present 
time  we  are  exploring  a  relationship  with  the  Diocese  of  Southern  Virginia. 

The  General  Scholarship  fund  has  been  used  by  several  persons  to 
attend  conferences  or  workshops  for  personal  development  in  Continuing 
Education.  Recipients  are  expected  to  use  their  newly  acquired  skills  to  further 
Continuing  Education  in  the  Diocese,  and  to  write  a  letter  to  the  Commission 
stating  how  these  skills  will  be  used. 

A  design  team  from  the  Education  and  Training  Commission  developed 
and  put  on  a  conference  "Living  into  our  Baptism"  in  October  at  the  Camp  and 
Conference  Center.  The  keynote  speakers  were  the  Rev.  Dr.  John  Westerhoff 
and  Caroline  Hughes. 

The  Province  Four  Christian  Education  Network  offered  a  conference 
on  baptism  in  Orlando,  Florida,  which  we  attended. 

A  newsletter  is  being  published  on  a  quarterly  basis— information 
available  being  the  determining  factor.  The  newsletter  will  be  sent  to  each 
person  on  our  mailing  list  as  well  as  to  each  parish  in  the  Diocese. 

In  the  spring  of  1992  a  mailing  was  sent  to  each  church  in  the  Diocese 
seeking  to  obtain  the  name  of  its  Christian  Education  Director.  We  had  a 
tremendous  response  and  will  keep  this  up  on  an  annual  basis.  This  is  important 
as  it  will  provide  you  with  a  person  who  will  receive  everything  we  send  out  that 
is  pertinent  to  your  parish. 
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The  Education  and  Training  Commission  continues  to  search  out  ways 
we  can  be  of  assistance  to  you  and  your  parish.  You  can  help  by  calling  us  and 
telling  us  specifically  how  we  can  help  support  and  strengthen  the  Christian 
Education  needs  in  your  parish  and  in  the  Diocese.

Episcopal  Church  Women 

The  theme  for  the  year- "Restoring  God's  Creation  to  Wholeness. ..Behold,  I 
Make  All  Things  New" —was  introduced  at  the  February  Worship  Retreat  which 
was  led  by  our  Suffragan  Bishop,  The  Rt.  Rev.  Hunt  Williams. 

Our  Annual  Meeting  was  held  for  the  first  time  in  the  Sandhills 
Convocation  in  April  at  Emmanuel  Church  in  Southern  Pines.  The  theme  for  the 
year  helped  us  to  focus  on  our  Christian  responsibility  to  love  one  another- 
especially  as  it  relates  to  the  victims  of  injustice,  inequity,  prejudice,  and  pain- 
and  to  acknowledge  that  we  are  called  to  be  the  instruments  through  which  God 
can,  indeed,  make  all  things  new.  Our  keynote  speaker  was  Mary  Cosby  from 
Washington,  D.  C,  who  with  her  husband  Gordon  founded  the  Church  of  the 
Saviour  there.  Mrs.  Cosby  called  us  to  move  from  servant  acts  to  becoming 
servant  people. 

Linda  Jones,  a  single  and  formerly  homeless  mother,  who  is  now 
Director  of  Family  Services  for  Greensboro  Episcopal  Housing  Ministry,  led  a 
workshop  on  "Broken  Wings"  in  which  she  stressed  that  our  job  as  Christians  is 
to  help  the  poor  heal  their  own  broken  wings  so  that  they  can  fly  again.  Jo 
Sanders,  formerly  a  victim  of  domestic  violence  and  currently  the  Director  of 
Family  Violence  and  Rape  Crisis  Services  in  Chatham  County,  and  The  Rev. 
Elizabeth  Kelly  led  a  workshop  on  "Domestic  Violence-Out  of  the  Closet"  in 
which  they  addressed  the  dynamics  of  domestic  violence.  In  lieu  of  Spring 
Convocation  meetings,  the  Spring  Seminar  for  Service  workshops  for  officers 
were  held  for  the  second  time  as  an  adjunct  to  Annual  Meeting.  Additional 
workshops  offered  at  this  time  were  (1)  Women  of  Vision,  in  which  participants 
experienced  one  of  the  modules  of  this  affirming  program  developed  and  offered 
by  the  National  Episcopal  Church  Women  and  (2)  a  video  of  a  panel  on  Racism 
which  took  place  at  the  1991  Triennial. 

Approximately  $7,500  was  awarded  to  fifteen  recipients  from  the  Lex 
Mathews  Scholarship  Fund  which  provides  assistance  to  women  over  35  years 
of  age  v/ho  need  further  education  or  training  to  enter  or  re-enter  the  work  force. 
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Some  of  our  Church  Women  attended  the  Province  IV  Women's 
Conference,  and  our  Diocesan  Altar  Work  Chairman  was  among  those  who 
attended  the  Altar  Guild  meeting  held  at  Kanuga  in  June. 

The  Church  Women  initiated  sending  the  information  in  the  booklet 
Caring  for  God's  Creation,  which  was  published  by  our  Diocesan  Stewardship 
Commission,  to  be  featured  as  the  centerfold  the  National  Episcopal  Church 
Women's  magazine  Communique.  The  intent  was  for  this  to  serve  as  a  national 
guide  as  well  as  a  tribute  to  Scott  Evans  and  the  work  she  has  done  locally  and 
nationally  on  environmental  issues. 

In  response  to  the  resolution  passed  last  year  by  Diocesan  Convention 
as  well  as  a  similar  one  passed  at  our  Annual  Meeting  on  Domestic  Violence,  the 
ECW  Fall  Seminar  entitled  "Breaking  the  Silence:  Let's  Talk  About  Domestic 
Violence"  was  held  in  November  at  Browns  Summit  featuring  Dr.  Barbara  Boat, 
Debra  Robinson  Wallace,  the  Rev.  Ginny  Going,  and  the  Rev.  Ginny  Herring. 

Even  though  recession  was  a  factor  in  the  last  fiscal  year,  the  Church 
Women  in  our  diocese  contributed  approximately  $193,000  in  outreach  to  various 
programs  inside  and  outside  our  diocese,  including  missionaries  and  diocesan 
institutions.  An  additional  amount  of  approximately  $85,400  went  to  the 
women's  local  parishes  in  support  of  their  parish  programs. 

"The  society  in  which  we  live  still  depends  on  us  'women  folk'  to  come 
together  in  spite  of  the  odds  against  it,  to  reach  out  and  remind  all  of  us  that  the 
times  may  be  changing,  but  the  issues  of  life  are  still  the  basic  ones  of 
loneliness,  hunger,  shelter,  and  the  need  for  living  community.  Just  as  our 
foremothers  stood  up  to  the  task  of  extending  the  church  into  the  frontier  of 
social  change,  as  well  as  into  the  ever-increasing  need  for  support  in  not  so 
distant  but  foreign  places."    (The  Rev.  Elizabeth  Habecker)

Evangelism  Commission 

This  past  year  has  been  a  year  of  assessment,  evaluation,  and  reorganization  for 
the  Evangelism  and  Renewal  Commission.  Evangelism  is  the  mission  of  the 
church  and  is  acted  out  by  the  people  of  God. 

Assessment:   Seeking 

The  Evangelism  and  Renewal  Commission  has  identified  five  issues  that  confront 
us  as  Episcopalians  in  the  Decade  of  Evangelism.  This  summer  during  a 
Conference  on  the  Decade  of  Evangelism  the  relevancy  of  these  issues  was 
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affirmed  and  recommendations  for  actions  made.  The  role  of  the  Commission 
was  also  evaluated,  and  it  was  determined  that  the  Commission  should  be 
reorganized.  During  the  fall,  members  of  the  Evangelism  and  Renewal 
Commission  also  met  with  representatives  of  the  Methodist  Church  and  shared 
evangelism  models  and  ideas. 

Survey:  Asking 

In  response  to  a  call  from  the  Diocesan  Convention  to  report  on  the  status  of  the 
Decade  of  Evangelism  in  our  Diocese,  the  Commission  has  sent  a  survey  form 
throughout  the  Diocese.  Evangelism  is  acted  out  in  many  different  ways.  A 
compilation  of  this  survey  will  be  presented  at  Convention. 

Reorganization:   Being  Present 

It  was  noted  during  the  summer  conference  that  the  Commission  had  grown  ad- 
hoc.  It  was  recommended  that  the  Commission  be  reorganized  based  on 
convocational  liaisons  and  that  each  convocational  liaison  visit  every  church 
vestry /evangelism  team  in  his  or  her  convocation.  Renewal  ministries  liaisons- 
as  well  as  a  spiritual  director,  secretary,  and  programs  co-ordinator— would  still 
be  on  the  Commission.  It  is  hoped  that  this  reorganization  will  help  the 
Commission  to  be  a  better  resource  for  local  churches.  The  Commission  is  in 
the  process  of  this  reorganization. 

Resources:    Who's  Doing  What  Where? 

Throughout  our  Diocese  there  are  many  evangelism  efforts:  efforts  to  make  our 
church  known,  efforts  to  promote  a  deepening  discipleship,  efforts  of  mission  and 
Christian  outreach.  These  include  churches  initiating  the  Catechumenal  Process, 
Stephen  Ministries  programs,  DOCC  Ministries,  and  Discovery  Weekends.  The 
churches  in  Greensboro  have  initiated  a  program  to  make  the  Episcopal  Church 
better  known.  In  addition  there  are  many  program  resources  from  the  national 
church.  The  Evanelism  and  Renewal  Commission  can  be  a  vehicle  for  interested 
churches  to  find  out  more  about  a  given  program  or  for  contact  with  those  who 
already  are  involved. 

Activities:    The  Moveable  Feast 

Renewal  activities  continue  at  a  steady  rate.  Cursillo  and  Happening  continue 
to  be  strong.  Faith  Alive  teams  from  our  Diocese  participated  in  two  Faith  Alive 
Weekends.  Our  first  Vocare  weekend  was  held  in  this  Diocese.  Kairos  and 
Marriage  Encounter  are  planning  for  weekends  in  1993.  An  Evangelism 
Program  for  young  people  of  all  ages  was  held  at  Browns  Summit  and  was

highly  rated  by  all  who  attended.  A  Love,  Listen,  and  Share  Workshop  and  two 
Evangelism  Workshops  were  held  this  year  as  well. 

Goals:   Hospitality,  Joy,  &  Fruitfulness 

The  goal  of  the  Evangelsim  and  Rewewal  Commission  is  to  serve  Christ  and  His 
Church  better  this  year  than  ever  before,  to  be  a  catalyst  and  resource  for  parish 
activity,  to  listen  to  our  churches  better,  and  to  provide  more  training 
opportunities  for  church  members.  Christ  is  going  into  the  world  before  us 
preparing  people's  hearts;  may  we  be  prepared  to  meet  Him  there.

Historic  Church  Committees 

The  six  churches  in  the  Diocese  that  have  been  designated  as  Historic  Churches 
are  Grace  Church,  Lawrence;  St.  Andrew's,  Woodleaf;  St.  James',  Kittrell;  St. 
John's,  Williamsboro;  St.  Mary's  Chapel  in  Orange  County,  and  St.  Philip's, 
Germanton.  Each  of  these  churches  has  a  support  committee  that  oversees  its 
maintenance  and  provides  one  or  more  services  each  year. 

None  of  these  churches  has  an  active  congregation  and  they  are  not  in 
union  with  the  Convention.  However,  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  owns  the 
property  and  the  cemeteries  that  adjoin  or  surround  five  of  them. 

After  being  named  an  Historic  Church  in  1991,  Grace  Church, 
Lawrence,  received  a  grant  from  the  Episcopal  Church  Foundation  to  restore  the 
stained  glass  windowns  and  paint  the  building.  The  organ  has  also  been  restored. 
The  Rev.  Bill  Smyth  was  the  preacher  for  the  annual  service  in  June,  which  was 
followed  by  lunch  on  the  grounds. 

The  Rev.  Philip  Byrum,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Claude  Collins  and  the 
Rev.  Willis  Rosenthal,  was  the  celebrant  for  the  annual  service  at  St.  Andrew's, 
Woodleaf,  in  August.  School  groups,  Senior  Citizens  groups,  tour  groups,  and 
individuals  continue  to  visit  this  church,  which  was  consecrated  in  1840,  and  the 
cemetary  with  its  unique  stone  wall. 

There  was  no  service  at  St.  James'  in  Kittrell  in  1992.  The  old  rectory 
on  the  property  was  in  such  bad  condition  that  it  was  judged  an  unsalvageable 
liability,  and  on  recommendation  of  the  Department  of  Property  Management,  it 
was  demolished.  Some  work  needs  to  be  done  on  the  church  building  and  it  is 
hoped  that  can  be  accomplished  in  1993. 

On  Ascension,  in  October,  and  in  Advent  there  were  special  services  at 
St.  John's  in  Williamsboro.  The  Rev.  E.  T.  Malone,  Jr.  was  the  preacher  for  the 
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homecoming  service  in  October,  but  heavy  rain  made  it  necessary  to  move  the 
lunch  to  Holy  Innocents  in  Henderson.  The  St.  John's  Guild  served  as  hosts 
each  Sunday  during  the  summer  and  over  six  hundred  visitors  toured  the  historic 
colonial  frame  church  during  that  time. 

There  was  much  activity  at  St.  Mary's  Chapel  in  Orange  County  in 
1992  -  two  weddings,  a  baptism,  St.  Mary's  School's  graduation  and  Honors  day, 
as  well  as  the  annual  service  in  August.  The  Rev.  Brooks  Graebner,  the  Rev. 
Bruce  Lawrence,  and  the  Rev.  Charles  Hubbard,  former  Methodist  minister  in 
the  area,  cooperated  for  the  annual  service,  which  was  followed  by  lunch.  A 
Boy  Scout  from  St.  Matthews'  in  Hillsborough  has  chosen  the  building  of  a  walk 
from  the  cemetery  to  the  Chapel  as  a  Scout  project.  An  archaeologist  mapping 
the  graves  in  the  cemetery  found  what  is  believed  to  be  the  foundation  of  the 
original  church. 

The  congregations  from  Christ  Church  in  Walnut  Cove  and  St. 
Elizabeth's  in  King  joined  their  Vicar,  the  Rev.  John  Shields,  for  services  at  St. 
Philip's,  Germanton,  on  the  third  Sundays  during  the  summer  and  on 
Thanksgiving  Day.  On  a  sad  note,  St.  Philip's  1835  W.  H.  Gerrish  pump  organ 
was  stolen  and  has  not  been  recovered.

Investment  Committee 

The  Investment  Committee  is  responsible  for  the  investment  of  the  Common 
Trust  Fund  of  the  Diocese  and  for  a  fund  managed  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Thompson  Home.  The  Common  Trust  Fund  consists  of  a  combination  of  trusts 
and  bequests  that  have  been  made  to  the  Diocese  over  a  long  period  of  time. 
The  title  to  these  funds  rests  in  the  name  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese.  The 
Investment  Committee  supervises  the  investment  of  these  funds.  The  income 
generated  by  these  funds  is  disbursed  in  accordance  with  the  trust  or  bequest  as 
directed  by  the  donor;  or  if  no  designation  of  income  is  made  by  the  donor,  the 
income  is  disbursed  as  directed  by  the  Diocesan  Convention,  Diocesan  Council, 
or  the  Trustees. 

The  primary  goal  of  our  investment  policy  is  the  preservation  of  capital 
with  a  secondary  goal  of  achieving  sufficient  capital  appreciation  to  offset  the 
erosion  of  economic  inflation.  Our  specific  investment  objectives,  which  are 
reviewed  regularly,  are  to  obtain  a  real  compound  rate  of  total  return  (current 
income  plus  capital  appreciation  or  depreciation)  of  4%,  measured  over  the  most 
recent  five-year  period.  This  real  return  is  the  sum  of  the  actual  return  achieved, 
less  a  factor  for  inflation  as  measured  by  the  CPI.   These  funds  are  not  invested 
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in  the  securities  of  companies  doing  business  in  South  Africa  unless  that 
company  has  signed  the  Statement  of  Principles  for  South  Africa.  These  funds 
are  actively  managed  by  the  trust  department  of  the  NationsBank  and  the  fund's 
investment  results  have  exceeded  the  guidelines  over  the  most  recent  five-year 
period. 

Listed  below  is  a  comparison  of  the  market  value  and  income  on  each 
share  of  the  Common  Trust  Fund  for  the  last  five  years  as  of  each  September.

The  total  return  for  the  fund  for  the  year  ending  September  30  was  8.7%.  For 
the  past  five  years  the  fund  has  enjoyed  an  annualized  total  return  of  10.8% 
which  is  equal  to  the  15th  percentile  of  all  balanced  funds  for  that  period.

Commission  on  Ministry 

It  has  been  a  very  challenging  and  exciting  year  since  I  took  over  the  reins  of  the 
Commission  on  Ministry  last  February.  We  continue  to  refine  the  process  in 
little  ways,  in  hopes  of  helping  individuals  who  feel  called  to  the  ordained 
ministry  to  discern  with  us  the  validity  of  that  call. 

The  most  significant  advance  this  year  has  been  the  addition  of  the 
"Spiritual  Discernment  Program"  for  interns.  Carolyn  Lupo  of  St.  Mark's  in 
Raleigh  has  led  that  program  for  the  Commission.  A  grant  was  received  from 
the  Lilly  Endowment  to  fund  part  of  that  program  in  1992.  We  have  increased 
our  budget  for  1993  in  order  to  be  able  to  continue  the  program  and  will  also 
pass  on  some  of  the  expense  to  the  interns  themselves  and  their  sponsoring 
parishes  and  intern  parishes  in  1993. 

Bishop  Estill  met  with  the  Commission  in  June  and  announced  his 
decision  to  turn  the  bishop's  responsibilities  for  the  Commission  on  Ministry 
over  to  Bishop  Williams.  This  is  in  order  to  make  the  transition  to  a  new  bishop 
go  smoothly,  with  Bishop  Williams  as  the  continuing  bishop. 

The  Commission  has  worked  very  hard  this  year  as  in  previous  years. 
I  think  the  Diocese  can  be  pleased  with  the  work  of  this  group  and  the  quality 
of  the  people  who  come  to  us  and  enter  the  process.  It  is  a  special  joy  for  me 
to  be  a  part  of  it.  Three  members  of  the  Commission  moved  out  of  the  Diocese 
this  year:  The  Revs.  Chuck  Partham,  Catherine  Powell,  and  John  Howard.  The 
Rev.  David  Pfaff  and  Emily  Vail  Pfaff  have  been  added  during  the  year.  The 
Rev.  Beth  Ely  has  replaced  Chuck  Partham  as  our  secretary.  Thanks  to  all  of  the 
Commission  and  to  the  bishops  for  their  hard  work  with  the  Commission  on 
Ministry.

Department  of  Ministry  in  Higher  Education 
of  the  Diocesan  Council 

The  Department  of  Ministry  in  Higher  Education  exists  to  give  support  and 
evaluation  to  the  work  of  campus  ministry  in  the  Diocese.  This  work  includes 
the  chaplaincies  in  Raleigh  (N.C.  State),  Chapel  Hill  (UNC-CH),  Durham 
(Duke),  Greensboro  (UNC-G),  Winston-Salem  (multi-institutional)  and  Charlotte 
(multi-institutional);  parish-based  and  cooperative  ministries  at  NCCU  in  Durham 
and  at  Bennett  and  N.C.  A&T  in  Greensboro;  and  diocesan-level  retreats  and 
gatherings  for  college-age  students. 

For  our  chaplaincies  at  Duke  and  N.C.  State,  1992  marked  a  year  of 
transition.  At  Duke,  the  search  for  a  permanent  3/4-time  chaplain  began  in 
January,  1992,  with  a  committee  under  the  leadership  to  Dr.  John  Druesedow. 
(Since  the  1950s,  the  Duke  Chaplaincy  has  been  a  full-time  position,  but  the 
position  was  made  3/4-time  in  1992  as  a  part  of  an  effort  to  balance  the  diocesan 
program  budget.)  The  search  concluded  with  the  naming  in  June,  1992,  of  the 
Rev.  Anne  E.  Hodges-Copple  as  the  new  Duke  Chaplain.  Anne's  tenure  follows 
the  very  productive  18-month  interim  of  the  Rev.  Gary  Brower,  who  undertook 
a  major  renovation  of  the  Episcopal  Center  at  Duke. 

At  N.C.  State  we  had  established  in  1991  on  a  two-year  trial  basis,  a 
cooperative  arrangement  whereby  the  Rev.  Janet  Watrous  would  serve  as 
chaplain  at  both  N.C.  State  and  Saint  Mary's  College.  After  one  year,  Janet 
asked  to  return  to  her  full-time  position  at  Saint  Mary's  College,  leaving  the  N.C. 
State  chaplaincy  vacant.  In  June  of  1992,  the  Rev.  Meta  Ellington  and  I 
conducted  an  evaluation  of  the  N.C.  State  chaplaincy  which  highlighted  both  the 
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great  challenges  and  the  great  potential  for  ministry  there.  We  proposed  linking 
the  chaplaincy  at  N.C.  State  with  Sunday-only  responsibilities  at  the  Church  of 
the  Good  Shepherd  to  create  a  full-time  position  which  would  be  considered  3/4- 
time  at  N.C.  State  and  1/4-time  at  Good  Shepherd.  This  proposal  has  been 
endorsed  by  Diocesan  Council  and  the  Vestry  of  the  Church  of  the  Good 
Shepherd,  and  if  the  funding  is  secured  in  the  1993  budgets  of  both  parties,  the 
search  for  a  new  permanent  chaplain  at  N.C.  State  will  proceed  this  spring.  The 
search  committee  is  already  in  place  under  the  leadership  of  the  Re.  Perry 
Scruggs  and  the  Rev.  Meta  Ellington.  For  the  academic  year  1992-1993,  the 
interim  chaplain  (12  hrs./week)  is  the  Rev.  Craig  Phillips. 

Besides  Duke  and  N.C.  State,  the  Department  has  devoted  much  time 
and  attention  in  1992  to  our  support  for  ministry  on  historically  African- 
American  campuses.  The  precipitating  factor  in  raising  this  issue  was  the 
reduction  in  1992  budget  support  for  ministry  at  NCCU  in  Durham  and  the 
elimination  of  funding  at  N.C.  A&T  and  Bennett  in  Greensboro.  These  cuts  to 
the  proposed  1992  budget  were  made  in  response  to  the  shortfall  in  quote 
acceptances.  The  Department  has  responded  to  these  cuts  in  three  ways:  (1)  to 
work  with  St.  Titus's  in  Durham  and  the  rector,  The  Rev.  Monroe  Freeman,  to 
strengthen  the  Episcopal  presence  at  NCCU;  (2)  to  hold  meetings  of  interested 
persons  in  the  Greensboro  are  to  begin  to  define  a  new  ministry  at  N.C.  A&T 
and  Bennett  College  (the  Rev.  Charles  Hawes  has  offered  to  be  available  one 
day /week  at  those  campuses);  and  (3)  to  form  a  subcommittee  of  the  Department 
(the  Rev.  Harold  Cobb,  convener)  charged  with  the  task  of  studying  the  larger 
issue  of  how  we  as  a  Church  can  and  should  do  ministry  of  the  historically  black 
campuses  within  our  Diocese. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  two  diocesan-level  initiatives  discussed 
in  last  year's  report—the  Senior  High  graduation  retreat  and  Vocare-will  continue 
in  1993.  In  both  cases  it  has  taken  time  to  find  the  most  attractive  format,  dates 
and  location,  but  the  programs  have  been  well-received  by  participants  and  staff. 

The  Department  continues  to  work  to  become  more  knowledgeable 
about  the  various  chaplaincies  and  the  issues  facing  campus  ministry.  At  the 
spring,  1992,  meeting  of  the  Department,  the  Rev.  Will  Hinson,  chaplain  to  the 
Charlotte-area  campuses,  gave  a  presentation  on  his  model  of  multi-institutional 
chaplaincy;  at  the  Department's  next  meeting  in  January,  1993,  we  will  tour  the 
new  facilities  for  campus  ministry  at  the  Chapel  of  the  Cross  and  hear  from  the 
Rev.  Stephen  Stanley  concerning  his  work  at  UNC-CH. 

I  wish  to  extend  my  thanks  to  all  Department  members  and  especially 
to  the  Rev.  Lisa  Fischbeck  for  her  good  work  on  several  special  assignments.

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Department  of  Mission  and  Outreach 
of  the  Diocesan  Council 

It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Department  of  Mission  and  Outreach  to  supervise, 
coordinate,  and  review  all  aspects  of  the  Program  Budget  except  Higher 
Education  and  salaries.  The  scope  of  this  work  is  very  broad,  ranging  from 
Youth  Ministries  to  the  Committee  on  aging  and  from  the  Overseas  Commission 
to  Parish  Grants.  To  facilitate  this  extensive  work,  each  of  the  17  members  of 
the  Department  liaisons  with  one  or  more  of  the  committees  or  commissions 
under  its  supervision. 

Despite  ongoing  financial  restrictions  a  number  of  the  programs  have 
managed  significant  progress.  The  Camp  and  Conference  Center  continues  work 
toward  the  break-even  point  in  its  operations.  The  Youth  Commission  has 
increased  its  offerings  and  the  number  of  young  people  involved  is  growing.  A 
joint  effort  by  these  two  groups  will  provide  a  full-time  youth  director/outdoor 
coordinator  at  Browns  Summit  and  an  exciting  new  program.  The  Farmworkers' 
Ministry  is  expanding  the  new  day  care  center  to  care  for  80  children.  The 
Raleigh  Housing  Ministry  will  soon  break  ground  for  its  first  housing  units. 
Companion  Diocese  is  completing  a  very  successful  relationship  with  Belize  and 
looking  at  areas  for  a  new  relationship.  It  is  the  work  of  the  hundreds  of 
volunteers,  committed  to  these  ministries,  that  is  responsible  for  these  and  many 
other  successes. 

The  Department  met  during  the  year  with  committee  and  commission 
heads.  In  September  the  budget  hearings  examined  each  program  carefully 
before  recommending  spending  levels  for  1993.  A  number  of  new  initiatives 
were  proposed  in  various  areas  which  we  hope  will  bear  fruit.  The  Christian 
Social  Ministries  Commission  and  the  Department  have  scheduled  a  joint 
meeting  to  examine  the  report  from  MDC  about  Christian  social  ministries.  We 
hope  to  find  ways  to  strengthen  and  enhance  the  outreach  ministry  in  our  diocese 
by  a  thorough  review  of  our  current  program  and  suggestions  for  improving  it. 

The  chairman  of  the  Department,  the  Rev.  Robert  Dannals,  resigned  in 
July  because  he  left  the  diocese.  It  has  been  my  privilege  to  serve  as  chairman 
since  then.  On  behalf  of  the  members  of  the  Department  of  Mission  and 
Outreach  I  want  to  thank  everyone  in  the  diocese  connected  with  these  vital 
ministries  for  their  hard  work  and  devotion.

The  Francis  J.  Murdoch  Society  was  founded  by  Margaret  Murdoch  to  honor  her 
brother,  the  Rev.  Francis  J.  Murdoch,  late  rector  of  St.  Luke's,  Salisbury.  The 
society  makes  loans  to  persons  preparing  for  the  ordained  ministry  of  the 
Episcopal  Church,  the  loan  being  converted  to  a  non-repayable  grant  when  the 
recipient  is  ordained. 

Application  forms  for  loan/grants  from  the  society  may  be  obtained  from 
the  convener  of  the  trustees,  whose  name  appears  in  the  Journal  of  Convention, 
or  from  the  Assistant  to  the  Bishop  for  Ministry  and  Program. 

During  1992,  the  society  made  grant/loans  to  David  Vryhoff  and  Mary 
Marguerite  Kohn. 

The  income  from  the  fund  is  not  large  and  loan/grants  are  quite  small 
in  comparison  with  the  cost  of  theological  education.  The  diocese  is  in  need  of 
a  greatly  expanded  financial  base  for  the  support  of  those  studying  for  the 
ordained  ministry.  The  Murdoch  Society  is  eager  to  take  an  active  role  in  such 
an  expansion.

North  Carolina  Episcopal  Church  Foundation 

The  North  Carolina  Episcopal  Church  Foundation,  Inc.,  was  established  in  1955 
for  the  purpose  of  aiding  the  expansion  of  the  church  in  the  Diocese.  Funds  are 
available  to  parishes  and  missions  and  to  other  institutions  owned  by  the  Diocese 
for  erection  of  buildings,  acquisition  of  buildings  and  property,  and  repairs, 
renovations,  and  improvements  to  existing  facilities. 

Low-interest  loans  are  available  to  parishes  and  missions  up  to  a 
maximum  of  $60,000  per  borrower,  repayable  over  10  years.  For  wholly  owned 
diocesan  institutions,  the  maximum  limit  per  loan  is  $300,000.  Grants  also  are 
available  to  missions  up  to  a  maximum  of  $7,500  each  for  the  same  purposes, 
especially  if  the  need  is  an  emergency.  Funding  decisions  are  based  on  the  need 
for  the  project  and  funds  available.  Currently  the  interest  rate  for  parishes  and 
institutions  is  6%  and  for  missions  5%. 

During  the  past  fiscal  year  ending  7/31/92,  the  board  of  directors  of  the 
Foundation  approved  the  following:

The  Foundation  continues  in  sound  condition. 

While  the  normal  number  of  grant  requests  was  received  this  year,  the 
number  of  loan  requests  was  meager.  Vestries  which  have  need  of  funds  beyond 
those  which  their  own  efforts  have  secured  are  encouraged  to  explore  the 
possibilities  of  a  loan  or  grant  from  the  Foundation. 

In  order  that  the  Foundation  may  serve  additional  missions  and  parishes, 
it  must  look  to  bequests  and  gifts  from  groups  and  individuals  in  the  Diocese, 
particularly  since  the  ACTS  goal  for  the  Foundation  was  not  met.  We  welcome 
inquiries,  addressed  to  the  Business  Manager  of  the  Diocese  at  the  Diocesan 
House.

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Overseas  Mission  Commission 

Nineteen  ninety-two  has  proven  to  be  an  exciting  year  for  your  Overseas  Mission 
Commission. 

Students  from  the  Sustainable  Development  program  of  Appalachian 
State  University  took  seven  donated  solar  panels  to  Honduras.  This  program, 
which  had  its  beginnings  in  the  Overseas  Commission,  is  taught  by  Dr.  Jeff 
Boyer  and  is  fast  becoming  the  benchmark  for  other  sustainable  development 
programs  at  other  universities.  The  students  set  up  solar  panels  in  several  rural 
areas  to  be  used  to  provide  power  for  lighting,  water  pumps,  solar  furnaces,  and 
other  equipment.  Jeff  also  took  a  gift  of  money  from  St.  Michael's  in  Raleigh 
which  was  used  to  provide  further  support  for  the  credit  union  which  we 
established  with  the  campesinos.  This  credit  union,  run  by  the  farmers,  will 
enable  them  to  prolong  the  time  between  the  harvest  of  their  crops  and  the 
market,  thereby  insuring  a  higher  cost  for  their  goods.  This  loan  program  has 
been  very  effective  in  helping  the  farmers  break  their  cycle  of  poverty  and  in 
helping  them  help  themselves. 

This  summer's  youth  trip-organized  by  Frances  Smyth  and  led  by 
Meredith  Patterson,  David  and  Glenda  Lee  Minion,  Peggy  Wade,  and  the  Rev. 
Elizabeth  Kelly— included  eleven  young  people  who  went  to  Honduras  to  work 
and  live  with  young  Hondurans.  While  there,  they  visited  a  hospital  in 
Choletega,  taking  with  them  $1500  in  donated  funds  which  was  used  to  purchase 
medicine  and  medical  supplies.  They  were  so  touched  by  the  needs  of  this 
hospital  and  the  people  that,  upon  their  return  to  North  Carolina,  they  gathered 
a  van  load  of  medical  supplies  to  send  there.  This  effort  is  being  organized  by 
Peggy  Wade  and  is  centered  in  the  Church  of  the  Nativity  in  Raleigh.  This  is 
an  on-going  project  and  is  in  need  of  your  prayers  and  assistance.  Next 
summer's  youth  trip  is  already  being  planned.  Please  don't  let  a  young  person 
in  your  life  miss  this  once-in-a-lifetime  opportunity. 

The  Rev.  Charles  Hawes,  of  St.  Mary's  House  in  Greensboro, 
introduced  us  to  visitors  from  the  Episcopal  Diocese  of  Costa  Rica.  We  were 
impressed  with  their  work  and  arranged  to  visit  them.  Bishop  Hunt  Williams 
and  his  wife  Mary  led  a  group  of  ten  people  on  a  fact-finding  mission  to  that 
Diocese.  The  church  in  Costa  Rica  is  working  with  refugees  (over  150,000  in 
Costa  Rica)  and  with  the  poor.  They  have  a  project  called  the  Vacaria  which 
helps  people  help  themselves.  We  are  looking  into  ways  that  our  dioceses  can 
work  together. 

We  have  begun  sharing  ideas  and  experiences  with  people  and  parishes 
from  across  our  Diocese  that  have  been  involved  in  another  part  of  Christ's 
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world.  Some  of  the  other  countries  are  Haiti,  parts  of  Africa,  the  Philippines, 
Israel  and,  of  course,  Belize,  our  companion  Diocese.  If  you  would  like  to 
become  involved  in  these  discussions,  please  let  us  know.  It  is  amazing  how 
much  more  we  receive  from  our  relationships  with  others  than  we  are  able  to 
give.

Parish  Grant  Commission 

The  Parish  Grant  Commission  was  established  in  1972  to  provide  seed  money 
to  congregations  of  the  diocese  for  new  and  innovative  social  outreach  programs 
in  their  communities  or  for  programs  meeting  particular  needs  in  their 
communities.  Congregational  participation  and  ecumenical  cooperation  is 
encouraged. 

The  Commission  meets  quarterly  to  consider  grant  applications  which 
have  been  approved  by  the  vestry  of  the  congregation  making  application,  and 
to  review  end-of-year  reports/evaluations  from  each  congregation  which  has 
received  a  grant. 

Through  the  third  quarter  of  1992,  the  Commission  has  reviewed  eight 
applications  to  assure  that  the  guidelines  are  met,  and  approved  six:  Shepherd's 
Center,  $1,500,  St.  Andrew's,  Charlotte;  St.  Andrew's  Episcopal  Food  Pantry, 
$3,000,  St.  Andrew's,  Greensboro;  Carying  Place,  $3,000,  St.  Paul's,  Cary; 
Phoenix  House,  $3,000,  Church  of  the  Holy  Family,  Chapel  Hill;  Safe  Haven  of 
Person  County,  $3,000,  St.  Mark's,  Roxboro;  and  Prodigals  House  (expansion 
of  program),  $3,000,  St.  Paul's,  Winston-Salem. 

These  programs  provide  services  to  older  persons  and  the  poor,  to 
persons  in  need  of  transitional  housing,  to  battered  women,  and  to  persons 
struggling  with  substance  abuse. 

The  Commission  is  funded  through  Mission  and  Outreach  program 
funds  and  through  income  received  from  investment  of  ACTS  monies.

Penick  Home 

The  year  1992  was  a  year  of  service  to  older  adults  in  which  they  were 
supported  in  an  atmosphere  of  freedom  and  security,  to  function  at  higher  levels 
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of  self-direction.  Residents  found  numerous  opportunities  to  explore  talent 
development,  new  friendships,  and  a  deeper  spiritual  life.  Such  directions  have 
been  possible  because  of  the  leadership  of  our  Bishop,  the  Right  Reverend 
Robert  Estill,  our  President,  Dalton  Ruffin,  and  the  entire  Board  of  Directors-all 
committed  to  serving  our  Lord.  The  uniqueness  of  the  sponsorship  permeates 
the  life  and  ministry  of  the  Home. 

Prospective  resident  applications  encouraged 

The  Home  continues  to  have  a  waiting  list  of  prospective  residents  in  excess  of 
280  persons.  However,  with  the  increases  in  available  units,  the  Penick  Home 
can  offer  early  residency  to  many  people,  because  many  of  the  people  on  the 
waiting  list  are  not  ready  to  move  to  Penick.  This  is  especially  true  for 
apartment  units  which  can  be  refurbished  to  meet  the  new  resident's  wishes. 
Therefore,  the  Home  encourages  persons  not  on  the  waiting  list  to  apply  now, 
in  order  that  their  needs  might  be  met  on  a  timely  basis. 

Penick  Endowment  Fund 

The  Fund  has  increased  to  a  little  over  $900,000  during  the  past  year,  due  to  the 
leaders  of  the  Penick  Development  Fund  and  its  president,  Robert  Darst.  The 
need  is  clear;  the  Home  seeks  to  fulfill  Bishop  Penick's  dream,  "that  no  one  be 
turned  away  for  lack  of  funds."  This  past  year,  the  Home  was  able  to  provide 
approximately  $300,000  of  free  service  because  of  the  combination  of  generous 
support  from  parishes  and  individuals  in  the  Diocese,  private  foundations,  and 
earnings  from  the  Endowment  Fund.  The  Home  continues  to  seek  out  donors 
who  might  give  generous  gifts  to  the  Endowment  Fund  so  that  the  ministry  will 
be  available  when  needed. 

The  Friends  of  Penick 

The  Friends  serve  three  primary  purposes:  to  recruit  volunteers  to  visit  with 
residents  and  to  implement  the  Home's  many  programs;  to  promote  a  better 
understanding  of  the  ministry  of  the  Penick  Home  both  within  the  Southern  Pines 
community  and  throughout  the  Diocese;  and  to  raise  funds  for  special  projects 
that  enhance  the  overall  quality  of  resident  life. 

During  this  past  year,  Friends  President  Alice  Robbins  has  provided 
leadership  for  the  Friends  and  the  Diocesan  Committee  on  Ageing  in  publishing 
a  resource  manual  on  ageing  for  every  parish  in  the  Diocese. 

Second,  the  volunteer  program  has  continued  for  adults  and  teenagers 
who  have  given  many  hours  of  service  to  the  residents  of  the  Home  to  include 
friendly  meetings,  escort  service,  letter  writing,  party  sponsorship,  and  clerks  of 
goodwill  at  the  nursing  stations. 
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Third,  a  special  picnic  on  the  grounds  for  residents,  families,  and  friends 
was  held  in  May. 

Fourth,  a  new  walking  trail  was  developed  on  the  campus  for  the  benefit 
of  the  residents. 

In  June,  Patricia  McLean  was  elected  to  the  presidency  of  the  Friends 
and  she  has  strengthened  the  organization  by  involving  many  new  people  in  the 
work  and  mission  of  the  Friends.  She  has  led  the  effort  to  improve  the  courtyard 
and  fish  pond  by  the  South  Building,  to  include  new  cushions  on  the  outdoor 
furniture  and  refinishing  the  fish  pond.  Second,  she  has  encouraged  the  final 
development  of  the  ageing  resource  manual  started  earlier  in  the  year.  Third,  the 
intergenerational  day  center  has  been  furnished  with  a  variety  of  outdoor  tricycles 
to  be  used  in  the  North  Court  by  the  children,  so  that  the  residents  of  the  nursing 
center  are  able  to  watch  the  children  play  at  least  once  a  week.  Fourth,  the 
major  project  recently  undertaken  was  to  refurnish  the  equipment  in  the  three 
beauty  shops  on  campus.  And  fifth,  a  major  funding  event  has  been  planned  for 
January  24,  1993,  which  will  be  a  Program  of  Dance  by  the  North  Carolina 
School  of  the  Arts  at  the  Pinecrest  High  School 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Penick  Home  is  encouraged  by  the 
growing  support  which  the  Friends  have  been  able  to  provide  for  the  benefit  of 
the  Home's  residents  and  is  grateful  for  their  invaluable  support. 

Providing  service  to  the  community 

The  residents  are  very  active  in  the  community  of  Southern  Pines,  ranging  from 
active  participation  and  filling  leadership  roles  in  the  local  churches,  to  serving 
as  president  of  the  local  Cultural  Arts  Association.  Several  residents  volunteer 
in  the  Regional  Hospital,  Emmanuel  Church's  Thrift  Shop,  Meals  on  Wheels, 
Red  Cross,  Habitat  for  Humanity,  and  Prancing  Horse  (a  local  rehabilitation 
program  involving  riding  horses). 

Residents  are  active  in  local  civic  and  professional  groups,  providing  a 
rich  insight  to  organizational  leadership  and  service  to  the  community.  Residents 
seek  to  give  services  needed  back  to  the  community.  They  make  a  difference 
in  a  positive,  favorable  way,  thus  finding  fulfilment  and  meaning. 

Kinder-Elder  Day  Care  Center 

The  Kinder-Elder  Day  Care  has  entered  its  third  year  of  operation  for  adults  and 
pre-school  children.  There  are  10  places  in  the  Day  Care/Day  Health  for  Adults 
which  has  been  serving  approximately  14  adults  in  the  community.  The  pre- 
school center  serves  an  average  of  30  children,  of  which  one  third  are  employee 
children.  The  children's  center  is  licenced  as  an  "AA"  Center  and  received  a 
100%  score  from  the  State  of  North  Carolina  Division  of  Child  Care.     The 
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intergenerational  activities  are  providing  a  creative  interaction  for  many  of  the 
nursing  residents,  giving  them  renewed  hope  in  their  importance  as  human  beings 
because  a  little  child  touched  them.  The  children  are  developing  positive 
attitudes  toward  older  adults  through  their  regular  contact  with  the  residents.  A 
special  bonus  to  the  Home  has  been  the  enhancement  of  its  ability  to  attract 
younger  professional  workers,  especially  nurses.

The  success  of  the  Penick  Home  in  meeting  the  needs  of  our  residents  and 
enhancing  their  overall  quality  of  life  has  always  depended  on  the  support  of 
those  who  share  in  our  commitment  and  vision.  I  am  continually  astounded  by 
the  level  of  effort  put  in  by  the  staff,  board  members,  volunteers,  PDF  trustees, 
families,  and  the  residents  themselves  to  improve  continually  upon  the  programs 
and  services  offered  by  the  Penick  Home.  It  is  through  their  efforts  that  the 
Penick  Home  has  become  the  high  quality,  caring  community  it  is  today.

Planned  Giving  Commission 

The  Planned  Giving  Commission  serves  to  emphasize  and  enhance  what  is 
probably  the  most  neglected  side  of  stewardship-the  planned  disposition  of  our 
accumulated  wealth.  While  institutions  such  as  schools,  universities,  hospitals, 
charities,  and  churches  of  other  denominations  have  sought  to  develop  their 
organizations  through  the  procurement  of  bequests  and  special  gifts,  the 
Episcopal  Church,  surprisingly,  has  only  in  recent  years  approached  this  aspect 
of  stewardship  in  a  serious  and  deliberate  manner. 

A  major  function  of  the  Planned  Giving  Commission  is  to  raise 
important  questions  with  as  many  members  of  our  diocese  as  possible:  Do  you 
have  a  will?  What  do  you  plan  to  do  with  your  accumulated  assets?  Have  you 
protected  yourself  and  your  family  sufficiently?  What  portion  of  your 
accumulated  assets  do  you  plan  to  leave  or  give  for  the  work  of  your  church? 
These  questions  involve  Christian  stewardship. 

The  Planned  Giving  Commission  distributes  information  about  the 
importance  of  individual  and  family  financial  planning  with  a  particular  emphasis 
on  the  critical  importance  of  proper  estate  planning.  More  especially,  it 
endeavors  to  develop  the  potential  for  greater  services  and  expanded  programs 
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for  the  church  through  effective  personal  financial  planning  and  planned  giving— 
which  can  result  in  substantial  benefits  both  for  one's  family  and  one's  parish. 

Another  function  of  the  Commission  is  to  provide  personal  and 
knowledgeable  assistance  to  those  parishioners  who  have  made,  or  hope  to  make, 
important  individual  and  family  financial  and  estate  planning  decisions.  This 
function  is  carried  out  through  the  confidential  work  of  our  Planned  Giving 
Officer,  the  Rev.  Royal  F.  Dedrick,  who  serves  in  this  capacity  as  a  diocesan 
employee  for  the  benefit  of  parishioners.  Financial  planning  and  the  proper 
utilization  of  planned  giving  strategies  in  today's  complex  environment  requires 
advice  and  guidance  from  someone  with  the  expertise  for  which  Mr.  Dedrick  was 
chosen.  Although  an  ordained  priest,  he  has  had  extensive  business  and 
professional  experience  in  the  field  of  financial  planning  and  is  able  to  utilize  the 
resources  of  the  Planned  Giving  Office  of  our  national  church. 

To  implement  our  diocesan  planned  giving  program,  the  Planned  Giving 
Officer  conducts  seminars  and  meets  regularly  with  vestries  and  various  other 
church  groups  throughout  the  diocese.  Mr.  Dedrick  provides  information  and 
literature  to  individuals  and  groups.  He  meets  confidentially  with  individual 
members  of  the  diocese  in  their  homes,  parishes,  or  offices  for  private 
consultation  regarding  their  personal  financial  planning  needs  and  objectives. 
Mr.  Dedrick  provides  information  on  appropriate  financial  planning  and  planned 
giving  strategies  during  such  meetings,  and  works  closely  with  each  interested 
parishioner's  personal  attorney,  trust  officer,  CPA,  and  life  underwriter  in  the 
planning  and  implementation  of  such  strategies. 

The  work  of  the  Planned  Giving  Commission  is  a  work  of  patience  and 
gentle  persistence.  It  is  also  work  that  takes  time  to  materialize  in  results 
because  of  its  deferred  nature.  Planned  giving,  however,  has  enormous  potential 
for  the  churches  of  our  diocese.  It  is  our  hope  that  the  churches  will  make  use 
of  the  Commission  in  1993  in  order  that  effective  planned  giving  programs  will 
develop  in  each  parish  and  become  a  significant  part  of  the  stewardship  of  our 
diocese.

Department  of  Property  Management 
of  the  Diocesan  Council 


The  Department  of  Property  Management  was  involved  in  the  following  activities 
during  1992: 
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St.  Clement's,  Enfield:  The  long-standing  matter  of  St.  Clement's 
Church,  Ringwood,  near  Enfield  in  Halifax  County,  was  finally  resolved  at  the 
September  29,  1992,  meeting  of  the  Diocesan  Council  when  it  was  unanimously 
voted  to  convey  the  old  church  property  and  sanctuary  to  the  trustees  of  the 
Ringwood  Circle  Club,  Inc.,  a  non-profit  corporation.  The  Club  will  renovate 
the  building  and  use  the  property  as  a  center  for  the  Ringwood  community  as  a 
whole. 

St.  James,  Kittrell:  There  was  a  tentative  offer  from  a  prospective 
purchaser  to  acquire  the  long  vacant  and  dilapidated  rectory  at  the  rear  of  the 
sanctuary.  However,  these  negotiations  were  not  fruitful;  and  due  to  the  highly 
unsafe  and  poor  condition  of  the  rectory,  the  decision  was  made  to  remove  it 
from  the  property. 

Arrowood/Winslow  Smith  Property:  The  environmental  problems  of  the 
Arrowood/Winslow  Smith  property  owned  by  the  Diocese  and  consisting  of  some 
16  acres  near  Charlotte  appear  to  be  closer  to  a  conclusion  at  the  writing  of  this 
report.  A  buyer  for  the  property  was  obtained  in  1991,  subject  to  the  ability  of 
the  Diocese  to  execute  a  certificate  of  environmental  cleanliness.  When  the 
Diocese  acquired  the  property  there  was  an  underground  petroleum  tank  which 
over  the  years  had  ruptured,  causing  the  pollution  of  a  large  quantity  of  soil  in 
the  area  around  and  actually  under  an  abandoned  dwelling  on  the  premises.  The 
costs  of  removing  the  dwelling  in  the  vicinity  and  of  excavating  the  contaminated 
soil  became  most  difficult  to  evaluate,  and  it  therefore  became  necessary  to  retain 
the  services  of  a  professional  environmental  consultant.  Most  of  the  work  has 
now  been  accomplished,  and  it  is  believed  that  the  sale  will  take  place  in  the 
next  few  weeks. 

Investment  Committee:  Pursuant  to  Canon  15,  Section  2(c)  and  Section 
3(c),  the  Department  of  Property  Management  periodically  reviewed  the 
Investment  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  chaired  by  John  Red,  Jr.,  in  connection 
with  the  Diocesan  Trust  funds. 

Collection  of  Data:  The  department  has  been  designated  by  Bishop 
Estill  to  be  responsible  for  collecting  data  and  comments  regarding  the  pros  and 
cons  of  moving  the  Diocesan  office  to  an  area  other  than  other  than  Raleigh. 
The  Greensboro/Browns  Summit  area  has  been  most  often  mentioned  as  an 
alternative  location. 

Ed  Embree  of  Durham  has  served  faithfully  as  the  vice-chairman  of  the 
Department  the  past  year.

The  Department  of  Records  and  History  met  frequently  throughout  1992.  We 
completed  work  on  the  1992  Journal,  and  it  was  received  from  the  printer  on 
July  31.  The  archives  of  the  Diocese  have  been  used  frequently  by  researchers. 
We  continue  to  acquire  books  and  other  publications  for  our  archives,  and  we 
encourage  churches  and  individuals  to  continue  depositing  manuscript  materials 
with  us.  We  have  expanded  our  services  by  purchasing  a  microfilm  reader  and 
microfilm  of  North  Carolina  Episcopal  newspapers  and  parish  records.  We 
sponsored  a  conference  for  church  historians  which  was  held  in  Christ  Church, 
Cleveland.

Saint  Augustine's  College 

The  purpose  of  this  report  is  to  provide  highlights  about  the  dual  celebration- 
reviewing  125  years  of  history  of  Saint  Augustine's  College,  a  historically 
African-American  liberal  arts,  coeducational  institution  affiliated  with  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  since  its  founding  in  1867  and  honoring  25  years 
of  Dr.  Prezell  R.  Robinson's  presidential  leadership.  Its  growth  and  advancement 
in  academic  excellence,  institutional  development,  beauty  of  physical  plant  and 
financial  stability  provide  a  glowing  testimony  to  the  creative  intellect,  high 
academic  standards  and  vision  of  this  remarkable  man.  Humble  in  demeanor  and 
dynamic  in  his  presence,  Dr.  Robinson  has  guided  Saint  Augustine's  College  by 
his  commitment  to  education  and  the  Episcopal  Church. 

The  Saint  Augustine's  College  Chapel  has  the  distinction  of  being 
designated  a  historic  site  in  the  Oakwood  section  of  Raleigh.  The  Chapel  was 
built  by  students  in  1895,  and  the  first  service  was  held  on  Quinquagesima 
Sunday  in  1896.  Both  a  font  and  a  pool  for  the  rite  of  baptismal  are  maintained. 
The  bishop's  chair  was  placed  in  the  sanctuary  as  a  memorial  to  the  consecration 
of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Henry  Beard  Delany,  who  was  the  first  black  bishop  to  graduate 
from  Saint  Augustine's  College  and  the  only  black  bishop  from  North  Carolina. 
The  program  is  designed  to  help  build  institutional  and  religious  support. 
Activities  are  planned  to  appeal  to  interests  of  a  diversified  student  body. 

Much  of  Saint  Augustine's  success  over  the  past  125  years  can  be 
attributed  to  its  historic  relationship  to  the  Episcopal  Church  of  America;  much 
can  be  identified  with  the  character,  foresight  and  determination  of  the 
outstanding  churchmen  who  have  shaped  its  development  for  a  century  and  a 
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quarter  of  years.  Among  the  most  dynamic  of  these  has  been  Dr.  Prezell  R. 
Robinson,  an  outstanding  educator  and  president  as  well  as  churchman. 

Enrollment  has  increased  from  1,015  in  1967  to  2,000  in  1992,  when 
students  came  from  33  states,  Washington,  D.C.,  and  34  foreign  countries.  The 
number  of  faculty  has  increased  from  56  in  1967  to  124  in  1992,  with  72  percent 
holding  doctorates.  Library  holdings  have  increased  from  39,565  volumes  in 
1967  to  136,500  volumes  in  1992,  housed  in  the  Prezell  R.  Robinson  Library 
constructed  in  1974.  Market  value  of  the  school's  endowment  has  grown  from 
$650,000  to  over  $15  million  in  the  past  twenty-five  years. 

Saint  Augustine's  College  is  one  of  only  two  historically  black  college 
and  universities  in  the  nation  to  have  its  own  on-campus  commercial  radio  and 
TV  stations.  Our  radio  station  (WAUG-AM  750)  was  installed  in  1987;  our  TV 
station  (TV-68)  the  following  year.  Both  are  housed  in  the  new  Communications 
wing  of  the  Seby  B.  Jones  Fine  Arts  Center  and  are  used  for  both  student 
instruction  and  to  air  broadcasts  to  nearby  communities;  the  operating  costs  of 
these  stations  are  supported  by  advertising  solicited  from  local  firms. 

During  Dr.  Robinson's  presidency,  eleven  existing  buildings  were 
restored,  improved,  or  renovated  at  a  total  cost  of  $3,446,273.  The  replacement 
costs  of  the  renovated  buildings,  in  today's  dollars,  would  total  an  estimated 
$9,794,000. 

In  response  to  the  impact  of  the  college's  increasing  enrollments  and 
expanded  and  enhanced  academic  offerings,  seven  major  new  facilities  have  been 
constructed  during  Dr.  Robinson's  presidency:  Latham  Hall  (Women's 
Dormitory),  1971;  Martin  Luther  King,  Jr.  Student  Union,  1969;  New  Library 
(named  by  the  Trustees  in  honor  of  Dr.  Robinson),  1974;  Seby  B.  Jones  Fine 
Arts  Center,  1976;  Communications  Center  (wing  added  to  the  Fine  Arts  Center), 
1989;  Joseph  Gordon  Health  Center,  1979;  and  Weston  Hall  (Senior  Women's 
Dormitory),  1987. 

The  costs  of  constructing  the  above  facilities  came  to  a  total  of 
$11,415,869.  Thus,  during  Dr.  Robinsons's  presidency,  a  grand  total  of 
$14,862,142  in  renovations  and  construction  was  successfully  accomplished. 

Though  its  fiscal  resources  have  always  been  limited,  the  college  has  a 
long  history  of  managing  its  financial  affairs  well.  Of  the  college's  37  campus 
buildings,  34  are  completely  debt-free;  and,  while  many  other  colleges  and 
universities  throughout  the  country  are  operating  in  the  red,  Saint  Augustine's 
College  has  not  run  a  budget  deficit  in  the  past  25  consecutive  years.

"First  the  blade,  and  then  the  ear,  then  the  full  corn  shall  appear"--these  lines 
from  a  familiar  Thanksgiving  hymn  are  a  vivid  picture  of  the  growth  process 
which  we  see  every  year  at  Saint  Mary's.  Our  mission  is  one  of  planting  seeds, 
and  seeing  the  first  early  growth.  The  fullness  of  growth  comes  later  in  life  as 
our  alumnae  continue  their  record  of  service  to  the  Episcopal  Church,  their 
communities,  their  careers,  and  their  families. 

As  our  150th  year  comes  to  an  end,  we  find  ourselves  once  again 
affirming  our  mission  of  preparing  young  women  for  further  education.  Our  top- 
rate  faculty  in  not  only  proficient  in  the  classroom,  but  compassionate  outside  it. 
We  repeatedly  hear  tributes  to  faculty  members  from  alumnae  who  will  never 
forget  their  interest,  concern,  and  patience. 

Similar  attention  is  given  to  our  students'  spiritual  lives  through  regular 
required  worship  and  a  wide  variety  of  opportunities  for  community  service.  We 
sent  off  boxes  of  baby  supplies  to  victims  of  Hurricane  Andrew,  and  collected 
canned  goods  at  the  fall  school  dance.  Students  are  involved  in  weekly  volunteer 
work  as  tutors  for  children  with  special  needs.  Several  social  clubs  have 
provided  an  evening  meal  at  Emmaus  House,  a  home  for  working  men  who  are 
temporarily  homeless. 

Some  first  fruits  for  the  Episcopal  Church  are  the  eight  students 
preparing  for  Confirmation.  In  this  group  are  two  college  students  who  are  also 
preparing  for  Baptism.  It  is  clear  that  there  is  a  great  missionary  task  at  hand 
at  Saint  Mary's.  None  of  the  students  in  Confirmation  Class  was  raised  as  an 
Episcopalian.  Like  the  Church  at  large,  our  new  members  are  coming  from  other 
denominations,  and  it  is  their  exposure  to  the  Episcopal  Church  at  St.  Mary's 
which  makes  the  difference. 

The  hymn  says  "first  the  blade,"  but  of  course  we  all  know,  it's  really 
first  the  seed.  That's  where  we  come  in!  We  plant  seeds  for  intellectual, 
physical,  and  spiritual  growth,  and  we  nurture  them  to  the  very  best  of  our 
ability.  We  get  to  see  those  first  tender  shoots,  but  then  they  are  off  to  new 
fields.  We  hope  our  Episcopal  Church  family  will  continue  to  support  our 
mission  that  God  will  be  pleased  with  the  harvest  we  present.

The  work  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese,  according  to  the  canons,  is  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Department  of  Records  and  History  of  the  Diocesan  Council. 
As  newly  elected  Secretary,  I  have  enjoyed  working  with  that  group,  which  is 
ably  chaired  by  the  Rev.  Diane  Corlett. 

One  of  the  primary  duties  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  is  to  supervise 
and  coordinate  publication  of  the  Journal  of  Convention,  which,  this  year,  was 
returned  from  the  printer,  Chamblee  Graphics  of  Raleigh,  on  July  31. 
Distribution  was  made  shortly  thereafter.  Major  contributors  to  the  success  of 
the  Journal  were  Chris  Agosta  of  the  Diocesan  House  staff,  who  did  most  of  the 
computer  work  and  formatting,  and  Lillian  Reynolds,  Secretary  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Diocese,  whose  knowledge  of  the  people,  places,  and  traditions  of  the 
Diocese  proved  invaluable.  Penelope  Olson,  who  joined  the  Diocesan  House 
staff  on  March  1,  1992,  has  been  helpful  in  a  number  of  ways—with  computer, 
editorial,  and  archival  work.  The  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  is  also  Superintendent 
of  the  Archives  and  Olson,  as  part  of  her  work,  serves  as  Archival  Assistant. 

During  the  year  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  has  also  functioned  as 
Secretary  of  Convention-taking  minutes  of  proceedings  and  coordinating  pre- 
Convention  mailings.  As  Secretary  of  the  Diocesan  Council,  I  have  also  taken 
and  distributed  minutes  of  Council  meetings. 

This  year  the  Archives  of  the  Diocese,  located  in  the  basement  of 
Diocesan  House  in  Raleigh,  have  been  open  for  use  of  researchers.  A  new 
microfilm  reader,  microfilm  of  historic  North  Carolina  Episcopal  Church  records, 
and  a  number  of  historic  books  and  journals  have  been  acquired.

Small  Church  Commission 

This  Commission  has  had  a  full  year  with  expanded  membership  to  meet  our 
responsibilities.  Under  the  Rev.  Henry  Presler's  guidance  we  approved  and 
oversaw  assistance  totalling  $189,000  to  eighteen  mission  congregations.  We 
provided  or  assisted  in  consultations  to  several  small  churches,  both  parish  and 
mission.  At  the  end  of  this  year  we  will  have  made  liaison  assignments  of 
committee  members  to  many  small  congregations.  Three  missions  had  better 
fiscal  support  than  expected,  and  by  returning  their  "surplus"  portion  of  unneeded 
aid  enabled  us  to  assist  three  churches  with  unexpected  fiscal  needs  in  mid-year.

The  request  forms,  and  attendance  of  church  treasurers  at  the  Annual  Treasurers' 
workshop,  have  proven  beneficial  to  better  budgeting. 

Many  of  our  small  churches  have  sought  to  strengthen  their  witness  and 
ministry.  Some  examples  are  the  self-study  made  by  St.  Luke's,  Tarboro;  the 
three-congregation  study  by  the  Warren  County  churches;  strong  evangelism  at 
St.  Patrick' s-by-the-Lake  at  Mooresville  for  request  to  mission  status;  and  the 
decision  of  Christ  Church,  Rocky  Mount,  to  be  restored  to  mission  status, 
discovering  wider  visions  of  their  ministry. 

Members  of  our  committee  provided  two  regional  workshops  for  small 
church  ministry.  We  held  two  meetings  in  different  congregations  of  the  diocese. 
A  couple  of  us  attended  the  Annual  Virginia/Carolinas  Small  Church  Conference, 
and  two  churches  have  already  enrolled  for  1993.  The  Rev.  Pat  Earle,  editor  of 
our  newsletter,  serves  on  the  APSO  Intramont  Board. 

Small  churches  often  find  themselves  much  involved  in  trying  just  to 
reach  a  minimum  budget.  We  urge  small  churches  to  see  new  possibilities  for 
outreach,  Christian  education,  and  new  ministries  so  that  their  witness  gets 
beyond  the  fiscal  to  a  new  freedom  for  ministry.  Not  every  church  needs  a  full- 
time  priest,  but  every  church  has  a  full-time  ministry  among  and  beyond  all  its 
members.  And  there  are  several  opportunities  in  this  diocese  for  small  churches 
near  enough  to  each  other  to  share  and  strengthen  their  witness  through 
combined  work. 

We  encourage  new  and  old  churches  to  greater  ministries  for  the  whole 
Church  in  this  diocese.

The  Committee  met  with  the  Bishops  on  several  occasions  and  with  Bishop  Estill 
in  its  capacity  as  a  Council  of  Advice  at  its  March,  April,  May,  June,  September 
and  October  meetings  and  with  Bishop  Williams  in  such  capacity  at  its  June, 
August  and  September  meetings.

St.  Mark's  Church,  Raleigh:  for  St.  Mark's  Church,  Raleigh,  to  convey 
without  warranty  to  the  City  of  Raleigh  in  connection  with  the  widening  of  New 
Hope  Church  Road,  four  deeds  of  easement,  one  for  public  utility  purposes,  one 
for  storm  water  drainage,  one  for  sloping,  landscaping  and  temporary 
construction  use  and  one  for  driveway  repairs  and  reconnection  in  consideration 
of  a  cash  payment  of  $2,500  (8/17/92); 

Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Rocky  Mount,  for  the  Church  of  the 
Good  Shepherd,  Rocky  Mount,  to  effect  a  land  exchange  with  the  City  of  Rocky

proposed  special  rule  of  order,  a  search  committee  job  description  and  a  form  of

State  of  the  Church 

The  portrait  of  the  diocese  released  by  the  Long  Range  Planning  Commission  at 
the  last  Convention  showed  some  interesting  shifts  over  the  past  decade. 
Population  is  changing  from  rural  to  urban,  with  major  growth  in  Wake  and 
Mecklenburg  counties.  City  churches  are  growing  in  size,  while  churches  in 
many  rural  areas  struggle  for  survival  as  population  declines.  Once  a  diocese  of 
small  congregations,  we  are  now  becoming  a  large  church  diocese,  with  one  third 
of  us  worshipping  in  churches  of  1,000  or  more. 

Diocesan  membership  growth  has  not  kept  up  with  the  growth  in  the 
general  population.  The  total  increase  in  number  of  communicants  in  good 
standing  reported  last  year  was  only  51  persons.   The  number  of  pledging  units 
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increased  by  2%,  while  the  total  amount  pledged  increased  by  6%.  The  average 
pledge  per  household  has  risen  from  $1,067  to  $1,107.  The  degree  of  financial 
commitment  seems  to  be  increasing  faster  than  the  number  of  communicants. 

While  pledges  to  local  congregations  have  increased,  acceptance  of 
quotas  for  diocesan  programs  is  down.  The  number  of  parishes  failing  to  accept 
their  full  quotas  has  almost  doubled  (from  11  to  21),  and  the  shortfall  has 
increased  from  $103,730  to  $212,909.  Whether  these  figures  represent 
congregations  in  financial  distress  or  merely  a  preference  for  keeping  the  money 
at  home  is  not  clear. 

The  number  of  services  of  Holy  Communion  on  Sundays  and  weekdays 
continues  to  increase  slowly,  but  the  number  of  private  communions  declined 
after  the  marked  increase  of  the  previous  year.  Average  Sunday  attendance 
reported  for  the  first  time  at  14,203  is  only  44%  of  the  number  of  communicants 
in  good  standing,  but  probably  a  more  realistic  figure  than  that  derived  from  the 
LRP  questionnaire,  where  two  thirds  of  the  respondents  claimed  to  attend 
worship  each  Sunday. 

Although  the  statistics  are  not  particularly  encouraging,  there  are  other 
signs  of  health.  The  vitality  of  the  youth  program  continues.  Weekend 
conferences  and  training  events  have  been  booked  to  overflowing.  Summer 
camp  attendance  doubled  last  year,  and  the  offerings  ranged  from  traditional  age- 
grouped  programs  to  special  programs  focused  on  high  adventure,  inner-city 
awareness,  and  interaction  with  the  mentally  handicapped.  We  expect  that  our 
camps  will  begin  to  draw  in  youth  from  other  dioceses,  rivaling  Kanuga  or  East 
Carolina's  Trinity  Center. 

Education  continues  to  be  a  high  priority  of  the  diocese,  as  evidenced 
by  the  continuing  support  of  campus  ministry  and  college  chaplains,  the  program 
for  diaconal  formation,  and  numerous  workshops  and  seminars  throughout  the 
diocese.  There  seems  to  be  a  growing  trend  for  larger  congregations  to  share 
resources  with  smaller  ones,  by  hosting  training  events  focused  on  Bible  study, 
Christian  discipleship,  and  pastoral  care.  The  diocese  has  responded 
energetically  to  the  mandate  from  General  Convention  that  each  parish  study  and 
discuss  issues  of  human  sexuality  by  training  discussion  leaders  from  each 
congregation.  In  addition,  the  Bishop's  pastoral  letter  on  racism  has  set  another 
priority  for  education  and  training  in  the  coming  year. 

Although  the  diocese  offers  many  opportunities  for  enrichment,  Christian 
education  programs  in  many  congregations  are  in  trouble.  Attendance  at  adult 
Sunday  school  continues  to  decline,  down  by  28%  from  the  previous  year.  The 
very  slight  increase  in  children's  Sunday  school  enrollment  is  not  enough  to 
recover  the  levels  of  previous  years.  Declining  interest  in  learning  the 
fundamentals  of  the  faith  is  cause  for  grave  concern. 
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Slow  or  declining  growth  in  numbers  has  stimulated  some  interest  in 
evangelism.  Despite  some  general  discomfort  with  the  "E"  word  and  suspicion 
that  it  is  just  a  cover  for  a  membership  drive,  the  diocese  and  congregations  are 
in  fact  working  on  practical  ways  of  sharing  the  Good  News.  The  laity  is 
participating  and  providing  leadership  in  evangelism  through  a  variety  of 
programs,  including  Cursillo,  Faith  Alive,  Happening,  Power  House  of  Prayer, 
Dare  to  Share,  and  Kairos.  Prayer  and  study  to  discern  the  ministry  appropriate 
to  each  person  increasingly  includes  reflection  on  the  message  the  ministry  will 
spread. 

Responsible  stewardship—thankfully  managing  our  resources  in  response 
to  God's  gift  of  life  and  all  of  creation—continues  at  the  heart  of  our  life  as  a 
diocese  and  as  individual  congregations.  Our  General  Convention  reminds  us 
that  being  a  faithful  steward  is  our  first  responsibility  as  a  Christian.  The  State 
of  the  Church  Commission  recommends  strongly  that  each  congregation  have  an 
ongoing  stewardship  committee  to  encourage  constant  awareness  of  how  we  use 
our  time,  talent,  and  treasure  in  caring  for  the  environment,  sharing  with  the  less 
fortunate,  working  for  justice  and  peace,  and  helping  bring  in  the  Kingdom. 

The  findings  of  the  Long  Range  Planning  Committee  suggest  that 
overall  the  diocese  is  healthy  and  poised  for  growth.  It  has  managed  to  hold 
together  a  membership  that  is  extremely  diverse  in  both  characteristics  and 
opinions.  Although  there  is  a  disaffected  element,  it  is  outnumbered  by  affirming 
members  by  a  ratio  of  more  than  three  to  one.  There  is  considerable  optimism 
about  the  future  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  North  Carolina  and  a  high  degree  of 
satisfaction  with  the  local  congregations. 

The  survey  indicates  that  the  focus  of  diocesan  life  is  clearly  at  the 
congregational  level.  This  information,  combined  with  the  impracticality  of 
making  major  changes  in  diocesan  structure  while  the  search  for  a  new  bishop 
is  underway,  suggests  that  efforts  to  strengthen  the  life  of  the  diocese  need  to  be 
centered  in  the  congregations,  where  the  gospel  is  being  lived  out  day  by  day. 
Accordingly,  the  Long  Range  Planning  Commission  is  focusing  its  efforts  on 
strengthening  local  congregations  by  offering  them  a  visioning  and  planning 
process,  in  the  belief  that  strong  and  vital  congregations  make  a  strong  and  vital 
diocese.

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Stewardship  Commission 

The  Stewardship  Commission  began  1992  with  a  long-awaited  document  in  hand: 
The  Stewardship  Manual:  A  Plan  for  All  Seasons.  The  manual  and  its 
accompanying  environmental  booklet,  titled  Caring  for  God's  Creation:  Called 
to  be  Stewards,  were  on  display  at  the  Diocesan  Convention.  Two  copies  of  the 
manual  have  been  given  to  every  church  which  has  attended  any  of  the 
Commission's  conferences  this  year.  Copies  have  also  been  given  to  churches 
that  have  had  contact  with  one  of  our  consultants. 

Our  thinking  is  that  instruction  in  the  use  of  this  tool  increases  the 
likelihood  of  its  actual  use  in  our  congregations.  The  Commission  is  also  eager 
to  provide  consultation  to  any  parish  or  mission  in  the  Diocese.  Our  ultimate 
goal  is  to  have  some  relationship  with  every  congregation. 

Why  would  one  diocesan  commission  have  such  a  grandiose  goal? 
Simply  because  we  are  convinced  that  stewardship  education  is  an  opening  of 
grace  for  God  to  work  in  people's  lives.  As  members  of  the  Stewardship 
Commission  that  has  been  our  personal  experience.  Fundraising  tends  to  focus 
on  money  via  guilt,  shame,  and  manipulation.  Stewardship  is  about  the  nature 
of  human  beings  as  capable  of  giving  and  caretaking  because  we  are  created  in 
the  image  of  God.  This  means  as  Christians  we  are  called  to  straight  talk  and 
generosity  concerning  money  and  caretaking  and  corrective  action  concerning  the 
environment. 

Our  level  of  activity  and  visibility  was  high  in  1992.  In  February  at  the 
Conference  Center  and  in  October  in  Raleigh  we  had  major  Stewardship 
Conferences  ably  led  by  members  of  the  National  Stewardship  Office  (the  Revs. 
Becky  McClain,  Hugh  Magers,  and  Rick  Britton).  We  also  had  four  spring 
Saturday  morning  meetings  scattered  throughout  the  Diocese  to  teach  about  and 
distribute  the  Manual.  These  meetings  were  led  by  members  of  our  Stewardship 
Consultants  group  which  numbers  twelve.  In  addition,  over  thirty  parishes 
requested  and  were  individually  served  by  one  or  more  of  our  consultants  in 
leading  a  vestry  and/or  stewardship  committee  workshop  or  overnight  conference. 

An  Environmental  Stewardship  Committee  headed  by  Scott  Evans,  who 
is  also  a  Commission  member,  began  functioning  in  February,  1992,  to 
implement  Diocesan  Environmental  Guidelines  and  to  respond  to  the  1991 
General  Convention's  action  making  this  issue  a  top  priority  for  the  church. 

The  committee,  an  interdisciplinary  one,  has  met  bi-monthly  and  has 
contacted  every  congregation  requesting  the  appointment  of  a  committee  or  a 
contact  person  to  oversee  the  implementation  of  the  1991  Diocesan  Guidelines. 
To  date,  two-thirds  of  our  congregations  have  responded.   Plans  for  the  coming 
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year  are  to  work  more  closely  with  congregations  and  to  continue  efforts  to  have 
all  churches  appoint  committees.  Speakers  and  workshop  leaders  are  currently 
available  to  work  with  congregations  and  will  respond  immediately  when  called. 
In  process  is  an  environmental  stewardship  manual  which  will  furnish  resourses 
for  use  in  congregations  and  will  be  available  in  the  spring  of  1993.  Plans  call 
for  this  notebook  to  be  distributed  on  a  national  level. 

The  booklet  Caring  for  God's  Creation  is  in  its  second  printing  and  was 
reprinted  in  the  National  ECW's  Summer  Newsletter;  it  has  been  picked  up  by 
the  National  Stewardship  Office  as  a  resource  for  trainers  and  will  be  on  their 
1993  list  of  stewardship  resources. 

The  Environmental  Stewardship  Committee  is  working  with  John  Koch, 
Executive  Director  of  the  Camp  and  Conference  Center,  on  the  development  of 
the  proposed  environmental  education  program  for  school  children,  making  its 
expertise  available  to  him  and  making  a  commitment  to  help  establish  the 
Resource  Center  for  the  program. 

The  Committee  established  a  link  with  the  Youth  Commission  through 
its  Coordinator,  Frances  Smyth,  and  two  of  its  members  designed  the  Seniors 
Conference  in  the  fall.  It  is  the  expectation  of  the  Youth  Commission  and  the 
Committee  that  each  conference  will  have  an  environmental  component. 

The  Committee's  cooperation  with  the  Land  Stewardship  Council  of 
North  Carolina  continues  to  expand.  Not  only  are  they  co-sponsors  of  the  annual 
Lex  Mathews  Conference,  but  this  year  co-sponsored  the  Advent  Event,  "What 
Are  We  Waiting  For?",  at  St.  Mark's  Church,  Raleigh. 

Highlighting  a  busy  year  was  a  grant  of  $1,000  awarded  to  the 
Committee  by  the  National  Environmental  Team  following  their  November 
meeting  in  recognition  and  appreciation  for  the  leadership  of  our  Diocese  in 
responding  to  the  crisis  facing  God's  world. 

"The  task  of  awakening  the  church  to  its  responsibility  to  care  for  God's 
world  has  just  begun.  We  are  acutely  aware  that  for  many  clergy  and  laity  this 
is  not  a  priority.  Our  mission  and  commitment  is  to  convert  them  and  elicit  from 
them  a  response  that  will  help  bring  healing  to  this  planet  and  restore  God's 
earth  to  wholeness,"  Evans  has  noted. 

The  entire  Stewardship  Commission  feels  energized  and  blessed  by  our 
work  and  trust  that  others  have  been  and  will  be. 

"All  things  come  of  thee,  O  Lord,  and  of  thine  own  have  we  given 
thee."

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Thompson  Children's  Home 

Thompson  Children's  Home  gives  its  children  love,  attention,  and  a  safe  place 
to  heal  and  grow.  With  concerted  effort—ours,  and  theirs  as  well—our  children 
get  a  second  chance  at  childhood.  Every  day,  we  see  small  miracles  in  their 
lives.  A  child  who  couldn't  trust  takes  a  chance.  An  angry  child  controls  his 
impulse  to  hit  someone,  and  talks  the  problem  out  instead.  A  child  with  poor 
self-worth  masters  a  new  skill  and  beams  with  the  first  glimmer  of  confidence. 
In  time,  these  small  miracles  add  up  to  a  grand  miracle—a  renewed  chance  at 
life. 

1992  was  another  year  of  growth  and  success  for  Thompson  Children's 
Home.  Under  the  leadership  of  its  Board  of  Trustees  the  organization  has 
emerged  from  the  recent  recession  financially  strong  and  ready  to  expand  its 
services  to  the  children  and  families  of  North  Carolina  in  need  of  help.  Over 
250  children  and  families  were  served  in  1992  through  Thompson's  various 
programs,  and  we  are  confident  that  each  of  these  children  received  the  highest 
quality  of  programs  and  care.  The  following  notes  serve  only  to  highlight  some 
of  the  many  successes  of  1992,  but  they  are  exemplary  of  Thompson  Children's 
Home's  continued  efforts  to  provide  the  best  for  our  children. 

Residential  treatment 

The  Charlotte  facility  continues  to  improve  and  increase  the  variety  of  programs 
for  our  children.  The  new  literature-based  integrated  curriculum  in  our  school 
allows  the  teachers  to  be  creative  in  involving  the  children  in  each  subject  and 
has  increased  the  interest  level  of  the  children.  Our  recreation  program  continues 
to  involve  our  children  in  community-based  activities.  The  soccer  and  basketball 
leagues  are  very  successful,  and  this  last  summer  18  children  were  able  to  attend 
camp  outside  of  Thompson.  Our  hard  work  results  in  about  two  children  per 
month,  on  an  average,  returning  to  the  community.  Some  return  home;  others 
go  to  live  with  a  foster  family;  and  some  move  to  a  group  home. 

Group  homes  and  foster  care 

The  continued  success  of  our  Goldsboro  group  home  for  boys  has  enabled  us  to 
proceed  with  plans  for  one  or  two  group  homes  in  the  Western  Diocese  and  one 
for  girls  in  Wake  County.  Our  Foster  Program  is  now  fully  licensed  and  the 
recruitment  and  training  of  appropriate  parents  is  now  taking  place. 
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Long  range  planning 

In  addition  to  the  above  plans  for  group  homes  and  foster  care  the  Long  Range 
Planning  Committee  has  identified  other  areas  in  the  continuum  of  care  that  we 
will  pursue.  A  substantial  private  donation  has  started  the  process  of  designing 
and  building  a  new  school.  We  are  talking  with  Success  by  Six  about  the 
operation  of  a  developmental  day  care/early  childhood  center  to  be  built  in 
downtown  Charlotte.  And  as  a  result  of  our  Weekend  Respite  Program's  success 
Thompson  is  seriously  considering  developing  one  or  more  group  homes  for 
persons  with  developmental  disabilities,  if  funding  can  be  obtained. 

Christian  education 

Our  children  continue  to  be  involved  in  a  variety  of  Christian  activities.  Our 
new  Christian  education  program,  "The  Catechesis  of  the  Good  Shepherd,"  is 
based  on  the  child  development  work  of  Maria  Montessori  and  has  proved  to  be 
very  popular  with  a  number  of  our  children. 

Volunteer  activities 

Thompson  Children's  Home  offers  its  volunteers  a  wide  variety  of  opportunities, 
and  the  response  has  never  been  greater.  Our  visiting  family  and  special  friend 
programs  have  waiting  lists,  and  many  people  are  always  available  to  help  with 
any  project  no  matter  how  small  or  large. 

Development 

The  creation  of  the  state-wide  Thompson  Ambassador  program  in  the  Episcopal 
churches  was  well  received.  More  than  thirty-five  Ambassadors  across  the  state 
helped  spread  the  word  about  Thompson  and  helped  with  the  Thanksgiving 
Offering.  The  program  will  expand  this  year,  its  second,  so  that  all  churches  will 
have  access  to  information,  speakers,  and  video/slide  shows  about  the  work  done 
at  Thompson.  The  "Thompson  Report"  has  gone  through  a  face-lift.  It  will 
bring  you  a  variety  of  stories  about  our  children  and  the  organization  on  a 
quarterly  basis.  Finally,  in  the  fall  of  1992,  the  Carl  F.  Herman  Memorial  Fund 
for  Abused  Children  was  established.  Spearheaded  by  the  Greensboro-based  Carl 
F.  Herman  Memorial  Committee,  this  fund  will  help  to  insure  the  future  for  the 
children  in  our  care. 

Budget 

All  of  these,  including  our  programs  not  mentioned  here,  are  possible  because 
of  your  support.  Our  budget  for  this  coming  year  will  slightly  exceed  2  million 
dollars.  We  are  proud  of  our  ability  to  manage  our  finances  carefully  and 
prudently  in  order  to  give  the  abused,  neglected,  and  emotionally  disturbed 
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children  in  our  care  the  very  best  program  possible.  The  continued  support  of 
the  Episcopal  churches,  ECWs,  and  individual  donors  in  the  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina  is  deeply  appreciated.  The  thanks  of  our  children,  as  well  as  our  own, 
go  out  to  you.  You  have  truly  enabled  Thompson  Children's  Home  to  be  a  place 
"Where  Miracles  Happen."

Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina 

The  trustees  of  the  diocese  of  North  Carolina  carried  out  their 
reponsibilities  as  set  forth  in  Canon  X  and,  acting  with  the  written  consent  of  the 
Ecclesiastical  Aurthority,  acting  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Standing 
Committee  of  the  Diocese,  took  the  following  actions  with  respect  to  real 
property  vested  in  them: 

1.  May  1,  1992:  On  behalf  of  the  Diocese,  executed  a  deed  conveying 
to  Life  Giving  Christian  Church,  Inc.,  a  North  Carolina  Corporation,  all  of  lots 
1,  2,  and  3  in  Block  A  of  Deans  Heights  Subdivision  as  shown  on  map  recorded 
in  Map  Book  3,  Page  5,  Edgecombe  County  Registry. 

2.  June  5,  1992:  On  behalf  of  the  Diocese,  executed  a  deed  to  First 
Citizens  Bank  and  Trust  Company  as  trustee  of  Fenner  N.  Spivey,  Rollover 
I.R.A.  Trust  II,  a  parcel  of  land  lying  on  the  east  side  of  the  Bunn  Road  (SR 
1230)  in  the  Town  of  Louisburg  containing  one-half  acre. 

3.  October  30,  1992:  On  behalf  of  the  Diocese  executed  an  amendment 
to  the  Mid-Town  Square  lease  with  the  Rouse  company,  et  al,  to  provide  that  the 
required  renegotiation  of  the  land  lease  payment  from  1993  to2008  be  effected 
with  the  use  of  two  appraisers,  one  appointed  by  each  party,  and,  if  this 
mechanism  does  not  result  in  agreement,  that  the  matter  be  submitted  to  binding 
arbitration  under  the  Real  Estate  Valuation  Arbitration  Rules,  Revised,  May  1, 
1992,  of  the  American  Arbitration  Association. 

4.  December  30,  1992:  On  behalf  of  the  Diocese,  executed  a  note  in  the 
amount  of  $65,000  with  interest  at  8%  from  December  28,  1992,  due  as  follows: 
$20,000  on  or  before  December  28,  1993;  $22,500  on  or  before  December  28, 
1994;  and  $22,500  on  or  before  December  28,  1995.  The  note  is  secured  by  a 
deed  of  trust  executed  December  30,  1992  conveying  to  Pressley  B.  Brawley,  Jr., 
Trustee  for  William  R.  Pope,  5.2849  acres  of  land  in  Davidson  Township,  Iredell 
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County,  North  Carolina,  located  at  the  intersection  of  State  Roads  1108  and 
1109.

The  University  of  the  South 

The  University  of  the  South  (Sewanee)  experienced  a  banner  year  in 
1991-92,  with  record  levels  of  applications  in  both  the  School  of  Theology  and 
the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  and  the  highest  amount  of  gifts  from  alumni 
and  friends  received  in  University  history. 

Program  Stability  and  Campus  Improvements 

Sewanee  saw  a  stable  academic  year,  which  included  an  outstanding  series  of 
annual  William  Porcher  DuBose  lectures  at  the  seminary  with  Dr.  Letty  Russell, 
professor  of  theology  at  Yale  University's  School  of  Divinity;  the  orderly 
implementation  of  a  curriculum  change  designed  to  challenge  both  faculty  and 
students  in  the  College;  and  an  intensive  writing-across-the-curriculum  element 
incorporated  as  a  part  of  that  change. 

The  School  of  Theology  enjoyed  increased  interaction  with  the  College 
faculty  and  staff,  including  a  team-taught  course  with  Dean  Guy  F.  Lytle  III, 
Professor  David  Schlafer,  and  the  Rev.  Samuel  Lloyd,  the  University  chaplain 
entitled  "Theory  and  Practice  of  Ministry  I:  Pastoral  Theology."  The  College 
also  developed  a  four-course  interdisciplinary  humanities  program  entitled 
"Tradition  and  Criticism  in  Western  Culture"  and  strengthened  the  science  area 
with  the  assistance  of  a  Howard  Hughes  Medical  Institute  grant  of  $500,000 
received  in  1990-91. 

The  University  Domain  continued  to  undergo  significant  improvements 
at  both  the  seminary  and  the  College  campuses.  The  Board  of  Regents  approved 
a  major  renovation  program  encompassing  many  areas  of  the  University, 
including  academic  buildings,  grounds,  dormitories,  housing,  and  staff  office 
spaces.  This  effort  was  led  by  a  $500,000  grant  from  the  William  R.  Kenan,  Jr. 
Charitable  Trust  Fund  of  Chapel  Hill,  N.C.  Major  refurbishment  of  the  worship 
area  in  Hamilton  Hall  at  the  School  of  Theology  and  Blackman  Auditorium  in 
the  College's  Woods  Laboratories  were  also  conducted  over  the  summer  for  the 
1992-93  academic  year. 
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Admission  Area  Remains  Strong 

Both  the  School  of  Theology  and  the  College  made  significant  strides  in  the  area 
of  admission.  Enrollment  at  the  seminary  was  up  almost  six  percent,  at  a  time 
when  virtually  all  seminary  enrollments  nationwide  were  down  considerable. 
The  College  set  a  new  standard  for  applications  with  1,419,  over  20%  higher 
than  in  1990-91.  Overall,  there  were  1,080  undergraduates  enrolled  in  1991-92, 
the  second  highest  number  in  Sewanee's  history. 

Fund-Raising 

Sewanee  received  a  total  of  $11.9  million  in  1991-92,  not  only  a  new  single-year 
high,  but  also  a  remarkable  increase  from  the  $4.6  million  raised  in  1990-91. 
Equally  important,  was  a  second  new  record,  $1,736  million  received  through  the 
Annual  Fund.  These  vitally  important,  budget-relieving  funds  helped  the 
University  balance  its  overall  budget  for  the  15th  consecutive  year. 

Honorary  Degrees 

Ten  individuals  received  honorary  degrees  during  1991-92:  Princeton  University 
English  professor  Dr.  John  Vincent  Fleming;  Chattanooga  Times  publisher  Ruth 
Sulzberger  Holmberg;  the  Rev.  John  Stone  Jenkins  of  New  Orleans,  the  designer 
of  the  Disciples  of  Christ  program;  Ogden  Carlton,  chairman  and  chief  executive 
officer  of  the  Carlton  Company  in  Albany,  GA;  the  Rt.  Rev.  Alfred  Clark 
Marble,  Jr.,  bishop  coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  of  Mississippi;  the  Rt.  Rev.  Robert 
Gould  Tharp,  bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  East  Tennessee;  Clarence  Day,  chief 
executive  officer  of  the  Day  Companies,  Inc.,  of  Memphis;  the  Rev.  Daniel  P. 
Matthews,  rector  of  New  York's  Trinity  Church;  Dr.  Nathan  A.  Scott,  Jr., 
professor  of  religious  studies  emeritus  at  the  University  of  Virginia;  and  Eugene 
N.  Zeigler,  Jr.,  a  Florence,  S.C.,  attorney. 

The  Diocese  of  North  Carolina 

The  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  participates  directly  in  the  life  of  the  University 
in  many  ways,  through  both  gifts  and  the  students  who  attend  the  University,  as 
well  as  through  the  service  of  the  University  Trustees.  This  year  there  are  40 
students  enrolled  in  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  and  one  student  enrolled 
in  the  School  of  Theology.  There  are  23  active  EFM  groups  in  the  Diocese  with 
194  members.  The  EFM  coordinator  is  Mary  Mainwaring.  There  was  one 
active  DOCC  group  registered  in  the  Diocese  as  of  January  1992.  Of  these 
students,  18  are  receiving  financial  aid  in  the  amount  of  $118,430.  In  addition 
46  parishes  in  the  diocese  gave  gifts  last  year  totaling  $43,747.59  to  support  the 
University  and  its  programs.    Among  those  parishes  making  contributions,  43 
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were  Honor  Roll,  that  is,  parishes  who  gave  an  amount  equal  to  at  least  one 
dollar  per  communicant.  The  Trustees  serving  from  the  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina  include:  The  Rt.  Rev.  Robert  W.  Estill,  the  Rev.  Dwight  E.  Ogier,  Jr., 
Edward  McCrady  III,  and  George  A.  Brine. 


Youth  Commission 

The  Youth  Commission  continues  an  exciting  period  of  growth  and  refinement, 
seen  in  the  wide  variety  of  programs  offered  to  the  young  people  of  our  Diocese. 
A  diverse  group  of  young  people  and  adults  designed,  implemented,  and 
participated  in  leadership  training,  weekend  conferences,  and  summer  camps 
during  1992. 

Our  summer  camp  program  is  becoming  the  place  that  the  young  people 
in  our  Diocese  will  return  to  year  after  year,  with  families  planning  vacations 
around  the  schedule  at  Browns  Summit.  We  are  seeing  our  own  generation  of 
campers  growing  up,  as  the  people  who  started  out  at  Choir  Camp  and  Junior 
Camp  are  becoming  the  participants  in  Middler  and  Senior  Camp.  The  staff  this 
year  included  eight  counselors,  a  nurse,  and  the  Camp  Director,  and  there  is 
increased  interest  and  competition  among  the  young  people  in  the  Diocese  to  be 
summer  camp  staff  members.  In  addition  to  the  four  weeks  of  traditional  camps 
(Choir,  Junior,  Middler,  and  Senior)  and  the  two  special  camps  (HUGS  and 
Common  Ground),  this  year  we  introduced  Outer  Limits,  an  outdoor  adventure 
camp. 

The  Conferences  offered  to  sixth  through  twelfth  graders  during  the 
school  year  continue  to  be  an  anchor  of  the  youth  program  of  our  Diocese. 
Youth  and  adult  participants  in  these  events  are  challenged  to  deal  with  subjects 
such  as  racism,  sexuality,  environmental  stewardship,  and  Christian 
responsibility.  All  of  the  events  are  filled  to  capacity,  with  waiting  lists  of 
people  who  are  not  able  to  attend.  The  Youth  Commission  is  struggling  with 
creative  ways  to  deal  with  this  wonderful  problem,  keeping  focus  on  the  goal  of 
allowing  as  many  different  people  as  possible  to  be  a  part  of  the  program.  The 
number  of  people  and  congregations  that  the  program  reaches  continues  to  grow 
as  we  see  many  "first-timers"  at  every  conference. 

Much  of  the  work  of  the  Youth  Commission  and  the  Youth  Coordinator 
is  in  the  area  of  leadership  development— equipping  young  people  and  adults  to 
do  the  work  of  youth  ministry  in  their  home  churches  as  well  as  in  the  diocesan 
program.  This  year's  Leadership  Training  Weekend,  led  by  members  of  the 
Youth  Commission  with  a  youth  ministry  professional  keynoting,  drew  a  record 
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number  of  youth  and  adults.  The  youth  ministry  professionals  within  our 
Diocese  work  together  for  their  professional  development.  This  group,  known 
as  ADYM  (Advocates  for  the  Development  of  Youth  Ministry),  meets  regularly 
for  networking  and  continuing  education  activities. 

The  Youth  Commission  works  to  empower  the  adults  and  young  people 
of  our  Diocese  in  the  work  of  Youth  Ministry.  We  will  continue  to  be 
responsible  stewards  of  our  financial  and  human  resources  as  we  strive  to  help 
young  people  be  full  participants  in  the  life  and  work  of  the  Church.

I  would  much  rather  stand  up  here  tonight  and  share  my  sabbatical  trip 
with  all  of  you:  my  time  in  Siberia  working  as  a  business  consultant  for  a  new 
free  enterprise  company  for  two  months,  and  living  with  a  Russian  woman,  and 
my  trials  and  adventures  as  I  traveled  alone  by  train  through  Mongolia  and 
China.  However,  as  Bishop  Estill  says,  "Don't  get  Letty  started,  she  can't  stop 
once  she  starts  talking  about  her  trip,"  and  my  job  tonight  is  to  give  the 
Treasurer's  annual  report.  I  do  want  to  take  this  opportunity,  however,  to  say 
how  very  much  I  appreciated  the  sabbatical,  with  special  thanks  to  Bishop  Estill 
for  his  encouragement  and  his  demand  that  I  take  a  sabbatical.  I  found  that  I 
came  back  much  more  energized  to  do  my  work,  and  with  the  capable  support 
and  work  of  my  staff,  Pat  Hathaway  and  Tami  Luckwaldt,  the  work  in  the 
Business  Office  proceeded  in  a  very  smooth  manner.  As  many  of  you  know, 
Tami  waited  until  I  got  back  to  accept  a  position  which  will  greatly  further  her 
career  in  accounting.  The  bookkeeping/computer  operations  are  now  being 
handled  by  Janet  Beck. 

A  copy  of  the  unaudited  Treasurer's  Report  of  the  Episcopal  Diocese 
of  North  Carolina  for  the  year  1992  is  included  in  your  registration  packet,  as 
well  as  an  informational  report,  which  is  printed  on  green  paper,  on  the  trust 
funds  which  are  administered  by  the  Diocese.  I  will  report  on  the  Financial 
Statements  for  the  Diocese  first  and  then  explain  the  report  on  the  Trust  Funds. 
You  should  have  these  in  front  of  you  before  I  proceed.  The  Treasurer's  Report 
is  presented  on  the  accrual  basis  required  by  the  American  Institute  of  Certified 
Public  Accountants  and  the  Generally  Accepted  Accounting  Principles  of  the 
Episcopal  Church. 

The  Balance  Sheet  is  a  consolidated  report.  The  assets  include  monies 
held  in  an  operating  checking  account  which  is  interest  bearing.  Short  term 
investments  are  mainly  comprised  of  CD's.  The  Inter/fund  cash  and  investment 
transfer  reflects  money  that  is  loaned  or  borrowed  between  funds.  Long  Term 
Investments  detail  is  shown  on  page  21  of  the  financial  report.  All  liabilities 
shown  at  December  31  have  been  paid  as  of  this  date.  Details  of  the  Designated 
Operating  Reserve  for  the  Maintenance  Fund  and  Program  Fund  are  shown  on 
the  Balance  Sheet.  The  two  funds  that  are  showing  overexpenditures,  Vehicle 
Purchase  in  the  amount  of  $10,213  and  Bishops'  Portrait  in  the  amount  of 


Page  numbers  cited  in  this  report  refer  to  the  written  report  distributed  at  Convention. 
They  do  not  refer  to  page  numbers  in  this  Journal. 
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$6,760,  have  been  budgeted  to  be  offset  within  three  years.  The  undesignated 
portion  for  the  Maintenance  Fund  is  a  $136,146  deficit.  The  Program  fund  has 
a  $97,830  positive  balance. 

The  Custodian  Fund  holds  funds  managed  by  the  Diocese  for  different 
workshops  and  other  designated  and  restricted  functions. 

The  property  and  equipment  fund  totaling  $842,440  is  the  value  at  cost 
placed  on  the  Diocesan  owned  property  exclusive  of  the  Conference  Center. 

The  designated  operating  reserve  for  the  Camp  and  Conference  Center 
last  year  had  an  $80,500  deficit,  and  has  been  reduced  to  a  $60,517  deficit  due 
to  the  success  of  operations  in  1992.  There  are  designated  fund  balances  held 
in  the  Maintenance  Fund  in  the  amount  of  $19,360  for  purchases  of  Equipment 
and  Furniture  and  $49,140  for  Building  and  Grounds  improvements  for  the 
Conference  Center.  There  are  also  budgeted  amounts  which  are  addressed  in  the 
1993  budget  for  these  items.  However,  as  the  Bishop  stated  in  his  address,  there 
is  great  concern  about  the  need  to  start  replacing  or  do  major  renovations  on  the 
old  cabins,  which  will  take  financing  beyond  these  fund  balances  and  the  present 
budgeted  amounts. 

The  comparative  Statement  of  Revenues  and  Expenditures  for  the 
Episcopal  Maintenance  Fund  for  1991  and  1992  is  shown  on  pages  2  and  3.  The 
1992  revenue  totals  $777,307  which  includes  $11,004  of  unpaid  assessments  at 
December  31,  1992.  Total  actual  expenditures  are  $750,912.  This  leaves  an 
excess  of  $26,395  income  over  expenditures.  An  additional  amount  of  $12,326 
has  been  transferred  to  Designated  Fund  Balances,  which  leaves  an  excess  of 
$14,069  of  income  over  budget.  Pages  4  through  6  contain  the  details  of  the 
assessments  and  assessment  payments  received  as  of  December  31,  1992. 

Pages  7  through  9  contain  the  comparative  Statement  of  1991  and  1992. 
The  1992  revenue  totals  $1,601,702  which  includes  $33,333  of  unpaid  accepted 
quotas  at  December  31,  1992.  Last  year  the  outstanding  balance  at  this  time  was 
$115,848.  We  collected  all  but  $3,731  of  that  balance.  Most  of  the  $33,333 
outstanding  at  December  31,  1992  has  been  received.  Total  expenditures  are 
$1,527,369.  This  leaves  a  balance  of  $74,333.  $3,179  has  been  transferred  to 
the  "moving  clergy"  designated  fund  balances,  which  leaves  income  over 
disbursements  for  the  current  year  of  $71,163.  Pages  10  through  12  contain  the 
details  of  the  Church's  Program  Quotas  assigned,  accepted  and  the  payments 
received  as  of  December  31,  1992.  Please  note  that  there  was  $10,153  in 
overpayments  of  accepted  quotas.  This  sum  mainly  consists  of  churches  that 
made  a  commitment  after  convention  to  pay  their  full  share  even  though  it  was 
not  originally  accepted. 

The  comparative  Statement  of  Revenue  and  Expenditures  of  the  Camp 
and  Conference  Center  at  Browns  Summit  for  1991  and  1992  is  shown  on  pages 
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13  and  14.  This  was  a  really  exciting  and  busy  year  for  the  Camp  and 
Conference  Center.  Gross  profit  on  sales  for  1992  totaled  $499,431  as  compared 
to  $421,213  for  1991.  This  is  $78,218  more  than  last  year.  And  last  year's 
report  was  $35,386  more  than  that  of  1990.  This  strongly  indicates  the  Camp 
and  Conference  Center  is  moving  in  a  right  direction— upward.  Administration 
and  overhead  expenses  are  $517,584.  The  net  loss  before  Diocesan  assistance 
was  only  $18,153  instead  of  the  aniticipated  $37,000  loss.  After  the  assistance 
there  is  budgeted  operating  income  of  $18,847. 

The  Custodian  Fund  subsidiary  ledger,  which  shows  the  activities  of  the 
Custodian  Fund  during  1992,  is  found  on  pages  15  and  16.  Income  Received 
and  Disbursed  to  the  Seminaries  for  the  1%  of  operating  income  for  Theological 
Education  Support  is  reflected  at  the  bottom  of  page  16.  The  details  of  the 
Assessments  and  payments  for  the  1%  support  are  found  on  page  17  through  19. 
The  cutoff  for  payments  received  for  1992  is  based  on  the  postmark  on  the 
envelope  in  which  it  is  received,  not  on  the  date  written  on  the  check,  which  is 
sometimes  dated  two  or  three  weeks  before  it  is  mailed. 

Page  20  reflects  the  Statement  of  Changes  to  Fund  Balances. 

Pages  21  and  22  are  Notes  to  the  Financial  Statements.  Note  #1  reflects 
the  unpaid  balances  of  assessments  and  quota.  As  you  can  see,  1992  ended  on 
a  much  healthier  basis  than  1991.  On  page  22,  Note  4  you  will  find  the  details 
for  Other  income  received  in  the  Maintenance  and  Program  Fund. 

We  are  still  receiving  payments  on  ACTS  pledges,  and  the  receivable 
is  only  $491,168  outstanding  at  December  31,  1992.  The  money  received  is 
transferred  periodically  to  the  Common  Trust  Fund  to  its  respective  restriction. 

Pages  23  through  25  are  the  1993  Assessments,  Quota  askings,  and 
Quota  acceptances.  This  report  was  still  the  same  as  of  January  27,  1993.  This 
is  the  list  where  shortfalls  in  acceptances  may  be  noted.  If  you  note  any 
disagreement,  please  notify  my  office  as  soon  as  possible  after  Convention,  or 
mention  it  to  me  while  Convention  is  in  recess. 

Before  moving  on  to  the  explanation  of  the  Trust  Fund  report,  I  would 
ask  if  there  are  any  questions  about  the  foregoing  Treasurer's  Report. 

The  report  on  the  Trust  Funds  held  by  the  Diocese  is  being  made  as  an 
informational  report.  During  my  tenure  I  have  often  been  asked  about  the  Trust 
Funds,  and  I  also  hear  many  third  hand  conversations  about  the  mysteries  of  the 
trust  funds.  Therefore,  I  decided  this  year  to  start  presenting  an  informational 
report  to  clear  up  the  mysteries.  We  have  trusts  dating  back  to  the  1800's— some 
that  were  established  by  donors,  and  some  that  were  designated  by  conventions 
or  trustees.  These  funds  are  administered  by  the  Diocese  and  are  managed 
almost  entirely  by  NationsBank,  under  the  direction  of  the  Property  Management 
Department  of  Council  through  its  Investment  Committee.     The  difference 
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between  Restricted  Funds  and  Designated  Funds  is  that  the  former  is  established 
by  a  donor  and  must  be  expended  and  held  according  to  the  donor's  wishes. 
Designated  funds  are  established  by  governing  bodies.  Subsequent  governing 
bodies  may  change  previously  made  designations.  On  pages  two  through  four 
you  will  find  the  names  of  the  trusts,  number  of  shares  held,  if  held  in  the 
Common  Trust  Fund,  the  market  value,  and  the  designated  or  restricted  use. 
Pages  five  through  seven  have  previously  been  shown  in  the  Treasurer's  Annual 
Report,  and  are  the  Report  of  receipts  and  disbursements  of  each  fund.  I  believe 
the  page  which  should  interest  you  most  is  page  eight  which  shows  the  Detail 
of  Trust  Fund  Disbursements.  Examples  of  interesting  disbursements  are  the 
Good  Samaritan  fund,  a  fund  to  assist  minorities  in  the  Charlotte,  N.C.  area,  and 
the  Trust  Fund  for  Deaf  Work.  A  Good  Samaritan  Committee  annually  submits 
a  list  of  recipients  to  my  office,  and  money  is  disbursed  quarterly.  Some  of  the 
Grants  have  been  made  to  Chapel  of  Christ  the  King,  McCrorey  YMCA,  Crisis 
Assistance  Ministry,  and  St.  Peter's  Soup  Kitchen.  The  Trust  Fund  for  Deaf 
work  is  administered  by  the  Commission  on  Deaf  Work  which  is  not  in  the 
Program  Budget.  $11,628  was  disbursed  in  1992,  mainly  for  interpreters  at 
various  churches  and  Diocesan  events.  You  should  also  note  the  grant 
disbursements  from  the  ACTS  fund  that  have  been  made  as  recommended  by  the 
ACTS  Committee.  I  have  further  details  of  each  of  the  Trusts  with  me,  and  if 
anyone  would  like  more  information  I  will  be  glad  to  answer  questions  while 
Convention  is  in  recess  or  after  convention. 

Both  of  the  reports  which  you  have  in  hand  are  audited  annually  by  an 
Independent  CPA  as  required  by  Canon. 

Thank  you  for  all  the  co-operation  you  have  given  my  office  during 
1992.

Resolved:  That  the  Episcopal  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  advertize  any  vacant 
diocesan  paid  staff  positions  throughout  the  Diocese,  so  that  interested,  qualified 
candidates  might  be  proposed  for  consideration. 


On  Alleged  Sexual  Misconduct 

Resolved:  That  this  177th  Convention  of  the  Episcopal  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina  hereby  create  an  ad  hoc  committee  consisting  of  a  bishop,  the 
Chancellor,  one  representative  of  the  Standing  Committee  selected  by  it,  and  one 
representative  of  the  Constitution  and  Canons  Commission  selected  by  it.  This 
Committee  will  develop  policies  and  procedures  concerning  the  management  of 
any  alleged  sexual  misconduct  by  Diocesan  clergy,  by  lay  employees  of  the 
Diocese  or  of  any  congregation  of  the  Diocese,  or  by  employees  of  any 
organization  in  the  Diocese  for  which  the  Diocese  is  responsible.  These  policies 
and  procedures  shall  be  in  such  form  and  of  such  substance  as  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  Church  Insurance  Company  for  it  to  issue  appropriate 
Comprenehsive  Sexual  Misconduct  Liability  Insurance.  When  formulated,  these 
policies  and  procedures  shall  be  submitted  by  the  Committee  to  the  Diocesan 
Council  which  is  hereby  directed  to  adopt  them  or  in  its  judgment  to  change  and 
adopt  them  as  immediate  Diocesan  policy  to  which  all  affected  persons  now  or 
hereafter  employed  shall  be  subject  and  will  continue  to  be  subject  until  such 
policies  and  procedures  may  be  changed  by  subsequent  Convention  action. 
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On  the  Opening  and  Closing  of  Meetings  with  Prayer 

Resolved:  That  whenever  two  or  more  persons  are  convened  for  the  purpose  of 
discussing  or  conducting  the  affairs  of  the  Church  in  the  Episcopal  Diocese  of 
North  Carolina,  they  are  encouraged  to  open  and  close  the  meeting  with  prayer. 

On  Striving  for  a  Simpler  Lifestyle 

Resolved:  That  the  177th  Convention  of  the  Episcopal  Diocese  of  North  Carolina 
ask  each  of  its  constituent  congregations  and  households  to  examine  their 
lifestyles,  particularly  food  habits,  and  set  a  goal  of  eating,  wasting,  and  spending 
10  percent  less  than  they  do  now. 


On  Prayer  for  Evangelism 

Resolved:  That  the  177th  Convention  of  the  Episcopal  Diocese  of  North  Carolina 
urge  corporate  and  individual  prayer  for  evangelism. 


On  Endorsing  Public  Challenges  to  Environmental  Permits 

Resolved:  That  the  177th  Convention  of  the  Episcopal  Diocese  of  North  Carolina 
endorse  legislation  in  the  North  Carolina  General  Assembly  guaranteeing  the 
right  of  the  public  to  challenge  environmental  permits  as  a  third  party.

Amend  Rule  of  Order  XIII  (c)2  by  striking  the  second  and  third  sentences  to 
read  as  follows: 

2.    Recommend  adoption  of  a  substitute  resolution. 

Canons: 

1.  Amend  Canon  25,  Secton,  1,  dealing  with  the  status  of  Parishes  and  Missions 
to  read  as  follows: 

Canon  25 

Status  of  Parishes  and  Missions 

Section   1.     (a)  By  December  15  of  each  year,  the  Bishop  and  Standing 

Committee  shall  have  made  an  annual  survey  of  the  parishes  and  missions  of  the 

Diocese.    If,  after  any  survey,  they  shall  find  that  a  parish  does  not  meet  the 

standards  set  in  Canon  21,  Section  4,  they  shall  notify  the  parish  that  unless, 
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within  one  year  from  said  notice,  it  meets  the  aforesaid  standards,  the  Bishop, 
with  the  advice  of  the  Standing  Committee,  will  change  its  status  to  that  of  a 
mission.  Such  a  change  will  go  into  effect  at  the  end  of  the  following 
December  if  all  such  standards  are  not  met. 

(b)  If,  after  any  survey,  the  Bishop  and  the  Standing  Committee  shall  find  that 
a  mission  does  not  meet  the  standards  set  in  Canons  16,  19,  and  20,  they  shall 
notify  the  mission  that  unless  the  mission  meets  the  aforesaid  standards  within 
one  year  from  said  notice,  the  Bishop,  with  the  advice  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  will  request  the  Convention  next  following  the  end  of  that  year  to 
dissolve  the  mission's  union  with  the  Convention. 

(c)  Should  any  parish  fail  to  meet  the  numberical  membership  requirements  set 
forth  in  Canon  21,  Section  4(a),  it  may  yet  maintain  parish  status  if  it 
demonstrates  to  the  Bishop  and  the  Standing  Committee  that 

(1)  It  has  the  financial  and  other  resources  to  meet  and  is  meeting  the 
requirements  in  Canon  21,  Sections  4(b-j); 

(2)  It,  in  fact,  accepts  and  pays  its  full  Church's  Program  quota; 

(3)  It  maintains  the  normal  church  programs,  particularly  outreach  and  Christian 
Education  programs,  appropriate  to  the  character  and  needs  of  its  membership. 

(d)  Any  parish  or  mission  affected  by  this  Canon  is  entitled,  upon  its  request,  to 
a  hearing  before  the  Standing  Committee  with  the  year's  time  granted  in  this 
Canon. 

2.  Amend  Canon  21  by  striking  from  such  Canon  the  provisions  of  Section  5 
in  their  entirety. 


In  Support  of  the  Maquiladora  Standards  of  Conduct 

Resolved:  That  the  177th  Convention  of  the  Episcopal  Diocese  of  North  Carolina 
support  the  Maquiladora  Standards  of  Conduct  that  establish  ethical  practices

The  Standing  Committee's 

"Check-List"  of  Requirements 

Regarding  Real  Estate  Transactions 

Under  the  canons,  real  estate  or  any  interest  therein  may  be  conveyed, 
mortgaged,  otherwise  encumbered,  leased  (as  Lessor)  or  otherwise  alienated  by 
the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  or  by  any  Vestry  of  any  congregations,  or  by  the 
governing  body  of  any  Diocesan  institution,  only  with  the  written  consent  of  the 
governing  body  of  any  Diocesan  institution,  only  with  the  written  consent  of  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authority  (normally  the  Bishop)  who  can  only  act  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee.  To  assist  the  Standing  Committee  and 
the  Bishop  in  performing  their  duties  in  the  usual  transactions  that  occur,  a 
seeker  of  such  consents  shall  furnish  in  writing  to  the  Bishop,  with  copy  to  the 
President  of  the  Standing  Committee,  at  least  one  week  prior  to  the  meeting  of 
the  Standing  Committee  at  which  action  is  desired,  such  of  the  following 
information  as  is  appropriate  to  its  particular  transaction. 

All  Transactions 

Every  document  that  is  executed  under  any  of  the  following  categories  should 
contain  a  recital  that  it  is  executed  with  the  consent  of  the  Bishop  of  North 
Carolina  who  has  obtained  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee  of 
the  Diocese. 

Sale 

1.  An  authorizing  resolution  that  identifies  the  property,  sets  forth  the  terms  of 
sale  including  the  price  agreed  or  sought,  gives  the  provisions  of  any  listing  with 
a  real  estate  agent,  and  gives  the  reasons  for  the  sale,  including  the  application 
of  the  proceeds  of  sale  and  a  statement  that  the  property  is  not  needed  for  the 
ongoing  operations  of  the  congregation  or  institution. 

2.  If  the  sale  contemplates  any  purchase  money  financing  by  the  Seller, 
an  explanation  thereof  with  copies  of  pertinent  documents  that  will  be  involved. 

3.  Unless  otherwise  specifically  authorized  by  the  Standing  Committee, 
two  independent  appraisals  by  two  separate  competent  appraisers  who  are  not 
business  associates  and  who  are  not  members  of  or  otherwise  connected  with  any 
party  involved  in  the  transaction. 
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Lease  (as  Lessor) 

1.  An  authorizing  resolution  that  identifies  the  property,  sets  forth  the  terms  of 
the  lease  including  the  rental  payments,  term,  renewal  or  cancellation  options  and 
other  pertinent  provisions,  gives  the  reasons  for  the  lease  including  the 
application  of  the  rents  to  be  received  and  a  statement  that  the  property  is  not 
otherwise  needed  during  the  lease  period  for  the  ongoing  operations  of  the 
congregation  or  institution,  and  contains  facts  supporting  the  opinion  of  the 
Vestry  or  other  governing  body  that  the  rent  and  other  provisions  of  the  lease  are 
fair  and  adequate. 

2.  A  copy  of  the  proposed  lease. 

Right  of  Way  or  Easement  Grant 

1.  An  authorizing  resolution  that  identifies  the  property,  sets  forth  the  details  of 
the  proposed  right  of  way  or  easement  grant,  states  the  consideration  or  lack  of 
consideration  to  be  paid  and  the  Vestry  or  other  governing  body's  opinion 
thereof,  states  whether  the  Vestry  or  other  governing  body  considers  that  the 
grant  will  enhance  or  injure  the  property,  states  the  application  to  be  made  of  any 
consideration  to  be  paid  for  the  grant,  and  states  whether  the  Grantee  has  the 
power  of  eminent  domain. 

2.  A  map  locating  the  right  of  way  or  easement  on  the  property. 

3.  A  copy  of  the  proposed  right  of  way  or  easement. 

Mortgage  Loan 

1.  An  authorizing  resolution  that  identifies  the  property  to  be  mortgaged  as 
security  for  the  loan,  and  sets  forth  the  reason  or  reasons  for  the  loan,  its  amount, 
rate  of  interest  and  time  period,  the  schedule  and  source  of  repayment,  and  the 
terms  of  any  repayment  privileges  or  penalties. 

2.  Unless  otherwise  specifically  authorized  by  the  Standing  Committee, 
two  independent  appraisals  by  two  separate  competent  appraisers  who  are  not 
business  associates  and  who  are  not  members  of  otherwise  connected  with  any 
party  involved  in  the  transaction. 

3.  Where  there  are  any  contracts  or  other  papers  of  any  sort  to  be  signed 
other  than  ordinary  notes  or  deeds  of  trust,  an  exact  copy  of  said  contracts  or 
other  papers. 

4.  If  the  mortgagor  is  a  parish  or  mission,  the  following  additional 
information: 

(a)  a  statement  of  ALL  capital  assets  of  the  parish  or  mission, 
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including  real  estate,  endowment  funds,  funds  held  in  reserve,  special 
funds,  investments,  bank  accounts,  and  other  assets  of  any  kind. 

(b)  a  copy  of  the  previous  full  year's  statement  of  receipts  and 
disbursements. 

(c)  a  copy  of  the  current  year's  budget,  with  an  indication  as 
to  whether  or  not  receipts  and  disbursements  are  current. 

(d)  a  copy  of  the  proposed  budget  for  the  next  year,  if  then 
available. 

(e)  statement  as  to  status  of  payments  for  the  Diocesan 
assessment. 

(f)  statement  as  to  status  of  acceptance  and  payments  for  the 
Church's  program  the  current  and  past  three  years,  and  of  acceptance 
for  next  year. 

(g)  statement  as  to  status  of  current  operating  obligations, 
(h)  statement  as  to  all  obligations  other  than  current  operating 

ones,  including  as  to  each:  date  obligation  arose;  purpose  of  obligation; 
original  amount;  amount  now  owed;  security  given,  if  any;  source  and 
schedule  of  repayments. 

(i)  statement  as  to  total  number  of  baptized  persons  and  total 
number  of  communicants  in  good  standing. 

Other  Transactions 

If  a  particular  contemplated  transaction  does  not  fit  any  of  the  foregoing 
categories,  the  seeker  of  the  required  consents  should  address  appropriate 
inquiries  directly  to  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee.

1.  In  my  capacity  as  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese  and  as  Parliamentarian 
of  the  Convention,  I  attended  all  the  sessions  of  the  1991  Diocesan  Convention 
held  in  Durham  on  January  24-26,  1991. 

2.  Throughout  the  year  I  served  as  an  ex-officio  member  of  the 
Commission  on  Constitution  and  Canons. 

3.  I  attended  as  a  lay  deputy  the  1991  General  Convention  at  Phoenix 
in  July  1991,  and  served  on  the  Committee  on  Canons.  While  there  I  attended 
a  meeting  and  dinner  of  the  Chancellors  of  the  various  Dioceses  of  the  Church. 

4.  In  regard  to  her  inquiry  about  including  the  staff  members  of  the 
Greensboro  Housing  Ministry  in  the  coverage  of  the  Diocese's  group  insurance 
policy  with  The  Church  Insurance  Corporation,  I  recommended  to  the  Diocesan 
Business  Administrator  that  Council  approval  of  such  action  be  first  obtained. 

5.  I  advised  the  Vicar  of  a  mission  that  there  are  canonical  limitations 
on  any  agreement  of  understanding  between  a  Vicar  and  his  or  her  Vestry,  since 
the  Bishop  has  the  canonical  power  to  assign,  to  allow  to  remain,  or  to  remove 
a  Vicar  even  contrary  to  the  parties'  wishes  and  regardless  of  any  contract 
between  the  Vicar  and  his  or  her  Vestry. 

6.  I  corresponded  with  a  disgruntled  parishioner  of  Holy  Trinity  Church, 
Greensboro,  who  complained  that  certain  action  by  the  parish's  Vestry  was 
contrary  to  a  Committee  recommendation  to  the  Vestry,  and  advised  him  that 
only  a  Vestry  can  act  for  a  parish  and  that  it  does  not  have  to  follow  the 
recommendations  of  a  Committee  appointed  by  it. 

7.  I  examined  data  furnished  me  concerning  a  boundary  line  problem 
between  Kanuga  Conferences,  Inc.,  and  an  adjoining  property  owner  and,  the 
Standing  Committee  having  consented,  advised  the  Bishop  to  consent  and  the 
Trustees  of  the  Diocese  to  execute  an  appropriate  deed  to  cure  the  problem,  all 
subject  specifically  to  the  condition  that  similar  deeds  are  executed  and  delivered 
by  the  remaining  two  Dioceses  in  North  Carolina  and  the  two  Dioceses  in  South 
Carolina. 

8.  I  conferred  with,  examined  documents,  and  advised  the  interested 
persons  concerning  the  establishment,  jointly  with  the  Diocese  of  East 
Carolina,  of  a  day  care  center  to  be  knows  as  "St.  Martins'  Children  of  the  Land" 
and  to  allied  with  the  joint  Episcopal  Farm  Ministry  of  the  two  Dioceses. 
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9.  At  the  request  of  the  Diocesan  Business  Administrator,  I  participated 
in  the  settlement  of  a  claim  by  a  clergy  spouse  against  The  Episcopal  Church 
Clergy  and  Employees  Benefit  Trust. 

10.  I  advised  a  prospective  donor  that  a  gift  for  the  benefit  of  a 
Diocesan  mission  should  be  made  to  the  Diocese  for  the  benefit  of  that  mission, 
preferably  without  any  further  restriction  on  its  use. 

11.  In  connection  with  its  annual  audit  of  the  Diocese's  financial  affairs, 
I  advised  its  auditors,  Williams,  Overman,  Pierce  &  Company,  that  there  are  no 
unresolved  claims  pending  or  threatened  against  the  Diocese. 

12.  I  conferred  with  Bennett  H.  Perry,  Jr.,  a  member  of  the  Committee 
on  St.  John's,  Williamsboro,  concerning  the  re-evaluation  for  ad  valorem  taxes 
of  50  acres  of  land  left  the  Diocese  under  the  Will  of  Lena  T.  Thomas  for  the 
benefit  of  St.  John's  "so  long  as  it  remains  a  Church,"  with  remainder  to  "the 
Episcopal  Orphanage  at  Thomasville,  North  Carolina"  (sic)  should  St.  John's 
cease  to  be  a  church,  and  the  effect  of  this  language  on  the  salability  of  said 
property,  confirming  the  opinion  of  the  previous  Chancellor,  Mr.  Alfred  L. 
Purrington,  Jr.,  that  it  will  probably  take  legal  action  to  determine  the  exact  legal 
status  of  the  title  to  the  property. 

13.  I  dealt  with  the  ongoing  problem  of  the  contractual  relationship  of 
the  Diocese  with  Executive  Adventure,  Inc.,  for  the  operation  by  Executive 
Adventure  of  a  so-called  "ropes  course"  at  the  Conference  Center,  and 
particularly  the  matter  of  protection  of  the  Diocese  against  liability  for  any 
accident  that  might  occur  thereon,  and  revised  a  proposed  new  contract  for  such 
operations. 

14.  Aside  from  the  foregoing,  at  various  times  during  the  year  as  in  past 
years,  I  have  conferred  with  or  given  advice  to  the  Bishop,  the  Suffragan  Bishop, 
the  Diocesan  Business  Administrator,  other  Diocesan  officials,  clergy  and  lay 
people  in  a  great  many  matters,  both  legal  and  otherwise,  arising  in  the 
administration  of  Diocesan  and  congregational  affairs. 

15.  Particularly  in  view  of  my  age,  in  the  latter  part  of  1991  I  offered 
to  the  Bishop  my  resignation  as  Chancellor  to  be  effective  at  the  end  of  the 
forthcoming  Diocesan  Convention,  January  30,  31,  and  February  1,  1992.  He 
declined  to  accept  it.

Constitution 


Article  I 

The  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  accedes  to  and  adopts  the 
Constitution  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America,  as  set  forth  in  General  Convention  thereof,  and  acknowledges  its 
authority  accordingly. 

Article  II 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  an  annual  Convention  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese 
at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be  determined  by  the  next  preceding  convention, 
or,  in  the  event  of  no  such  determination,  then  at  such  time  and  place  as  may 
be  fixed  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  and  the  Standing  Committee. 

Section  2.  The  time  and  place  of  the  annual  Convention  may  be  changed,  or 
special  conventions  called,  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  diocese, 
subject  to  such  canonical  provisions  as  may  hereafter  be  made. 

Section  3.  Written  notice  of  a  special  convention  shall  be  given  by  the 
Secretary  to  every  member  of  the  clergy  who  is  eligible  for  a  seat  and  vote  in 
the  convention  and  to  the  senior  warden  of  every  parish  and  every  mission 
therein  at  least  60  days  before  the  date  thereof.  This  notice  shall  specify  the 
purpose  for  which  the  special  convention  is  called,  and  no  other  business  shall 
be  in  order  except  by  unanimous  consent  of  the  delegates. 

Article  III 

Section  1.  The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  the  two  orders,  clerical  and 
lay. 

Section  2.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or  in  the  Bishop's  absence,  the  Bishop 
Coadjutor,  or  any  bishop  in  charge,  as  representing  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority, 
shall,  in  the  order  named  above,  if  present,  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Convention  and  shall  appoint  all  committees  unless  it  be  otherwise  ordered.

Section  3.  Every  member  of  the  clergy  of  the  Church  who  is  canonically 
connected  with  the  Diocese  and  who  is  resident  therein,  and  every  member  of 
the  clergy  not  so  connected  with  the  Diocese  but  actually  resident  therein  and 
regularly  serving  a  parish  or  mission  in  the  Diocese,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat 
in  the  Convention  and  to  a  vote  therein.  The  restriction  of  residence  as  above 
required  shall  not  apply  to  professors,  tutors,  or  students  in  any  recognized 
theological  seminary  of  this  Church,  or  college  maintained  and  governed  in  part 
by  the  Diocese,  or  to  any  officers  or  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Executive 
Council,  or  to  chaplains  in  the  Armed  Forces  of  the  United  States,  or  to  members 
of  the  clergy  in  charge  of  congregations  of  this  Diocese. 

Section  4.  Each  parish  and  mission  in  union  with  the  Convention  shall  be 
entitled  to  be  represented  at  its  sessions  by  lay  delegates  whose  number  shall 
be  determined  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  enrolled  confirmed  adults  who  are 
communicants  in  good  standing  of  the  parish  or  mission  as  specified  by  canon. 

These  delegates  shall  be  elected  by  the  vestry  from  among  the  enrolled 
confirmed  adults  who  are  communicants  in  good  standing  of  the  parish  or 
mission  . 

The  delegates  shall  be  chosen  in  a  manner  provided  by  canon  to  assure 
that  approximately  one-third  of  the  entire  lay  membership  of  the  Convention 
is  subject  to  election  each  year.  The  initial  terms  of  delegates  elected  by  virtue 
of  this  article  shall  be  determined  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  in 
accordance  with  canon.  Subject  to  changes  in  representation  required  by 
changes  in  the  numbers  of  enrolled  confirmed  adults  who  are  communicants  in 
good  standing  of  parishes  and  missions,  and  upon  the  expiration  of  each  term 
thereafter,  each  vestry  shall  elect  for  a  term  of  three  years  a  successor  for  each 
lay  delegate  whose  term  has  expired. 

Each  vestry  shall  be  entitled  to  elect,  for  one-year  terms,  a  number  of 
alternate  delegates,  subject  to  the  same  qualifications,  equal  to  the  delegates 
elected,  who  shall  be  authorized,  in  the  order  of  their  election,  to  fill  any  vacancy 
that  may  occur  in  the  delegation  originally  chosen. 

Section  5.  When  a  mission  desires  to  be  admitted  into  union  with  the 
Convention,  it  shall  follow  the  same  procedure,  so  far  as  applicable,  as  that 
prescribed  for  the  admission  of  a  parish. 

Section  6.  No  person,  clerical  or  lay,  under  ecclesiastical  censure  publicly 
declared  by  a  competent  tribunal,  shall  be  admissible  to  a  seat  in  the  Conven- 
tion. No  person  shall  be  allowed  to  represent  more  than  one  parish  or  mission 
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in  the  same  convention. 

Section  7.  If  any  parish  or  mission  shall  neglect  or  decline  to  appoint  delegates, 
or  if  any  of  those  appointed  shall  neglect  or  be  prevented  from  attending,  such 
parish  or  mission  shall  nevertheless  be  bound  by  the  acts  of  the  Convention. 

Article  IV 

Section  1.  The  Convention  shall  be  the  sole  judge  of  the  election  of  its  own 
members.  It  shall  have  power  to  adopt  rules  of  order  for  its  own  government, 
elect  officers  and  raise  funds,  and  shall  also  have  such  other  legislative  powers 
as  may  be  necessary  and  proper  for  the  well-being  of  the  Diocese. 

Section  2.  The  Convention  shall  have  no  power  to  pass  any  canon  infringing 
the  Episcopal  Authority,  or  affecting  the  spiritual  condition  of  the  Diocese, 
against  the  express  dissent  of  the  Bishop  stated  at  that  or  the  ensuing  annual 
Convention.  This  shall  not  prevent  the  Convention  from  offering  independ- 
ently of  the  Bishop  resolutions  of  advice  or  inquiry,  or  from  any  proceedings 
necessary  for  the  purpose  of  impeachment. 

Article  V 

To  Constitute  a  quorum,  except  in  the  case  of  the  election  of  a  Bishop  under 
Article  XII,  the  presence  of  one-third  of  all  the  clergy  entitled  to  vote,  and  of 
one  or  more  delegates  from  one-third  of  all  parishes  and  missions  entitled  to 
representation  in  the  Convention,  shall  be  necessary.  Any  lesser  number  shall 
be  competent  to  receive  reports  and  to  recess  or  adjourn. 

Article  VI 

Section  1.  Upon  any  question  before  the  Convention,  on  the  request  of  any 
clerical  or  lay  delegate  sustained  by  ten  other  delegates  present  and  voting,  the 
two  orders  shall  vote  separately.  In  all  cases  of  a  vote  by  orders  each  clerical 
member  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote,  and  each  lay  delegate  shall  be  entitled  to 
one  vote,  and  a  concurrence  of  majorities  of  both  orders  shall  be  necessary  to 
a  decision.  When  no  such  division  is  called  for,  each  member  shall  be  entitled 
to  one  vote. 

Section  2.  All  elections  shall  be  by  ballot,  unless  otherwise  unanimously 
ordered. 
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Article  VII 


Section  1.  Upon  nomination  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  the  Convention 
shall  annually  elect  a  Secretary,  who  shall  hold  office  until  the  next  annual 
Convention,  or  until  a  successor  is  elected  and  qualified. 

Section  2.  Should  a  vacancy  occur  in  the  office  of  Secretary,  by  death  or 
otherwise,  the  unexpired  term  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  Ecclesias- 
tical Authority. 

Section  3.  The  Secretary  shall  perform  the  duties  prescribed  by  canon,  and  such 
other  services  as  may  be  required  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority. 

Section  4.  Upon  nomination  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  the  Convention 
shall  annually  elect  a  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  who  shall  have  such  powers  and 
perform  such  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  canon  or  required  by  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authority. 

Section  5.  The  Secretary  and  the  Treasurer  shall  be  eligible  to  hold  other  offices 
in  the  Diocese  either  by  election  or  appointment. 

Article  VIII 

Section  1.  The  Standing  Committee  or  Council  of  Advice  to  the  Bishop,  shall 
consist  of  five  clergy  of  the  Diocese  and  four  members  of  the  laity  who  are 
enrolled  confirmed  adult  communicants  in  good  standing.  The  term  of  office 
shall  be  for  three  years,  with  three  members  being  elected  at  each  annual 
Convention.  No  member  of  the  Standing  Committee  shall  be  eligible  for  re- 
election until  one  year  shall  have  elapsed  following  expiration  of  the  term  of 
office  for  which  elected. 

Section  2.  The  Committee  shall  have  power  to  fill  any  vacancy  that  may  occur 
in  its  own  body  between  the  annual  meetings  of  the  Convention. 

Section  3.  When  there  is  no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  be  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese,  and  as  such  may  invite  the  temporary 
services  of  other  bishops,  and,  for  due  cause,  may  change  the  time  or  place  of 
the  annual  meetings  of  the  Convention.  It  may  also  summon  special  conven- 
tions when  there  is  no  Bishop,  and  shall  do  so  upon  the  call  of  one-third  of  the 
clergy  of  the  Diocese,  or  of  one-third  of  the  parishes  in  union  with  the 
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Convention,  as  appearing  upon  the  lists  of  the  Journal  last  before  published. 
And  although  there  be  a  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  have  power  to 
call  special  conventions  for  the  purpose  of  proceedings  relative  to  impeachment 
of  a  Bishop,  and  shall  do  so  upon  a  similar  requisition  by  the  clergy  or  laity. 

Article  IX 

Section  1.  Any  100  or  more  confirmed  adult  communicants  in  good  standing 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  may  organize  them- 
selves into  a  parish,  and  be  received  into  union  with  the  Convention,  by  taking 
such  steps  as  may  be  provided  for  by  canon.  And  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority 
of  the  Diocese  may  organize  a  mission  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  provided  by 
canon,  in  any  part  of  the  Diocese  not  included  within  the  neighborhood  of  a 
parish  in  union  with  the  Convention. 

Section  2.  It  shall  always  be  competent  for  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the 
Diocese,  with  the  written  consent  of  the  rector  of  any  parish,  a  copy  of  which 
shall  be  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  to  organize  a  mission  within 
the  neighborhood  of  said  parish.  The  ministers  of  such  a  mission  shall  be 
independent  of  the  rector  and  responsible  only  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority. 
If  the  consent  of  the  rector  be  denied,  an  appeal  may  be  taken  to  the  Bishop, 
whose  decision,  if  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall 
be  final. 

Section  3.  In  all  parochial  and  mission  elections  only  those  shall  be  entitled  to 
vote  who  are  enrolled  confirmed  adult  communicants  in  good  standing,  and 
who  thereby  consent  to  be  governed  by  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  this 
Church  as  are  or  may  be  adopted  by  the  General  Convention,  and  the 
Convention  of  the  Diocese  pursuant  thereto. 

Section  4.  Any  parish  ceasing  to  be  represented  in  the  Convention  for  two 
successive  years,  or  any  parish  resisting  the  authority  of  the  Convention,  may 
be  suspended  from  the  right  of  representation,  or  its  connection  with  the 
Convention  be  dissolved,  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  all  the  clergy  present  and 
entitled  to  vote,  and  a  majority  of  lay  delegates  present  and  entitled  to  vote.  No 
such  suspension  or  dissolution  shall  take  place  without  previous  inquiry  by  a 
committee  appointed  for  the  purpose,  and  a  report  upon  the  facts  of  the  case; 
nor  until  30  days'  notice  to  the  rector  or  vestry,  or  in  the  case  there  be  none  then 
to  a  member  of  the  parish  in  default. 
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Section  5.  Any  parish  which  receives  aid  from  the  mission  funds  of  the  Diocese 
and  does  not,  for  two  consecutive  years,  pay  its  proportion  of  the  salary  of  the 
minister  serving  it,  shall  be  deprived  of  the  right  to  vote  in  the  Convention  until 
such  arrears  be  paid  or  remitted  by  the  Convention. 

Section  6.  Any  parish  or  mission  which  shall  fail  for  three  consecutive  years 
to  pay  its  assessment  for  the  Episcopal  Maintenance  Fund,  or  shall  have  failed 
to  observe  the  conditions  of  Title  I,  Canon  8  of  the  General  Convention  relative 
to  the  Church  Pension  Fund,  shall  be  deprived  of  the  right  to  vote  in  the 
Convention  until  such  arrears  be  paid,  or  remitted  by  the  Convention. 

Article  X 

Section  1.  Any  presbyter  regularly  called  to  the  charge  of  a  parish  and  entering 
thereupon,  shall  during  the  time  of  such  charge,  be  held  to  be  the  rector  of  said 
parish. 

Section  2.  Rectors  are  recognized  as  having,  by  virtue  of  their  office,  the 
exclusive  regulation,  under  their  canonical  superiors,  of  all  the  spiritual 
concerns  of  the  parishes  they  serve;  as  being  entitled  at  all  times  to  have  access 
to  the  church  building,  and  to  open  the  same  for  the  services  or  instruction  of 
this  Church,  as  they  may  deem  proper;  to  call  meetings  of  the  vestry  or 
congregation;  when  present,  to  preside  in  the  same,  and,  in  case  of  a  tie,  to  cast 
the  deciding  vote. 

Article  XI 

The  Convention  shall  pass  canons  for  the  trial  of  members  of  the  clergy. 

Article  XII 

When  a  Bishop  is  to  be  elected  the  Convention  shall  vote  by  written  ballot  and 
separately  by  orders;  and  a  concurrence  on  the  same  ballot  of  a  majority  of  all 
the  clergy  including  those  not  present  who,  if  present,  would  be  entitled  to  vote 
in  the  Convention  and  of  a  majority  of  all  lay  delegates  representing  the  parishes 
and  missions  in  union  with  the  Convention  and  including  those  not  present  who, 
if  present,  would  be  entitled  to  vote,  shall  be  necessary  to  an  election. 
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Article  XIII 


No  new  canon,  or  change  in  an  existing  canon,  shall  be  considered  or  adopted, 
without  first  having  been  submitted  to  and  reported  on  to  the  Convention  by  its 
Commission  on  Constitution  and  Canons.  Nor  shall  the  same  be  adopted  on  the 
day  on  which  proposed,  except  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  those  entitled  to  vote  at 
that  Convention. 

Article  XIV 

This  constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  only  upon: 

(a)  The  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  both  orders  who  are  present  and 
entitled  to  vote  at  the  annual  Convention  at  which  the  alteration  or  amendment 
is  proposed,  voting  separately  by  orders;  and 

(b)  The  adoption  of  the  proposed  alteration  or  amendment  at  the  next 
ensuing  annual  Convention  by  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  both  orders  who 
are  present  and  entitled  to  vote,  voting  separately  by  orders.  At  this  Convention 
the  consideration  of  a  proposed  amendment  may  be  postponed  to  the  next 
annual  Convention  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  both  orders  present  and  entitled 
to  vote,  not  voting  by  orders  unless  required  under  the  provision  of  Article  VI. 

Article  XV 

[Amended  on  Second  Reading  in  1991] 

All  constitutional  and  canonical  enactments  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  the 
adjournment  of  the  Convention  at  which  they  shall  have  been  ratified  or 
adopted. 
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Canons 


Canon  1 
Members  of  the  Convention 

Section  1.  Clergy.  Before  the  opening  of  the  annual  Convention  or  of  a  Special 
Convention,  the  Secretary  shall  apply  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  for  a  list 
of  clergy  entitled  to  seats,  and  shall  receive  such  list  at  least  120  days  before  the 
opening  of  an  annual  Convention,  or  60  days  before  a  Special  Convention. 
From  this  list  the  Secretary  shall  prepare,  at  least  90  days  prior  to  the  annual 
Convention  and  30  days  prior  to  a  Special  Convention,  and  publish  from  this 
list  the  official  clergy  roll  of  the  Convention  (showing  names,  addresses,  and 
telephone  numbers),  which  roll  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  right  to  seats 
therein.  After  the  Secretary's  publication  of  the  roll,  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority  may  certify  to  the  Secretary  additional  clergy  entitled  by  the 
Constitution  to  seat  and  vote  in  the  Convention  until  one  hour  prior  to  the 
opening  session  of  the  Convention. 

Section  2.  Laity.  The  clerks  of  the  several  parish  and  mission  vestries  electing 
lay  delegates  to  the  Convention  shall  furnish  three  certificates  showing  the 
names,  addresses,  and  telephone  numbers  of  the  lay  persons  elected.  One  shall 
be  handed  to  the  delegates-elect,  one  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Convention,  and  one  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  person  or  agency  who  is 
designated  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  in  the  host  community.  The  latter 
two  shall  be  mailed  at  least  110  days  before  the  opening  session.  From  these 
certificates  the  Secretary  shall  prepare  and  publish  at  least  90  days  before  the 
opening  of  the  Convention  the  roster  of  lay  delegates  to  that  Convention.  The 
Secretary  shall  not  insert  any  name  upon  the  roll  without  the  evidence  of  one 
of  these  certificates  or  an  amended  certificate  signed  by  the  rector  or  clerk  of 
the  vestry  of  the  parish  or  by  the  vicar  or  clerk  of  the  mission,  submitted  to  the 
Secretary  not  later  than  one  hour  prior  to  the  opening  session  of  the  Convention, 
unless  specially  directed  to  do  so  by  the  Convention  upon  recommendation  of 
its  Committee  on  Credentials.  Defective  or  doubtful  certificates  shall  be  laid 
aside,  to  be  acted  on  after  the  Convention  shall  have  organized. 

Each  congregation  (parish  or  mission)  shall  be  represented  in  the  Conven- 
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tion  in  accordance  with  the  average  number  of  its  enrolled  confirmed  adult 
communicants  in  good  standing,  as  contained  in  the  last  three  annual  statistical 
reports  printed  in  the  Journal  as  follows:

Section  3.  (a)  Lay  persons  who  meet  the  constitutionally  required  qualifications 
shall  be  elected  delegates  and  alternate  delegates  to  the  Convention  in 
accordance  with  the  terms  of  this  section.  The  length  of  initial  terms  under  this 
system  shall  be  prescribed  by  rule  of  order;  upon  the  expiration  of  initial  terms 
each  lay  delegate  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  three  years  except  as  may  be 
required  under  the  provisions  of  Subsection  (b)  below.  At  the  time  delegates 
are  chosen  the  vestries  shall  elect  for  one-year  terms  alternate  delegates  equal 
in  number  to  the  number  of  delegates  authorized  by  Section  2,  above. 

(b)  Should  the  average  number  of  enrolled  confirmed  adult  communi- 
cants in  good  standing  of  a  congregation  at  any  time  require  that  it  elect  a  greater 
or  smaller  number  of  lay  delegates  than  initially  prescribed,  the  Secretary  of  the 
Convention,  not  later  than  200  days  prior  to  the  Convention  at  which  the  new 
representation  is  first  to  take  effect,  shall  notify  the  parish  or  mission  of  that  fact, 
specifying  in  the  notice  which  delegates,  if  any,  are  to  be  elected  for  terms  of 
less  than  three  years  in  order  to  maintain  so  far  as  possible  the  division  among 
the  Convention's  lay  membership  prescribed  by  the  Constitution.  Upon  the 
expiration  of  the  initial  terms  required  under  this  subsection,  each  lay  delegate 
from  the  affected  parish  or  mission  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  three  years. 

Canon  2 
Worship  at  the  Convention 

The  Holy  Eucharist  shall  be  celebrated  at  each  annual  or  special  Convention. 
Other  devotional  services  may  be  held  at  the  discretion  of  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority. 
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Canon  3 
Rules  of  Order 

The  Convention  shall  adopt  rules  of  order,  which  shall  continue  in  force  until 
altered. 

Canon  4 
Presiding  Officer  of  the  Convention 

In  the  absence  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  and  of  any  other  bishop  qualified 
by  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  to  preside,  the  President  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  as  representing  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  shall  act  as  presiding 
officer  of  the  Convention,  unless  the  Convention  itself  shall  otherwise  provide. 

Canon  5 
Secretary  of  the  Convention 

Section  1.  The  Secretary  shall:  (a)  Take  all  necessary  steps  to  inform  the 
Convention  delegates  not  only  of  the  time  and  place  of  annual  and  special 
Conventions,  but  also  of  the  particular  business  of  each  Convention. 

(b)  Notify  vestries  of  the  number  of  lay  Convention  delegates  their  parishes 
and  missions  are  entitled  to  elect  and  the  length  of  terms  for  which  such 
delegates  are  to  be  elected. 

(c)  Prepare  the  canonical  lists  of  the  clerical  and  lay  delegates  entitled  to 
membership  in  the  Convention. 

(d)  From  the  roster  of  the  preceding  annual  Convention  ascertain  the  names 
of  clerical  and  lay  delegates  whose  membership  in  the  next  annual  Convention 
can  be  presumed  and,  not  later  than  August  15,  inform  those  persons  that 
Convention  Committees  are  to  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop  and  request  that,  not 
later  than  September  10,  they  inform  the  Bishop  in  writing  of  the  committees 
to  which  they  have  an  interest  in  being  named. 

(e)  Call  the  Convention  to  order  for  the  purpose  of  organization  in  the 
absence  of  the  Bishop,  Bishop  Coadjutor  or  Suffragan  Bishop  (if  there  be  such), 
and  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

(f)  Keep  a  record  of  all  Convention  proceedings,  prepare  and  issue  its 
journals,  and  preserve  sufficient  copies  thereof  for  the  use  of  the  members  of 
the  next  ensuing  Convention. 
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(g)  Preserve  and  have  ready  for  reference  all  Convention  papers  not 
specially  given  into  other  hands. 

(h)  Present  to  the  Treasurer  for  payment  from  diocesan  funds  statements 
of  the  expenses  necessarily  incurred  in  discharging  the  duties  of  the  Secretary. 

Section  2.  The  Secretary  shall  mail  notices  of  all  Conventions  to  each  member 
of  the  clergy  who  is  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  therein,  and  to  the  senior  warden 
of  each  parish  and  mission.  These  notices  shall  include  the  forms  for  certifying 
lay  delegates  and  alternates  and,  in  the  case  of  the  annual  Convention,  shall  be 
sent  at  least  140  days  prior  to  the  date  thereof,  and  not  later  than  60  days  prior 
to  the  date  of  a  Special  Convention. 

Section  3.  The  Secretary,  who  shall  be  a  member  of  the  clergy  canonically 
resident  in  this  diocese,  or  an  enrolled  confirmed  adult  communicant  in  good 
standing  resident  in  this  diocese,  shall,  ex  officio,  always  have  a  seat  and  voice 
in  the  Convention,  and  shall  serve  as  Secretary  of  the  Diocesan  Council. 

Canon  6 
Treasurer  of  the  Diocese 

Section  1.  The  Treasurer  shall:  (a)  Have  custody  of  all  current  funds  belonging 
to  the  Diocese  excluding  all  trust  and  permanent  funds,  depositing  them  in  a 
bank  designated  by  the  Diocesan  Council. 

(b)  Hold,  use,  and  dispose  of  current  funds  as  directed  by  representatives 
of  the  Diocese  empowered  by  canonical  authority  to  do  so. 

(c)  Keep  a  complete  record  and  account  of  all  transactions  of  the  office, 
reporting  them  in  summary  form  to  the  annual  Convention. 

(d)  Give  to  the  annual  Convention  a  summary  report  of  all  assets  of  the 
Diocese  then  held  by  the  Treasurer. 

(e)  Give  bond  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  Treasurer's  duties  in  such 
amount  as  the  Convention  or  Diocesan  Council  may  prescribe.  (This  bond  shall 
be  approved  by  the  Diocesan  Council  and  deposited  with  the  Trustees  of  the 
Diocese.) 

Section  2.  The  Treasurer  shall,  ex  officio,  always  have  a  seat  and  voice  in  the 
Convention. 
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Canon  7 
Chancellor  of  the  Diocese 

The  Bishop  shall  nominate  and  the  Convention  confirm  a  person  learned  in  the 
law  to  be  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  advise  regarding 
any  questions  of  law  which  may  arise  in  the  administration  of  diocesan  affairs. 
The  Chancellor  shall  be  an  enrolled  confirmed  adult  communicant  in  good 
standing  and  resident  of  the  Diocese.  The  term  of  office  shall  be  three  years  and 
until  a  successor  has  been  chosen  and  confirmed.  The  Chancellor  shall  be 
entitled,  ex  officio,  to  a  seat  and  voice  in  all  conventions  of  the  Church  in  the 
Diocese.  The  Bishop  may,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Chancellor, 
nominate  and  the  Convention  confirm  one  or  more  Vice-Chancellors  to  assist 
the  Chancellor  in  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  that  office. 

Canon  8 
Historiographer,  Department  of  Records  and  History,  and  Archives 

Section  1.  The  Historiographer  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Bishop  and 
confirmed  by  the  Convention  for  a  three-year  term  of  office.  The  Historiogra- 
pher shall  serve  ex-officio  on  the  Department  of  Records  and  History  and  shall 
assist  it  in  collecting,  classifying  and  preserving  materials  relating  to  the  history 
of  the  Diocese.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  Historiographer,  at  the  request 
of  the  Bishop  or  Diocesan  Convention,  to  prepare  and  publish  materials 
concerning  the  history  of  the  Diocese,  and,  from  time  to  time,  to  prepare  such 
materials  for  publication  on  the  Historiographer's  own  initiative.  The  Histo- 
riographer shall  also  encourage  parishes,  missions,  and  institutions  affiliated 
with  the  Diocese  to  preserve  historical  materials  and  encourage  the  writing  and 
publication  of  materials  concerning  the  history  of  the  Diocese,  its  parishes, 
missions,  and  affiliated  institutions. 

Section  2.  The  Department  of  Records  and  History,  as  the  agency  of  the 
Diocesan  Council,  shall  supervise  and  coordinate  all  departments,  agencies, 
and  diocesan  officers  charged  with  record-keeping,  maintenance  of  archives, 
and  preserving  and  writing  the  history  of  the  Diocese,  its  departments,  agencies 
and  congregations.  The  Department  shall  also  supervise,  coordinate  and 
review  the  work  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  including  the  publication 
of  the  Journal  of  the  Convention. 
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Section  3.  Diocesan  Archives  shall  be  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Department 
of  Records  and  History  and  shall  be  a  repository  for  books,  papers  and 
documents  which  belong  to  the  Diocese  and  which  are  important  as  historical 
records  of  the  Diocese.  Except  for  such  records  as  are  currently  in  use  by 
Diocesan  officers  and  agencies,  these  archival  materials  shall  include,  but  not 
be  restricted  to:  journals  of  the  Diocesan  Convention;  journals  of  the  General 
Convention;  minute  books,  official  records,  and  reports  of  all  diocesan  officers, 
agencies,  boards,  and  committees  operating  under  the  authority  of  the  Diocesan 
Convention  or  Diocesan  Council  (including  the  minutes  of  the  Diocesan 
Council);  histories  and  documents  of  historical  interest  pertaining  to  the 
parishes,  missions,  and  institutions  affiliated  with  the  Diocese,  including  the 
registers  of  congregations  which  have  ceased  or  which  may  hereafter  cease  to 
be  active;  together  with  any  other  documents  and  records  necessary  or  desirable 
in  preserving  an  accurate  history  of  the  Diocese. 

Should  the  Bishop  and  Diocesan  Council  determine  that  a  Diocesan 
Archivist  is  to  be  employed,  the  Bishop  shall  appoint  to  the  post,  to  serve  at  the 
Bishop's  will,  a  person  trained  in  the  skills  requisite  for  that  work. 

Canon  9 
The  Standing  Committee 

Section  1.  The  Standing  Committee  shall  annually  elect  a  President  and  a 
Secretary  from  its  own  membership. 

Section  2.  The  President  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  Committee: 

(a)  Whenever  the  President  may  deem  it  advisable. 

(b)  Whenever  required  to  do  so  by  the  Bishop,  or  by  any  three  members  of 
the  Committee. 

(c)  Within  30  days  after  knowledge  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate. 

Section  3.  The  Standing  Committee  shall  report  to  the  annual  Convention  the 
transactions  of  the  preceding  year.  A  record  of  all  its  official  acts  shall  be  kept 
by  its  Secretary  and  be  available  for  inspection  by  the  Bishop  and  the 
Convention. 
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Canon  10 
Trustees  of  the  Diocese 

Section  1.  Membership.  The  Trustees  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  shall  consist 
of  the  Bishop  and  two  lay  enrolled  confirmed  adult  communicants  in  good 
standing  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  elected  by  the  Convention  upon 
nomination  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority.  When,  pursuant  to  appropriate 
canon,  the  Bishop,  Bishop  Coadjutor  or  Suffragan  Bishop  has  been  designated 
the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese,  then  the  one  so  designated  shall  be 
a  Trustee.  Whenever  there  is  no  bishop  who  is  or  has  been  designated  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authority,  then  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee  shall  be 
a  Trustee. 

The  lay  Trustees  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  shall,  at  the  first  annual 
Diocesan  Convention  at  which  their  election  is  in  order,  be  elected  as  follows: 
the  one  receiving  the  highest  vote  shall  serve  for  a  three-year  term  and  the  one 
receiving  the  next  highest  vote  shall  serve  for  a  two-year  term.  Thereafter, 
whenever  a  term  expires,  one  lay  Trustee  shall  be  elected  to  serve  for  three 
years.  Any  vacancy  occurring  in  the  office  of  lay  Trustee  shall,  on  nomination 
of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  be  filled  by  the  Diocesan  Council  for  the  period 
until  the  next  annual  Diocesan  Convention;  and  the  office  for  the  remainder  of 
the  term,  if  there  is  any  such  remainder,  shall  be  filled  by  the  next  annual 
Diocesan  Convention. 

Section  2.  Real  and  Tangible  Personal  Property,  (a)  The  Trustees  shall  in  all 
cases  not  otherwise  provided  for,  hold  title  to  all  real  property  and  tangible 
personal  property  of  the  Diocese,  except  property  the  title  to  which  is  vested  in 
a  parish  or  corporation.  The  Trustees  shall  convey,  mortgage  and  encumber  or 
otherwise  alienate  any  real  property  or  interest  therein  and  tangible  personal 
property  held  by  them: 

(1)  If  held  for  the  benefit  of  any  parish  or  corporation,upon  an 
appropriate  written  resolution  of  the  vestry  of  such  parish  or  the  directors  or 
other  governing  body  of  such  corporation,  and  with  the  written  consent  of  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authority,  acting  with  the  advice  of  the  Standing  Committee  of 
the  Diocese; 

(2)  If  held  for  the  benefit  of  a  mission,  upon  an  appropriate  written 
resolution  of  the  mission  vestry,  concurred  in  by  the  Trustees,  and  with  the 
written  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  acting  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese; 

(3)  And  if  otherwise  held,  upon  an  appropriate  written  resolution  of 
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either  the  Diocesan  Council  or  the  Convention,  concurred  in  by  the  Trustees, 
and  with  the  written  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  acting  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese. 

(b)  Any  real  or  tangible  personal  property  the  title  to  which  is  not  held  by 
the  Trustees  but  is  otherwise  held  by  or  for  a  corporation  or  institution  affiliated 
with  the  Diocese,  shall  be  conveyed,  mortgaged,  encumbered,  or  otherwise 
alienated  by  the  title-holder  only  with  the  written  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority,  acting  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Diocese. 

(c)  The  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  required  by  this  section 
shall  be  evidenced  by  the  signature  of  the  Bishop  who  is  at  the  time  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authority,  and  if  there  is  no  Bishop  who  is  then  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority,  by  the  signature  of  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Diocese. 

Section  3.  Other  Property.  The  Trustees,  except  as  hereinafter  specified,  shall 
hold  title  to  and  possession  of  all  other  property  not  specified  in  Section  2  of  this 
Canon,  including  properties  delivered  to  the  Trustees  in  trust  for  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  its  parishes,  missions, 
bishops,  and  other  clergy,  organizations  and  agencies.  As  directed  by  the 
Diocesan  Council,  the  Trustees  shall  deliver  the  possession  of  properties  not 
specified  in  Section  2  above  to,  and  place  them  in  the  name  of  whatever  bank 
or  trust  company  may  be  designated  by  the  Diocesan  Council  as  custodian  or 
investment  manager.  The  safe  custody  of  property  delivered  to  a  custodian  or 
investment  manager  shall  be  guaranteed  to  the  Trustees  by  the  bank  or  trust 
company  nominated  by  the  Diocesan  Council. 

Section  4.  Records  of  Trustees.  The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  shall  keep  a  record 
of  their  actions  and  shall  make  a  full  report  thereof  annually  to  the  Diocesan 
Convention,  which  report  shall  be  published  in  the  Journal  of  the  Convention. 
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Disposition  of  Tangible  Personal  Property 

The  provisions  of  Canon  10,  Section  2,  regarding  the  necessary  consent  of  the 

Ecclesiastical  Authority  acting  with  the  advice  of  the  Standing  Committee  do 

not  apply  to  the  disposition  of  certain  tangible  personal  property,  as  follows: 

It  shall  not  be  necessary  for  any  officer,  employee,  or  other  representative 
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of  the  Diocese  or  of  any  parish,  mission,  agency,  institution  or  other  organiza- 
tion of  the  Diocese,  to  obtain  the  concurrence  or  written  consent  of  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authority  or  of  the  Trustees  for  the  sale,  exchange,  abandonment, 
surrender  or  other  disposition  of  any  tangible  personal  property  (for  example, 
typewriters  and  other  office  equipment,  motor  vehicles,  general  furniture  and 
furnishings,  appliances,  books,  etc.)  acquired  and  used  directly  in  the  normal 
and  routine  course  of  the  conduct  of  work  and  program  of  the  Church  in  the 
Diocese;  excluding,  however,  such  items  of  personal  property  as  have  been 
consecrated  and  all  furniture,  furnishings,  and  fixtures  that  are  peculiarly 
designed  for  and  used  within  a  church. 

Canon  12 
Canonical  Commissions 

[Amended  in  1991] 

Section  1.  The  Bishop  or  the  presiding  officer  of  the  Convention  shall  annually 
appoint  the  indicated  number  of  persons,  being  enrolled  confirmed  adult 
communicants  in  good  standing,  to  each  of  the  following  Canonical  Commis- 
sions. Each  of  these  commissions  shall  serve  until  the  adjournment  of  the 
annual  Convention  following  the  one  at  which  they  were  appointed.  In  all  cases 
the  presiding  officer  of  the  Commission  shall  be  named  by  the  Bishop,  and  shall 
be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  voice  in  the  Convention  but  shall  not  be  entitled  to  a 
vote  therein  unless  a  delegate  to  the  Convention.  The  Bishop  shall  also  fill 
vacancies  in  these  commissions  as  they  occur. 

(a)  On  Constitution  and  Canons-three  clergy;  the  Chancellor  of  the 
Diocese;  three  lay. 

(b)  On  the  State  of  the  Church-three  clergy;  two  lay. 

(c)  On  Admission  of  Congregations-two  clergy;  three  lay. 

(d)  On  Institutions-two  clergy;  three  lay;  none  of  whom  shall  be  officially 
affiliated  with  any  such  institution. 

(e)  On  Dispatch  of  Business-two  clergy;  two  lay;  with  the  Diocesan  Bishop 
and  any  other  bishops  then  active  in  the  Diocese  and  the  Secretary  of  the 
Convention  serving  as  ex  officio  members. 

Section  2.  The  Commission  on  Constitution  and  Canons.  The  Commission  on 
Constitution  and  Canons  shall  receive,  consider  and  present  to  the  Convention 
all  motions  or  resolutions  pertaining  to  the  Constitution,  canons,  and  rules  of 
order  and  may  originate  new  material  touching  these  subjects.  All  proposed 
amendments  to  the  Constitution,  canons,  and  rules  of  order  shall  be  submitted 
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to  the  Commission  at  least  four  weeks  in  advance  of  the  annual  Convention. 
However,  the  Convention,  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  may  waive  this  requirement, 
thereby  permitting  immediate  consideration  of  any  proposed  amendment. 

Section  3.  The  Commission  on  the  State  of  the  Church  shall: 

(a)  Receive,  review  and  evaluate  the  annual  statistical  reports  on  the 
strength  and  condition  of  the  Diocese  and  the  parishes  and  missions  therein,  and 
submit  to  the  delegates  to  the  Convention  at  least  four  weeks  in  advance  of  the 
Convention  its  analysis  and  recommendations. 

(b)  Keep  the  structure  and  organization  of  the  Diocese  under  continuing 
study. 

Section  4.  The  Commission  on  Admission  of  Congregations  shall  receive  all 
applications  for  admission  of  parishes  and  missions  into  union  with  the 
Convention  of  the  Diocese  at  least  30  days  prior  to  the  opening  session  of  the 
Annual  Convention. 

In  the  cases  of  parishes  which,  by  failure  to  meet  the  standards  of  Canon 
21,  Section  4,  or  of  missions  which,  by  failure  to  meet  the  standards  set  forth 
in  Canons  16,  19  and  20,  are  no  longer  in  union  with  the  Convention, 
applications  for  readmission  into  union  in  their  appropriate  status  shall  be 
referred  to  the  Bishop  for  endorsement  and  then  referred  to  the  Commission  on 
Admission  of  Congregations. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commission  to  ascertain  whether  all  such  parishes 
and  missions  conform  to  the  requirements  for  admission  as  set  forth  in  Articles 
III  and  IX  of  the  Constitution,  and  Canons  19  and  21,  and  to  prepare  a  written 
report  to  the  Convention  stating  that  the  requirements  have  been  met. 

Upon  the  report  of  the  Commission  that  the  requirements  have  been  met, 
the  parish  or  mission  applying  may  be  received  in  its  appropriate  status  by  vote 
of  the  Convention,  and  its  delegates  admitted  to  seats  and  votes  therein. 

Section  5.  The  Commission  on  Institutions  shall  solicit  and  receive  reports 
from  each  of  the  institutions  related  to  the  Diocese  in  sufficient  time  for  its 
convenient  and  thorough  review  of  those  reports,  and  for  members  of  the 
Commission  to  visit  the  institutions,  if  deemed  helpful,  prior  to  the  Convention 
to  which  it  reports. 

Section  6.  The  Commission  on  Dispatch  of  Business  shall  serve  the  Conven- 
tion of  the  Diocese  in  the  following  ways: 

(a)  Before  a  Convention:  the  presiding  officer  of  the  Commission  shall 
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(1)  Prepare  the  agenda  for  the  forthcoming  Convention; 

(2)  Recommend  to  the  Commission  on  Constitution  and  Canons  four 
weeks  in  advance  of  the  Convention  any  suggested  changes  in  the  Rules  of 
Order. 

(^During  a  Convention:  the  Commission  shall  provide  requested  assis- 
tance to  the  presiding  officer  of  the  Convention,  and  a  member  of  the 
Commission  shall  always  be  entitled  to  the  floor  on  the  business  of  the 
Commission.  The  presiding  officer  of  the  Convention  shall  refer  to  this  Commis- 
sion without  debate  all  resolutions  or  motions  suggesting  orders  of  the  day. 

The  Commission  shall  also 

(1)  Suggest  special  orders  for  the  dispatch  and  furtherance  of  Conven- 
tion business^ 

(2)  Recommend  the  disposition  of  all  resolutions  referred  to  it;  and 

(3)  Recommend  the  disposition  of  any  unfinished  Convention  business, 
(c)  Invitations  from  a  parish  or  parishes  to  host  a  subsequent  annual 

Convention  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Commission  at  least  60  days  prior  to  the 
date  of  the  Convention  that  will  act  on  the  invitation,  accompanied  or 
supplemented  by  such  information  as  the  Commission  may  require.  The 
recommendation  of  the  Commission  regarding  the  invitation  shall  be  submitted 
to  the  Convention  for  its  action. 

Section  7.  Resolutions  Proposed  by  Commissions.  Resolutions  proposed  for 
Convention  action  by  Diocesan  Commissions  other  than  the  Commission  on 
Constitution  and  Canons  and  the  Commission  on  Dispatch  of  Business,  shall  be 
referred  to  appropriate  Convention  Committees  by  the  Bishop  in  accordance 
with  Canon  13  and  the  Rules  of  Order. 

Canon  13 
Convention  Committees 

Section  1.  Resolutions  Referred  to  Committees.  Except  by  a  two-thirds  vote 
of  those  entitled  to  vote  in  the  Convention,  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
Canon  12,  Section  7,  no  resolution  (other  than  resolutions  of  courtesy  or 
appreciation)  shall  be  considered  or  adopted  until  the  presiding  officer  of  the 
Convention  has  referred  it  to  one  of  the  Convention  Committees  required  by 
Section  2  of  this  canon  and  the  committee  has  reported  its  recommendation  on 
the  resolution  to  the  Convention. 
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Section  2.  Appointment  of  Committees.  Not  later  than  October  1,  the  Bishop 
(or  presiding  officer  of  the  Convention)  shall  annually  appoint,  at  least  three 
clerical  and  five  lay  persons,  being  members  of  the  Convention  who  have  served 
as  delegates  in  at  least  one  prior  annual  Convention  of  this  Diocese,  to  each  of 
the  following  Convention  Committees  listed  below,  shall  name  the  presiding 
officer  of  each  such  committee,  shall  notify  each  committee  member  of  the 
appointment ,  and  shall  inform  the  committee's  presiding  officer  of  the  names, 
addresses,  and  telephone  numbers  of  the  members.  Should  a  larger  membership 
be  desired  for  any  Convention  Committee,  the  Bishop  (or  presiding  officer  of 
the  Convention)  may  appoint  additional  members  with  the  requisite  Conven- 
tion experience  but  shall  retain  approximately  the  same  proportion  of  lay  and 
clerical  members.  There  shall  be  seven  Convention  Committees,  and  they  shall 
be  designated: 

(a)  The  Committee  on  Administration  of  the  Diocese 

(b)  The  Committee  on  Credentials 

(c)  The  Committee  on  Elections 

(d)  The  Committee  on  Faith  and  Morals 

(e)  The  Committee  on  National  and  International  affairs 

(f)  The  Committee  on  the  Program  of  the  Church 

(g)  The  Committee  on  Social  Concerns 

Section  3.  All  of  these  committees  are  to  serve  until  the  adjournment  of  the 
Convention  for  which  they  are  appointed.  The  Bishop  shall  also  fill  vacancies 
as  they  occur. 

Section  4.  Each  Convention  Committee  shall  consider  the  resolutions  referred 
to  it,  shall  offer  the  sponsors  of  resolutions  and  other  interested  Convention 
delegates  reasonable  opportunity  within  the  time  allotted  by  the  Convention's 
agenda  to  explain  their  views  thereon,  and  shall  report  each  resolution  to  the 
Convention  as  prescribed  by  the  Rules  of  Order.  However,  at  any  time  prior  to 
the  convening  of  the  Convention  a  Convention  Committee  to  which  a  resolution 
has  been  referred  may  request  the  Bishop  to  refer  it  to  a  different  Convention 
Committee. 

Section  5.  The  Committee  on  Credentials  shall  review,  investigate  and  make 
recommendations  to  the  Convention  on  all  matters  referred  to  it  regarding  the 
claims  of  delegates  to  seats  and  votes  in  the  Convention. 
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Section  6.  The  Committee  on  Elections  shall  supervise  and  conduct  all 
Convention  elections,  certifying  the  election  results  to  the  presiding  officer  and 
the  Secretary.  The  committee  may,  with  the  consent  of  the  Bishop,  appoint  lay 
persons  who  are  communicants  in  good  standing  in  the  Diocese  to  assist  as 
tellers. 

Canon  14 
Salaries,  Compensations  and  Expenses 

Section  1.  The  salary  of  the  Bishop,  the  Bishop  Coadjutor,  or  the  Suffragan 
Bishop,  shall  be  such  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  ordered  and  provided  for  by 
the  Convention. 

Section  2.  The  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  the  Treasurer,  and  the  members  of 
the  Standing  Committee  and  of  the  Diocesan  Commission  on  Ministry,  in  actual 
attendance  upon  the  duly  called  meetings  of  the  bodies  to  which  they  severally 
belong,  shall  be  entitled  to  have  their  necessary  expenses  incurred  by  such 
attendance  paid  out  of  the  funds  of  the  Diocese,  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese 
shall  pay  the  same  upon  the  personal  application  of  said  parties  accompanied 
by  a  certificate  of  the  amount  actually  and  necessarily  expended  in  each  case. 

Canon  15 

Diocesan  Council 

Section  1.  Composition  of  the  Council.  There  shall  be  a  Council  of  the  Church 
in  the  Diocese  known  as  the  Diocesan  Council,  which  shall  be  composed  of  the 
persons  entitled  to  preside  in  the  Convention  and  15  persons  to  be  elected  by 
the  Convention.  These  15  persons  shall  consist  of  six  members  of  the  clergy 
eligible  to  vote  in  the  Convention  and  nine  members  of  the  laity  (who  are 
enrolled  confirmed  adult  communicants  in  good  standing  of  the  Church  in  the 
Diocese)  who  are  elected  to  the  Council  for  terms  of  three  years,  staggered  so 
that  one-third  of  the  15  are  elected  each  year.  Any  member  of  the  Council  whose 
immediately  prior  service  has  been  for  less  than  three  continuous  years  shall  be 
eligible  for  re-election  to  a  full  three-year  term;  otherwise,  no  elected  member 
shall  be  eligible  for  re-election  until  one  year  shall  have  elapsed  following  the 
expiration  of  the  term  of  office.  The  Council  shall  fill  vacancies  in  its 
membership  until  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention,  which  then  shall 
fill  all  vacancies  and  unexpired  terms.    Members  take  office  immediately 
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following  adjournment  of  the  Convention  at  which  elected  or,  when  elected  by 
the  Council,  immediately  following  adjournment  of  the  Council  meeting  at 
which  elected. 

Section  2.  The  Role  and  Function  of  the  Council.  Between  sessions  of  the 
annual  Convention,  the  Diocesan  Council  shall,  within  the  limitations  estab- 
lished herein,  perform  all  duties  specifically  committed  to  it  by  the  Convention 
and  function  as  and  for  the  Convention  in  conducting  the  affairs  of  the  Diocese. 
In  doing  so,  however,  the  Council  shall  not  contravene  the  provisions  of  the 
Constitution  and  Canons  of  this  Diocese  and  of  the  General  Convention,  nor 
shall  it  contravene  the  powers  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority.  Consistent  with 
its  stated  role  and  function,  the  Council  shall: 

(a)  Assist  the  Bishop  and  Bishop  Coadjutor,  if  there  be  one,  in  planning  and 
developing  the  work  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese. 

(b)  Assist  the  Bishop  and  Bishop  Coadjutor,  if  there  be  one,  in  administer- 
ing the  work  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  through  whatever  departments, 
divisions,  commissions,  or  other  agencies  may  be  established  from  time  to  time 
for  that  purpose. 

(c)  Supervise,  coordinate,  and  review  the  work  of  all  departments,  agen- 
cies, and  diocesan  officers  charged  with  holding  title  to  property;  be  responsible 
for  maintaining  such  property;  be  responsible  for  designating  qualifying  church 
buildings  as  "Historic  Churches";  be  responsible  for  holding  and  investing 
money  and  other  intangibles;  and  be  responsible  for  administering  the  provi- 
sions of  trusts  of  which  the  Diocese,  its  departments,  agencies,  or  congregations 
are  beneficiaries. 

(d)  Direct,  coordinate,  and  administer  the  financial  affairs  of  the  Diocese 
not  vested  by  canon  in  other  officers  or  agencies. 

(e)  Directly  or  through  agents  under  its  direction  and  control,  fix  all 
compensation  except  that  fixed  by  the  Convention. 

(f)  Supervise  and  coordinate  all  departments,  agencies,  and  diocesan 
officers  charged  with  record-keeping,  maintenance  of  archives,  and  preserving 
and  writing  the  history  of  the  Diocese,  its  departments,  agencies,  and  congre- 
gations. 

(g)  As  deemed  desirable,  adopt  by-laws,  rules,  and  regulations  for  its 
government  and  for  the  government  of  its  officials,  agents,  employees, 
departments,  and  agencies. 

(h)  Make  and  preserve  a  full  record  of  its  acts  and  of  the  work  of  each  of 
its  departments  and  furnish  to  each  annual  Convention  a  full  report  of  all  its 
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actions  and  all  moneys  expended  under  its  direction  during  the  preceding  year, 
including  a  report  from  each  department  of  the  Council  with  respect  to  the  work 
done  by  such  department. 

Section  3.  Officers  and  Staff.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  serve  as  presiding 
officer  of  the  Council;  in  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  or  any 
bishop  in  charge,  as  representing  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  shall,  in  the  order 
named,  serve  as  presiding  officer.  The  Secretary  of  the  Convention  shall,  by 
virtue  of  that  office,  serve  as  Secretary  of  the  Council.  Upon  nomination  of  the 
Bishop,  the  Council  shall  annually  employ  a  Diocesan  Business  Administrator 
who  may  be  the  same  person  as  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  and  such  principal 
administrative  staff  members  as  it  shall  deem  necessary.  Similarly,  upon 
recommendation  of  the  Bishop,  the  Council  shall  have  authority  to  terminate 
any  such  employment.  Vacancies  in  such  positions  shall  be  filled  in  the  same 
manner  as  initial  employment.  The  duties  and  compensation  of  persons  named 
to  these  positions  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Council.  In  addition  to  the  positions 
named,  the  Council  shall  also  have  authority  to  provide  for  the  employment, 
compensation,  and  termination  of  other  persons  named  to  staff  diocesan  offices, 
departments,  and  agencies  not  otherwise  provided  for  by  canon. 

Section  4.  Departments.  The  Diocesan  Council  shall  organize  from  its  mem- 
bership, supplemented  as  herein  provided,  a  Department  of  Mission  and 
Outreach,  a  Department  of  Budgets,  a  Department  of  Finance  and  Business 
Methods,  a  Department  of  Property  Management,  a  Department  of  Records  and 
History,  and  such  other  departments  as  in  its  judgment  may  be  necessary;  and 
it  shall  provide  the  manner  and  means  by  which  its  departments  shall  be  staffed 
and  financed.  From  the  Council  membership  the  Bishop  shall  appoint  a 
presiding  officer  and  members  of  each  department.  Subject  to  confirmation  by 
the  Council,  the  Bishop  may  appoint  additional  members  to  departments  of  the 
Council.  Each  department  shall  elect  a  secretary  who  shall  keep  a  record  of  its 
proceedings  and  report  them  in  writing  to  each  stated  meeting  of  the  Council. 
The  Bishop  and  the  Bishop  Coadjutor,  if  there  be  one,  shall  be  members  of  each 
department.   Subject  to  Council  review  and  approval: 

(a)  The  Department  of  Mission  and  Outreach  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
work  of  the  Council  with  respect  to  Church  expansion,  small  congregations, 
social  ministries,  college  chaplaincies,  hospital  chaplaincies,  the  deaf,  youth, 
evangelism,  stewardship,  communications,  and  education  and  training  of  the 
clergy  and  laity. 

(b)  The  Department  of  Budgets  shall  prepare  proposed  budgets  annually 
for  consideration  by  the  Council. 
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(c)  The  Department  of  Finance  and  Business  Methods  shall  direct, 
coordinate,  and  administer  the  business  affairs  of  the  Diocese  not  vested  by 
canon  in  other  officers  and  agencies  and  not  otherwise  assigned  by  the  Council. 

(d)  The  Department  of  Records  and  History,  as  the  Council's  agency 
charged  with  the  responsibilities  outlined  in  Section  2(f)  above,  shall  supervise, 
coordinate,  and  review  the  work  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  (including 
publication  of  the  Journal  of  the  Convention),  and  of  the  Historiographer. 

(e)  The  Department  of  Property  Management,  as  the  Council's  agency 
charged  with  the  responsibilities  and  functions  specified  in  Section  2(c)  above, 
shall  supervise,  coordinate,  and  review  the  work  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese; 
and  it  shall,  through  the  establishment  of  subcommittees  or  by  other  means, 
perform  the  responsibilities  and  functions  specified  in  Section  2(c)  other  than 
the  canonical  responsibilities  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

(1)  Investments.  The  Diocesan  Council  shall  establish  within  its 
Department  of  Property  Management  a  subcommittee  to  be  known  as  the 
Investment  Committee,  which  shall  consist  of  three  enrolled  confirmed  adult 
communicants  in  good  standing  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  elected  by  the 
Council  initially  for  a  term  of  three  years.  Any  vacancy  on  the  Investment 
Committee  shall  be  filled  by  the  Diocesan  Council  for  the  unexpired  term.  A 
majority  of  the  Investment  Committee  shall  control  its  actions.  Properties  not 
specified  in  Canon  10,  Section  2,  belonging  to  the  Diocese  or  held  in  trust  for 
its  benefit,  or  for  the  benefit  of  any  of  its  parishes,  missions,  bishops,  or  other 
clergy,  organizations,  or  agencies,  shall  be  invested,  reinvested,  sold,  delivered, 
assigned,  and  transferred  and  otherwise  managed  and  controlled  by  the 
Diocesan  Council  through  its  Department  of  Property  Management  and 
Investment  Committee.  The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  or  other  custodian  of  such 
properties  not  specified  in  Canon  10,  Section  2,  shall  take  such  action  in  respect 
thereof  as  the  Diocesan  Council  through  its  authorized  agency  shall  in  writing 
direct. 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Department  of  Property  Manage- 
ment, on  the  advice  of  its  Investment  Committee,  the  Diocesan  Council  is  au- 
thorized to  appoint  and  employ  (and  pay  reasonable  compensation  to)  such 
attorneys,  investment  counsel,  investment  managers,  and  other  agents  as  the 
Investment  Committee  may  deem  necessary  or  advisable  in  the  course  of  its 
investment  functions;  and  the  Council  may  delegate  to  an  investment  manager 
recommended  by  the  Department  of  Property  Management,  on  the  advice  of  its 
Investment  Committee,  as  much  of  the  Council's  duties  and  responsibilities 
hereunder  as  the  Council  deems  necessary  or  desirable,  subject  to  review, 
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control,  and  general  supervision  by  the  Council  through  its  Department  of 
Property  Management  and  Investment  Committee. 

The  Investment  Committee  shall  maintain  a  record  of  its  investment 
activities.  Annually  it  shall,  through  the  Department  of  Property  Management, 
make  to  the  Diocesan  Council  a  full  report  thereof,  accompanied  by  (a)  a 
certified  inventory  of  all  invested  assets  under  its  control  and  (b)  a  statement 
of  the  value  of  each  trust  administered  by  the  Investment  Committee,  with  a 
copy  of  the  report  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  and  to  the  Convention  every 
third  year  or  more  often  if  instructed  to  do  so  by  the  Convention.  A  summary 
report  of  significant  actions  of  the  Investment  Committee  for  the  past  year, 
showing  total  values  of  invested  assets  for  the  past  two  years,  shall  be  submitted 
annually  to  the  Convention  and  shall  be  published  in  the  Journal  of  the 
Convention. 

(2)  Allocation  of  Investment  Income.  The  Diocesan  Council  shall  have 
power  and  authority  to  prescribe  and  designate  the  purposes,  and  to  make 
allocations  and  apportionments  among  such  purposes,  for  which  any  invest- 
ment income  not  otherwise  designated  for  specific  purposes  shall  be  expended. 

(3)  Historic  Churches.  A  permanent  Committee  on  Historic  Churches 
shall  be  established  within  the  Department  of  Property  Management  with  a 
membership  of  not  more  than  nine  persons  to  be  named  by  the  Bishop,  at  least 
one  of  whom  is  a  member  of  the  Department  and  the  remaining  members  to  be 
chosen  half  from  active  support  groups  for  Historic  Churches  and  half  from 
congregations  without  Historic  Churches. 

This  Committee,  for  the  Department  of  Property  Management,  shall  award 
the  "Historic  Church"  designation  for  qualified  church  buildings  after  estab- 
lishing criteria  and  examining  each  potentially  qualified  church  for  such 
designation. 

The  Committee,  in  developing  the  criteria  to  be  applied  in  determining 
whether  a  given  site  meets  the  "historic  designation"  shall  adopt  the  follow- 
ing minimum  standards: 

(a)  The  church  building  must  be  at  least  100  years  old. 

(b)  The  church  building  must  have  architectural  or  historic  signifi- 
cance. 

(c)  The  structure  must  be  physically  sound  or  restorable  with  funds 
available  for  that  purpose. 

(d)  There  must  be  an  active  congregation  able  and  willing  to  maintain 
the  structure  or,  in  the  alternative, 

There  must  be  an  endowment  sufficient  to  maintain  and  (if  necessary) 
restore  the  building,  or 

There  must  be  an  organized  group-committee  or  other  body-from  the 
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community  in  which  the  structure  is  located  or  elsewhere  that  is  able  and  willing 
to  maintain  and  (if  necessary)  restore  the  building. 

(e)  There  must  be  at  least  one  service  of  the  Church  regularly 
scheduled  in  the  building  in  each  calendar  year. 

This  Committee,  working  through  the  Department  of  Property  Manage- 
ment, shall  exercise  oversight  of  Historic  Churches  other  than  those  which  are 
occupied  and  used  by  parishes  and  missions  in  union  with  the  Convention.  The 
Bishop  shall  assign  a  member  of  the  clergy  who  resides  in  a  place  convenient 
to  the  site  to  have  general  clerical  oversight  of  each  Historic  Church  that  is  not 
occupied  and  used  by  a  congregation  in  union  with  the  Convention. 

Section  5.  Planning  Function.  The  Bishop  and  the  Diocesan  Council  shall 
have  responsibility  for  a  continuing  study  of  the  long-range  objectives  of  the 
Church's  work  in  the  Diocese,  with  particular  emphasis  on  strategy  and 
methods  for  Church  extension;  diocesan  programs  in  religious  edu- 

cation, Christian  social  relations,  and  evangelism;  diocesan  responsibility  for 
the  support  of  education  and  charitable  institutions;  the  means  for  more  ade- 
quate financial  support  of  all  diocesan  activities  including  capital  facilities;  and 
any  new  programs  found  necessary  for  the  advancement  of  the  Church's  work 
in  the  Diocese.  As  part  of  its  annual  report  to  the  Convention,  as  required  by 
Section  2(h)  above,  the  Diocesan  Council  shall  submit  a  report  setting  forth  its 
evaluation  of  the  work  and  program  of  the  Diocese,  the  objectives  toward  which 
it  believes  the  Diocese  must  work,  and  its  specific  recommendations  for 
objectives  to  be  included  in  the  program  and  the  budget  of  the  Diocese  of  the 
fiscal  year  next  following  that  for  which  a  budget  is  being  adopted.  The 
Convention  may  by  resolution  express  its  opinion  on  such  objectives  for  the 
guidance  of  the  Diocesan  Council  in  preparing  and  submitting  a  program  and 
a  budget  for  the  Diocese  for  such  fiscal  year. 

Canon  16 
Business  Methods  in  Church  Affairs 

In  this  Diocese,  and  in  all  its  parishes,  missions,  and  institutions,  the  following 
standard  business  methods  shall  be  observed: 

(a)  Trust  and  permanent  funds,  and  all  securities  of  whatsoever  kind,  shall 
be  deposited  with  a  federal  or  state  bank,  or  savings  and  loan  association,  or  a 
diocesan  corporation,  or  with  some  other  agency  approved  in  writing  by  the 
Department  of  Finance  and  Business  Methods  of  the  Diocesan  Council,  under 
either  a  deed  of  trust,  or  an  agency  agreement,  providing  for  at  least  two 
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signatures  on  any  order  of  withdrawal  of  such  funds  or  securities.  But  this 
paragraph  shall  not  apply  to  funds  and  securities  refused  by  the  depositories 
named  as  being  too  small  for  acceptance.  Such  small  funds  and  securities,  and 
trust  and  permanent  funds  of  missions  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Trustees  of 
the  Diocese,  added  to  the  Common  Trust  Fund  and  invested  as  a  part  of  those 
funds  by  the  Investment  Committee  of  the  Diocesan  Council's  Department  of 
Property  Management.  Income  from  such  invested  funds  shall  be  paid  quarterly 
to  the  parish,  mission  or  organization  entitled  thereto. 

(b)  Records  shall  be  made  and  kept  of  all  trust  and  permanent  funds 
showing,  in  respect  to  each  trust  and  each  fund,  at  least  the  following: 

(1)  Source  and  date. 

(2)  Terms  governing  the  use  of  principal  and  income. 

(3)  To  whom  and  how  often  reports  of  condition  are  to  be  made. 

(4)  How  the  funds  are  invested. 

(c)  Treasurers  and  custodians  other  than  banking  institutions  shall  be 
adequately  bonded,  except  treasurers  of  funds  that  do  not  exceed  $500  at  any 
one  time  during  the  fiscal  year. 

(d)  Books  of  account  shall  be  so  kept  as  to  provide  the  basis  for  satisfactory 
accounting.  The  Department  of  Finance  and  Business  Methods  may  establish 
a  system  of  accounts. 

(e)  The  fiscal  year  begins  January  1st. 

(f)  All  accounts  shall  be  audited  annually  by  a  certified  or  independent 
public  accountant,  or  by  such  an  accounting  agency  as  shall  be  permitted  by  the 
Department  of  Finance  and  Business  Methods. 

(g)  The  expense,  it  there  be  any,  of  auditing  the  account  of  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Diocese  by  a  certified  public  accountant  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer 
out  of  the  Episcopal  Maintenance  Fund. 

(h)  All  buildings  and  their  contents  shall  be  kept  adequately  insured. 

(i)  The  Department  of  Finance  and  Business  Methods  may  require  copies 
of  any  or  all  accounts  described  in  this  section  to  be  filed  with  it,  and  shall  report 
annually  to  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  upon  its  administration  of  this  canon. 

(j)  Minutes  of  all  meetings  of  governing  bodies  shall  be  made  and  kept, 
showing  all  resolutions  which  have  been  officially  enacted. 

Canon  17 
The  Diocesan  Assessment  and  Quota 

Section  1.  The  Diocesan  Council  shall,  after  September  1  of  each  year,  prepare 
and  adopt  two  separate  tentative  budgets  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  (calendar)  year, 
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including  therein  (a)  as  to  one  budget,  expenses  to  be  incurred  for  the  support 
of  the  Episcopate  and  the  current  expenses  of  the  Diocese;  and  (b)  as  to  the  other 
budget,  the  quota  apportioned  to  the  Diocese  by  the  Executive  Council, 
proposed  expenditures  for  work,  programs  or  projects  currently  being  admini- 
stered or  supported  by  the  Diocesan  Council,  as  well  as  such  work,  programs 
or  projects  as  it  may  have  undertaken  since  the  last  Convention  and  as  it 
proposes  to  undertake. 

In  preparing  such  budgets,  the  Diocesan  Council  shall  take  into  considera- 
tion its  recommendations  to  the  last  preceding  Convention  concerning  pro- 
posed new  programs  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year,  the  action  of  the  Convention 
with  respect  to  such  recommendations,  the  proposed  budgets  submitted  by  each 
department  and  agency  of  the  Diocese,  and  any  other  information  believed 
pertinent. 

Subsequent  to  adopting  the  tentative  budgets,  the  Diocesan  Council  shall 
prepare  a  scale  of  assessments  to  be  laid  upon  the  parishes  and  missions  pursuant 
to  the  budget  which  provides  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  and  the  current 
expenses  of  the  Diocese,  and  shall  apportion  the  quotas  under  the  other  budget 
among  the  parishes  and  missions  of  the  Diocese  in  such  manner  as  shall  have 
been  directed  by  the  Convention  or  by  action  of  the  Council.  The  Council  shall, 
not  later  than  October  1,  send  notice  of  the  assessment  and  the  quota,  together 
with  a  copy  of  the  two  tentative  budgets,  to  the  rector,  vestry  and  treasurer  of 
each  parish,  and  to  the  vicar  and  the  officials  of  each  mission  in  the  Diocese. 

Section  2.  Every  parish  and  mission  shall  include  the  amount  of  the  assessment 
for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  and  current  expenses  of  the  Diocese  in  its 
annual  budget,  and  one  twelfth  of  each  such  assessment  shall  be  paid  to  the 
diocesan  Treasurer  monthly,  on  or  before  the  25th  day  of  the  month  for  which 
it  is  payable.  In  the  event  any  parish  or  mission  shall,  for  good  reason,  believe 
that  it  cannot  meet  its  assessment  or  that  the  amount  of  the  assessment  should 
be  altered,  it  shall  lodge  an  appeal  with  the  Diocesan  Council  on  or  before 
December  31  of  the  year  prior  to  which  the  assessment  shall  take  effect.  The 
Diocesan  Council  shall  provide  an  opportunity  for  such  appeals  to  be  heard  prior 
to  the  meeting  of  the  annual  Convention,  and  the  Diocesan  Council  shall  have 
power  to  modify  the  scale  of  assessments  on  the  basis  of  such  appeals. 

The  Diocesan  Council  shall  recommend  the  budget  for  the  support  of  the 
Episcopate  and  for  the  current  expenses  of  the  Diocese  to  the  annual  Conven- 
tion, shall  report  the  assessments  made  on  the  parishes  and  missions  for  the 
support  of  such  budget,  and  shall  report  any  appeals  and  action  taken  thereon 
to  the  Convention.  The  Convention  shall  have  the  power  to  act  on  this  budget 
and  to  make  any  modification  in  the  expenditures  budgeted  or  the  assessments 
imposed  which,  in  its  discretion,  it  deems  wise. 
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Section  3.  Every  parish  and  mission  in  the  Diocese  shall  report  to  the  Diocesan 
Council  not  later  than  December  31  of  each  year  the  action  it  proposes  to  take 
with  respect  to  the  quota  apportioned  to  it  for  the  support  of  all  diocesan 
programs  and  obligations  other  than  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  and  current 
expenses  of  the  Diocese,  and  one-twelfth  of  the  amount  accepted  shall  be  paid 
to  the  diocesan  Treasurer  monthly.  On  the  basis  of  such  acceptances  from  the 
parishes  and  missions,  the  Diocesan  Council  shall  recommend  a  final  budget 
to  the  annual  Convention,  showing  the  expenditures  recommended  in  the 
tentative  budget,  the  quotas  apportioned  to  the  parishes  and  missions,  the 
acceptances  from  each  parish  and  mission,  and  the  expenditures  recommended 
on  the  basis  of  such  acceptances.  The  Convention  shall  have  the  power  to  act 
on  this  budget  and  to  make  any  modification  which,  in  its  discretion,  it  deems 
wise. 

Section  4.  The  Diocesan  Council  shall  have  power  to  expend  all  moneys 
provided  in  each  budget  for  the  purposes  therein  specified,  to  expend  any 
surplus  received  in  any  years  over  and  above  diocesan  and  national  obligations, 
and  to  amend  the  budgets,  or  either  of  them,  when  in  its  judgment,  a  changed 
situation  with  respect  to  revenues  received  or  obligations  incurred  makes  a 
change  necessary  or  prudent. 

Canon  18 

Convocations 

Section  1.  The  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  shall  establish,  on 
recommendation  of  the  Bishop  and  Diocesan  Council,  at  least  two  convocations 
of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  and  the  Convention  shall  determine  the 
number  and  the  boundaries  of  the  convocations  in  response  to  recommenda- 
tions from  the  Bishop  and  Diocesan  Council. 

In  determining  the  number  of  convocations  and  in  defining  their  bounda- 
ries, the  Bishop,  Council,  and  Convention  shall  consider  at  least  (a)  the 
furtherance,  welfare,  and  efficiency  of  diocesan  programs  and  administration; 
(b)  the  communicant  strength  produced  in  each  convocation  under  each 
proposal  for  drawing  boundaries;  (c)  the  geography  of  each  convocation  as 
proposed,  including  the  convenience  of  travel  among  the  congregations  in  the 
territory;  and  (d)  the  regional  or  community  ties  and  economic,  social,  and  other 
similarities  existing  within  each  proposed  convocational  area. 
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Section  2.  Each  convocation  shall  elect  a  dean  from  among  the  resident  clergy, 
and  a  warden,  to  serve  with  and  assist  the  dean  from  among  resident  lay  enrolled 
confirmed  adult  communicants  in  good  standing,  each  to  serve  for  a  3-year 
term,  and  each  to  be  eligible  for  re-election.  At  a  meeting  where  the  dean  and 
warden  are  to  be  elected,  the  presence  of  a  majority  in  each  order  shall  constitute 
a  quorum,  and  a  simple  majority  of  those  present  and  entitled  to  vote  shall  be 
necessary  to  an  election. 

The  deans  and  wardens  shall  serve  as  ex  officio  members  of  the  Department 
of  Mission  and  Outreach  of  the  Diocesan  Council. 

Section  3.  Each  convocation  shall  meet  at  stated  times  for  at  least  the  following 
purposes: 

(a)  To  advance  the  missionary  work  of  the  Diocese; 

(b)  To  provide  education  and  training  for  both  clergy  and  laity; 

(c)  To  offer  opportunities  for  worship  and  devotion; 

(d)  To  participate  in  the  administration  of  diocesan  affairs  through  two 
annual  meetings  as  described  in  Section  4,  below. 

Section  4.  The  two  meetings  referred  to  in  Section  3(d),  above,  shall  be 
composed  of  (1)  those  members  of  the  clergy  resident  in  the  convocation  who 
are  eligible  to  vote  in  the  next  succeeding  annual  Convention  and  (2)  those 
members  of  the  laity  who  have  been  elected  to  represent  the  parishes  and 
missions  of  the  convocation  as  delegates  in  the  next  succeeding  annual 
Convention. 

One  such  meeting  is  to  be  held  not  later  than  75  days  before  the  Convention 
is  to  convene  and  is  to  be  devoted  to  hearings  on  tentative  programs  and 
supporting  budgets  being  proposed  for  Convention  adoption. 

The  second  such  meeting  is  to  be  held  not  later  than  10  days  prior  to  the 
date  on  which  the  Convention  is  to  convene  and  is  to  be  devoted  to  (1)  review 
and  discussion  of  the  budgets  as  revised  for  Convention  adoption,  (2)  election 
of  a  dean  and  a  warden,  (3)  other  matters  of  business. 

Section  5.  All  members  of  the  clergy  resident  or  doing  duty  in  any  convocation 
shall  be  members  of  the  convocation,  and  each  parish  and  mission  in  the 
convocation  shall  be  invited  to  send  lay  delegates  to  every  meeting  of  the 
convocation.  The  number  and  nature  of  the  lay  delegates  to  be  sent,  and  the 
purpose  of  the  meeting,  shall  be  indicated  by  whomever  shall  have  called  the 
meeting-dean,  warden,  or  Bishop. 
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Canon  19 
Missions 

[Amended  in  1991] 

Section  1.  Definition.  A  mission  is  a  congregation  of  adult  communicants  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America  that  has  been 
organized  under  the  Constitution  and  canons  of  this  Diocese,  but  which  is  not 
recognized  as  a  parish. 

Section  2.  Establishment  of  Missions.  Missions  may  be  established  outside  the 
neighborhood  of  existing  parishes  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  at  its 
discretion.  Pending  the  selection  of  a  vestry  under  the  provisions  of  Section  3 
of  this  canon,  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  shall  appoint  a  vestry.  With  the 
approval  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  a  mission  so  established  shall  be 
admitted  into  union  with  the  Convention  upon  application  of  the  mission  and 
by  vote  of  the  Convention. 

A  mission  in  the  form  of  a  special  ministry  may  be  established  by  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese,  acting  with  the  advice  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  for  such  period  of  time  and  in  such  places  as  may  be  designated  by 
that  authority. 

Missions  may  also  be  established  within  the  neighborhood  of  an  already 
existing  parish  by  the  rector  of  the  parish  with  the  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority.  Missions  so  established  shall  be  accounted  an  integral  part  of  the 
parish  to  which  they  belong  until  such  time  as  they  may  be  received  by  the 
annual  Convention  as  missions  in  union  with  the  Convention.  And  every 
mission  so  established  shall,  within  five  years  of  its  establishment,  make 
application  to  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  to  be  received  as  a  mission  in  union 
with  the  Convention. 

In  cases  where  a  parish  is  supporting  a  mission  within  the  parish,  the 
Diocesan  Council,  in  determining  the  missionary  quota  of  that  parish,  shall  give 
due  regard  to  the  expense  borne  by  the  parish  in  support  of  the  mission. 

Section  3.  Mission  Vestry  and  Officers,  (a)  Annual  Meeting.  Upon  the  first 
Monday  in  Advent,  unless  some  other  appropriate  date  has  been  designated  by 
the  vestry,  an  annual  meeting  of  the  members  qualified  to  vote  in  the  mission 
shall  be  held. 

(b)  Other  Mission  Meetings.  Upon  the  call  of  the  Vicar  or  a  majority  of 
the  vestry,  a  meeting  of  the  members  qualified  to  vote  in  the  Mission  may  be 
held  at  any  time,  provided  that  notice  of  at  least  one  week  has  been  given. 
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(c)  Persons  Qualified  to  Vote  in  Mission  Meetings.  Members  of  the 
Mission  who  are  enrolled  confirmed  adult  communicants  in  good  standing  of 
this  church  may  vote  when  present  at  any  meeting  of  that  Mission,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  Article  IX,  Section  3  of  the  Constitution  of  this  Diocese. 

(d)  Voting.  Motions,  resolutions,  elections,  and  all  other  matters  presented 
to  a  mission  meeting  for  vote  shall  be  decided  by  a  majority  of  the  qualified 
members  present  and  voting. 

(e)  Vestry.  There  shall  be  elected  at  each  annual  meeting  from  among  its 
enrolled  confirmed  adult  communicants  in  good  standing,  a  vestry  of  not  fewer 
than  three  nor  more  than  nine  persons,  who  shall  hold  office  until  the  next  annual 
meeting  or  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified. 

(f)  Filling  Vestry  Vacancies. 

(1)  In  case  of  a  vacancy  on  a  vestry  by  reason  of  death,  resignation  or 
other  cause,  the  remaining  members  of  the  vestry  may  fill  the  vacancy  from 
among  those  eligible  to  serve  under  the  provisions  of  this  Canon. 

(2)  A  person  elected  to  fill  a  vacancy  shall  hold  office  until  the 
expiration  of  the  term  of  the  person  whose  office  is  to  be  filled. 

(g)  Rotating  System.  Upon  majority  vote  at  its  annual  meeting,  a 
congregation  may  adopt  a  rotating  system  for  its  vestry  if  the  number  to  be 
elected  is  either  six  or  nine  persons  by  electing  one-third  in  number  to  serve  one 
year,  one-third  in  number  to  serve  two  years,  and  one-third  in  number  to  serve 
three  years.  Thereafter  such  a  congregation  shall  annually  elect  from  its 
qualified  members  who  have  not  served  on  the  vestry  during  the  past  year  one- 
third  of  the  members  of  its  vestry  whose  terms  of  office  shall  be  for  three  years. 

(h)  Officers.  A  senior  and  a  junior  warden  shall  be  elected  annually  by  the 
vestry  from  among  its  members.  The  senior  warden  shall  be  elected  on  the 
Vicar's  nomination.  If  there  be  no  Vicar  the  election  of  the  senior  warden  shall 
proceed  as  in  the  case  of  the  other  vestry  officers.  The  vestry  shall  also  elect  a 
clerk  and  a  treasurer  who  need  not  be  members  of  the  vestry  and  whose  terms 
of  office  shall  be  for  one  year  or  until  their  successors  are  elected. 

(i)  Report  to  the  Diocesan  Council. 

The  names  and  mailing  addresses  of  the  foregoing  officers  of  the  Mission 
vestry  shall  be  reported  promptly  to  the  Diocesan  Council.  If  a  Mission  fails 
to  elect  a  vestry  and  officers,  the  Bishop  may  appoint  such  vestry  members  and 
officers. 

(j)  Vestry  Meetings.  All  the  provisions  of  Canon  22,  Section  5  relating  to 
vestry  meetings  of  parishes  shall  apply  equally  to  vestry  meetings  of  missions. 
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Section  4.  Admission  to  Union  with  Convention.  In  order  to  be  admitted  into 
union  with  the  Convention,  a  mission  congregation  comprising  20  or  more  adult 
communicants  shall: 

First.  Obtain  the  written  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority. 

Second.  If  within  the  neighborhood  of  any  already  existing  parishes  or 
missions  in  union  with  the  Convention,  obtain  and  present  to  the  Convention 

S  written  statements  from  the  rectors  of  such  parishes  or  vicars  of  such  missions 

that  they  have  been  consulted  with  regard  to  the  wisdom  of  the  establishment 
of  the  new  congregation. 

Third.  Assume  a  name  with  the  consent  of  the  Bishop  and  elect  a  vestry. 

Fourth.  Subscribe  and  present  to  the  Diocesan  Commission  on  Admission 
of  Congregations,  at  least  30  days  before  the  meeting  of  the  Convention,  a 
certificate  in  the  following  words,  viz: 

"We,  the  undersigned,  being  adult  communicants,  desirous  to  form 
ourselves  into  a  mission  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of 
North  Carolina,  do  certify  that 

(a)  We  consent  to  be  governed  by  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the 
Church,  as  set  forth  in  the  General  Convention,  and  in  the  Constitution  and 
Canons  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese; 

(b)  We  have  assumed  the  name  of ;  and 

(c)  We  have  elected  the  following  persons  as  members  of  the  Vestry: 


(d)  We  have  the  ability  and  it  is  our  purpose  to  provide  a  suitable  place  of 
worship  and  to  bear  our  proportion  of  the  Episcopal  Maintenance  and  Church's 
Program  Budgets;  and 

(e)  With  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  it  is  our 
purpose  to  provide  and,  if  within  the  financial  ability  of  our  congregation,  pay 
for  regular  priestly  ministrations. 

In  witness  whereof,  we  have  hereunto  subscribed  our  names;  this 
day  of ,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord ." 

For  the  purpose  of  recording  said  subscriptions,  as  also  for  the  purpose  of 
receiving  the  subscriptions  of  subsequent  voters,  provided  for  by  Article  IX, 
Section  3,  of  the  Constitution,  a  book  shall  be  kept  by  the  vestry  of  each  mission, 
and  shall  be  available  at  elections  for  vestry  members. 

Section  5.  Report  of  Mission  Officers.  Upon  the  establishment  of  a  mission,  the 
Bishop  shall  promptly  file  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  a  copy  in 
writing  of  the  appointment  of  the  member  of  the  clergy  designated  as  the  vicar, 
as  well  as  the  officers  appointed  for  the  mission,  together  with  their  respective 
post  office  addresses. 
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Section  6.  Maintaining  Status.  In  order  to  maintain  its  status  as  a  mission  in 
union  with  the  Convention,  a  congregation 

(a)  must  at  all  times  meet  the  minimum  of  standard  business  methods 
prescribed  by  Canon  16,  and  submit  to  the  Department  of  Finance  and  Business 
Methods  of  the  Diocesan  Council,  on  or  before  September  1  each  year,  a 
certified  copy  of  its  annual  audit  for  the  preceding  fiscal  year  as  prescribed  by 
Canon  16(f); 

(b)  must  not  fail  in  any  single  year  to  file  with  the  Bishop  or  with  the 
Secretary  of  the  Convention,  if  the  Secretary  has  been  designated  as  the 
Bishop's  agent  for  that  purpose,  a  complete  and  correct  parochial  report  as 
prescribed  in  Canon  30;  and 

(c)  must  not  fail  for  two  consecutive  years  to  be  represented  at  the  Diocesan 
Convention; 

(d)  must,  beginning  three  years  following  the  adoption  of  this  canon,  be 
able  to  demonstrate  that  it  has  maintained  an  average  of  at  least  20  adult 
communicant  members  during  the  preceding  three  years,  or  during  the  term  of 
its  union  with  the  Convention  if  less  than  three  years;  provided  that  the 
provisions  of  this  (d)  shall  not  apply  to  missions  in  union  with  the  Convention 
prior  to  February  1,  1987; 

(e)  must  be  subject  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Episcopal  Church, 
and  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina; 

(f)  must,  within  its  financial  ability,  pay  for  regular  priestly  ministrations, 
including  at  least  two  celebrations  of  the  Holy  Eucharist  each  calendar  month; 

(g)  must,  under  the  provisions  of  Canon  17,  Section  3,  have  reported  to  the 
Diocesan  Council  by  December  31  what  steps  it  has  taken  and  expects  to  take 
in  order  to  accept  and  pay  its  full  Church's  Program  quota,  and,  if  accepting  less 
than  its  full  quota,  to  explain  why  it  is  unable  to  carry  out  the  intention  it  certified 
when  admitted  to  union  with  the  Convention; 

(h)  must  maintain  a  suitable  place  of  worship. 

Canon  20 

Reports  of  Mission  Churches 

Section  1.  The  ministers  and  officers  of  all  missions  and  of  all  parishes 
supported  wholly  or  in  part  by  appropriations  of  missionary  funds,  whether 
diocesan  or  general,  shall  make  reports  to  the  Diocesan  Council  as  to  their  work. 

Section  2.  The  treasurer  of  each  mission  and  of  each  parish  whose  ministers 
receive  a  missionary  stipend  shall  report  to  the  Diocesan  Council  by  the  15th 
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day  of  December  each  year,  the  amounts  subscribed  or  pledged  by  the  members 
of  such  mission  or  parish  toward  the  salary  of  the  minister  thereof,  the  Episcopal 
Maintenance  Fund,  and  the  Diocesan  Church's  Program  Fund  for  the  next 
calendar  year.  When  the  amounts  so  pledged  or  subscribed  by  any  congregation 
appear  inadequate,  or  when  the  treasurer  thereof  has  failed  to  report,  the 
presiding  officer  of  the  committee  charged  with  the  responsibility  for  missions, 
either  in  person  or  by  deputy,  may  canvass  the  members  of  such  congregation 
for  pledges  or  subscriptions. 


Canon  21 
Organization  of  Parishes 

[Amended  in  1993] 

Section  1.  In  order  to  organize  a  new  parish  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina, 
the  proposed  congregation,  comprising  100  or  more  enrolled  confirmed  adult 
communicants  in  good  standing  at  the  time  of  its  application  for  admission  into 
union  with  the  Convention  shall: 

First.  Obtain  the  written  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority. 

Second.  If  within  the  neighborhood  of  any  existing  parishes  or  missions, 
obtain  written  statements  from  the  rectors  or  vicars  thereof  that  they  have  been 
consulted  as  to  the  wisdom  of  the  establishment  of  the  new  congregation. 

Third.  Assume  a  name  and  elect  a  vestry. 

Fourth.  Subscribe  and  present  to  the  Diocesan  Commission  on  Admission 
of  Congregations,  at  least  30  days  before  the  meeting  of  the  Convention,  a 
certificate  in  the  following  words,  viz: 

"We,  the  undersigned,  enrolled  confirmed  adult  communicants  in  good 
standing,  desirous  to  form  ourselves  into  a  parish  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  do  certify  that  we  consent  to  be 
governed  by  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church,  as  set  forth  in  the 
General  Convention,  and  in  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church  in  this 

Diocese;  that  we  have  assumed  the  name  of ,  and 

have  elected  the  following  persons  to  serve  as  a  vestry: ;  that 

we  have  the  ability  and  that  it  is  our  purpose  either  to  employ  and  support  a  full- 
time  priest  at  a  salary  in  an  amount  not  less  than  that  adopted  for  mission  clergy 
by  the  Diocesan  Council  from  time  to  time,  together  with  such  other  emolu- 
ments pertaining  to  the  office  of  rector  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  minimum 
salary  schedule,  or,  with  the  permission  of  the  Bishop,  to  employ  a  resident 
priest  on  a  part-time  basis.    It  is  also  our  purpose  to  provide  and  maintain  a 
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suitable  place  of  worship  and  to  pay  our  proportion  of  the  Episcopal  Mainte- 
nance and  Church's  Program  Budgets.  In  witness  whereof,  we  have  hereunto 

subscribed  our  names,  this day  of ,  in  the  year  of 

our  Lord ." 

For  the  purpose  of  recording  said  subscriptions,  as  also  for  the  purpose  of 
receiving  the  subscriptions  of  subsequent  voters,  provided  for  by  Article  IX, 
Sec.  3,  or  the  Constitution,  a  book  shall  be  kept  by  the  vestry  of  each  parish,  and 
shall  be  available  at  elections  for  members  of  the  vestry.  For  the  purposes  of 
this  canon  the  expression  "full-time"  shall  mean  being  on  call  at  all  times  at  least 
five  days  (including  Sunday)  a  week. 

Section  2.  A  Multi-Congregation  Parish.  Whenever  more  than  one  and  not 
more  than  three  contiguous  congregations  shall  organize  themselves  into  a 
parish  and  shall  have  been  admitted  to  union  with  the  Convention,  it  shall  have 
only  one  vestry,  elected  according  to  by-laws  assuring  proper  representation  for 
its  component  congregations;  a  single  parish  budget  which  shall  include  at  least 
the  minimum  compensation  of  its  rector;  and  a  single  set  of  lay  representatives 
in  Diocesan  Convention.  Under  its  by-laws  the  parish  is  authorized  to  establish 
whatever  local  advisory  bodies  it  considers  desirable. 

Section  3.  Organization  of  a  Mission.  Any  parish  which  may  wish  to  locate  or 
establish  a  mission  in  the  neighborhood  of  another  parish  or  mission,  or  any 
parish  or  mission  which  shall  deem  its  rights  encroached  upon,  or  its  prosperity 
or  usefulness  endangered  by  the  proposed  location  in  its  neighborhood  of  a 
parish  or  mission  by  whatever  authority,  may  ask  for  a  determination  of  the 
matter  under  the  good  offices  of  the  Bishop.  In  such  case  the  Bishop  shall  call 
for,  and  appoint  the  time  and  place  of,  a  conference  of  the  rectors,  vicars,  and 
vestries  of  the  parishes  and  missions  in  interest.  But  if  such  conference  with  the 
advice  of  the  Bishop  shall  not  result  in  an  amicable  adjustment  of  the  differences 
between  the  parties  thereto,  the  Bishop  or  either  of  the  parties  in  interest  may 
lay  the  matter  at  issue  before  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese.  After 
careful  investigation  and  consideration,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  render 
its  decision,  which  shall  be  final. 

Section  4.  To  maintain  its  status  as  a  parish,  the  parish  must  meet  the  following 
standards: 

(a)  It  must  have  an  average  of  at  least  100  enrolled  confirmed  adult 
communicants  in  good  standing  for  the  three  years  preceding  the  date  of 
ascertaining  whether  this  standard  has  been  met,  or  the  term  of  its  existence  if 
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less  than  three  years. 

(b)  It  must  maintain  and  control  a  suitable  place  of  worship. 

(c)  It  must  bear  its  proportionate  share  of  the  expenses  of  the  Diocese  and 
the  Church  according  to  the  canons. 

(d)  It  must  employ  and  support  as  rector  a  full-time  resident  priest,  or,  with 
the  permission  of  the  Bishop,  a  resident  priest  on  a  part-time  basis.  The  full- 
time  rector  and  any  full-time  assistants  shall  be  paid  a  salary  for  each  in  an 
amount  not  less  than  the  minimum  salary  adopted  for  mission  clergy  by  the 
Diocesan  Council  from  time  to  time,  together  with  such  other  emoluments 
pertaining  to  the  office  of  rector  or  assistant  to  the  rector  as  may  be  prescribed 
under  said  minimum  salary  schedule;  provided  that  in  the  case  of  a  vacancy  in 
a  parish  the  Bishop  may  deem  it  expedient  and  proper  to  maintain  divine 
services  in  the  parish  under  the  provisions  of  Canon  26,  Section  1,  and  may 
procure  the  part-time  services  of  a  minister  for  the  parish  until  a  rector  can  be 
obtained.  The  parish  shall  pay  to  the  part-time  minister  such  compensation  for 
the  temporary  services  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Bishop. 

(e)  It  must  not  fail  for  two  consecutive  years  to  be  represented  at  the  annual 
Convention  of  the  Diocese. 

(f)  It  must  be  subject  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  and  of  the  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina. 

(g)  It  must  not  fail  in  any  single  year  to  file  with  the  Bishop  or  with  the 
Secretary  of  the  Convention,  if  the  Secretary  be  designated  as  the  Bishop's 
agent  for  such  purpose,  a  complete  and  correct  parochial  report  as  prescribed 
and  required  by  the  provisions  of  Canon  30. 

(h)  It  must  at  all  times  meet  the  minimum  standard  of  business  methods 
prescribed  by  Canon  16,  and  submit  to  the  Department  of  Finance  and  Business 
Methods  of  the  Diocesan  Council,  on  or  before  September  1,  each  year,  a 
certified  copy  of  its  annual  audit  for  the  preceding  fiscal  year  prepared  as 
prescribed  by  Canon  16(f). 

(i)  It  must,  under  the  provisions  of  Canon  17,  Section  3,  have  reported  to 
the  Diocesan  Council  by  December  31  what  steps  it  has  taken  and  expects  to 
take  in  order  to  accept  and  pay  its  full  Church's  Program  quota,  and,  if  accepting 
less  than  its  full  quota,  to  explain  why  it  is  unable  to  carry  out  the  intention  it 
certified  when  admitted  to  union  with  the  Convention. 

(j)  It  must  comply  with  any  decision  of  the  Bishop  rendered  under  Canon  42. 
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Canon  22 
Meetings,  Vestries  and  Wardens  of  Parishes 

[Amended  in  1991] 

Section  1.  Parish  Meetings,  (a)  Annual  Meeting.  An  annual  meeting  of  the 
members  qualified  to  vote  in  a  parish  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Monday  in  Advent 
unless  the  vestry  of  the  parish  designates  some  other  date  for  the  required  annual 
meeting. 

(b)  Other  Parish  Meetings.  Upon  the  call  of  the  vestry,  a  meeting  of  the 
members  qualified  to  vote  in  a  parish  may  be  held  at  any  time,  provided  that 
notice  of  at  least  one  week  has  been  given. 

(c)  Persons  Qualified  to  Vote  in  Parish  Meetings,  An  enrolled  confirmed 
adult  communicant  in  good  standing  in  this  Church  may  vote  when  present  at 
any  meeting  of  that  parish,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Article  IX, 
Section  3  of  the  Constitution  of  this  Diocese. 

(d)  By-Laws.  For  the  orderly  conduct  of  parish  meetings,  for  the  adoption 
of  a  rotating  vestry  system  as  authorized  by  Section  2  of  this  canon,  and  for  the 
election  of  members  of  the  vestry,  by-laws  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitu- 
tion and  Canons  of  the  Diocese  may  be  adopted  by  any  parish  meeting. 

(e)  Voting.  Motions,  resolutions,  elections,  and  all  other  matters  presented 
to  a  parish  meeting  for  vote  shall  be  decided  by  a  majority  of  the  qualified 
members  present  and  voting. 

Section  2.  Vestries,  (a)  Size  and  Composition.  A  vestry  shall  be  composed  of 
not  fewer  than  three  nor  more  than  15  members  of  the  parish  who  are  enrolled 
confirmed  adult  communicants  in  good  standing  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church. 

(b)  Vestry  Plan  One.  At  each  annual  parish  meeting  a  vestry  shall  be 
elected  who  shall  hold  office  until  the  next  annual  parish  meeting  or  until  their 
successors  are  duly  elected. 

(c)  Vestry  Plan  Two.  As  an  alternative  to  Vestry  Plan  One,  a  parish  may 
adopt  a  rotating  vestry  system.  At  the  first  election  following  the  adoption  of 
a  rotating  system,  which  shall  be  held  at  the  annual  parish  meeting,  one-third 
of  the  members  of  the  vestry  are  elected  to  serve  for  one  year,  one-third  for  two 
years,  and  one-third  for  three  years.  Thereafter,  at  the  annual  parish  meeting, 
one-third  of  the  vestry  shall  be  elected  from  among  those  who  have  not  served 
on  the  vestry  during  the  past  year,  except  that  those  appointed  during  the  past 
year  to  fill  unexpired  terms  of  one  year  or  less  may,  under  provisions  of  parish 
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by-laws,  be  made  eligible  for  election  to  a  full  term,  and  the  terms  of  those  so 
elected  shall  be  for  three  years.  A  parish  may  include  in  its  rotating  system  a 
provision  that  no  retiring  member  of  the  vestry  shall  be  eligible  for  re-election 
until  a  specified  period  of  time,  not  to  exceed  five  years,  has  elapsed  following 
the  expiration  of  that  person's  term  on  the  vestry. 

(d)  Vestry  Plan  Three.  As  an  alternate  to  Vestry  Plans  One  and  Two,  a 
parish  may  adopt  a  two-year  rotating  system,  as  follows:  At  the  first  election 
after  such  a  system  is  adopted,  one-half  of  the  members  of  the  vestry  shall  be 
elected  for  one  year  and  one-half  for  two  years.  Thereafter,  at  the  annual 
meeting,  one-half  of  the  vestry  shall  be  elected  from  among  those  who  have  not 
served  on  the  vestry  during  the  past  year,  and  the  terms  of  those  so  elected  shall 
be  for  two  years.  Persons  appointed  during  the  past  year  to  fill  unexpired  terms 
of  one  year  or  less  under  provisions  of  parish  by-laws,  may  be  made  eligible  for 
election  for  a  full  term,  and  the  terms  of  those  so  elected  shall  be  for  two  years. 
Should  a  parish  vote  to  change  the  Vestry  Plan  Two  to  Vestry  Plan  Three,  the 
change  shall  be  effected  by  electing  for  two-year  terms  those  who  are  to  take 
the  place  of  persons  whose  terms  of  office  had  been  three  years.  A  parish  may 
include  in  its  rotating  vestry  system  a  provision  that  no  retiring  member  of  the 
vestry  shall  be  eligible  for  re-election  until  a  specified  period  of  time,  not  to 
exceed  five  years,  has  elapsed  following  the  expiration  of  that  person's  term  on 
the  vestry. 

(e)  Filling  Vestry  Vacancies. 

(1)  In  case  of  a  vacancy  on  a  vestry  by  reason  of  death,  resignation, 
or  other  cause,  the  remaining  members  of  the  vestry  may  fill  the  vacancy  from 
among  those  eligible  to  serve  under  the  provisions  of  this  canon. 

(2)  A  person  elected  to  fill  a  vacancy  on  a  vestry  shall  hold  office  until 
the  expiration  of  the  term  of  the  person  whose  office  is  to  be  filled. 

(f)  By-Laws,  For  the  orderly  conduct  of  its  meetings  and  other  business, 
a  vestry  may  adopt  by-laws  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and  Canons 
of  the  Diocese.  A  copy  of  the  by-laws  and  each  amendment  thereto  adopted  by 
each  parish,  certified  by  the  secretary,  shall  be  filed  within  30  days  thereafter 
with  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese  for  approval.  The  Ecclesias- 
tical Authority  may,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
disapprove  any  by-law  which  is  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  or  Canons 
of  the  Diocese  or  of  the  General  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 

(g)  Nomination  and  Election  Procedures. 

(1)  Nominations  of  persons  to  be  elected  to  a  vestry  may  be  received 
at  an  annual  parish  meeting  in  accordance  with  by-laws  adopted  by  the  parish. 
By-laws  governing  the  nomination  of  persons  for  election  to  the  vestry  may 
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provide  for  taking  preferential  ballots  prior  to  the  time  of  the  annual  parish 
meeting,  but  if  this  is  done,  the  by-laws  shall  provide  that  the  number  of 
nominees  presented  for  election  at  the  annual  parish  meeting  shall  be  at  least 
twice  the  number  of  positions  to  be  filled  on  the  vestry  at  that  meeting. 

(2)  A  majority  of  those  present  and  voting  in  an  annual  parish  meeting 
shall  be  necessary  to  elect  a  member  of  the  vestry.  Nominees  receiving  a 
majority  shall  be  declared  elected.  If  additional  ballots  are  required,  the 
nominees  to  be  voted  on  shall  be  limited  to  twice  the  number  of  positions 
remaining  to  be  filled  and,  within  that  number,  shall  be  those  not  elected  on  the 
previous  ballot  who  received  the  highest  number  of  votes.  However,  should 
there  be  a  tie  vote  for  the  last  position  on  any  subsequent  ballot,  the  number  of 
nominees  to  be  placed  on  that  ballot  shall  be  increased  to  include  the  two  or  more 
nominees  whose  votes  were  tied. 

(3)  Nominations  and  elections  for  members  of  the  vestry  may  be  by 
paper  ballot  or  by  voice  vote  in  accordance  with  the  by-laws  adopted  by  a  parish 
meeting  as  provided  in  Section  1  of  this  canon. 

Section  3.  Wardens. 

(a)  Election.  Each  vestry  shall  annually  elect  from  among  its  own  number 
a  Senior  and  a  Junior  Warden.  The  vestry  shall  elect  the  Senior  Warden  upon 
nomination  by  the  rector  unless  there  is  no  rector,  in  which  case  the  election 
shall  proceed  without  the  rector's  nomination.  If  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  office 
of  Senior  Warden  or  Junior  Warden,  a  successor  shall  be  nominated  and  elected 
in  the  same  manner. 

(b)  Duties.  In  the  absence  of  the  rector,  the  wardens  shall  preside  in  all 
meetings  of  the  vestry  or  congregation,  in  order  of  their  official  seniority.  As 
representatives  of  the  vestry,  they  shall  (subject  to  the  vestry's  directions  and 
consistent  with  the  rights  of  the  rector)  have  charge  of  the  church  building  and 
they  shall  see  that  it  is  kept  from  all  uses  inconsistent  with  the  doctrine  or 
discipline  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  and,  so  far  as  possible,  in  good 
repair,  as  becomes  the  house  of  God.  The  wardens  shall  see  that  the  church  is 
prepared  for  public  worship  and  that  order  is  preserved  during  that  worship;  that 
suitable  books  are  provided  for  the  services,  vestments  for  the  clergy,  and,  when 
necessary,  the  elements  for  the  Holy  Communion. 

Section  4.  Treasurer,  In  the  absence  of  any  other  appointment,  the  Junior 
Warden  shall  act  as  treasurer  of  the  parish. 
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Section  5.  Vestry  Meetings  in  Certain  Cases. 

(a)  Should  the  rector  refuse  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  vestry  and,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  wardens  or  a  majority  of  the  vestry,  such  a  meeting  would  be  of 
importance,  the  wardens  or  any  three  members  of  the  vestry  may  call  a  vestry 
meeting.  In  such  a  case,  however,  the  rector  shall  be  notified  of  the  time  and 
place  of  the  called  meeting  of  the  Vestry. 

(b)  Except  by  unanimous  consent,  all  vestry  members  shall  receive  at  least 
three  days  advance  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  each  vestry  meeting  other 
than  regular  meetings  that  have  been  scheduled  by  the  vestry  at  the  beginning 
of  each  year. 

(c)  At  each  vestry  meeting,  the  presence  of  a  majority  of  the  membership 
shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum.  Motions,  resolutions,  elections  and 
all  other  matters  presented  to  the  vestry  for  vote  shall  be  decided  by  a  majority 
of  the  members  present  at  a  meeting  at  which  a  quorum  is  present. 

(d)  Accurate  minutes  of  each  vestry  meeting  shall  be  kept,  signed  by  the 
secretary  or  clerk,  presented  at  the  next  meeting  for  approval,  revised  if 
necessary,  thereafter  approved,  and  preserved  with  the  records  of  the  parish. 

Canon  23 
Legal  Powers  of  a  Parish  Vestry 

Section  1.  The  vestry  of  a  parish  shall  be  the  trustees,  shall  have  charge  of  all 
the  secular  concerns  thereof,  shall  hold  the  property  belonging  thereto,  and  shall 
be  authorized  to  collect,  invest  and  disburse  its  funds. 

Section  2.  Before  the  vestry  of  any  parish  shall  be  authorized  to  sell,  mortgage, 
or  otherwise  convey  or  encumber  any  real  property  held  by  it,  it  shall  obtain  the 
written  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  acting  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese.  Upon  obtaining  this 
consent,  the  vestry  may,  by  appropriate  resolution,  authorize  the  wardens  of  the 
parish  to  execute  such  instruments  as  may  be  necessary  or  convenient  for  the 
purpose,  and  instruments  so  executed  shall  have  the  same  force  and  effect  as 
if  executed  individually  by  the  members  of  the  vestry.  In  such  instruments,  a 
recital  by  the  wardens  of  their  authority  to  act  on  behalf  of  the  vestry,  and  of  the 
fact  that  the  written  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  acting  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  has  been 
obtained,  shall  be  prima  facie  true,  and  in  the  absence  of  notice  or  knowledge 
to  the  contrary,  may  be  relied  upon  by  the  grantee  or  grantees  in  such 
instruments. 
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Canon  24 
Junior  or  Associate  Vestry 

Section  1.  The  Congregation  of  each  parish  and  mission  in  the  Diocese  shall 
have  the  authority  at  any  regular  annual  meeting,  notice  of  which  shall  include 
a  copy  of  such  proposed  action,  to  create  and  elect  a  junior  or  associate  vestry, 
composed  of  no  more  than  six  enrolled  confirmed  adult  communicants  in  good 
standing,  and  prescribing  the  number,  term  of  office,  and  defining  the  scope  of 
authority  delegated  to  such  junior  or  associate  vestry.  If  a  junior  or  associate 
vestry  is  established,  all  matters  which  have  been  or  may  be  placed  specifically 
within  the  power  and  authority  of  the  regular  vestry  of  parishes  and  missions 
by  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  General  Convention  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  or  by  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the 
Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  shall  remain  in  the  sole  and  exclusive  jurisdiction 
of  the  vestry. 

Section  2.  Any  regular  vestry  of  a  parish  or  mission  may,  in  its  discretion,  invite 
the  junior  or  associate  vestry  to  meet  jointly  with  it,  participate  in  discussion 
of  all  matters  and  vote  on  all  matters  coming  before  the  vestry,  except  matters 
of  contract,  real  property,  trusts  committed  to  the  vestry,  or  other  matters 
concerning  which  minors  are  not  authorized  to  act  under  the  laws  of  North 
Carolina. 

Section  3.  The  congregation  at  any  annual  meeting  shall  have  the  authority  to 
change,  modify,  amend  or  rescind  any  action  theretofore  authorized  under  the 
provisions  of  this  canon. 

Canon  25 
Status  of  Parishes  and  Missions 

[Amended  in  1993] 
Section  1. 

(a)  By  December  15  of  each  year,  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee 
shall  have  made  an  annual  survey  of  the  parishes  and  missions  of  the  Diocese. 
If,  after  any  survey,  they  shall  find  that  a  parish  does  not  meet  the  standards  set 
in  Canon  21,  Section  4,  they  shall  notify  the  parish  that  unless,  within  one  year 
from  said  notice,  it  meets  the  aforesaid  standards,  the  Bishop,  with  the  advice 
of  the  Standing  Committee,  will  change  its  status  to  that  of  mission.   Such  a 
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change  will  go  into  effect  at  the  end  of  the  following  December  if  all  such 
standards  are  not  met. 

(b)  If,  after  any  survey,  the  Bishop  and  the  Standing  Committee  shall  find  that 
a  mission  does  not  meet  the  standards  set  in  Canons  16,  19,  and  20,  they  shall 
notify  the  mission  that  unless  the  mission  meets  the  aforesaid  standards  within 
one  year  from  said  notice,  the  Bishop,  with  the  advice  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  will  request  the  Convention  next  following  the  end  of  that  year  to 
dissolve  the  mission's  union  with  the  Convention. 

(c)  Should  any  parish  fail  to  meet  the  numerical  membership  requirements 
set  forth  in  Canon  21,  Section  4(a),  it  may  yet  maintain  parish  status  if  it 
demonstrates  to  the  Bishop  and  the  Standing  Committee  that 

(1)  It  has  the  financial  and  other  resources  to  meet  and  is  meeting  the 
requirements  in  Canon  21,  Sections  4(b-j); 

(2)  It,  in  fact,  accepts  and  pays  its  full  Church's  Program  quota; 

(3)  It  maintains  the  normal  church  programs,  particularly  outreach  and 
Christian  Education  programs,  appropriate  to  the  character  and  needs  of  its 
membership. 

(d)  Any  parish  or  mission  affected  by  this  canon  is  entitled,  upon  its  request, 
to  a  hearing  before  the  Standing  Committee  within  the  year's  time  granted  in 
this  canon. 

Section  2.  If  a  parish  is  dissolved  or  if  its  status  is  changed  from  parish  to 
mission,  the  property  belonging  to  it  shall  vest  in  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese, 
in  trust  for  the  interests  of  the  Church  in  the  late  parish,  and  shall,  upon  the  bona 
fide  reorganization  and  admission  into  union  with  the  Convention  as  a  parish, 
be  reconveyed  to  the  parish. 

Section  3.  Upon  the  dissolution  of  a  parish  or  mission,  the  Trustees  of  the 
Diocese,  upon  failure  of  the  congregation  of  the  parish  or  mission  to  reorganize 
within  a  reasonable  time,  and  upon  the  adoption  of  a  resolution  by  the  Trustees 
that  it  will  be  for  the  best  interest  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese,  shall  have  the 
power  and  the  authority  to  sell  and  convey  such  property  and  to  execute  and 
deliver  a  good  and  sufficient  deed  upon  the  payment  of  such  sale  price  as  may 
be  determined  or  to  manage,  rent,  lease  or  otherwise  dispose  of  said  property 
by  instrument  sufficient  for  that  purpose,  first  having  obtained  the  written 
consent  of  the  Bishop,  acting  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Standing 
Committee.  The  proceeds  and  income  from  such  a  sale  shall  then  be  held  by 
the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  to  be  used  for  the  establishment  of  a  mission  or  parish 
in  the  community  or  area  available  to  the  members  of  the  congregation  who 
formerly  attended  the  parish  or  mission  which  had  been  dissolved;  and  should 
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this  not  be  practical  and  feasible  to  the  Bishop  and  the  Trustees,  the  proceeds 
and  income  from  said  property  and  all  accumulations  thereto,  less  any  expense 
incurred  in  connection  therewith,  shall  be  delivered  to  the  North  Carolina 
Episcopal  Church  Foundation,  Inc.,  or  applied  to  and  used  for  such  other  Godly 
purpose  as  may  be  directed  by  the  Diocesan  Convention. 

Canon  26 
Filling  Vacant  Cures 

Section  1.  When  a  parish  or  congregation  becomes  vacant,  the  wardens  or  other 
proper  officers  shall  inform  the  Bishop.  If  the  authorities  of  the  parish  shall  for 
30  days  have  failed  to  make  provision  for  services,  the  Bishop  shall  take  such 
measures  as  may  be  deemed  expedient  for  the  temporary  maintenance  of  divine 
services  therein. 

Section  2.  No  rector  shall  be  elected  by  any  vestry  until  the  member  of  the  clergy 
who  is  proposed  by  the  vestry  shall  have  been  approved  in  writing  by  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese. 

Section  3.  Written  notice  of  the  election  signed  by  the  wardens  shall  be  sent  to 
the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese.  If  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  be 
satisfied  that  the  person  so  chosen  is  a  duly  qualified  minister  and  has  accepted 
the  office,  it  shall  send  notice  thereof  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  who 
shall  so  record  it.  Such  record  shall  be  sufficient  evidence  of  the  relation 
between  the  minister  and  the  parish. 

Section  4.  No  assistant  minister  shall  be  called  by  the  rector  of  a  parish  without 
the  consent  of  the  vestry,  and  until  the  proposed  assistant  be  approved  in  writing 
by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese. 

Section  5.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  a  mission,  the  Bishop  shall  appoint  a  vicar 
for  a  term  of  not  more  than  four  years;  at  the  end  of  such  term  the  vicar  may  be 
re-appointed. 

Canon  27 
Memorials 

No  memorial  shall  hereafter  be  placed  in  any  church  without  the  consent  both 
of  the  rector  or  vicar  and  of  the  vestry.  No  memorial  heretofore  placed  in  any 
church,  and  none  hereafter  placed  in  accordance  with  this  canon,  shall  be  altered 
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or  removed  without  the  consent  both  of  the  rector  or  vicar,  and  of  the  vestry. 
When  there  is  no  rector  or  vicar,  the  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of 
the  Diocese,  with  that  of  the  vestry,  shall  suffice,  and  if  there  be  no  vestry,  the 
consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  with  that  of  the  vicar,  must  be  obtained.

Canon  28 
Collections  and  Offerings 

I 

Section  1.  Annually  on  Thanksgiving  Day  all  clergy  of  the  diocese  shall  take 
an  offering  from  the  congregations  they  serve  for  the  Thompson  Orphanage  and 
Training  Institution.

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  vestry  of  each  parish  and  mission  in  the 
Diocese  to  obtain,  with  the  assistance  of  the  rector  of  the  parish  and  the  vicar 
of  the  mission,  from  every  member  of  the  same,  if  possible,  an  individual 
subscription,  payable  weekly  to  the  work  of  the  Diocesan  Council  and  to  such 
missionary  and  benevolent  objects  as  may  be  included  in  the  diocesan  pro- 
grams. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  of  such  funds  in  each  parish  or 
mission  to  remit  promptly  each  month  to  the  proper  officer  entitled  to  receive 
them  all  amounts  collected  as  herein  provided.  Any  funds  contributed  for  the 
above  purposes  shall  not  be  used,  even  temporarily,  for  any  purpose  other  than 
that  for  which  they  were  contributed. 

Canon  29 
Clergy  Liable  to  Missionary  Duty 

All  clergy  receiving  aid  from  the  missionary  funds  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  liable 
to  perform  regular  missionary  duty.  The  sphere  of  such  duty  shall  be  fixed  by 
the  Bishop  and  the  amount  of  aid  therefor  shall  be  determined  by  the  Bishop  and 
the  Diocesan  Council. 

Canon  30 

Definitions,  Registers,  and  Reports 

Section  1.  Registers.  Each  congregation  of  this  Diocese  shall,  by  and  under  the 
supervision  of  its  rector  or  vicar  and  vestry,  keep  and  maintain  in  a  permanent 
book  known  as  its  Parish  or  Mission  Register,  an  up-to-date  record  of  all 
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baptisms,  confirmations,  marriages  and  burials  solemnized  within  that  congre- 
gation. This  record  shall  specify  the  names  of  the  persons  in  each  instance;  the 
parentage  and  date  of  birth  of  those  baptized,  with  the  names  of  their  sponsors 
or  witnesses;  the  date  when  each  rite  was  performed;  and  the  name  or  names 
of  the  officiating  minister  or  ministers.  In  the  case  of  each  individual  baptism, 
the  officiating  minister  shall  sign  the  Register.  This  Register  signed  by  the 
minister,  or  by  the  Senior  Warden  if  there  is  no  minister,  shall  be  presented  to 
the  Bishop  for  inspection  at  every  annual  visitation. 

Section  2.  Other  Required  Reports.  Every  minister  canonically  resident  in  this 
Diocese  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  baptisms,  marriages  and  burials  solemnized 
by  him  or  her  that  are  not  otherwise  reported  in  the  Register  of  a  congregation 
of  this  Diocese  as  required  by  Section  1,  as  well  as  any  other  otherwise 
unreported  official  acts  done  or  performed  or  services  held  by  him  or  her  during 
the  preceding  calendar  year,  and  shall  annually  before  February  1  report  them 
to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority.  If  he  or  she  has  not  performed  any  such  official 
acts  or  held  any  such  services  in  that  period,  he  or  she  shall  report  that  fact  and 
the  causes  or  reasons  which  have  prevented  him  or  her  from  performing  them. 
The  provisions  of  this  Section  2  shall  apply  equally  to  otherwise  unreported  rites 
solemnized  or  services  held  in  this  Diocese  by  clergy  who  are  not  canonically 
resident  in  but  are  licensed  to  serve  in  this  Diocese. 

Section  3.  (a)  Definitions.  A  member  of  this  Church  is  a  person  who  has  been 
baptized  with  water  in  the  Name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy 
Spirit,  and  whose  baptism  has  been  duly  recorded  in  this  Church. 

An  adult  member  is  a  member  who  is  16  years  of  age,  or  older. 

A  confirmed  member  is: 

(1)  one  who  has  been  baptized  in  this  church  as  an  adult  and  has 
received  the  laying  on  of  hands  by  the  Bishop  at  Baptism,  or 

(2)  one  who  has  been  baptized  in  this  church  as  an  adult  and  at  some 
time  after  the  Baptism  has  received  the  laying  on  of  hands  by  the  Bishop  in 
Reaffirmation  of  Baptismal  Vows,  or 

(3)  any  baptized  person  who  received  the  laying  on  of  hands  at 
Confirmation  by  any  bishop  in  apostolic  succession  and  has  been  received  into 
the  Episcopal  Church  by  a  Bishop  of  this  Church,  or 

(4)  any  baptized  person  who  has  received  the  laying  on  of  hands  by  a 
Bishop  of  this  Church  at  Confirmation  or  Reception. 

A  communicant  is  a  member  who  has  received  the  Holy  Communion  in  this 
Church  at  least  three  times  during  the  preceding  year. 

A  communicant  in  good  standing  is  a  communicant  who,  for  the  preceding 
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year,  has  been  faithful  in  corporate  worship  (unless  for  good  cause  prevented) 
and  has  been  faithful  in  working,  praying  and  giving  for  the  spread  of  the 
Kingdom  of  God. 

An  enrolled  member  of  a  congregation  is  a  member  whose  baptism  has 
been  recorded  in  that  congregation,  or  who  has  been  duly  transferred  to  that 
congregation. 

(b)  For  statistical  purposes  the  minister  in  charge  of  a  parish  or  mission  shall 
annually  report  the  number  of  baptisms,  confirmations,  marriages  and  burials. 
The  minister  shall  also  report  the  total  number  of  baptized  members,  distin- 
guishing those  16  and  over  from  those  under  16  years  of  age;  the  total  number 
of  confirmed  communicants  in  good  standing,  distinguishing  those  16  and  over 
from  those  under  16  years  of  age;  as  well  as  other  items  required  by  the  Parochial 
Report  form  approved  by  the  Executive  Council  of  the  Episcopal  Church. 

(c)  The  minister  in  charge  of  a  parish  or  mission  shall  also  maintain  for 
current  and  future  use  lists  of  families  and  individuals  within  that  cure,  and  for 
purposes  of  the  enrollment  or  removal  of  each  member  maintain  an  indication 
of  the  member's  status  as  baptized,  under  16  or  adult,  whether  or  not  a 
communicant,  and  if  so  whether  in  good  standing,  and  whether  considered 
confirmed  or  not. 

Section  4.  Letters  of  Transfer.  At  least  once  a  year  rectors  and  vicars  shall 
instruct  the  people  of  their  cures  in  regard  to  the  law  of  this  church  concerning 
letters  of  transfer.  When  members  move  their  residence,  the  rector  or  vicar  of 
their  former  congregation  shall  promptly  inform  the  rector  or  vicar  of  a 
congregation  in  the  area  to  which  they  have  moved,  and  that  member  of  the 
clergy  shall  use  all  diligence  to  see  that  these  persons  may  become  affiliated 
with  an  appropriate  parish  or  mission  without  delay. 

Section  5.  Parochial  Reports,  A  report  of  every  parish  or  mission  in  this 
Diocese  shall  be  prepared  annually  for  the  year  ending  on  December  31 
preceding,  upon  the  blank  form  prepared  by  the  Executive  Council  of  this 
Church  and  approved  by  the  General  Convention  Committee  on  the  State  of  the 
Church.  It  shall  be  sent  in  duplicate  not  later  than  February  1  to  the  Bishop,  or, 
if  there  is  no  Bishop,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention.  The  Bishop  may 
require  that  this  report  be  mailed  directly  to  the  Secretary,  who  shall  report  to 
the  Bishop  any  parish  or  mission  whose  report  has  not  been  received  by 
February  1.  The  report  shall  include  all  information  necessary  to  complete  the 
prescribed  form  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Title  I,  Canon  6,  Section 
1,  of  the  Canons  of  the  General  Convention.   In  every  parish  and  mission  the 
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preparation  and  delivery  of  this  report  shall  be  the  joint  duty  of  the  rector  or  vicar 
and  vestry  unless  there  is  no  rector  or  vicar,  in  which  case  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  vestry  to  prepare  and  deliver  the  report. 

Section  6.  Printing  Reports,  The  parochial  reports  required  by  Section  5  of  this 
canon,  or  such  parts  of  them  as  the  Bishop  may  deem  fit,  shall  be  printed  in  the 
Journal  of  the  Convention. 

Canon  31 
Trial  of  Clergy 

Section  1.  The  Presentment.  Any  member  of  the  clergy  shall  be  liable  to 
presentment  and  trial  for  false  doctrine,  immorality,disorderly  conduct,  viola- 
tion of  the  rubrics,  or  of  the  Constitution  or  Canons  of  the  Church  in  the  United 
States,  or  of  the  Constitution  or  Canons  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese. 

Such  presentment  shall  be  made  by  the  vestry  of  the  parish  of  which  said 
member  of  the  clergy  has  charge,  or  in  which  the  accused  resides,  or  by  at  least 
three  enrolled  confirmed  adult  communicants  in  good  standing  of  the  Diocese, 
or  by  two  or  more  presbyters,  who  shall  have  been  canonically  resident  therein 
for  one  year. 

But  no  presentment  shall  be  made  in  any  case  of  any  offense  alleged  to  have 
been  committed  more  than  three  years  before  the  date  of  the  presentment: 
Provided,  That  if  the  accused  be  convicted  of  the  alleged  offense  in  a  civil  court, 
presentment  may  still  be  made  within  one  year  after  said  conviction. 

Said  presentment  shall  be  made  to  the  Bishop,  in  writing,  with  the  names 
of  the  presenters  subscribed,  and  shall  distinctly  declare,  with  all  reasonable 
specification  of  time  and  circumstances,  the  nature  of  the  offense  or  offenses 
with  which  the  said  member  of  the  clergy  may  be  charged. 

Section  2.  Public  Rumor.  But  although  no  such  presentment  be  made,  if  public 
rumor  charge  any  member  of  the  clergy  with  the  commission  of  any  offenses 
above  enumerated,  the  Bishop  shall  appoint  two  or  more  presbyters  to  inves- 
tigate the  truth  of  such  rumor;  and  if  such  investigation  prove  adverse  to  the 
member  of  the  clergy  so  charged,  the  said  presbyters  shall  make  the  presentment 
as  above,  according  to  the  form  and  regulations  there  provided. 

The  presenters  shall,  in  all  cases,  assume  the  responsibility  of  conducting 
the  prosecution. 

Section  3.  Service  of  Presentment-Constitution  of  Court.  Should  the  Bishop 
be  of  the  opinion,  from  the  nature  of  the  charge  or  charges  made,  that  the 
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presentment  contains  sufficient  grounds  for  proceeding  to  trial,  the  Bishop  shall 
cause  a  copy  thereof  to  be  forthwith  sent  to  the  accused  and  shall  then  give  notice 
to  the  Standing  Committee,  who  thereupon  shall  select  seven  presbyters, 
actually  and  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  from  whom  the  President  of 
the  Standing  Committee  shall,  in  writing,  call  upon  the  accused  to  elect  three. 
But  in  case  the  accused  refuse  or  neglect  to  make  such  election  within  ten  days 
after  due  notice  as  aforesaid,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  make  the  said 
election. 

The  three  presbyters  so  elected  shall  constitute  a  court  for  the  trial  of  the 
accused  and  shall  have  all  powers  necessary  for  the  due  conducting  of  the  said 
trial. 

Section  4.  Lay  Assessor.  The  Bishop  shall  appoint  a  member  of  the  legal 
profession,  who  shall  be  an  enrolled  confirmed  adult  communicant  in  good 
standing  of  the  Church,  as  assessor  to  the  court,  to  advise  the  court,  if  requested, 
upon  all  questions  of  law  which  may  arise  during  the  trial. 

Section  5.  Time  and  Place  of  Trial  and  Notice  Thereof.  The  Bishop  shall 
appoint  a  time  and  place  of  trial,  and  shall  give  at  least  30  days'  notice  of  the 
same  to  the  members  of  the  court,  the  assessor,  the  presenters,  and  the  accused; 
at  which  time  and  place  the  witnesses  also  shall  be  notified  to  attend. 

Section  6.  Assembling  of  Court  and  Record  of  Proceedings.  The  court  shall 
assemble  at  the  time  and  place  appointed,  and  shall  proceed  to  examine  fully 
the  charges;  and  shall  keep  an  accurate  record  of  all  their  proceedings  and  of 
the  evidence. 

Section  7.  Nature  of  Evidence  and  How  Given.  No  charge  shall  be  considered 
as  established,  unless  proven  by  two  witnesses,  or  by  one  witness  and 
corroborating  circumstances. 

Testimony  may  be  given  orally  before  the  court,  or  in  writing,  upon 
interrogatories  and  cross-interrogatories,  to  be  previously  filed  with  the  secre- 
tary or  registrar  of  the  court.  Any  one  or  more  of  the  witnesses  may  be  examined 
on  oath  or  affirmation,  on  the  requisition  of  either  party. 

Section  8.  Decision  of  the  Court  and  the  Sentence.  An  unanimous  vote  of  the 
court  on  one  or  more  of  the  charges  shall  be  necessary  to  the  conviction  of  the 
accused;  and  if  their  decision  be  adverse  to  the  accused  they  shall  proceed  to 
determine  the  kind  and  degree  of  punishment  commensurate,  in  their  opinion, 
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with  the  offense  or  offenses  committed.  They  shall  transmit  the  records  of  their 
proceedings  under  their  hands  to  the  Bishop,  who  shall  have  power  to  affirm, 
modify,  or  set  aside  said  judgment,  and  whose  decision  shall  be  final,  except 
that  the  Bishop  shall  have  no  power  to  increase  the  punishment  recommended 
by  the  court. 

Section  9.  Effect  of  Sentence.  Suspension,  or  any  heavier  sentence,  shall  ipso 
facto  sever  the  connection  of  the  member  of  the  clergy  from  the  parish  or 
mission  with  which  affiliated. 

Section  10.  The  Record  to  be  Filed.  The  record  provided  for  in  the  sixth  section 
of  the  canon,  together  with  the  Bishop's  sentence  endorsed,  shall  be  preserved 
among  the  papers  of  the  Diocese. 

Section  11.  Notices.  For  the  purpose  of  any  notice  provided  for  by  this  canon, 
it  shall  be  sufficient  to  serve  it  either  personally  or  by  leaving  a  copy  thereof  at 
the  last  place  of  residence  of  the  accused. 

Section  12.  Confession  of  an  Offense.  When  a  member  of  the  clergy  shall  make 
confession  to  the  Bishop  of  the  commission  of  any  of  the  offenses  enumerated 
in  the  first  section  of  this  canon,  the  Bishop  shall  proceed  to  inflict  such 
ecclesiastical  censure,  or  punishment,  upon  the  member  of  the  clergy  so 
confessing,  as  the  Bishop  shall  think  right. 

Section  13.  Renunciation  of  False  Doctrine.  In  the  case  of  any  accusation  of 
false  doctrine,  a  renunciation  of  the  same,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Bishop,  shall 
stay  all  further  proceedings. 

Canon  32 
Diocesan  Commission  on  Ministry 

Section  1.  Membership  and  Term.  There  shall  be  a  Commission  on  Ministry 
composed  of  16  clerical  and  lay  persons  who  are  enrolled  confirmed  commu- 
nicants in  good  standing  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese  appointed  by  the 
Bishop  and  confirmed  by  the  annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese.  At  each  annual 
Convention  the  Bishop  shall  appoint  and  present  for  Convention  confirmation 
four  persons  to  serve  for  four  years  or  until  their  successors  are  duly  appointed 
and  confirmed.  If  a  vacancy  occurs  on  the  Commission  between  annual  sessions 
of  the  Convention,  it  may  be  filled  until  the  next  annual  Convention  by 
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appointment  of  the  Bishop  and  confirmation  by  the  Standing  Committee. 
Section  2.  Adoption  of  Rules.  For  the  performance  of  its  duties,  the  Commis- 
sion may,  with  the  Bishop's  approval,  adopt  rules  not  inconsistent  with  the 
canonical  and  other  legislative  actions  of  the  General  Convention  or  the 
Diocesan  Convention. 

Section  3.  Assistance  to  Bishop.  The  Commission  on  Ministry  shall  assist  the 
Bishop  in  matters  pertaining  to: 

(a)  The  enlistment  and  selection  of  persons  for  the  ministry  and  in  the 
guidance  and  pastoral  care  of  all  candidates  for  Holy  Orders; 

(b)  The  guidance  and  pastoral  care  of  deacons  and  professional  church 
workers; 

(c)  The  continuing  education  of  the  ministry;  and 

(d)  Such  other  related  matters  as  may  be  directed  from  time  to  time  by  the 
Bishop. 

Section  4.  Examinations.  Under  the  guidance  and  oversight  of  the  Bishop,  the 
Commission  on  Ministry  shall  interview  each  candidate,  alike  to  the  diaconate 
and  priesthood,  to  ascertain  personal  readiness  for  that  ordination. 

Section  5.  Reports  under  Canons  of  General  Convention.  In  cases  in  which  the 
conduct  and  evaluation  of  the  examinations  of  persons  for  Holy  Orders  is 
assigned  to  the  Commission  on  Ministry,  it  shall  make  the  report  required  by 
Title  III,  Canon  30,  of  the  General  Convention  and  shall  transmit  a  copy  of  the 
report  to  the  General  Board  of  Examining  Chaplains. 

Canon  33 
Diocesan  Conference  Center 

Section  1.  The  Diocesan  Conference  Center,  located  at  Browns  Summit  in 
Rockingham  County,  North  Carolina,  is  a  conference  and  retreat  center,  owned 
by  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  as  a  facility  for  the  use  of  the  Diocese's 
committees,  agencies,  institutions,  departments,  parishes  and  missions  and,  to 
the  extent  not  so  used,  of  other  organizations.  It  shall  be  maintained  and 
operated  by  or  under  the  supervision  of  a  Board  of  Directors  constituted  as 
hereinafter  provided. 

Section  2.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  consist  of  the  Bishop  who  shall  be  its 
presiding  officer,  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  who  shall  be  its  Treasurer,  the 
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Bishop  Coadjutor  (if  there  is  one),  the  Suffragan  Bishops  (if  there  are  any),  the 
President  of  the  Episcopal  Churchwomen,  a  representative  of  the  current 
diocesan  youth  organization  elected  by  it  annually,  and  nine  clerical  members 
who  are  active  in  and  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  and  nine  lay  members 
who  are  enrolled  confirmed  adult  communicants  in  good  standing  in  the 
Diocese,  elected  by  the  Diocesan  Convention  from  a  list  composed  of  (1)  at  least 
the  number  to  be  elected  and  not  more  than  twice  that  number,  nominated  by 
the  Diocesan  Council,  and  (2)  any  other  nominees  that  may  be  nominated  in  the 
manner  prescribed  by  the  Rules  of  Order  of  the  Convention.  Vacancies 
occurring  between  Conventions  may  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  Bishop. 
Each  annual  Convention  shall  elect  three  directors  in  each  order  for  three-year 
terms  and  shall  also  fill  any  unexpired  terms  that  may  have  arisen  since  the 
previous  Convention  that  were  not  filled  by  the  Bishop's  appointment.  No 
director  who  has  completed  two  consecutive  full  terms  or  a  consecutive 
combination  of  an  unexpired  term  and  a  full  term  shall  be  thereafter  eligible  for 
re-election  until  one  year  has  elapsed. 

The  Bishop  may  designate  any  member  of  the  clergy  who  is  canonically 
resident  in  the  Diocese  or  any  enrolled  confirmed  adult  communicant  in  good 
standing  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America  and 
resident  in  the  Diocese  to  serve  for  the  Bishop  on  the  Board.  The  Bishop  may 
designate  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  to  serve  as  presiding  officer  of 
the  Board  of  Directors.  Any  such  designee  as  a  member  of  the  board  or  as 
presiding  officer  shall  serve  a  term  of  one  year,  and  such  appointment  shall  be 
announced  by  the  Bishop  at  the  annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  and  if  no  such 
designee  is  announced  the  Bishop  shall  serve  ex  officio  until  the  next  annual 
Convention  of  the  Diocese. 

Section  3.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  be  responsible  for  and  supervise  the 
maintenance,  operation  and  improvement  of  the  Conference  Center,  and  in  the 
performance  of  its  duties  shall  elect  such  additional  officers,  create  such 
committees,  engage  such  employees,  and  adopt  such  by-laws,  rules  and 
regulations,  as  it  shall  deem  necessary  and  desirable. 

Section  4.  Without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  application  of  other  canons, 
the  Conference  Center  specifically  shall  be  subject  to  such  provisions  of  Canon 
16  and  of  Canon  23  as  are  applicable  to  Diocesan  institutions. 

Section  5.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  submit  to  each  annual  Convention  a 
full  report  of  the  operations  of  the  Conference  Center  for  the  previous  year,  with 
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appropriate  appraisals  of  its  physical  and  financial  condition  and  its  prospects 
for  the  future.  This  report  shall  be  published  in  the  Journal  of  the  Convention. 


Canon  34 
Deputies  to  the  General  Convention 

Section  1.  At  the  annual  Convention  held  in  the  year  preceding  the  calendar  year 
in  which  the  triennial  meeting  of  the  General  Convention  is  to  be  held,  there 
shall  be  elected  as  clerical  deputies  four  ordained  persons,  presbyters  or 
deacons,  canonically  resident  in  this  Diocese,  and  four  lay  deputies,  who  are 
enrolled  confirmed  adult  communicants  in  good  standing  of  this  Church  and 
resident  in  this  Diocese. 

Section  2.  There  shall  also  be  elected,  subject  to  the  same  provisions  as  the 
deputies,  four  alternate  clerical  and  four  alternate  lay  deputies  who  shall 
succeed  to  vacancies  in  the  original  deputation  in  the  order  of  their  election;  and 
in  this  order  shall  the  Secretary  insert  their  names  in  the  Journal. 

Section  3.  Deputies  elected  to  represent  this  Diocese  in  the  General  Convention 
who  find  themselves  unable  to  attend  shall  notify  the  Bishop  immediately.  The 
Bishop  shall  inform  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese,  who  shall  certify  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  General  Convention  the  name  and  mailing  address  of  the 
alternate  deputy  elected  to  serve  in  the  resigned  deputy's  place. 

Canon  35 
Deputies  to  the  Synod  of  the  Fourth  Province 

Section  1.  The  deputies  and  alternate  deputies  to  the  Synod  of  the  Fourth 
Province  from  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  shall  be  enrolled  confirmed  adult 
communicants  of  this  Church  in  good  standing,  canonically  resident  in  this 
Diocese,  and  shall  be  annually  elected  by  the  Diocesan  Council,  upon  nomina- 
tion of  the  Bishop,  and  shall  be  members  of  such  departments,  committees  and 
organizations  of  this  Diocese  as  may  be  prescribed  from  time  to  time  by  the 
Ordinances  of  the  Fourth  Province. 

Section  2.  From  among  the  membership  of  the  Synod  delegation,  the  Ecclesi- 
astical Authority  shall  designate  six  presbyters  and  six  lay  persons  who  shall 
constitute  the  voting  deputies  for  this  Diocese. 
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Canon  36 
The  Church  Pension  Fund 

Section  1.  In  conformity  with  the  legislation  adopted  by  the  General  Conven- 
tion of  1913,  pursuant  to  which  The  Church  Pension  Fund  was  duly  incorpo- 
rated, and  in  conformity  with  the  Canon  of  the  General  Convention,  "Of  The 
Church  Pension  Fund,"  as  heretofore  amended  and  as  it  may  hereafter  be 
amended,  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  hereby  accepts  and  acknowledges  The 
Church  Pension  Fund,  a  corporation  created  by  Chapter  97  of  the  Laws  of  1914 
of  the  State  of  New  York  as  subsequently  amended,  as  the  authorized  and 
approved  pension  system  for  the  clergy  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
the  United  States  of  America  and  for  their  dependents,  and  declares  its  intention 
of  supporting  said  Fund  in  accordance  with  its  rules. 

Section  2.  The  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  shall  appoint,  annually,  a  Committee  on 
The  Church  Pension  Fund  to  consist  of  three  lay  persons,  who  are  enrolled 
confirmed  adult  communicants  in  good  standing,  for  a  term  of  one  year  and  until 
their  successors  shall  have  been  appointed  or  qualified,  and  the  Bishop  may 
from  time  to  time  fill  by  appointment  any  vacancies  in  said  Committee  caused 
by  resignation,  death  or  inability  to  act. 

Section  3.  The  duties  of  said  Committee  shall  be  as  follows: 

(a)  To  be  informed  of,  and  to  inform  the  clergy  and  laity  of  this  Diocese 
of,  the  pension  system  created  by  the  General  Convention  and  committed  by  it 
to  the  Trustees  of  The  ChurchPension  Fund,  in  order  that  the  ordained  clergy 
of  the  Church  may  be  assured  of  pension  protection  for  themselves  in  the  event 
of  old  age  or  total  and  permanent  disability  and  for  their  surviving  spouses  and 
minor  orphan  children  in  the  event  of  death. 

(b)  To  receive  reports  from  The  Church  Pension  Fund,  from  time  to  time, 
on  the  status  of  the  pension  assessments  payable  to  said  Fund,  under  its  rules 
and  as  required  by  canon  law,  by  this  Diocese  and  by  the  parishes,  missions  and 
other  ecclesiastical  organizations  within  this  Diocese. 

(c)  To  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese  on  such 
matters  relating  to  The  Church  Pension  Fund  as  may  be  of  interest  to  the  said 
Convention.  Also  make  interim  reports  to  the  Diocesan  Council  just  prior  to 
its  stated  meetings. 

(d)  To  cooperate  with  The  Church  Pension  Fund  in  doing  all  things 
necessary  or  advisable  in  the  premises  to  the  end  that  the  clergy  of  this  Diocese 
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may  be  assured  of  the  fullest  pension  protection  by  said  Fund  under  its 
established  rules. 

Section  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Diocese  and  of  the  parishes,  missions  and 
other  ecclesiastical  organizations  therein,  each  through  its  treasurer  or  other 
proper  official,  to  inform  The  Church  Pension  Fund  of  salaries  and  other 
compensation  paid  to  the  clergy  by  said  Diocese,  parish,  mission  and  other 
ecclesiastical  organization  for  services  rendered,  currently  or  in  the  past,  prior 
to  their  becoming  beneficiaries  of  said  Fund,  and  changes  in  salaries  and  other 
compensation  as  they  occur;  and  to  pay  promptly  to  The  Church  Pension  Fund 
the  pension  assessments  required  thereon  under  the  canon  of  the  General 
Convention  and  in  accordance  with  the  rules  of  said  Fund. 

Section  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  member  of  the  clergy  canonically  resident 
in  or  serving  in  this  Diocese  to  inform  The  Church  Pension  Fund  promptly  of 
such  facts  as  dates  of  birth,  of  ordination  or  reception,  of  marriage,  birth  of 
children,  deaths,  and  changes  in  cures  or  salaries,  as  may  be  necessary  for  its 
proper  administration  and  to  cooperate  with  the  Fund  in  such  other  ways  as  may 
be  necessary  in  order  that  said  Fund  may  discharge  its  obligations  in  accordance 
with  the  intention  of  the  General  Convention  in  respect  thereto. 

Section  6.  Any  parish  or  mission  failing  for  two  calendar  years  to  pay  the 
pension  assessments  in  full  shall  be  deprived  of  its  rights  to  the  floor  of,  and  to 
vote  in,  Convention  until  all  such  arrears  are  paid  in  full,  when  its  restoration 
to  rights  shall  be  declared. 

Section  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  upon  notification 
of  arrears  of  four  months  or  more  to  the  Pension  Fund,  to  deduct  from  the  amount 
payable  to  any  member  of  the  clergy  officiating  in,  or  in  charge  of,  any  aided 
parish;  or  the  missionary  in  charge  of  any  mission;  or  a  member  of  the  clergy 
connected  with  any  institution  or  agency,  of  the  Diocese,  the  unpaid  assess- 
ments due  from  such  congregation  or  agency  on  any  stipend  payable  by  such 
congregation,  institution  or  agency,  including  any  prior  year's  arrears,  and  to 
pay  the  same  to  the  Church  Pension  Fund. 

Canon  37 
The  Murdoch  Memorial  Society 

Section  1.  "The  Francis  J.  Murdoch  Memorial  Society  for  the  Increase  of  the 
Ministry"  shall  be  composed  of  six  persons  together  with  the  Bishop,  ex  officio. 
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The  Bishop  shall  annually  nominate,  and  the  Convention  shall  confirm  or  reject 
two  clergy  and  one  lay  person,  who  is  an  enrolled  confirmed  adult  communicant 
in  good  standing,  to  serve  two-year  terms  as  members  of  the  Society. 

Section  2.  The  Society  shall  choose  from  among  its  members  such  officers  as 
it  shall  deem  necessary,  shall  hold  meetings  at  its  own  discretion,  keep  a  record 
of  all  its  activities,  and  report  annually  to  the  Convention  in  such  form  as  in  its 
judgment  may  seem  best. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  diligent  in  aiding  fit  persons  who  desire  to  prepare  for  the 
ministry  of  the  Church. 

Section  4.  Aid  from  the  Society  shall,  under  all  ordinary  circumstances,  be  in 
the  form  of  a  loan,  adequately  protected  by  good  and  legal  security,  and  with 
or  without  interest,  as  the  Society  may  decide.  Such  a  loan  may,  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Society,  be  canceled  upon  the  ordination  of  the  beneficiary,  and  shall  be 
canceled  in  the  event  of  death  before  ordination.  Otherwise  it  shall  be  in  full 
legal  force  and  effect  until  paid. 

Section  5.  Necessary  expenses  incurred  in  the  discharge  of  their  duty  by 
members  of  the  Society  may  be  paid  from  the  funds  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Society. 

Canon  38 
Permanent  Episcopal  and  Missionary  Funds 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  established,  to  aid  in  the  support  of  the  Episcopate, 
a  fund  to  be  called  the  Permanent  Episcopal  Fund,  to  include  all  sums  hitherto 
contributed  specifically  to  that  object  or  which  may  hereafter  be  contributed, 
whereof  the  principal  shall  remain  untouched,  and  only  the  interest  be  applied 
to  the  support  of  the  Episcopate. 

Section  2.  When  any  funds  shall  be  contributed  or  collected  for  a  Permanent 
Missionary  Fund,  the  amount  shall  be  invested  and  only  the  interest  thereof  shall 
be  applied  to  current  missionary  expenses. 
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Canon  39 
Consecration  of  Churches,  Chapels  or  Other  Buildings 

Section  1.  In  this  Diocese,  no  church,  chapel  or  other  building  or  part  of  a 
building  used  in  whole  or  in  part  for  church  purposes  shall  be  dedicated  or 
consecrated  except  according  to  the  rubrics  pertaining  thereto  as  set  forth  in  the 

9  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  and  in  accordance  with  the  canons  of  the  Episcopal 

Church  not  inconsistent  with  those  rubrics. 

Section  2.  No  previously  consecrated  church,  chapel,  building  or  part  of  a 
building  that  is  owned  or  controlled  by  this  Diocese  or  by  any  congregation  or 
institution  of  this  Diocese  shall  be  removed,  taken  down,  or  otherwise  disposed 
of  for  any  worldly  or  common  use,  without  the  previous  written  consent  of  the 

S  Bishop,  acting  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 

Diocese,  nor  until  the  Sentence  of  Consecration  previously  placed  thereupon 
has  been  properly  removed  therefrom.

Canon  40 
Suffragan  Bishop  May  Act  as  Ecclesiastical  Authority 


In  the  event  of  the  Bishop's  death,  disability,  or  extended  absence  from  the 
Diocese,  and  if  there  be  no  Bishop  Coadjutor,  the  Suffragan  Bishop  may  be 
placed  in  charge  of  the  Diocese  by  the  Standing  Committee  and  become 
temporarily  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  thereof  in  accordance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  General  Convention. 

Canon  41 
Pastoral  Mediation 

Section  1.  Except  as  provided  in  Title  III,  Canon  19,  Section  1  of  the  Canons 
of  the  General  Convention,  a  rector  may  not  resign  a  parish  without  the  consent 
of  the  vestry  thereof,  nor  may  a  rector  canonically  chosen  and  in  charge  of  a 
parish  be  removed  therefrom  by  its  vestry  against  the  rector's  will,  except  as 
provided  by  canon. 

Section  2.  If  a  rector  and  the  vestry  of  the  parish  served  are  unable  to  agree  in 
a  matter  or  matters  that  might  lead  to  a  request  by  either  party  for  dissolution 
of  the  pastoral  relation,  either  or  both  parties  shall  promptly  deliver  to  the 


CANONS  57 

Ecclesiastical  Authority  a  written  notice  describing  their  differences  and 
requesting  mediation  thereof  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority. 

Upon  receiving  such  a  request,  the  Bishop  shall  mediate  the  disagreement 
and  seek  a  solution.  As  part  of  the  mediation  process,  the  Bishop  may  appoint 
a  committee  composed  of  one  presbyter  and  one  lay  person,  neither  of  whom 
is  affiliated  with  the  parish  in  which  the  disagreement  exists,  to  investigate  and 
make  a  written  report  thereof,  stating  the  nature  of  the  dispute  and  the  position 
of  each  party.  This  report  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Bishop,  the  rector,  and  the 
vestry  within  21  days  after  the  committee's  appointment. 

In  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  exercise  the 
role  assigned  the  Bishop  in  this  canon. 

Canon  42 
Dissolution  of  the  Pastoral  Relation 

Section  1.  If  the  pastoral  mediation  called  for  by  Canon  41  has  been  exhausted 
without  success  and  a  rector  or  the  vestry  of  the  parish  served  wishes  to  have 
the  pastoral  relation  dissolved,  each  party,  within  60  days  of  the  conclusion  of 
the  pastoral  mediation  process,  may  request  final  disposition  of  the  dispute  by 
giving  notice  thereof  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  and  to  the  other  party 
concerned. 

Section  2.  Within  30  days  after  receiving  the  written  notice  provided  for  in 
Section  1,  the  Bishop  shall  conduct  a  hearing  on  the  issue.  The  Bishop  shall  fix 
the  date,  time,  and  place  for  the  hearing,  notify  the  parties  affected,  and  conduct 
the  hearing  as  ultimate  arbiter  and  judge.  In  all  cases,  the  Bishop  shall  consult 
and  seek  the  advice  of  the  Standing  Committee  before  reaching  a  decision. 

Section  3.  At  the  Bishop's  request,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  be  present  at 
the  hearing  provided  for  in  Section  2  and  shall  be  permitted  to  question  persons 
present  for  the  hearing.  The  Chancellor  shall  be  available  to  the  Bishop  for 
consultation  at  the  hearing. 

Section  4.  Each  party,  his,  her,  or  their  representative  may  present  a  statement 
of  position  and  the  reasons  supporting  it.  No  testimony  or  other  evidence  shall 
be  presented  at  the  hearing  unless,  exercising  discretion,  the  Bishop  shall  allow 
it  for  compelling  reasons  in  the  interests  of  justice.  Oral  statements  and 
testimony  shall  be  subject  to  cross-examination.

Section  5.  The  Bishop  shall  render  a  decision  not  later  than  15  days  following 
the  close  of  the  hearing  and  that  decision  shall  be  final  and  binding. 
Section  6.  If  the  pastoral  relation  is  to  be  dissolved: 

(a)  The  Bishop  shall  set  forth  in  writing  the  reasons  and  conditions  for  the 
dissolution.  A  copy  shall  be  provided  each  of  the  parties  to  the  matter  at  issue, 
and  a  copy  of  the  decision  shall  be  available  for  public  inspection. 

(b)  The  Bishop  shall  require  just  and  compassionate  compensation  or 
indemnity  (if  any)  and  shall  undertake  to  offer  such  supportive  services  as  may 
be  suitable.

Section  7.  In  the  event  of  the  failure  or  refusal  of  either  party  to  comply  with 
the  terms  of  the  decision,  the  Bishop  may  impose  such  penalties  as  may  be 
provided  by  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Diocese;  and  in  default  of  any 
provisions  for  such  penalties  therein,  the  Bishop  may  act  as  follows: 

(a)  In  the  case  of  a  rector,  inhibit  such  rector  from  officiating  in  the  parish 
until  the  decision  is  complied  with. 

(b)  In  the  case  of  a  vestry,  recommend  to  the  Diocesan  Convention  that  the 
union  of  the  parish  with  Convention  cease  until  the  parish  complies  with  the 

decision.

Section  8.  Statements  made  during  the  course  of  the  proceedings  under  this 

Canon  are  not  admissible  in  any  proceeding  under  Title  IV  of  the  Canons  of  the 
General  Convention  or  Canon  31  of  this  Diocese.  However,  this  rule  does  not 
require  the  exclusion  of  evidence  in  proceedings  under  the  above  Canons  of  the 
General  Convention  or  of  this  Diocese,  which  evidence  is  otherwise  discover- 
able and  admissible. 

Canon  43 
The  Chapel  of  Christ  the  King 

[Amended  in  1991] 

Section  1.  The  Chapel  of  Christ  the  King,  a  unique  urban  mission  of  the  Diocese 
of  North  Carolina,  is  located  in  the  Optimist  Park  neighborhood  of  the  inner  city 
of  Charlotte.  This  mission  shall  be  admitted  into  union  with  the  Convention 
upon  the  recommendation  of  its  Commission  on  Admission  of  Congregations 
by  vote  of  the  Convention.  Its  unique  character  is  defined  by  the  composition 


CANONS  59 

of  its  vestry  as  specified  in  Section  2  of  this  canon.  Under  the  administration 
of  its  vicar  and  vestry  the  mission  shall  function  both  as  a  worshipping 
congregation  and  a  focus  of  evangelism  and  service  with  broadly  based  support. 
Section  2.  The  vestry  shall  be  composed  of  13  persons  elected  by  the  qualified 
voters  of  the  congregation  of  The  Chapel  of  Christ  the  King  at  its  annual  meeting 
as  follows:  Six  confirmed  adult  communicants  in  good  standing  enrolled  in  the 
Chapel  congregation  elected  from  those  nominated  by  members  of  that 
congregation;  five  confirmed  adult  communicants  in  good  standing  enrolled  in 
other  Episcopal  congregations  in  Mecklenburg  County  elected  from  those 
nominated  by  the  vicar  of  the  mission  with  the  approval  of  the  vestry  of  each 
nominee's  congregation;  and  two  other  persons  resident  in  the  neighborhood  of 
the  mission  elected  from  those  nominated  by  the  vicar  of  the  mission. 

Section  3.  The  vicar  of  the  mission  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  and,  with 
the  vestry,  shall  be  responsible  for  the  planning,  administration,  evaluation  and 
accountability  of  the  mission  and  activities  of  The  Chapel  of  Christ  the  King 
under  a  unified  budget  and  in  accordance  with  all  the  standards  for  maintaining 
its  union  with  the  Convention  as  specified  in  Canon  19,  Section  6. 

Section  4.  In  addition  to  filing  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  its  annual 
Parochial  Report,  the  vicar  and  vestry  of  the  mission  shall  report  annually  its 
status  and  condition  to  the  vestries  of  the  other  Episcopal  congregations 
represented  on  the  mission's  vestry,  including  but  not  limited  to  a  copy  of  its 
canonically  required  annual  audit. 

Section  5.  Upon  the  adoption  of  this  canon  the  mission  known  as  "The  Chapel 
of  Hope"  shall  be  dissolved,  and  the  congregation  heretofore  bearing  that  name 
shall  be  designated  "The  Chapel  of  Christ  the  King." 

Section  6.  The  Provisions  of  this  Canon  take  precedence  over  contrary 
provisions,  if  any,  in  Canon  19. 
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Rules  of  Order 

I.  The  Order  of  Business  at  the  Annual  Convention  or  any  Special  Convention 
shall  be  proposed  by  the  Bishop  or  the  presiding  officer  for  adoption  by  the 
Convention.  Upon  adoption,  only  the  Convention  may  make  any  change  in  the 
Order  of  Business  prescribed  under  the  authority  thereof. 
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II.  Any  of  the  rules  of  order  may  be  suspended  by  simple  majority  vote  of  the 
Convention,  except  those  rules  which  specify  a  larger  majority  for  a  specific 
action.  Any  such  rule  may  be  suspended  upon  the  affirmative  vote  of  two-thirds 
of  the  delegates  present  and  voting. 


III.  (a)  Resolutions  for  Convention  action  may  be  submitted  by  members  of  the 
Convention  and  by  Canonical  Commissions  provided  for  in  Canon  12.  The 
presiding  officer  of  the  Convention  shall  refer  to  an  appropriate  Convention 
Committee  for  consideration  and  report  all  such  resolutions  except  those  which 
accompany  the  reports  of  the  Canonical  Commission  on  Constitution  and  Canons 
and  the  Canonical  Commission  on  Dispatch  of  Business.  To  assure  timely 
reports,  it  is  appropriate  for  Convention  Committees  to  meet  for  consideration 
of  resolutions  referred  to  them  at  any  time  after  they  have  been  appointed. 


(b)  While  preambles  or  any  recital  of  reasons,  explanatory  comments, 
or  argument  regarding  any  resolution  may  separately  accompany  its  introduction 
or  its  report  from  a  Convention  Committee,  they  shall  not  constitute  a  part  of  the 
resolution  for  purposes  of  legislative  action.  Only  the  text  of  the  adopted 
resolution  shall  be  printed  in  the  Journal  of  the  Convention. 

(c)  Reports  from  institutions  (and  portions  of  such  reports)  which 
propose  no  resolutions  shall  be  referred  by  the  presiding  officer  of  the 
Convention  to  the  Canonical  Commission  on  Institutions  for  study  and 
evaluation;  all  other  reports  (and  portions  thereof)  which  propose  no  resolution 
shall  be  referred  to  the  Canonical  Commission  on  the  State  of  the  Church  for 
study  and  evaluation. 

IV.  After  the  President  has  taken  the  chair  no  member  shall  continue  standing 
except  to  address  the  Chair. 

V.  Speakers  shall  address  the  Chair  and  shall  confine  themselves  to  the  point  in 
debate. 
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VI.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  unless  seconded  and,  if  required  by  the 
presiding  officer,  reduced  to  writing. 

VII.  When  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the  members  shall  continue  in 
their  seats  and  shall  not  hold  any  private  discourse. 

VIII.  When  a  questions  is  under  consideration,  no  motion  shall  be  received 
except  to  lay  upon  the  table,  to  call  for  the  previous  question,  to  postpone  to  a 
certain  time,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  to  commit,  to  amend,  or  to  divide;  and 
motions  for  any  of  these  purposes  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  herein 
named.  The  motions  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  call  for  the  previous  question,  and 
to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order  and  shall  be  decided  without  debate;  and  of 
these  the  motion  to  adjourn  shall  take  precedence. 

IX.  If  the  question  under  debate  contains  several  distinct  propositions,  the  same 
shall  be  divided  at  the  request  of  any  member,  and  a  vote  taken  separately, 
except  that  a  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert  shall  be   indivisible. 

X.  All  amendments  shall  be  considered  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  moved. 
When  a  proposed  amendment  is  under  consideration,  a  motion  to  amend  the 
same  may  be  made.  No  amendment  to  a  second  amendment  shall  be  in  order. 
But  when  an  amendment  to  an  amendment  is  under  consideration,  a  substitute 
for  the  whole  matter  may  be  received.  No  proposition  on  a  subject  different 
from  the  one  under  consideration  shall  be  received  under  color  of  a  substitute. 

XI.  In  a  vote  by  orders  the  individual  votes  of  the  clergy  and  laity  shall  be  taken 
separately.  A  majority  of  affirmative  votes  in  both  orders  shall  be  necessary  to 
any  decision  on  any  vote  by  orders. 

In  any  vote  by  orders,  upon  the  request  of  any  two  members  of  the 
clergy  who  do  not  serve  the  same  congregation  (parish  or  mission),  or  any  two 
lay  delegates  representing  different  congregations,  the  vote  shall  be  by  roll  call 
of  the  clergy  and  lay  delegates.  The  votes  of  the  lay  delegates  shall  by 
announced  by  a  member  designated  by  the  delegation  when  the  name  of  that 
church  is  called.  The  delegation  shall  be  polled  upon  request  of  any  member 
thereof. 

XII.  A  question  once  decided  shall  stand  as  the  action  of  the  Convention  and 
shall  not  be  drawn  again  into  debate.  A  member  of  the  Convention  who  voted 
on  the  prevailing  side  may  move  to  reconsider  any  vote  so  long  as  the  motion 
is  made  on  the  same  or  succeeding  day  to  that  on  which  the  vote  was  taken, 
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except  that  such  a  motion  may  be  voted  on  at  any  time  with  the  consent  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  Convention. 

XIII.  (a)  Reports  to  the  Convention  from  Canonical  and  Other  Commission, 
Convention  Committees,  and  other  agencies  shall  be  in  writing.  All  reports 
recommending  or  requiring  any  action  or  expression  of  opinion  by  the 
Convention  shall  be  accompanied  by  corresponding  resolutions  to  be  introduced 
in  accordance  with  Rule  of  Order  111(a). 
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(b)  Reports  to  the  Convention  that  require  no  action  or  expression  of 
opinion  by  that  body  and  which  have  been  distributed  in  advance  shall  be 
received  as  presented  and  shall  be  referred  to  the  Canonical  Commission  on  the 
State  of  the  Church  or  to  the  Canonical  Commission  on  Institutions  as  provided 
in  Rule  of  Order  III,  (b)  above. 

(c)  A  Convention  Committee  report  on  resolutions  referred  to  it  may 
include  statements  of  reasons  for  the  committee's  recommendations,  may  be 
accompanied  by  a  minority  report  (if  signed  by  one-fourth  of  the  committee's 
membership),  and,  with  respect  to  each  resolution  or  group  of  related  resolutions 
requiring  separate  action,  shall  take  one  of  the  following  forms: 

1.  Recommend  adoption. 

2.  Recommend  adoption  of  a  substitute  resolution. 

3.  Recommend  rejection.  In  this  event  the  resolution  shall  lie 
upon  the  table  unless  (a)  a  majority  of  the  delegates  present  and  voting  call  for 
placing  the  resolution  on  the  agenda  for  immediate  consideration,  or  (b)  the 
report  is  accompanied  by  a  minority  report  recommending  adoption,  in  which 
case  the  question  shall  be  adoption  of  the  minority  report. 

4.  Report  without  recommendation.  In  this  case  the  presiding 
officer  shall  put  the  original  resolution,  stating  that  the  committee  makes  no 
recommendation. 

XIV.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  presiding  officer  without 
debate.  Any  member  may  appeal  from  such  decision,  when,  on  motion  by  the 
member,  duly  seconded,  the  question  shall  be  decided  by  majority  vote  of  the 
Convention.  On  such  an  appeal  no  member  shall  speak  more  than  once  without 
leave. 

XV.  No  member  shall  be  absent  from  the  sessions  of  the  Convention  without 
leave  or  unless  unable  to  attend. 
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XVI.  When  the  Convention  is  about  to  rise,  every  member  shall  remain  seated 
until  the  President  leaves  the  chair. 

XVII.  On  motion  duly  put  and  carried,  the  Convention  may  resolve  itself  into 
a  Committee  of  the  Whole,  with  or  without  closed  doors,  for  the  purpose  of 
discussing  such  subjects  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Convention. 

The  Bishop  may  select  and  announce  subjects  for  discussion:  Provided, 
that  if  the  motion  to  go  into  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  has  specified  the  subject 
to  be  discussed,  that  subject  shall  first  be  disposed  of. 

XVIII.  (a)  No  nomination  shall  be  received  unless  the  person  to  be  nominated 
has  indicated  assent  thereto.  When  elections  are  to  be  conducted  for  different 
terms  of  office  on  the  Standing  Committee,  Diocesan  Council,  or  other  Diocesan 
agency  or  institution,  the  nominator  shall  state  for  what  term  the  candidate  is 
proposed.  Nominations  for  election  by  the  annual  Convention,  unless  otherwise 
provided  for,  may  be  submitted  in  writing  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  at 
least  40  days  before  the  opening  session  thereof  by  delegates  eligible  to  vote  in 
that  Convention.  Any  nomination  received  by  the  Secretary  after  the  specified 
date  shall  be  returned  to  the  nominator  and  may  be  submitted  from  the  floor  of 
the  Convention  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  rule  of  order.  At  the 
first  business  session  of  the  Convention  the  presiding  officer  shall  call  for 
nominations  from  the  floor,  at  which  time  the  Secretary  shall  read  the  names  of 
all  persons  whose  nominations  have  been  received  at  least  40  days  before  the 
opening  of  the  Convention,  after  which  additional  nominations  may  be  received 
from  the  floor,  provided  that  any  such  nomination  is  seconded  by  two  delegates 
other  than  the  nominating  delegate,  each  of  the  seconders  being  from  a  parish  or 
mission  other  than  that  of  the  nominator  and  different  from  that  of  each  other. 
Each  nomination,  whether  by  voice  from  the  floor  or  in  writing,  shall  be 
accompanied  by  a  brief  biography  of  the  nominee  on  a  form  prepared  by  the 
Commission  on  Dispatch  of  Business  and  made  available  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Convention  to  all  delegates  who  are  properly  certified  to  the  Secretary.  The 
information  to  be  included  on  the  biographical  form  (to  be  signed  by  the 
nominator)  shall  include  at  least  the  following:  nominee's  name,  age,  address  and 
home  congregation,  occupation,  and  prior  as  well  as  present  parochial  and 
diocesan  offices. 

(b)  The  names  and  biographies  of  all  persons  nominated  in  writing  to 
the  Secretary  at  least  40  days  before  the  opening  session  of  the  Convention  shall 
be  given  to  the  deans  of  the  convocations  and  shall  be  included  in  the  advance 
materials  distributed  by  the  Secretary  to  members  of  the  Convention  prior  to  the 
meetings  of  each  convocation  which  are  to  be  held  not  later  than  10  days  prior 
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to  the  Convention.  The  Secretary  shall  also  post  the  biographical  forms  in  a 
conspicuous  place  in  or  adjacent  to  the  room  in  which  the  Convention  meets  so 
that  they  may  be  seen  throughout  the  Convention  session  by  all  delegates. 

(c)  All  nominations  shall  be  reported  to  the  Convention  by  the  Secretary 
in  the  form  of  an  official  ballot  on  which  the  names  of  nominees  for  the 
designated  office  shall  be  printed  in  alphabetical  order,  with  space  opposite  each 
name  in  which  to  indicate  a  choice,  and  with  instructions  as  to  the  number  of 
nominees  to  be  voted  for  and  the  manner  of  marking  the  ballots.  If  candidates 
are  to  be  chosen  for  different  terms  to  the  same  office,  the  term  in  each  instance 
shall  be  printed  as  part  of  the  title  of  the  office.  Delegates  may  vote  for  fewer 
candidates  than  the  number  of  positions  to  be  filled,  but  ballots  containing  votes 
for  more  than  the  number  of  positions  to  be  filled  shall  be  rejected. 

(d)  All  elections  shall  be  conducted  by  secret  ballot.  The  results  shall 
be  determined  by  a  majority  of  votes  cast  on  the  ballot  or  by  such  larger  majority 
as  may  be  required  by  the  Constitution  or  by  canon. 

(e)  Nominees  receiving  a  majority  vote  (as  herein  defined)  on  any  ballot 
shall  be  declared  elected.  If  subsequent  ballots  be  required,  the  nominees  to  be 
voted  on  shall  be  limited  to  the  number  remaining  which  is  equal  to  twice  the 
number  of  offices  to  be  filled  and  who  received  on  the  preceding  ballot  the 
highest  number  of  votes  exclusive  of  those  declared  elected. 

(f)  After  the  election  of  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention  or  delegates 
to  other  meetings,  the  alternates  for  these  deputies  or  delegates  shall  in  like 
manner  be  elected  from  among  those  already  nominated  for  deputies  or 
delegates. 

XIX.  (a)  Resolutions  to  be  acted  on  at  the  annual  Convention  shall  be  submitted 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  on  or  before  the  40th  day  preceding  the 
opening  date  of  the  Convention.  Upon  submission,  resolutions  shall  be  referred 
to  the  appropriate  Convention  Committee  as  prescribed  by  Rule  of  Order  III,  (a), 
and  the  texts  thereof  shall  be  included  in  the  advance  materials  distributed  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Convention  to  the  members  of  the  Convention  prior  to  the 
Convention.  Resolutions  submitted  to  the  Secretary  later  than  specified  shall  be 
returned  to  the  introducer  without  action. 

Resolutions  may  be  introduced  during  the  Convention  but  may  be  acted 
upon  only  as  follows:  If  introduced  in  the  first  business  session  of  the 
Convention,  the  question  before  the  Convention  shall  be  whether  the  resolution 
shall  be  considered.  Upon  the  affirmative  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  delegates,  the 
resolution  shall  be  referred  to  an  appropriate  Convention  Committee  for  study 
and  report  to  that  Convention.  Such  resolutions  that  fail  to  receive  the  required 
vote,  as  well  as  resolutions  introduced  after  the  close  of  the  first  business  session 
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of  the  Convention,  shall  not  be  considered. 

This  rule  shall  not  apply  to  resolutions  of  courtesy. 

(b)  Any  portions  of  the  Bishop's  address  meriting  the  Convention's 
response  shall  be  referred  by  the  Diocesan  Bishop  to  an  appropriate  Convention 
Committee. 

(c)  If  a  resolution  submitted  for  Convention  action  would  require 
adoption  or  amendment  of  a  rule  of  order,  canon  or  constitutional  provision,  the 
presiding  officer  of  the  Convention,  at  the  time  the  resolution  is  referred  to  an 
appropriate  Convention  Committee  under  Rule  of  Order  III,(a),  shall  request  the 
Canonical  Commission  on  Constitution  and  Canons  to  consider  the  measure  and 
prepare  whatever  rule,  canonical  or  constitutional  provision  would  be  suitable  to 
accomplish  the  resolution's  proposal  and,  if  the  resolution  receives  favorable 
Convention  action,  report  the  rule,  canonical  or  constitutional  provision  for 
Convention  consideration. 

XX.  If  a  resolution  submitted  for  Convention  action  would  substantially  affect 
diocesan  finances,  the  presiding  officer  of  the  Convention  shall,  at  the  time  the 
resolution  is  referred  to  an  appropriate  Convention  Committee  under  Rule  of 
Order  III,(a),  also  request  the  Convention  Committee  on  Administration  of  the 
Diocese  to  consider  the  measure.  The  Convention  shall  not  take  up  the 
resolution  until  its  Committee  on  the  Administration  of  the  Diocese  has,  without 
recommendation,  furnished  the  Convention  with  an  analysis  of  the  effect 
adoption  of  the  resolution  would  have  on  the  fiscal  affairs  of  the  Diocese.

By-Laws  of  the  Council 


I.  The  Bishop  Coadjutor,  if  any,  and  any  Suffragan  Bishops  of  the  Diocese  shall 
have  seat  and  voice  in  the  Council. 

II.  The  Treasurer  and  the  Business  Administrator  of  the  Diocese  shall  have  seat 
and  voice. 

III.  Members  of  the  Council  shall  attend  each  annual  and  special  Convention 
of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese.  The  Secretary  of  Convention  and  the  Committee 
on  the  Dispatch  of  Business  are  requested  to  take  appropriate  steps  to  facilitate 
such  attendance  by  lay  members  of  the  Council  who  are  not  otherwise  members 
of  the  Convention. 

IV.  The  Department  of  Mission  and  Outreach  and  the  Department  of  Budgets 
shall  meet  jointly  at  least  annually  to  formulate  recommendations  for  that  portion 
of  the  budget  for  the  Church's  Program  Fund  that  relates  to  agencies  and 
programs  within  the  purview  of  the  Department  of  Mission  and  Outreach.  The 
Department  of  Budgets  shall  be  responsible  for  developing  overall  budgetary 
guidelines.  The  Department  of  Mission  and  Outreach  shall  be  responsible  for 
developing  specific  budget  recommendations  for  individual  line  items.  At  the 
joint  meeting,  the  members  of  each  department  may  participate  in  discussions  of 
all  matters  of  mutual  concern,  but  each  department  shall  vote  separately  on  issues 
within  its  canonical  jurisdiction.

(Convention 
notice,  with  certification  forms  for  lay  delegates  will  need  to  be  mailed  in  late 
August  so  that  the  election  of  lay  delegates  can  take  place  at  the  September 
meeting  of  vestries  and  mission  committees.) 

90  Days  (Late  October):  Secretary  to  publish  the  names  of  clerical  and  lay 
delegates. 

75  Days  (Mid-November):  Convocation  meetings  of  delegates  for  hearings  on 
programs  and  supporting  budgets. 

60  Days  (Late  November):  Department  of  Budgets  of  Diocesan  Council  to 
prepare  final  budgets. 

40  Days  (Mid-December):  Final  date  for  submission  of  nominations  and 
resolutions. 

10  Days  (Mid- January):  Convocation  meetings  to  review  and  consider  revised 
budgets,  resolutions  and  nominations.

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JOURNAL  OF  PROCEEDINGS 

of  the  Special  Convention  to  Elect  a  Bishop 

A  Special  Convention  of  the  Episcopal  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  for  the 
purpose  of  electing  a  new  Diocesan  Bishop,  was  held  at  the  Camp  and  Conference 
Center  at  Brown  Summit,  North  Carolina,  on  Saturday,  December  4,  1993. 

Registration  was  held,  beginning  at  8:00  a.m.,  under  a  tent  adjoining  the 
gymnasium,  the  site  of  the  Special  Convention.  The  Special  Convention  was 
called  to  order  at  9:30  a.m.  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Robert  W.  Estill,  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese,  who  opened  the  meeting  with  a  prayer. 

John  Koch,  director  of  the  Camp  and  Conference  Center,  made  several 
announcements  regarding  facilities,  meals,  and  parking. 

A  certificate  of  quorum  was  announced  by  the  chair  of  the  Committee  on 
Credentials,  Lloyd  Childers,  of  St.  Mark's,  Raleigh,  who  reported  that  293  lay 
delegates  and  177  clergy  delegates  were  registered,  representing  a  sufficient 
number  of  congregations  in  union  with  the  Convention. 

Next  followed  the  report  of  the  Commission  on  Dispatch  of  Business,  made 
by  its  chairman,  the  Rev.  Frederick  J.  Warnecke,  Jr.,  rector  of  St.  Francis'  Church, 
Greensboro,  and  adoption  of  the  agenda  for  the  day. 

Alfred  L.  Purrington  III,  of  Christ  Church,  Raleigh,  chairman  of  the  Commis- 
sion on  Constitution  and  Canons,  presented  the  proposed  Special  Rules  of  Order, 
which  were  adopted. 

Joseph  S.  Ferrell,  delegate  from  Chapel  of  the  Cross,  Chapel  Hill,  introduced 
a  motion  to  amend  Special  Rule  of  Order  number  8(a)  to  allow  for  the  possibility 
of  additional  nominations  after  the  5th  ballot,  rather  than  after  the  8th  ballot,  as 
originally  enacted.   His  motion,  duly  seconded,  was  adopted. 

Next,  J.  Ward  Purrington,  chairman,  presented  the  report  of  the  Nominating 
Committee  for  the  Bishop.  He  stated  that  the  Committee  was  nominating  five 
individuals:  the  Rev.  Canon  Robert  W.  Duncan,  Jr.,  Canon  to  the  Ordinary  for 
the  Diocese  of  Pittsburgh;  the  Rev.  Robert  C.  Johnson,  Jr.,  rector  of  St.  Luke's 
Church,  Durham,  North  Carolina;  the  Rev.  Lucinda  Laird,  rector  of  St.  Mark's 
Church,  Teaneck,  New  Jersey;  the  Rev.  Harry  H.  Pritchett,  rector  of  All  Saints' 
Church,  Atlanta,  Georgia;  and  the  Rev.  Robert  G.  Trache,  rector  of  Immanuel 
Church-on-the-Hill,  Alexandria,  Virginia.  Additionally,  he  reported  that,  under 
a  provision  of  the  enabling  election  resolution  adopted  at  the  January  1993 
Diocesan  Convention,  during  the  period  October  1-18,  a  delegate  to  the  Special 
Convention  had  nominated  the  Rev.  Jon  C.  Shuler,  rector  of  Church  of  the 
Ascension,  Knoxville,  Tennessee. 

He  moved  that  the  nominations  be  closed.   So  ordered. 

The  Rev.  Diane  B.  Corlett,  chair  of  the  Elections  Committee,  then  described 
the  procedure  for  balloting. 

The  first  ballot  was  taken  shortly  before  10:00  a.m.,  after  which  the  business 
session  was  recessed  in  order  for  the  delegates  to  participate  in  a  service  of  the 
Holy  Eucharist,  for  which  Bishop  Estill  was  celebrant  and  preacher. 
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The  results  of  the  first  ballot  were  then  announced,  with  153  lay  and  111  clergy 
votes  needed  for  a  majority  in  each  ordenDuncan — 45  lay,  24  clergy;  Johnson — 
73  lay,  51  clergy;  Laird — 47  lay,  29  clergy;  Pritchett — 55  lay,  35  clergy; 
Shuler— 23  lay,  15  clergy;  Trache — 44  lay,  22  clergy. 

There  being  no  election,  a  second  ballot  was  taken. 

At  11:45  a.m.  results  of  the  second  ballot  were  announced:  Duncan — 51  lay, 
33  clergy;  Johnson — 97  lay,  65  clergy;  Laird — 32  lay,  12  clergy;  Pritchett — 71 
lay,  41  clergy;  Shuler — 3  lay,  0  clergy;  Trache — 38  lay,  25  clergy. 

There  being  no  election,  a  third  ballot  was  taken. 

Results  of  the  third  ballot  were  announced:  Duncan — 55  lay,  36  clergy; 
Johnson — 125  lay,  72  clergy;  Laird — 6  lay,  4  clergy;  Pritchett — 86  lay,  49 
clergy;  Shuler — 0  lay,  0  clergy;  Trache — 20  lay,  16  clergy. 

At  this  point  a  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  change  Rule  of  Order  8(a) 
back  to  its  original  form,  so  that,  rather  than  after  the  5th  ballot,  additional 
nominations  could  not  be  considered  until  there  was  no  election  after  the  8th 
ballot.   This  motion  carried. 

There  being  no  election  after  the  third  ballot,  at  12:20  p.m.  a  fourth  ballot  was 
taken. 

The  Special  Convention  recessed  for  lunch  at  12:30  p.m.  and  returned  to  order 
at  1:10  p.m. 

It  was  announced  that  the  offering  from  the  Eucharist  amounted  to  $1,788.32 
and  that  it  was  to  be  used  for  youth  scholarships  for  events  at  the  Camp  and 
Conference  Center. 

Next,  the  results  of  the  fourth  ballot  were  announced:  Duncan — 46  lay,  28 
clergy;  Johnson — 132  lay,  86  clergy;  Laird — 0  lay,  1  clergy;  Pritchett — 112  lay, 
58  clergy;  Shuler — 0  lay,  0  clergy;  Trache — 3  lay,  4  clergy. 

There  being  no  election,  a  fifth  ballot  was  taken. 

Results  of  the  fifth  ballot  were  as  follows:  Duncan — 24  lay,  13  clergy; 
Johnson — 145  lay,  94  clergy;  Laird — 0  lay,  0  clergy;  Pritchett — 122  lay,  69 
clergy;  Shuler — 1  lay,  0  clergy;  Trache — 0  lay,  1  clergy. 

There  being  no  election,  a  sixth  ballot  was  taken  at  1:35  p.m. 

The  results  of  the  sixth  ballot  were  announced:  Duncan — 10  lay,  9  clergy; 
Johnson — 164  lay,  104  clergy;  Laird — 0  lay,  0  clergy;  Pritchett — 118  lay,  61 
clergy;  Shuler — 1  lay,  1  clergy;  Trache — 0  lay,  0  clergy. 

On  this  ballot — the  sixth — Johnson  received  a  majority  in  the  lay  order, 
having  more  than  153  votes;  but  he  did  not  receive  a  majority  in  the  clerical  order, 
so  there  was  no  election. 

There  being  no  election  in  the  sixth  ballot,  a  seventh  ballot  was  taken. 

Results  of  the  seventh  ballot  were  announced:  Duncan — 9  lay,  6  clergy; 
Johnson — 184  lay,  118  clergy;  Laird — 0  lay,  0  clergy;  Pritchett — 95  lay,  51 
clergy;  Shuler — 4  lay,  0  clergy;  Trache — 0  lay,  0  clergy. 

One  candidate  having  received  a  majority  in  both  orders,  balloting  was 
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terminated,  and  the  Rev.  Robert  Carroll  Johnson,  Jr.,  was  declared  to  have  been 
elected  the  Tenth  Bishop  of  the  Episcopal  Diocese  of  North  Carolina. 

The  delegates  then  sang  the  Doxology,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Johnson,  being 
present,  was  invited  to  speak  to  the  Convention. 

"If  you  are  brave  enough  to  elect  me,  I'll  be  brave  enough  to  accept  your 
election,"  he  said.  "You  do  me  a  very,  very  great  honor.  I  extend  to  you  my 
appreciation  from  the  bottom  of  my  heart.  I  would  like  for  you  to  know  that  some 
may  think  that  this  was  a  mistake.  It  may  be.  But  it  won't  be  the  first  time  that 
the  Lord  has  had  a  mistake  to  work  with  and  has  done  well.  If  our  Lord  turned 
water  into  wine,  he  can  make  a  bishop  out  of  me. 

"Some  of  you  considered  this  a  weak  slate,  but  all  of  us  nominees  are  strong 
in  some  areas  and  weak  in  others.  I  can  assure  you  that  there  was  not  a  truly  weak 
candidate  in  the  group. 

"Having  elected  me  the  Tenth  Bishop  of  North  Carolina,  you  may  be  surprised 
to  learn  of  my  weaknesses  and  of  my  strengths.  You  must  pray  for  me,  especially 
if  you  wanted  the  election  to  turn  out  some  other  way.  Pray  for  me  when  you 
disagree  with  me.  It  is  your  bounden  duty  to  pray  for  me.  I  do  for  you,  and  I  shall 
continue.  I  ask  you  to  help  me  keep  this  Diocese  a  strong,  healthy,  faithful,  joyful 
Christian  community.  Thank  you  for  your  trust  in  me.  Please  help  me  to  grow 
into  that  trust,"  he  concluded. 

The  Rev.  Mrs.  Corlett  thanked  the  tellers  for  their  work. 

The  Rev.  Robert  L.  Sessum,  rector  of  All  Saints',  Concord,  moved,  and  it  was 
duly  seconded,  that  the  Special  Convention  express  its  thanks  to  the  members  of 
the  Nominating  Committee  for  the  Bishop  for  their  work.   So  ordered. 

He  also  moved,  and  it  was  seconded  and  then  approved  unanimously,  that  the 
Special  Convention  commend  John  Koch,  director  of  the  Camp  and  Conference 
Center,  and  his  staff,  for  their  work  in  making  it  possible  to  hold  the  electing 
convention  at  Brown  Summit. 

Bishop  Estill  thanked  the  Diocesan  House  staff,  the  Parliamentarian  (Joseph 
B.  Cheshire,  Jr.),  the  Secretary  of  Convention  (the  Rev.  E.  T.  Malone,  Jr.),  and 
the  chairman  of  the  Commission  on  Dispatch  of  Business  (the  Rev.  Mr. 
Warnecke)  for  their  work. 

The  Special  Convention  was  witnessed  by  youth  of  the  Diocese  who  were 
present  for  the  weekend  for  "The  Bishops'  Ball"  at  the  Conference  Center. 

All  delegates,  lay  and  clergy,  signed  the  Certificate  of  Election,  and  the 
Convention  adjourned  at  approximately  2:30  p.m.

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JOURNAL  OF  PROCEEDINGS 

of  the  178th  Annual  Convention 

First  Business  Day — Friday  Morning 

The  one  hundred  and  seventy-eighth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Episcopal 
Diocese  of  North  Carolina  was  held  at  the  Koury  Convention  Center  in 
Greensboro,  North  Carolina,  on  Friday  and  Saturday,  January  28-29, 1994.  The 
Greensboro  Convocation  was  host  for  the  Convention. 

Registration,  which  began  on  Thursday  night,  continued  at  8:00  a.m.  on 
Friday.  An  orientation  session  for  new  delegates  was  held  at  8:30  a.m.  by  the  Rev. 
E.  T.  Malone,  Jr.,  Secretary  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Robert  W.  Estill,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  called  the  Convention 
to  order  at  9:30  a.m.  A  certificate  of  quorum  was  announced  by  the  chair  of  the 
Committee  on  Credentials,  Wilson  Sadler,  of  St.  Alban's,  Davidson.  Mr.  Sadler 
reported  that  221  lay  delegates  and  117  clergy  delegates  were  registered, 
representing  a  sufficient  number  of  congregations  in  union  with  the  Convention 
and  constituting  a  quorum. 

The  chair  of  the  Dispatch  of  Business  Commission,  the  Rev.  Frederick  J. 
Warnecke,  Jr.,  rector  of  St.  Francis'  Church,  Greensboro,  and  Dean  of  the 
Greensboro  Convocation,  moved  adoption  of  a  schedule  and  agenda  for  the 
Convention.   The  motion  was  approved. 

The  Bishop  then  called  for  concurrence  and  approval  of  the  appointed 
Convention  committees.   So  approved. 

Next,  the  Bishop's  appointment  of  the  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese,  Joseph 
Blount  Cheshire,  Jr.,  as  Parliamentarian  of  the  Convention  was  approved. 

The  Bishop  then  nominated  and  the  Convention  elected  the  Secretary  of  the 
Diocese,  the  Rev.  E.  T.  Malone,  Jr.,  as  Secretary  of  the  Convention.  The  Rev. 
Mr.  Malone  then  nominated  the  Rev.  Anne  C.  Pugh  of  Raleigh  as  Assistant 
Secretary,  and  she  was  elected.  Letty  J.  Collins,  CPA,  was  nominated  by  the 
Bishop  and  elected  by  the  Convention  as  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Convention  business  session  then  recessed  for  a  celebration  of  the  Holy 
Eucharist,  held  in  the  Convention  Hall.  The  Bishop  served  as  celebrant.  During 
the  prayers,  the  necrology  was  read  by  the  Secretary  of  Convention.  As  sermon 
for  the  Eucharist,  the  Bishop  presented  his  annual  Address,  in  which  he 
summarized  the  achievements  of  his  administration,  bade  farewell  to  the 
Diocese,  and  expressed  his  hopes  for  its  continued  spiritual  growth. 

When  the  business  session  reconvened,  it  was  announced  that  the  next  Annual 
Convention  will  be  held  on  January  26-28, 1995,  at  the  Pinehurst  Inn  in  Pinehurst, 
in  the  Sandhills  Convocation. 

Bailey  Hobgood,  general  chairman  of  the  Convention  and  a  parishioner  of  St. 
Andrew's,  Greensboro,  welcomed  the  delegates  to  the  city  and  made  various 
announcements. 

After  a  call  by  the  Bishop  for  late  resolutions,  the  following  were  filed  by  title

and  approved  by  the  Convention  to  be  referred  to  the  appropriate  Convention 
committees:  No.  9  "OnNational  Church  Funding"  and  No.  10  "On  Penalties  for 
Failure  by  Parishes  to  Pay  Annual  Proportionate  Share." 

The  floor  was  then  opened  for  late  nominations.  Ira  J.  Folsom,  Jr.,  Polly  G. 
Redd,  and  the  Rev.  Philip  F.  Wiehe  were  nominated  for  the  Conference  Center 
Board.  Thomas  C.  Church,  Jr.,  Donna  J.  Hicks,  Isaac  V.  Manly,  Ira  J.  Folsom, 
Jr.,  and  the  Rev.  Beth  W.  Ely  were  nominated  for  Diocesan  Council. 

The  Rev.  Virginia  Going — acting  on  behalf  of  Emilie  Sigel,  chair  of  the 
Commission  on  Admission  of  Congregations — moved  that  a  new  mission,  The 
Prince  of  Peace,  Apex,  be  admitted  into  union  with  the  Convention.  This  motion 
was  adopted,  and  two  persons  from  the  new  congregation  responded — vestry 
member  Ron  Bordwell  and  senior  warden  Horace  Johnson. 

Next,  the  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  was  filed  by  title. 

The  annual  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  was  made  by  Ms.  Collins. 

The  Rev.  Robert  B.  Cook,  Jr.,  chair,  reported  for  the  Education  and  Training 
Commission.  He  presented  awards  to  Tom  Henderson  of  St.  Mark's,  Raleigh; 
the  Rev.  John  Broome  of  Holy  Trinity,  Greensboro;  the  Rev.  Dr.  Glenn  E.  Busch 
of  St.  Mary's,  High  Point;  and  the  Rev.  James  D.  Franklin,  Jr.,  of  Emmanuel, 
Southern  Pines,  for  their  educational  efforts  in  the  Diocese. 

The  Hon.  Carolyn  Allen,  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Greensboro  and  a  member  of 
St.  Andrew's  Church,  welcomed  the  delegates  to  the  city. 

Martha  Alexander,  chair,  presented  the  report  of  the  Companion  Diocese 
Commission. 

John  Koch,  director,  presented  a  report  on  the  status  of  the  diocesan  Camp 
and  Conference  Center. 

Next,  the  Convention  recessed  its  business  session  for  Noonday  Prayers. 

Reports  were  continued  during  lunch,  which  the  delegates  ate  at  their  seats. 

The  Bishop  introduced  the  Rev.  Jeffrey  Murph,  one  of  the  two  diocesan  coor- 
dinators for  the  Presiding  Bishop's  Fund  for  World  Relief,  who  made  a  brief  report. 

Everette  Harper  described  the  mission  of  the  Self-Help  Credit  Union  in 
Durham,  including  its  current  "Episcopal  Challenge"  matching  funds  campaign, 
and  invited  individual  and  institutional  investment. 

The  Bishop  then  introduced  clergy  who  have  been  ordained  or  have  moved 
into  the  Diocese  since  last  Convention.  These  included  Martha  Clark-Boothby, 
St.  Andrew's,  Durham;  Jay  C.  James,  St.  Timothy's,  Raleigh;  Robert  M.  Alves, 
All  Saints',  Roanoke  Rapids;  Elizabeth  McKee-Huger,  Holy  Spirit,  Greensboro; 
F.  Gregory  Proctor,  Episcopal  Churches  of  Oxford;  Winston  B.  Charles,  Christ 
Church,  Raleigh;  John  W.  Wesley,  St.  Thomas',  Reidsville;  Tambria  E.  Lee, 
Chapel  of  the  Cross,  Chapel  Hill;  Richard  E.  Mason,  St.  Margaret's,  Charlotte;

Convention  recessed  at  12:50  p.m.  and  reconvened  at  1:30  p.m.,  at  which  time 
the  chairman  of  the  Credentials  Committee  reported  that  there  were  278  lay  and 
148  clergy  delegates  registered. 

At  this  point,  the  first  ballots  of  the  Convention  were  cast. 

Judy  Lane,  chair  of  the  Elections  Committee,  reported  and  moved  that  the 
Rev.  Brian  S.  Suntken,  being  the  only  nominee  for  trustee  of  the  Thompson 
Children's  Home,  be  elected  by  acclamation.  This  was  done. 

Ms.  Lane  moved  that,  since  there  were  only  ten  nominees  for  the  ten  positions 
to  be  filled  on  the  Penick  Home  Board,  those  persons  also  be  elected  by 
acclamation.  This  was  done.  Those  elected  were  William  O.  Bryant,  Collins  T. 
Dawson,  Frankie  St.  Pierre  DuBose,  W.  Clary  Holt,  Laura  L.  Hooper,  the  Rev. 
G.  Markis  House,  Alice  Robbins,  A.  Zachary  Smith  III,  Ann  Taws,  and  Stephen 
Francis  Techet. 

Ms.  Lane  moved,  regarding  the  election  in  the  clergy  order  for  Diocesan 
Council,  that,  there  being  two  full  three-year  terms  to  be  filled  and  one  one-year 
unexpired  term  to  be  filled,  and  there  being  only  three  nominees  for  these 
positions,  the  two  top  vote-getters  should  receive  the  full  terms  and  the  person 
receiving  the  lowest  number  of  votes  should  receive  the  one-year  unexpired  term. 
So  approved. 

Next,  Ms.  Lane  moved  that  the  Rev.  Jay  A.  Hobbs,  the  Rev.  Fred  L.  Thompson,  and 
the  Rev.  Philip  F.  Wiehe,  being  the  only  three  nominees  for  the  three  open  clergy 
positions  on  the  Conference  Center  Board,  be  elected  by  acclamation.  So  approved. 

At  this  point  ballots  were  distributed,  and  delegates  voted  for  the  open 
positions  on  Diocesan  Council,  the  Standing  Committee,  the  Conference  Center 
Board,  and  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South. 

At  2:00  p.m.  the  Rev.  Virginia  Herring,  chair  of  the  Diocesan  Council 
Department  of  Planning  and  Review,  presented  the  report  of  the  Diocesan 
Council,  with  its  recommendations  for  budget  priorities  for  1995. 

Sydenham  B.  Alexander,  Jr.,  chairman  of  the  Diocesan  Council  Department 
of  Budgets,  presented  the  1994  Program  and  Maintenance  budgets  for  the 
Diocese.  Convention  approved  the  proposed  budgets  at  2:20  p.m. 

The  Rev.  Edward  C.  Scott,  Dean  of  the  Winston-Salem  Convocation  and  chairman 
of  the  Task  Force  on  Funding  of  the  Diocese,  presented  the  report  that  was  made  to 
Diocesan  Council  regarding  creation  of  a  unified  budget  for  the  Diocese. 

Alfred  L.  Purrington  III,  chairman,  presented  the  report  of  the  Commission  on 
Constitution  and  Canons. 

June  Gregory,  acting  for  President  Carolyn  Darst  who  was  unable  to  attend, 
presented  the  report  of  the  Episcopal  Church  Women. 

The  Rev.  Philip  R.  Byrum,  retiring  president  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
offered  a  thanksgiving  for  the  ministry  of  retiring  Bishop  Robert  W.  Estill.   The 
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delegates  gave  the  Bishop  a  standing  ovation,  followed  by  singing  of  the  Doxology. 

The  Suffragan  Bishop,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Huntington  Williams,  Jr.,  next  presented 
his  annual  Address. 

The  Rev.  Blair  Both,  chair,  presented  the  report  of  the  Stewardship  Commission. 

At  3:00  p.m.  the  Convention  adjourned  into  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  in  order 
to  provide  time  for  "the  hopes  and  the  concerns"  of  the  delegates  to  be  expressed 
to  the  Convention  in  a  non-legislative  context. 

At  3:55  p.m.  Ms.  Lane  announced  that  C.  A.  "Bo"  Newcomb,  Anne  V.  Butler, 
and  Fred  Bowers  had  been  elected  to  the  Conference  Center  Board  and  the  Rev. 
Dwight  E.  Ogier,  Jr.,  as  trustee  for  the  University  of  the  South.  For  Diocesan 
Council,  she  said  that  C.  Thomas  Fennimore  and  May  Sherrod  had  been  elected 
in  the  lay  order.  For  Diocesan  Council  in  the  clergy  order,  Ms.  Lane  reported  that 
the  Rev.  Vicki  S.  Wesen  and  the  Rev.  Gary  D.  Jones  had  been  elected  to  full  three- 
year  terms  and  that  the  Rev.  Beth  W.  Ely  had  been  elected  to  a  one-year  unexpired 
term.  For  Standing  Committee,  she  reported  that  J.  Ward  Purrington  and  Joseph 
B.  Cheshire,  Jr.,  had  been  elected  in  the  lay  order  and  that  the  Rev.  Timothy  E. 
Kimbrough  had  been  elected  in  the  clergy  order. 

Another  ballot  was  necessary  between  Thomas  C.  Church,  Jr.,  and  Donna  J. 
Hicks  to  determine  the  third  lay  position  for  Diocesan  Council. 

A  clergy  spouse  reception  was  held  in  the  afternoon. 

The  Bishop  reminded  Convention  of  the  recent  fire  that  destroyed  the  Church  of 
the  Advent  in  Enfield  and  expressed  to  that  congregation  the  support  of  the  Diocese. 

The  chair  of  Dispatch  of  Business  moved  that  the  Saturday,  January  29,  session 
convene  at  9:00  a.m.  rather  than  at  8:00  a.m.,  as  previously  scheduled.  Approved. 

Convention  recessed  shortly  after  4:00  p.m.,  by  which  time  the  Credentials 
Committee  reported  that  281  lay  and  155  clergy  delegates  had  registered. 

At  8:00  p.m.  the  Convention  committees  to  which  resolutions  were  assigned 
held  open  hearings. 

Second  Business  Day — Saturday 

Following  opening  prayers  at  9:00  a.m.,  for  which  lay  reader  Jere  Royall  of 
Church  of  the  Holy  Cross,  Raleigh,  was  officiant,  the  Convention  reconvened. 

The  report  of  the  Long  Range  Planning/Parish  Development  Committee  was 
presented  by  the  Rev.  Thomas  Ehrich  and  the  Rev.  David  Williams. 

Ms.  Lane  announced  that  Thomas  C.  Church,  Jr.,  had  been  elected  to  the 
Diocesan  Council. 

The  Convention  then  turned  to  consideration  of  resolutions. 

Keith  Allen,  chairman,  reported  for  the  Convention  Program  of  the  Church 
Committee  that  the  Committee  recommended  adoption  of  substitute  Resolution 
No.  9  "On  National  Church  Funding,"  amended  by  the  Committee  to  conclude 
with  the  phrase  "as  reflected  in  the  budget  adopted  at  annual  Diocesan  Conven- 
tion." The  resolution  was  adopted  as  proposed  by  Committee. 

The  Rev.  Fred  Thompson,  chairman,  reported  for  the  Convention  Adminis- 
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tration  of  the  Diocese  Committee  on  four  resolutions,  numbers  2,  3,  8,  and  10. 

The  Committee  recommended  adoption  of  Resolution  No.  2  "Regarding 
Planning  of  the  179th  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina."  The 
resolution  was  duly  adopted  by  Convention. 

The  Committee  recommended  adoption  of  Resolution  No.  3  "On  Endorsing 
the  Report  of  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  Funding  of  the  Diocese."  An  amendment 
proposed  by  which  the  Convention  would  set  the  percentage  of  contribution 
asked  of  parishes  to  future  unified  budgets  was  defeated.  Next,  an  amendment 
was  proposed  to  omit  the  word  "local"  in  part  C.  and  to  insert  the  phrase 
"according  to  line  item  1866  of  its  parochial  report,"  so  that  the  affected  sentence 
would  read:  "C.  The  Council's  askings  will  be  based  on  a  formula  that  is  based 
on  a  three-year  average  of  the  congregation's  normal  operating  income,  reduced 
by  the  three-year  average  of  the  congregation's  disbursements  for  outreach, 
according  to  line  item  1866  of  its  parochial  report."  This  amendment  was 
adopted.  Finally,  an  amendment  was  proposed  to  separate  out  part  A.  ("The 
Diocesan  Council  will  recommend  to  each  annual  Convention  a  unified  bud- 
get.") as  a  resolution  to  be  considered  by  itself.  This  amendment  was  defeated. 
Convention  then  voted  on  Resolution  No.  3  as  amended,  and  it  was  adopted. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Administration  of  the  Diocese  was  interrupted 
for  a  special  order  of  business,  completion  of  the  report  of  the  Commission  on 
Admission  of  Congregations.  The  Rev.  Ms.  Going — speaking  again  on  behalf 
of  chair  Emilie  Sigel — reported  that  the  Commission  recommended  admission 
of  the  Church  of  the  Nativity,  Raleigh,  now  a  mission,  to  parish  status.  She  moved 
this  action,  which  was  adopted.  The  Rev.  Diane  B.  Corlett,  rector  of  the  new 
parish,  replied  to  Convention.  A  large  number  of  parishioners  with  banners  and 
balloons  was  present. 

On  behalf  of  Church  of  the  Nativity,  Chuck  Taylor  introduced  a  resolution  of 
courtesy  that  was  adopted  by  Convention. 

Next,  the  Rev.  Ms.  Going  reported  that  the  Commission  recommended 
admission  of  St.  Anne's  Church,  a  Winston-Salem  mission,  to  parish  status.  She 
moved  this  action,  which  was  also  adopted,  and  a  reply  was  made  to  Convention 
by  the  Rev.  Virginia  Herring,  rector  of  the  new  parish. 

On  behalf  of  St.  Anne's  Church,  Norma  Collins  introduced  a  resolution  of 
courtesy  that  was  adopted  by  Convention.  Many  parishioners  from  St.  Anne's 
were  also  present  to  celebrate  this  event. 

Both  new  parishes  then  announced  that  they  were  presenting  gifts  to  the 
Diocese's  newest  mission,  The  Prince  of  Peace,  Apex. 

Convention  then  returned  to  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Administration 
of  the  Diocese. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Thompson  reported  that  the  Committee  recommended  adoption 
of  Resolution  No.  10  "On  Penalties  for  Failure  by  Parishes  to  Pay  Annual 
Proportionate  Share."  After  debate,  there  was  a  call  for  voting  by  orders,  and  the 
clergy  order,  which  voted  first,  defeated  the  resolution  by  a  67-64  tally.  It  was 
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not  necessary,  therefore,  for  the  lay  order  to  vote.  A  motion  to  table  the  resolution 
was  defeated,  and  an  attempt  to  amend  it  after  it  had  been  rejected  was  ruled  out 
of  order  by  the  Suffragan  Bishop,  who  was  in  the  chair. 

A  motion  to  reconsider  Resolution  No.  3,  which  endorsed  creation  of  a  unified 
diocesan  budget,  and  whose  implementation  was  dependent  on  passage  of 
Resolution  No.  10,  was  defeated. 

Next,  the  Committee  recommended  rejection  of  Resolution  No.  8  "On 
Restoration  of  Insurance  Coverage  and  Benefits."  A  motion  to  bring  it  to  the  floor 
for  consideration  failed  by  a  167-162  vote. 

Gay  Silver,  chair,  reported  for  the  Convention  Committee  on  Faith  and 
Morals.  She  said  that  the  Committee  recommended  adoption  of  Resolution  No. 
5  "On  Environmental  Justice,"  and  it  was  duly  adopted  by  the  Convention. 

Convention  then  turned  to  the  report  of  its  Committee  on  National  and 
International  Affairs,  made  by  the  Rev.  James  D.  Franklin,  chairman,  who 
recommended  adoption  of  Resolution  No.  6  "In  Appreciation  for  the  Alban 
Institute,"  which  also  voiced  thanks  for  the  career  of  the  Institute's  founder,  the 
Rev.  Loren  Mead,  a  priest  from  this  Diocese.  The  resolution  was  adopted,  and 
the  Rev.  Robert  C.  Johnson,  Jr.,  rector  of  St.  Luke's,  Durham,  introduced  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Mead's  daughter,  Barbara  Mead  Wise,  a  delegate  from  his  parish. 

Convention  returned  to  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Faith  and  Morals.  Ms. 
Silver  reported  that  the  Committee  recommended  adoption  of  substitute  Reso- 
lution No.  4  "On  Living  Holy  Lives,"  which  omits  nothing  of  the  original  but 
inserts  the  phrase  "as  well  as  a  commitment  to  respond  to  our  neighbor  with 
dedemptive  love."  A  proposed  amendment  to  change  the  phrase  "daily  family 
prayer"  to  "regular  family  prayer"  was  adopted.  A  proposed  amendment  to 
change  the  line  "committed  to  sexual  chastity  and  marital  fidelity  with  regular 
family  prayer  and  Bible  study"  to  "committed  to  sexual  chastity  [and/or]  marital 
fidelity  with  regular  [family]  prayer,"  etc.,  was  defeated.  A  proposed  amendment 
to  delete  the  entire  above  mentioned  line  was  adopted  by  a  vote  of  218-140.  The 
entire  resolution,  as  amended  above,  was  then  adopted,  217-157. 

At  this  point,  the  Bishop  recognized  those  members  of  his  executive  and 
support  staff  who  have  recently  or  will  soon  be  leaving  employ  of  the  Diocese — 
the  Rev.  William  S.  Brettmann,  Assistant  to  the  Bishop  for  Program  and  Ministry; 
the  Rev.  E.  James  Lewis,  Director  of  Christian  Social  Ministries;  Frances  Smyth, 
Youth  Coordinator;  and  Lillian  Reynolds,  secretary  to  the  Suffragan  Bishop. 

Next  followed  Noonday  Prayers,  for  which  the  Rev.  Jane  Bruce,  vicar  of  St. 
David's,  Laurinburg,  was  officiant. 

The  Convention  then  recessed  for  lunch.  Delegates  ate  box  lunches  at  their 
seats,  and  reports  continued. 

It  was  announced  that  offering  from  the  Friday  Eucharist  amounted  to 
$1,445.06,  which  will  be  given  to  the  Presiding  Bishop's  Fund  for  World  Relief. 

It  was  announced  that  the  Rev.  James  D.  Beckwith,  retired  rector  of  St. 
Michael's,  Raleigh,  who  died  January  16,  had  attended  the  Diocesan  Convention 
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as  a  clergy  delegate  for  forty-four  consecutive  years. 

A  Bible  was  presented  to  Bailey  Hobgood  in  appreciation  for  his  outstanding 
work  as  General  Chairman  of  the  1994  Diocesan  Convention. 

The  Rev.  Henry  Parsley  introduced  a  resolution  of  courtesy  honoring  Ann 
Clark,  parishioner  of  Christ  Church,  Charlotte,  who  has  been  named  National 
Principal  of  the  Year.  So  approved. 

William  Bryant  presented  the  report  of  the  Overseas  Commission. 

The  Rev.  Monroe  Freeman,  chairman,  presented  the  report  of  the  Diocesan 
Council  Department  of  Ministry  in  Higher  Education,  introducing  several  of  the 
Episcopal  chaplains,  who,  in  turn,  introduced  several  college  students  who  spoke 
about  the  importance  of  Episcopal  campus  ministry. 

At  1:20  p.m.  the  Rev.  Robert  C.  Johnson,  Jr.,  Bishop-elect  of  the  Diocese, 
addressed  the  Convention. 

Next,  the  Rev.  Harrison  Simons  introduced  a  resolution  of  courtesy  honoring 
the  long-time  service  to  the  Diocese  of  Lillian  H.  Reynolds,  who  has  served  in 
several  capacities  on  the  support  staff  over  a  period  of  nearly  thirty  years.  Most 
recently  she  has  been  secretary  to  the  Suffragan  Bishop.  Convention  heartily 
endorsed  this  resolution. 

Ms.  Silver  then  continued  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Faith  and  Morals. 
She  said  that  the  Committee  recommended  adoption  of  substitute  Resolution  No. 
7  "On  Changing  Pray erBook  Rubrics  Regarding  Presenters  at  Ordinations."  The 
resolution  in  this  form  was  adopted. 

Ms.  Silver  reported  that  the  Committee  recommended  rejection  of  Resolution 
No.  1  "On  the  Preparation  of  Liturgical  Forms  for  the  Celebration  of  a 
Commitment  of  Life  Together."  She  said,  however,  that  a  minority  of  the 
Committee  wished  to  file  a  report  recommending  adoption.  Following  debate, 
Convention  voted  on  whether  to  adopt  the  minority  report.  A  vote  by  orders  was 
duly  called  for,  and  the  clergy,  voting  73-57,  defeated  the  attempt  at  making  a 
dissenting  minority  report,  and,  thus,  the  resolution  was  laid  upon  the  table. 

Finally,  Keith  Allen,  chairman  of  the  Convention  Committee  on  Program  of 
the  Church,  reported  that  the  Committee  had  drafted  Resolution  No.  11  "Re- 
sponse of  the  Convention  Committee  on  Program  of  the  Church  to  the  Report  of 
the  Diocesan  Council,"  and  recommended  adoption  of  this  resolution.  It  was  read 
and  adopted  by  Convention. 

The  Rev.  Jay  A.  Hobbs  introduced  a  resolution  of  courtesy  thanking  the 
Greensboro  Convocation  for  hosting  the  178th  Annual  Convention.  So  ordered. 

The  Bishop  announced  his  appointments  to  Committees  and  Commissions 
for  1994. 

Following  a  blessing  by  the  Bishop,  the  Convention  was  adjourned  at 
approximately  2:30  p.m.

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Address  of  the  Bishop 

to  the  178th  Convention 

of  the  Episcopal  Diocese  of  North  Carolina 

Welcome  to  the  178th  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina. 
It  is  not  often  that  the  Bishop's  annual  address  is  the  first  item  of  business.  That 
gives  me  the  privilege  of  having  the  "first  word."  Robert  Johnson,  Jr.,  our  Bishop- 
elect  will  have  the  "last  word,"  and  that  is  how  it  should  be.  I  rejoice  with  you 
over  his  election  and  I  look  forward  to  having  him  as  "my  Bishop"  after  May  14th. 
Bob  and  Connie  like  Hunt  and  Mary  have  served  in  this  Diocese  for  a  long  time. 
The  Johnsons  for  30  years,  the  Williamses,  38.  A  new  saying  is  made:  "The  new 
order  changeth  giving  way  to  the  old." 

Since  I  have  the  "first  word"  let  me  say  "thank  you."  "Thank  you"  to  all  of 
you  who  have  been  members  of  this  diocesan  family  during  my  fourteen  years 
as  a  bishop.  You,  like  the  Scribe  in  the  Gospel  this  morning,  have  brought 
treasures  both  old  and  new  and  have  enriched  the  life  of  this  Diocese  and  certainly 
have  enriched  my  life  as  well. 

I  have  been  ordained  42  years  and  I  am  a  cradle  Episcopalian.  I  have  watched 
our  Church  become  like  the  parable  Jesus  gave  in  today's  Gospel.  We  are  a  dragnet, 
filled  with  a  great  mixture  of  all  kinds  of  fish.  Some  of  us  are  pretty  strange  fish 
at  that!  Yet,  that  mixture  is  also  our  greatest  strength.  We  are  an  inclusive  Church 
where  all  are  welcome,  all  given  a  place  at  the  Table.  No  one  is  a  stranger.  All 
are  encouraged  to  bring  our  gifts  and  to  use  them  in  the  service  of  God  and  of  others. 

This  diversity  gets  us  deeply  involved  in  the  issues  of  the  world.  We  do  not 
always  agree  with  each  other,  nor  are  we  ever  sure  how  many  of  us  are  behind 
the  things  that  we  feel  theologically  important.  We  would  worry  St.  Thomas 
Acquinas — whose  day  we  commemorate.  Blessed  Thomas  would  not  be  at  home 
in  some  Episcopal  Churches  or  with  some  of  us.  Yet,  we  draw  from  him  and  from 
others  like  him,  our  tradition  and  our  inspiration  to  use  our  minds — our  reason, 
as  he  did  his.  And  we  draw  from  him  the  bed-rock  of  our  faith  in  God  as  the 
ultimate  reality  from  which  everything  else  derives. 

We  are  also  a  Church  which  believes  in  the  baptismal  covenant.  That  is  the 
rhythm,  of  that  covenant,  gathering  "in  the  apostles  teaching  and  fellowship,  in 
the  breaking  of  the  bread,  and  in  prayers,"  and  then  scattering  "to  seek  Christ  in 
the  life  and  needs  of  others"  and  "to  proclaim  the  Good  News  not  only  by  word 
but  by  our  deeds."  That  baptismal  covenant  gets  us  into  a  lot  of  things.  We  find 
ourselves,  along  with  the  whole  Episcopal  Church,  addressing  questions  about 
human  sexuality  and  dealing  with  gay  and  lesbian  issues.  Our  faithfulness  to  our 
baptismal  promises  plunges  us  into  concern  for  farmworkers,  the  homeless,  the 
hungry,  migrant  laborers,  poultry  workers,  coal  miners,  and  the  rural  poor. 
Allegiance  to  God,  the  ultimate  reality,  drives  us  into  the  need  for  health  care  and 
for  concern  about  the  environment.  We  are  called  to  be  involved  with  persons 
living  with  AIDS  and  other  life  threatening  illnesses.  Our  inclusiveness  and  our 
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obedience  to  the  doctrine  of  love,  as  well  as  our  respect  for  the  dignity  of  every 
human  being,  cause  us  to  object  to  capital  punishment  and  to  unequal  justice  in 
courts  of  law  and  to  fight  racism,  sexism,  and  prejudice  wherever  they  appear. 
In  short,  we  are  a  Church  with  no  boundaries,  no  limits,  no  right  to  draw  back  from 
the  worldwide  needs  for  justice  and  peace  among  all  people. 

I  believe  we  have  tried  to  be  faithful  to  that  calling  over  these  past  years. 
Christian  Social  Ministries  in  the  Diocese  and  in  our  congregations  have  always 
been  emphasized  and  I  trust  will  continue  to  be.  Our  22  deacons  have  a  particular 
call  to  servant  ministry  and  outreach  and  are  at  work  across  the  state.  Part  of  their 
calling  is  to  enable  others  to  seek  Christ  in  the  needs  and  lives  of  those  around  them. 

Our  emphasis  on  youth  ministry  and  our  splendid  facilities  at  our  Camp  and 
Conference  Center  have  created  one  of  the  strongest  youth  programs  in  the 
Episcopal  Church  and  the  impact  of  this  is  already  being  felt  on  the  next  age  level 
in  our  work  in  Higher  Education. 

Our  Chaplains  tell  me  that  the  young  people  coming  to  their  campuses  already 
know  each  other  from  our  youth  events  and  through  the  Conference  Center.  They 
have  attended  conferences,  studied  their  Bibles,  worshipped  together,  and  are 
ready  for  more  of  that  on  the  college  level.  This  is  a  whole  new  phenomenon  and 
one  that  bodes  well  for  the  future! 

We  have  an  outstanding  group  of  clergy  and  it  has  been  a  particular  pleasure 
to  serve  with  them.  Since  1980  when  I  came  to  the  Diocese  we  have  increased 
our  clergy  family  from  141  to  225  who  are  canonically  resident  and  an  additional 
21  who  are  licensed  to  serve  without  canonical  residency.  50  of  those  225  are 
women  and  while  that  is  still  not  the  proportion  that  I  would  like,  it  is  an 
improvement  over  the  zero  we  recorded  when  I  came.  It  is  interesting  to  me  that 
since  we  reopened  the  ordination  process,  62  of  our  present  clergy  are  products 
of  our  own  program. 

This  is  a  strong  and,  I  believe,  healthy  Diocese  just  as  it  was  when  I  came  to 
it.  I  am  leaving  a  number  of  very  positive  things  for  the  Bishop-elect,  but  there 
are  also  some  problems. 

I  am  still  concerned  over  those  congregations  which  have  not  accepted  their 
quotas.  Letty  Collins,  Bishop  Williams,  and  I  have  worked  with  these  congre- 
gations and  for  the  past  two  years  members  of  the  Council  have  met  with  them 
as  well.  I  know  the  economy  is  shaky  in  some  places.  I  know  there  are  local 
demands  and  opportunities — we  have  that  same  tension  when  we  approach  as  a 
diocese  the  asking  from  the  National  Church.  Yet,  unless  we  are  good  stewards 
on  that  level  we  cannot  expect  our  congregations  to  be  faithful  on  their  level.  I 
believe  that  translates  back  into  the  congregation  as  well,  and  to  ignore  or  thwart 
that  furthers  the  sense  of  parochialism  and  Congregationalism.  It  eats  at  the  nature 
of  the  Episcopal  Church. 

One  of  our  weakest  links  is  the  link  between  those  of  you  who  are  elected 
delegate  to  this  Convention  and  your  responsibility  to  your  local  vestries.  You 
come  here  and  vote  for  a  budget,  but  the  understanding  of  that  budget  almost 
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never  makes  it  back  to  the  people  who  shape  the  local  budget  and  who  agree  or 
disagree  over  the  importance  of  their  quota. 

I  know  some  of  those  who  have  not  accepted  their  quota  are  working  on  it  and 
have  made  progress  toward  achieving  it.  And  at  least  one  Church,  St.  Alban's, 
Littleton,  had  their  quota  set  on  income  they  no  longer  receive  from  the  Diocese. 
I  will  continue  in  the  months  I  have  left  to  do  everything  I  can  to  help  these 
congregations  and  it  would  be  a  wonderful  gift  to  the  new  Bishop  to  present  him 
with  100%  acceptance  as  is  the  case  now  with  the  Rocky  Mount,  Sandhills,  and 
Winston-Salem  convocations. 

Another  growing  problem  in  this  Diocese  has  to  do  with  clergy  salaries.  For 
a  time  we  were  among  the  leading  dioceses  in  what  is  called  the  "minimum  clergy 
salary."  We  have  fallen  further  down  the  list  and  when  the  cost-of-living  is  taken 
into  consideration  we  are  35th  out  of  approximately  100  dioceses. 

This  Diocese  can  do  better  by  its  clergy.  Indeed,  maintaining  a  reasonable 
minimum  clergy  salary  attracts  good  clergy  to  us  and  helps  those  who  are  here 
feel  valued. 

The  health  insurance  situation  worries  me  as  it  does  every  thinking  person  in 
the  country.  We  are  not  exempt  from  the  terrible  dilemma  of  health  care  and  its 
costs.  Our  Council  took  a  long  and  hard  look  at  this.  We  had  expert  and  unbiased 
help  from  insurance  experts,  and  we  acted,  I  believe,  responsibly.  I  know  we  will 
debate  this  later,  but  I  want  to  say  that  I  support  the  Council  and  its  decision.  As 
hard  as  it  is,  especially  for  some  individual  cases,  I  believe  we  have  the  best 
package  possible  for  the  cost  that  is  reasonable  to  expect  for  our  congregations. 

While  I  am  proud  of  the  12  new  congregations  that  have  begun  during  my  11 
years  as  diocesan,  we  could,  with  the  proper  resources  and  initiative,  have  twice 
that  many.  Most  of  the  areas  of  our  Diocese  are  growing  and  we  are  not  keeping 
up  with  that  growth.  We  need,  in  the  spirit  of  today's  Gospel,  to  cast  our  nets 
further  and  more  often.  Our  diversity  reflects  the  diversity  of  today's  culture.  Our 
new  missions  should  be  reaching  out  into  those  areas  where  we  have  not  reached 
before.  One  such  model  is  at  St.  Andrew's  in  Durham  where  a  whole  new  ministry 
to  a  largely  hispanic  neighborhood  has  been  started. 

Some  of  those  who  have  been  on  my  "team"  will  be  leaving.  Frances  Smyth, 
who  is  largely  responsible  for  our  outstanding  youth  program,  is  leaving  at  the 
end  of  August.  Jim  Lewis,  who  for  seven  years  has  been  a  vital  force  in  Christian 
Social  Ministries  in  our  Diocese  as  well  as  nationally  and  even  internationally, 
will  leave  in  May.  Bill  Brettmann  who  served  as  a  University  Chaplain  and  then 
as  my  director  for  ministry  and  mission  has  already  left  and  is  the  new  rector  of 
St.  Stephen's  in  Goldsboro.  Lillian  Reynolds,  whose  twenty-nine  years  makes 
her  the  senior  staff  member  and  a  woman  who  has  lived  through  two  bishops  (!) 
has  asked  to  be  retired  in  June. 

My  gratitude  goes  to  each  of  these  colleagues  as  well  as  to  those  who  will 
be  staying. 

I  have  been  blessed  with  two  of  the  finest  executive  secretaries  anyone  could 
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have.  Libbie  Ward  was  with  me  for  the  first  seven  years  and  Sara  Jo  Manning, 
is  with  me  now.  They  know  I  could  not  have  functioned  without  them.  There 
will  be  time  later  in  the  Convention  for  me  to  recognize  our  other  staff  members, 
but  I  would  like  to  make  special  mention  of  Letty  Collins.  I  could  not  have 
functioned  without  her  either.  She  is  in  great  demand  in  the  National  Church  and 
her  skills  will  be  demonstrated  again  in  this  Convention. 

And  while  he  is  not  on  the  staff,  our  chancellor,  Joseph  Blount  Cheshire,  Jr., 
has  been  almost  daily,  a  source  of  wise  counsel,  warm  friendship,  and  loyal 
support.  The  Bishop-elect  has  shown  good  judgement  in  asking  him  to  continue 
as  his  chancellor,  too. 

My  own  plans —  when  I  hand  the  great  silver  crozier  over  to  the  10th  Bishop, 
on  May  14th — are  to  do  nothing  for  at  least  a  year.  C.  S.  Lewis  said  it.  "A  man 
can't  be  always  defending  the  truth:  There  must  be  a  time  to  feed  on  it."  I  hope 
to  spend  time  doing  just  that.  Yet,  as  Tennyson  warns,  "How  dull  it  is  to  pause, 
to  make  an  end,  to  rust  unburnished,  not  to  shine  in  use!" 

I  have  been  greatly  influenced  by  Robert  Coles'  latest  book,  The  Call  of 
Service,  and  I  will  be  spending  some  time  reading  the  books  he  uses  in  his  course 
at  Harvard  called,  "The  Literature  of  Social  Reflection."  I  hope  that  reading, 
along  with  an  exploration  of  the  needs  in  Raleigh,  will  lead  me  to  ways  of  serving. 
Coles  quotes  Anna  Freud  who  says,  "idealism  or  altruism  (has)  to  do  with  putting 
oneself  in  the  shoes  of  others,  absorbing  their  needs,  their  vulnerability,  their 
weakness,  and  their  suffering,  and  then  setting  to  work." 

Nonetheless,  for  awhile  I  will  "rust  unburnished."  Joyce  and  I  plan  to  stay  in 
Raleigh  where  our  three  children  and  our  five  grandchildren  are.  I  hope  to  have 
time  to  sort  through  years  of  papers,  sermons,  books,  and  odds  and  ends.  I'm  a 
pack  rat  and  the  accumulation  over  the  busy  years  of  ordained  ministry  has 
reached  alarming  proportions.  I  dream  of  a  leaner  office,  smaller  files,  more 
access  to  my  sources  of  stories  and  illustrations,  absence  to  the  telephone  and  time 
to  make  my  life  more  simple. 

It  has  been  gratifying  to  have  some  of  you  and  a  few  of  my  bishop-colleagues 
suggest  things  for  me  to  do.  For  at  least  a  year,  however,  I  am  not  going  to  plan 
anything  beyond  the  few  commitments  I  have.  I  chair  the  National  Church's 
Board  for  Theological  Education  through  the  next  General  Convention.  I  will 
be  the  Chaplain  at  one  of  the  Kanuga  guest  periods  in  July  and  will  continue  as 
President  of  the  Fourth  Province  until  our  June  Synod  meeting.  I  will  also 
continue  as  a  member  of  the  Presiding  Bishop's  Council  of  Advice  until  General 
Convention.  After  that  the  rust  will  set  in! 

My  19th  century  hero  Benjamin  Jowett  thought  the  last  ten  years  of  a  person's 
life  to  be  the  most  important.  He  considered  it  a  time  to  reflect  on  the  full 
experience;  and  that  the  production  of  really  mature  and  serious  intellectual  work 
comes  at  the  end  of  one's  life,  not  at  the  beginning.  He  urged  older  people  to  kick 
and  struggle  and  determine  to  live  as  long  as  they  can.  "For  however  long  we 
live,"  he  wrote,  "we  shall  feel  at  the  last  that  we  have  not  got  half  the  things  into 
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life  that  we  ought  to  have  done."  He  concluded  by  saying,  "I  do  not  say  that  we 
ought  to  be  happier  as  we  get  older,  but  we  ought  to  be  calmer,  knowing  better 
what  life  is  and  looking  forward  to  another  which  we  believe  to  be  a  reality  though 
we  cannot  tell  what  it  means." 

President  Kennedy's  favorite  poem  was  Tennyson's  "Ulysses."  At  the  very 
end,  Ulysses — now  old  and  restless — rouses  himself  once  more  and  so  sets  forth 
in  search  of  knowledge  and  experience,  accompanied  by  a  few  veterans  of  battles 
that  they  fought  long  ago  'on  the  ringing  plains  of  windy  Troy.'  As  they  push  out 
to  sea  to  face  the  unknown,  he  says,  "Some  work  of  noble  note  may  yet  be  done." 
Come  my  friends.  "'Tis  not  too  late  to  seek  a  newer  world." 

Push  off,  and  sitting  well  in  order  smite 
The  sounding  furrows:  for  my  purpose  holds 
To  sail  beyond  the  sunset,  and  the  paths 
Of  all  the  western  stars  until  I  die.

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Address  of  the  Suffragan  Bishop 

to  the  178th  Convention 

of  the  Episcopal  Diocese  of  North  Carolina 

Bishop  Estill,  Members  of  the  178th  Diocesan  Convention,  and  Guests: 

In  this  brief  report  to  you  as  your  Suffragan  Bishop,  I  would  like  to  share  a  couple 
of  the  highlights  of  my  ministry  during  the  past  year,  and  to  look  ahead  a  little. 

A  year  ago  our  last  Convention  acted  officially  to  establish  a  Task  Force  to 
formulate  diocesan  policies  and  procedures  regarding  allegations  of  sexual 
misconduct  by  clergy  and  lay  leaders.  It  soon  appeared  that  it  was  more  appropriate 
for  the  Diocesan  Bishop  to  serve  with  this  Task  Force  than  to  have  the  Suffragan 
Bishop  continue  to  do  so. 

Therefore  Bishop  Estill  and  I  arranged  a  switch.  He  would  take  on  sexual 
misconduct,  and  I  would  replace  him  as  the  official  chairman  of  the  Board  of  the 
Camp  and  Conference  Center,  as  it  looks  ahead  and  faces  tough  choices. 

This  was  a  happy  switch  for  me  because  of  the  Reverend  Glenn  Busch,  rector 
of  St.  Mary's,  High  Point.  He  functions  as  vice  chairman  and  is  the  real  chairman 
of  the  Board.  It  is  also  a  happy  appointment  for  me  to  work  with  other  Board 
members,  and  because  of  the  diligence  of  Center  director  John  Koch  and  his  staff, 
an  especially  happy  association  for  me.  These  are  great  people,  and  we  are 
fortunate  to  have  their  investments  of  themselves  in  the  service  of  this  facility 
which  serves  us  all  in  so  many  ways. 

From  my  vantage  point,  though,  there  are  inescapable  tensions  for  those 
concerned,  as  all  of  us  are,  with  the  Camp  and  Conference  Center  and  its 
operations.  There  is  the  necessity  of  keeping  rates  affordable  in  the  face  of  rising 
costs  of  operation.  The  Board  has  wrestled  with  conflicting  values:  of  rates  which 
enable  each  group  or  conference  to  pay  for  itself,  on  the  one  hand,  and  the  value 
of  offering  subsidies  to  those  particular  groups  which  are  closest  to  our  diocesan 
program  priorities,  such  as  youth,  on  the  other.  Pricing  ourselves  out  of  the  market 
does  not  fill  bednights  nor  contribute  to  reducing  fixed  costs. 

Another  and  related  tension  has  to  do  with  maintaining  the  facility  and 
developing  it.  Steps  have  been  taken  to  identify  and  remedy  certain  postponed 
maintenance  needs  in  our  aging  facility,  but  these  are  a  far  cry  from  developing 
the  facility  to  make  it  more  attactive  to  groups  which  might  use  it,  but  are  choosing 
not  to.  Another  capital  funds  drive  might  serve  us  well  for  development  purposes, 
but  seems  too  risky  so  soon  after  the  ACTS  campaign. 

Serving  on  the  Board  means  facing  such  tough  decisions,  hard  choices.  But  it 
is  exciting,  nonetheless,  because  of  the  Grace  of  God  on  which  we  all  depend.  We 
believe  that  God  is  in  the  midst  of  us  there,  between  the  many  rocks  and  hard  places. 
Thus,  we  need  your  prayers.  Do  not  take  your  Camp  and  Conference  Center  for 
granted.  It  may  exist  precariously,  but  by  the  Grace  of  God  it  exists  and  is  serving 
us  well. 
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I'm  in  my  second  year  of  providing  episcopal  oversight  of  those  in  the 
ordination  process,  working  with  our  Commission  on  Ministry  under  the  efficient 
chairmanship  of  the  Reverend  Sam  Mason,  rector  of  St.  Stephen's  Church,  Durham. 

In  this  connection  let  me  thank  the  many  clergy  who,  with  parish  discernment 
committees,  acted  to  let  me  know  by  October  1st  of  those  people  wanting  to  be 
ordained  and  whom  they  would  be  recommending  to  me  as  Aspirants.  It  really 
helped  to  know  before  I  began  how  many  I  would  be  interviewing  last  fall. 

But  the  prospect  of  26  aspiring  this  year  to  become  Interns  and  to  enter  the 
process  leading  to  ordination  was  a  staggering  prospect  in  early  October. 

As  a  result,  I  sharpened  my  criteria  of  selection,  and  warned  all  those  I  was 
interviewing  that  they  might  face  disappointment.  I  reduced  the  number  being  sent 
on  to  the  Commission  on  Ministry  for  further  screening  from  26  to  12  aspirants  for 
the  priesthood  and  3  aspirants  for  the  vocational  diaconate.  That's  still  about  twice 
the  number  that  may  be  appropriate  for  a  diocese  of  our  size,  but  it  is  a  problem 
that  may  continue,  and  I  will  continue  to  share  it  with  the  Commission  on  Ministry. 

What's  going  on?  Why  do  so  many  good  people  feel  that  God  is  calling  them 
to  be  ordained? 

I  sense  that  such  a  large  number  reveals  a  healthy  church,  one  blessed  with 
many  potential  leaders  who  are  ready  to  offer  their  gifts  to  Jesus  Christ.  But  surely 
God  cannot  just  be  depending  on  ordained  persons  for  his  ministry,  either  in  the 
church  or  in  the  world,  and  the  ministry  of  the  Body  of  Christ  is  in  both. 

I  wonder  if  we  are  doing  all  that  we  should  be  doing:  to  hold  up  models  of  real 
ministry,  to  honor  the  lay  ministers  both  in  the  church  and  in  the  world,  on  whom 
God  must  chiefly  be  depending  for  His  work,  and  intentionally  to  be  equipping 
them  for  the  ministries  which  are  already  theirs. 

These  are  thoughts  that  keep  occurring  to  me  as  I  make  my  rounds  on  Sundays 
to  our  congregations:  to  preach,  to  confirm  people  in  their  ministries  as  baptized 
people,  and  to  celebrate  the  life  of  Christ  in  their  midst. 

I'm  getting  through  my  second  cycle  of  visitations  to  the  congregations  of  the 
Diocese  now  and  getting  to  know  you  better.  I  find  among  you  people  who  are 
profoundly  faithful  lay  ministers  of  the  church  and  who  serve  Christ's  work  in  the 
church,  yes,  but  primarily  in  the  world:  in  family,  at  work,  and  as  citizens.  That's 
where  the  action  is,  my  friends,  and  I  rejoice  that  so  many  of  you  already  know  and 
are  committed  to  following  Christ  in  these  real  places  of  your  real  lives. 

Before  I  close  I  want  to  acknowledge  that  where  this  Diocese  is  concerned  there 
is  an  almost  palpable  sense  of  transition  in  the  air.  We  have  a  Bishop,  who  is  not 
yet  retired.  We  have  a  Bishop-elect,  who  is  not  yet  consecrated.  We  hear  rumors 
or  reports  of  changes  in  programs  and  personnel,  but  that  are  not  yet  in  place. 
Transitions  are  exciting  times,  but  sometimes  scary  times.  It  is  a  privilege  to  serve 
as  Suffragan  Bishop  through  such  times,  and  to  offer  such  stability  as  I  have  to  offer. 

For  29  years  the  lady  who  is  my  secretary  has  been  offering  her  knowledge, 
dedication  and  stability  to  the  life  and  work  of  our  Diocese.  Lillian  Reynolds  has 
served  us  in  many  capacities  at  the  Diocesan  House,  and  to  me,  had  been  since  1965 
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a  familiar  and  friendly  face  whenever  I  came  there.    She  has  helped  many  lay 
leaders,  clergy  and  many  people  seeking  ordination  to  find  their  ways  through 
necessary  but  confusing  procedures.  And  when  she  retires  this  June  we  will  all  miss 
her.  We  have  been  blessed  in  Lillian  Reynolds,  and  we  are  grateful. 
Amen.

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Address  of  the  Bishop-Elect 

to  the  178th  Convention 

of  the  Episcopal  Diocese  of  North  Carolina 

Bishop  Estill,  Bishop  Williams,  Members  of  Convention,  and  Guests: 

Life  is  full  of  surprises.  I  am  one  of  those  surprises.  Exactly  one  year  ago 
today,  the  177th  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  declined  to  elect 
me  to  be  a  deputy  to  General  Convention.  It  was  my  first  time  to  run  for  that  office. 
I  knew  that  General  Convention  Deputy  is  one  of  the  juiciest  plums  among  our 
elective  offices,  but  I  thought  that  just  maybe  my  time  had  come.  I  had  served 
in  several  other  diocesan  positions;  some  of  the  top  guns  in  the  Diocese — like  Dan 
Sapp  and  Corky  Melcher  and  Dudley  Colhoun — had  been  lost  to  retirement  and 
were  not  on  the  ballot;  so  maybe  I  had  a  chance.  But  not  to  be.  Not  only  was  I 
not  elected,  I  didn't  even  make  the  first  cut. 

But  then,  barely  ten  months  later,  that  same  1993  Convention  met  again  in 
another  place  and  elected  me  Bishop.  And  so  I  get  to  go  to  General  Convention 
after  all.  Life  is  full  of  surprises. 

I  want  you  to  meet  my  Connie.  Connie  was  not  at  the  Dec.  4  Convention  when 
I  was  elected — for  two  reasons:  One,  she  and  I  saw  no  need  for  her  to  attend.  We 
both  like  Harry  Pritchett  and  Lucinda  Laird  and  Bob  Trache  and  Bob  Duncan  and 
Jon  Shuler  very  much;  but  she  didn't  really  need  to  be  present  to  see  one  of  them 
elected.  And  two,  she  spent  that  Saturday  working  at  her  volunteer  job  for  Habitat 
for  Humanity. 

Connie  is  the  person  who  knows  me  better  than  anyone  else  and  who  still  loves 
me.  Without  her  companionship,  I  would  be  lost;  without  her  encouragement, 
I  would  be  much  less  confident  about  becoming  your  Bishop. 

Some  of  you  have  asked  me  what  changes  you  can  expect  when  I  am  Bishop. 
Specifically,  you  have  asked:  Will  there  be  staff  changes?  Will  the  "Anglican 
year"  at  an  Episcopal  Seminary  remain  mandatory  for  Duke  Divinity  graduates 
and  others?  Will  more  or  fewer  aspirants  be  accepted  into  the  ordination  process? 
Will  I  support  a  new  companion-diocese  relationship?  Will  I  believe  and  teach 
the  Bible?  Will  I  allow  the  restoration  of  the  1928  Book  of  Common  Prayer?  and 
more — including,  What  Episcopal  vestments  will  I  prefer? 

Please  be  patient.  For  the  time  being,  I  am  still  the  full-time  rector  of  St.  Luke's 
in  Durham;  Bishop  Estill  is  still  the  Bishop  of  North  Carolina;  and  I  don't  yet  know 
the  answers  to  some  of  your  questions. 

But  I  do  want  to  assure  you  of  one  thing:  I  am  going  to  be  careful  and  deliberate 
in  my  planning  and  my  proposals. 

When  I  become  the  Bishop,  or  shortly  thereafter,  there  will  be  three  vacancies 
in  the  executive  staff  of  Diocesan  House.  One  will  be  what  has  been  the  position 
of  Assistant  to  the  Bishop  for  Ministry  and  Program  vacated  by  Bill  Brettmann 
when  he  resigned  to  move  to  Goldsboro.  Bishop  Estill  recruited  Tom  Feamster 
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to  work  temporarily  and  part-time  in  that  position,  and  Tom  has  told  me  he  is 
willing  to  continue  there  until  I  am  ready  with  a  more  permanent  recommendation. 

Another  vacancy  will  be  what  has  been  the  position  of  Youth  Coordinator 
which  will  be  vacated  when  Frances  Smyth  resigns  at  the  end  of  August. 

And  the  other  vacancy  will  be  what  has  been  the  position  of  Director  of 
Christian  Social  Ministries.  My  early  decision  not  to  ask  Jim  Lewis  to  remain 
in  that  position  has  caused  concern  and  hurt  and  anger  among  many  in  the 
Diocese.  I  am  very  sorry  whenever  I  cause  anyone  any  hurt.  Some  of  you  have 
said  that  I  am  demonstrably  lacking  in  pastoral  sensitivity.  Whatever  the  truth 
of  that  accusation  may  be,  I  ask  only  that  you  consider  that  being  pastoral  is  not 
always  holding  hands  and  giving  comfort.  Sometimes  being  pastoral  requires 
making  hard  decisions  and  giving  bad  news. 

I  want  your  affection  and  your  approval;  but  even  more,  when  I  go  to  bed  at 
night,  I  want  to  know  that  I  have  done  what  I  believe  is  the  best  for  the  Church 
in  this  Diocese. 

A  change  of  bishops,  like  a  change  of  rectors,  is  a  crucial  opportunity  for  new 
leadership  to  re-evaluate  staffing  and  program.  And  that  is  an  opportunity  I  do 
not  intend  to  miss.  I  want  to  evaluate  the  staff  of  Diocesan  House  in  light  of  the 
most  urgent  needs  of  the  congregations  and  clergy  of  the  Diocese. 

I  shall  take  as  long  as  necessary  and  consult  with  as  many  advisors  as  necessary 
to  make  the  best  decisions  I  can  about  matching  diocesan  staff  with  diocesan 
needs. 

I  am  pleased  that  Bishop  Williams  will  be  on  the  job  through  the  end  of  1995 
at  least.  Did  you  know  that  Hunt  and  I  were  a  clergy  team  thirty  years  ago?  Hunt 
hired  me  to  be  his  first  assistant  at  St.  Peter's  in  Charlotte  when  I  had  just 
graduated  form  seminary.  And  now  we  will  be  a  team  again.  Only  this  time  / 
get  the  bigger  office.  He  will  again  be  my  teacher,  but  I  will  be  his  Bishop.  Life 
is  full  of  surprises. 

I  shall  miss  my  good  friend  Lillian  Reynolds  who  will  retire  in  June,  but  I  am 
pleased  that  other  Diocesan  House  staff  members  have  agreed  to  stay  on  at  least 
until  they  and  I  see  if  we  can  build  a  congenial  and  responsive  team  whose  primary 
ministry  is  to  assist  the  congregations  of  this  Diocese  to  be  faithful  and  effective. 

My  vocabulary  here  is  intentional.  I  refer  to  us  as  congregations,  not  as 
churches,  not  even  as  parishes  or  missions. 

My  vision  of  and  hope  for  our  Diocese  is  that  while  we  may  be  different 
congregations,  we  are  not  different  churches.  We  are  one  Church  in  one  Diocese. 
We  are  part  of  each  other;  we  belong  to  one  another;  we  are  many  members  but 
one  Body. 

St.  Paul's  in  Smithfield  may  be  our  only  congregation  in  Johnston  County,  but 
they  are  not  alone.  Because  they  are  there,  we  are  all  there. 

When  one  of  our  deacons  who  volunteers  as  the  Episcopal  chaplain  at  Duke 
Medical  Center  walks  into  a  sick  room,  or  when  another  deacon  who  is  chaplain 
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at  the  federal  prisons  in  Butner  goes  to  jail  every  Wednesday  night,  they  are  not 
alone.  Because  they  are  there,  we  are  all  there. 

When  our  college  chaplain  in  Winston-Salem  responds  to  the  student  who 
says,  "I  can't  believe  in  God  anymore,"  that  chaplain  is  not  alone.  Because  he 
is  there,  we  are  all  there. 

When  the  senior  warden  of  a  small  congregation  which  could  be  anywhere  in 
the  Diocese  calls  the  Bishop  and  says,  "We  are  dispirited,  out  of  money,  and 
thinking  of  quitting — please  help!"  the  Bishop  does  not  go  alone.  Because  he 
goes,  we  all  go. 

We  meet  in  separate  congregations,  but  we  are  not  separate  churches.  We  are 
not  large  against  small,  Charlotte  against  Raleigh,  conservative  against  liberal. 
We  are  one  Church  in  one  Diocese. 

We  are  part  of  each  other;  we  belong  to  one  another;  we  are  many  members 
but  one  Body. 

As  Bishop  Estill  has  done,  I  shall  strive  to  continue:  to  be  the  Bishop  of  all 
our  people;  to  celebrate  our  common  faith  and  not  aggravate  our  uncommon 
differences;  to  continue  with  you  the  apostles'  teaching  and  fellowship,  the 
breaking  of  bread,  and  the  prayers;  to  proclaim  with  you  by  word  and  example 
the  Good  News  of  God  in  Christ;  to  strive  with  you  for  justice  and  peace  among 
all  people,  and  respect  the  dignity  of  every  human  being. 

As  I  cannot  in  my  own  strength  do  this,  nor  even  with  a  hope  of  success  attempt 
it,  I  look  to  God,  in  Jesus  our  Savior,  and  ask  for  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Spirit;  and 
I  look  to  you  for  your  prayers  and  your  companionship  along  the  way.

Four  grants  were  made  by  the  ACTS  Distribution  Committee  in  1993: 
•Diocesan  Disaster  Relief — to  Orange  Congregations  in  Mission, 

for  clean-up  relief  following  a  tornado:   $3,400. 
•World  Disaster  Relief — 4th  Province  Hurricane  Andrew 

relief:  $1,000. 
•World  Disaster  Relief — to  St.  Anne's,  Winston-Salem,  for  trip 

to  Florida  to  help  with  clean-up  after  Hurricane  Andrew:   $2,000. 
•New  Programs — to  St.  Francis  JOBS  Program,  in  Charlotte, 
a  project  working  with  at  risk  youth:  $4,000. 
This  grant  program  was  set  up  following  the  ACTS  Campaign  in  1990  and 
makes  grants  from  the  income  from  that  portion  of  the  ACTS  Campaign  set  aside 
in  the  Trust  Fund  for  assistance  in  the  above  areas  and  in  a  category  listed  as 
Emergencies. 

Applications  for  grants  may  be  obtained  from  the  office  of  the  Assistant  to  the 
Bishop  for  Ministry  &  Program,  and  deadlines  for  1994  are  Apr.  6  and  Oct.  3.

Appalachian  People's  Service  Organization  (APSO) 

The  APSO  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  was  formed  in  1991 
under  the  umbrella  of  Christian  Social  Ministries  (CSM)  as  a  part  of  the  new 
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structure  adopted  by  the  APSO  Board  of  Governors.  The  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina  is  part  of  the  APSO  Southern  Tier,  along  with  the  dioceses  of  Western 
North  Carolina,  Upper  South  Carolina,  Atlanta,  Tennessee,  and  East  Tennessee. 

Members  of  the  Committee  are  Laura  Hooper  (Chair),  the  Rev.  Pat  Earle,  the 
Rev.  Perry  Scruggs,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Huntington  Williams,  Ann  Thompson,  the  Rev. 
Beth  McKee-Huger,  and  the  Rev.  Kermit  Bailey. 

The  Committee  was  granted  $1,000  as  a  Ministry  Initiative  Seed  Grant  by  the 
APSO  to  be  used  for  ministry  that  supports  the  APSO  and  encourages  the 
involvement  of  new  people  in  the  work  of  the  diocesan  committee.  This  initiative 
reflects  the  belief  of  the  APSO  leadership  that  the  diocesan  committees  are  the 
fundamental  building  blocks  for  shared  ministry  of  justice  and  are  deserving  of  all 
possible  support.  The  money  came  from  a  one-time  budget  surplus  caused  by  a 
delay  in  hiring  a  new  Executive  Coordinator  until  the  beginning  of  1993.  The  only 
condition  attached  was  that  the  committee  be  willing  to  report  on  the  use  of  the 
money  at  a  Southern  Tier  meeting. 

This  grant  was  pooled  with  a  $5,000  grant  from  the  Jessie  Ball  duPont 
Foundation  and  used  to  fund  an  information-gathering  project  to  aid  the  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  Dioceses  of  North  Carolina  and  Western  North  Carolina  in  deciding 
how  it  can  best  help  migrant  workers  in  the  western  part  of  the  state.  The  project 
is  a  joint  effort  between  the  two  dioceses. 

Oved  Gonzales,  a  retired  Army  engineer  and  former  migrant  worker  now  living 
in  Cashiers,  has  spent  four  months  documenting  the  number  of  migrant  workers 
in  the  western  end  of  this  diocese  (approximately  from  Kernersville  west)  and  the 
Diocese  of  Western  North  Carolina  and  the  services  that  are  available  to  them. 
Named  "Farmworkers  Project  West,"  the  work  is  overseen  by  a  task  force  made 
up  of  representatives  from  the  two  dioceses. 

According  to  the  Rev.  Edward  Scott,  a  Task  Force  member  from  Mount  Airy, 
Gonzales  is  "collecting  data  from  workers,  farmers,  and  church,  government,  and 
private  agencies.  We  want  to  find  out  what  the  needs  are  and  what  is  being  done 
currently.  What  are  the  gaps?  What  direct  services  are  there — food,  clothing,  and 
financial  aid — focusing  on  whether  assistance  encourages  empowerment  and 
independence."  (Quoted  from  the  July  1993  issue  of  The  Communicant,  the 
newspaper  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina.) 

For  additional  information  on  the  APSO  diocesan  committee  and  its  next  steps 
in  helping  to  identify  resources  in  local  ministry,  contact  a  member  of  the 
committee. 

The  Diocese  has  pledged  $3,500  to  the  APSO  coalition  for  1994. 

Bishop  Williams  is  a  member  of  the  APSO  Board  of  Governors  and  Laura 
Hooper  represents  APSO  on  the  Commission  on  Religion  in  Appalachia  (CORA).

Armed  Forces  Commission 

The  Office  of  the  Bishop  for  the  Armed  Forces  in  New  York  has  episcopal 
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oversight  over  the  work  of  the  Church,  not  only  in  and  for  the  Armed  Forces,  but 
also  for  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Prisons,  the  Veterans  Administration  hospitals,  and 
the  National  Park  Service.  In  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  we  have  no  naval  or 
military  bases,  nor  any  national  parks.  We  do,  however,  have  two  VA  hospitals, 
at  Salisbury  and  Durham,  and  two  (soon  to  be  three)  federal  prisons  at  Burner,  in 
Granville  County. 

Working  not  only  with  our  own  bishops,  but  also  with  Bishop  Keyser  in  New 
York,  we  try  to  emphasize  and  support  the  work  of  the  Church  within  those  four 
institutions.  We  also  support  the  work  and  ministry  of  those  from  this  diocese  now 
serving  in  the  Armed  Forces.  We  have  available  for  free  distribution  to  naval  and 
military  personnel  a  Prayer  Book  for  the  Armed  Forces  (a  paperback  in  shirt- 
pocket  size)  and  the  Episcopal  Church  Service  cross,  long  approved  for  attachment 
to  regulation  identification  or  dogtags. 

For  many  years  the  Episcopal  Church  has  supported  those  who  for  reasons  of 
conscience  cannot  bear  arms,  or  in  some  instances  even  serve  in  noncombatant 
roles.  The  Church  has  available  a  conscientious  objector  packet  for  any  who 
request  it,  and  also  maintains  a  conscientious  objector  registry  at  the  Episcopal 
Church  Center  in  New  York. 

On  November  3,  Bishop  Williams  visited  both  prisons  at  Butner.  Two  men, 
from  Maine  and  Idaho,  reaffirmed  their  baptismal  vows. 

Please  remember  those  serving  in  the  Armed  Forces,  the  sick  and  the  dying  in 
VA  hospitals,  and  those  confined  in  federal  prisons,  as  well  as  all  those  who  care 
for  all  of  them.

Department  of  Budgets 
of  the  Diocesan  Council 

Written  reports  of  the  activities  of  the  Department  of  Budgets  have  been  filed  with 
Diocesan  Council  on  a  periodic  basis.  Those  reports  are  all  on  file  and  available  for 
review.  This  is  a  summary  report  of  the  activities  of  the  Department  of  Budgets 
of  Diocesan  Council  from  January  1993  through  January  1994.  During  that  time 
period  the  Department  consisted  of  John  Hunter  and  Sydenham  B.  Alexander,  Jr. 
The  work  of  the  Department  was  aided  extensively  by  Letty  Collins,  diocesan 
Treasurer  and  Business  Manager,  and  Pat  Hathaway  of  the  diocesan  staff. 

In  the  spring  of  1993,  the  Department  members  reviewed  the  prior  year's 
process  for  budget  hearings  and  made  certain  modifications.  The  budget  process 
was  consolidated  with  the  Departments  of  Mission  and  Outreach  and  Higher 
Education,  holding  joint  meetings  at  Brown  Summit  in  September.  The  Depart- 
ment members  also  consulted  with  John  Koch  of  the  Camp  &  Conference  Center 
regarding  its  financial  relationship  with  the  Council  and  Convention,  and  worked 
throughout  the  spring  and  summer  with  the  Task  Force  on  Funding  of  the  Diocese. 

In  early  summer,  budget  materials  were  prepared  and  mailed  to  the  chairs  or 
appropriate  representatives  of  all  those  affected  by  the  Maintenance  or  Program

Budgets  of  the  Diocese.  The  Department  members  also  conferred  with  the 
Department  of  Long-range  Planning  regarding  the  budget  process.  The  members 
of  the  Department  attended  two  days  of  budget  hearings  in  September  at  Brown 
Summit,  and  participated  in  conference  calls  with  other  members  of  Council  and 
the  Task  Force  on  the  Funding  of  the  Diocese. 

Chairs  of  the  Departments  conferred  by  conference  call  and  developed  pro- 
posed 1994  Program  and  Maintenance  Budgets  in  early  fall.  The  budgets  were 
presented  to  Council.  Members  of  the  Department  thereafter  presented  the  budgets 
at  each  of  the  seven  fall  Convocation  meetings.  The  members  of  the  Department 
were  actively  involved  in  reviewing  the  several  proposals  regarding  the  funding  of 
the  Youth  Program  and  proposals  for  an  interim  director. 

The  Task  Force  on  the  Funding  of  the  Diocese  presented  resolutions  for  action 
by  Council  and  by  the  Commission  on  Constitution  and  Canons.  Members  of  the 
Department  of  Budgets  worked  closely  with  the  members  of  the  Task  Force  in  the 
development  of  these  resolutions,  and  further  to  develop  the  procedures  for 
implementing  the  proposed  unified  budget. 

The  Department  of  Budgets  presented  to  the  178th  Annual  Convention  of  the 
Diocese,  in  Greensboro  on  January  29,  1994,  a  proposed  Maintenance  Budget  in  the 
amount  of  $912,394  and  a  proposed  Program  Budget  in  the  amount  of  $1,715,636.

Chancellor 

The  following  constitutes  the  report  of  the  activities  of  the  undersigned  Chancellor 
of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  during  the  calendar  year  1993. 

1.  During  the  calendar  year  1993, 1  attended  and  acted  as  Parliamentarian  of 
the  diocesan  Annual  Convention  in  January  1993,  and  of  the  Special  Convention 
to  Elect  a  Bishop  in  December  1993;  served  throughout  the  year  as  an  ex  officio 
member  of  the  Commission  on  Constitution  and  Canons;  served  as  a  member  of 
the  diocesan  ad  hoc  committee  to  develop  and  recommend  a  Policy  Statement  on 
Sexual  Misconduct  to  be  submitted  to  the  forthcoming  Diocesan  Convention  in 
January  1994  for  its  consideration;  and  otherwise  performed  to  the  best  of  my 
ability  the  canonical  duties  imposed  on  the  Chancellor  to  "advise  regarding  any 
questions  of  law  which  may  arise  in  the  administration  of  diocesan  affairs." 

2.  This  year,  as  in  past  years,  I  have  repeatedly  advised  many  congregations, 
both  parishes  and  missions,  and/or  their  rectors  or  vicars,  that  a  congregational 
meeting  must  be  held  annually  to  elect  vestry  people  to  replace  those  who  are 
currently  rotating  off;  that  the  election  process  cannot  be  postponed  in  order  to 
"freeze"  a  vestry  membership  because  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  rector  or  vicar 
or  for  any  other  reason;  that  only  enrolled,  confirmed  adult  (sixteen  years  of  age 
and  older)  communicants  in  good  standing  may  vote  in  a  congregational  meeting, 
including  a  vestry  election,  or  serve  on  a  vestry;  that  each  vestry  person  must  be 
elected  by  a  majority  vote  of  those  qualified  voters  present  and  voting  even  though 
this  may  require  more  than  one  ballot;  that  all  other  matters  before  a  congregational 
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meeting  must  be  decided  by  a  majority  vote  of  those  qualified  voters  present  and 
voting;  and  that  neither  proxy  nor  absentee  voting  is  allowed  for  any  reason. 
Familiarity  with  diocesan  Canons  19  (missions)  and  22  (parishes)  will  certainly  be 
helpful.  These  canons  also  deal  with  between-election  vestry  vacancies  and  with 
permissible  by-laws. 

3.  I  conferred  at  separate  times  with  Robert  Henley,  Executive  Director  of 
Episcopal  Housing  Ministry,  Inc.,  and  with  the  Bishop  regarding  the  Diocese's  role 
in  the  financing  of  the  construction  of  the  36-unit  Walnut  Woods  Apartments  in 
Raleigh,  a  federal  low-income  housing  project,  of  which  the  Episcopal  Housing 
Ministry  will  hold  a  one  percent  interest  as  general  partner. 

4.  I  continued  to  follow  the  ongoing  efforts  by  and  offered  advice  when 
requested  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Property  Management  regarding 
the  sale  of  15.975  acres  of  land  on  Arrowwood  Road,  Charlotte,  received  by  the 
Diocese  under  the  will  of  Winslow  Smith,  deceased,  which  sale  was  finally 
concluded  for  a  net  price  of  $138,680.56  paid  to  the  Diocese. 

5.  I  examined  documentation  submitted  to  me  by  the  Diocesan  Business 
Administrator  and  advised  that  in  my  opinion  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  own 
approximately  30  to  31  acres  (subject  to  survey)  in  Halifax  County  that  are  located 
on  the  east  side  of  State  Road  1404  (known  as  Bacon  Road)  and  are  north  of  where 
State  Road  1401  enters  State  Road  1404  from  the  west.  The  church  building  of  St. 
Anna's  Mission  is  located  on  State  Road  1404  at  the  northwest  corner  of  this  tract, 
and  the  tract  is  otherwise  composed  of  approximately  ten  acres  of  cleared  land 
subject  to  some  sort  of  federal  crop  allotment,  with  the  balance  being  apparently 
woodland.  One  of  the  deeds  provides  that  it  is  for  "work  among  the  colored 
people;"  but  it  contains  no  reversionary  language,  and  in  my  opinion  this  language 
will  not  restrict  present  or  future  use  of  the  property,  and,  should  the  property  be 
sold,  it  will  not  constitute  an  insurmountable  stumbling  block. 

6.  St.  David's  Church,  a  mission  in  Laurinburg,  operates  within  the  mission 
a  day  care  center.  Because  of  a  mix-up  between  the  mission  treasurer  and  the  day 
care  center  treasurer,  unpaid  payroll  taxes  of  approximately  $8,000  became  due 
from  the  mission  to  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  and  to  the  State  of  North  Carolina 
for  which  the  mission  is  liable.  To  pay  them,  the  mission  arranged  to  borrow  the 
necessary  funds  from  a  willing  bank  on  an  unsecured  basis  upon  the  signature  of 
the  Diocese.  While  the  present  canons  do  not  seem  to  speak  to  this  particular 
situation  to  prohibit  it,  I  advised  the  vicar  that  if  I  were  she,  I  would  be  more 
comfortable  with  at  least  the  knowledge  and  consent  of  the  Diocesan  Council's 
Department  of  Property  Management. 

7.  At  the  request  of  the  Bishop,  I  examined  and  commented  to  him  on  by-laws 
proposed  for  an  Episcopal  Church  related  organization  known  as  "The  Episcopal 
Servant  Center  of  Guilford  County,  North  Carolina,"  advising  him,  inter  alia,  that 
in  order  for  this  organization  to  have  any  legal  connection  with  the  Diocese,  such 
connection  would  have  to  be  authorized  by  action  of  the  Diocesan  Convention, 
much  in  the  manner  that  the  Penick  Home,  a  separate  corporation,  was  organized 
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in  1956.  Such  enabling  action  should  deal  with  whether  or  not  the  Diocese  will 
have  any  responsibility  for  the  Center's  operations  or  liability  for  its  obligations, 
and  if  the  Diocese  is  not  to  assume  such  responsibility  or  liability,  it  is  important 
that  both  the  Charter  and  the  by-laws  of  the  Center  should  so  state. 

8.  I  advised  the  Bishop,  and  drew  the  necessary  document  for  execution  by 
the  Vestry  of  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Durham,  for  it  to  withdraw  as  and  cease  to  be 
a  mission  of  the  Diocese,  and  with  the  consent  both  of  the  Bishop  and  of  St.  Philip's 
Church,  Durham,  to  return  to  and  become  a  parochial  mission  of  St.  Philip's 
Church,  with  the  assets  of  St.  Andrew's  Church  being  transferred  to  and  held 
separately  by  St.  Philip's  Church  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  St.  Andrew's  Church 
and  its  property,  with  all  memorials  maintained  and  any  restrictions  or  designa- 
tions of  funds  honored. 

9.  For  the  Bishop,  I  examined  proposed  by-laws  for  St.  Paul's  Church, 
Winston-Salem,  and  made  suggestions  as  to  changes  needed  for  them  to  meet 
canonical  requirements,  and  thereafter  approved  them  as  so  changed. 

10.  Supplementing  Item  12  in  my  1991  Report  and  Item  8  in  my  1992  Report 
concerning  the  title  problem  to  a  fifty-acre  tract  left  St.  John's  Church,  Williamsboro 
(a  mission),  under  the  will  of  Lena  T.  Thomas,  deceased,  and  a  possible  solution 
thereto  as  discussed  therein,  I  again  suggested  to  the  Committee  on  St.  John's  that 
it  seek  from  the  Baptist  Orphanage  at  Thomasville  a  deed  releasing  and  conveying 
to  the  Diocese  and  to  the  Thompson  Orphanage,  as  their  interests  may  appear, 
whatever  interests  the  Baptist  Orphanage  might  otherwise  have  or  appear  to  have 
under  the  unfortunately  inaccurate  language  of  the  will,  and  if  this  cannot  be 
accomplished,  that  the  Diocesan  Council  be  asked  to  authorize  a  declaratory 
judgment  action  to  resolved  the  title  problem  once  and  for  all. 

11.  For  the  Diocesan  Council's  Department  of  Property  Management,  I  drew 
a  proper  deed  from  the  Diocese  conveying  to  Clement  Circle  Club,  Inc.,  the 
property  in  Brinkleyville  Township  in  Halifax  County,  near  the  crossroads  known 
as  Ringwood,  on  which  is  located  the  building  of  the  defunct  and  deconsecrated 
mission  known  as  St.  Clement's  Episcopal  Church,  provided,  under  the  penalty  of 
an  automatic  reversion  of  title  to  the  Diocese,  that  the  grantee  shall  always 
maintain  the  cemetery  on  the  property  in  generally  good  condition  and  always 
allow  access  to  it. 

12.  In  connection  with  its  annual  audit  of  the  Diocese's  financial  affairs,  I 
advised  its  auditors,  Williams  Overman  Pierce  &  Company,  that  there  are  no 
unresolved  claims  pending  or  threatened  against  the  Diocese. 

13.  I  conferred  with  and  advised  the  Bishop  as  to  the  canonically  correct 
procedure  in  regard  to  apparently  inappropriate  behavior  by  a  member  of  the  clergy 
of  this  Diocese. 

14.  In  regard  to  the  application  of  a  priest  not  ordained  in  the  Episcopal  Church 
for  admission  into  the  Episcopal  Church  and  acceptance  as  a  member  of  the  clergy 
of  this  Diocese,  I  advised  the  Bishop  as  follows:  if  it  can  be  established  that  the 
ordination  of  either  a  deacon  or  a  priest,  not  ordained  in  the  Episcopal  Church,  is  valid 
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and  authentic — that  is,  that  it  was  done  by  a  Bishop  of  the  Historic  Episcopate — that 
that  deacon  or  priest  is  entitled  to  apply  to  be  received  in  the  Episcopal  Church  in 
his  or  her  order  under  and  subject  to  the  terms  and  provisions  set  forth  in  Title  III 
Canon  11  of  the  Episcopal  Church  if  the  ordaining  church  is  not  in  communion  with 
the  Episcopal  Church,  or  under  and  subject  to  the  terms  and  provisions  of  Title  III 
Canon  12  if  the  ordaining  church  is  in  communion  with  the  Episcopal  Church. 

15.  Upon  his  inquiry,  I  advised  the  Chairman  of  the  Investment  Committee  of 
the  Department  of  Property  Management  that  in  my  opinion  the  Diocesan  Council, 
acting  by  and  through  its  Department  of  Property  Management  and  its  Investment 
Committee,  has  the  primary  ongoing  duty  to  invest,  reinvest,  sell,  deliver,  and 
manage  the  intangible  assets  of  the  Diocese  in  a  manner  that  will  keep  them 
invested  in  such  diversified  securities  as  a  knowledgeable  person,  using  due  care 
and  diligence,  and  acting  in  good  faith  would  reasonably  consider  safe  to  preserve 
principal  and  at  the  same  time  produce  as  much  income  as  is  consistent  with  such 
principal  preservation.  I  expressed  further  my  opinion  that  while  the  Report  to  the 
Diocesan  Council  from  its  ad  hoc  Social  Responsibility  in  Investments  Committee 
which  has  been  adopted  by  the  Diocesan  Council  is  commendable  and  its  goals 
should  be  before  the  Investment  Committee  in  its  investment  decisions,  such  goals 
should  not  necessarily  control  individual  investment  decisions  either  of  acquisi- 
tion or  disposition,  unless  the  Department  and  the  Committee  are  specifically 
instructed  thereon  by  the  Diocesan  Council. 

16.  At  the  request  of  the  President  of  the  North  Carolina  Episcopal  Church 
Foundation,  Inc.,  I  examined  (against  the  corporation's  charter  and  previous 
charter  amendments)  proposed  revisions  of  the  by-laws  and  of  a  policy  statement 
pertaining  to  historic  churches,  and  reported  to  her  my  suggestions  thereon  both 
for  clarity  and  to  avoid  a  conflict  with  the  corporation's  charter  provisions. 

17.  At  the  request  of  the  Bishop,  I  examined  the  proposed  by-laws  of  St.  John's 
Church,  Charlotte,  suggested  changes  therein  in  regard  to  the  vestry  election 
process  in  order  to  avoid  conflict  with  the  canons,  and  subject  to  these  changes, 
I  approved  them. 

18.  In  October  1993  I  attended,  with  the  Suffragan  Bishop,  the  annual  Fourth 
Province  Chancellors  and  Bishops  Meeting  held  at  the  Conference  Center  of  the 
Diocese  of  Georgia  at  which  the  principal  topics  of  discussion  were  problems 
involved  in  sexual  misconduct  by  clergy  and  lay  persons  of  the  Church. 

19.  Aside  from  the  foregoing,  at  various  times  during  the  year  as  in  past  years 
I  have  conferred  with  and/or  given  advice  to  the  Bishop,  the  Suffragan  Bishop,  the 
Diocesan  Business  Administrator,  the  Director  of  the  Conference  Center,  other 
diocesan  officials,  clergy  and  lay  people  in  a  great  many  matters,  both  legal  and 
otherwise,  arising  in  the  administration  of  diocesan,  institutional,  or  congrega- 
tional affairs.

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Christian  Social  Ministries 

Christian  Social  Ministries  is  constituted  to  enable  and  advise  parishes  and 
missions  around  the  Diocese  in  regard  to  doing  Christian  social  ministry;  to 
represent  the  Diocese  in  ecumenical  and  community  activity  centered  around 
social  concerns;  to  do  direct  advocacy  work  on  behalf  of  the  poor;  to  advise  and 
counsel  the  Bishops,  diocesan  staff,  various  diocesan  commissions  and  commit- 
tees regarding  Christian  social  ministry;  to  act  upon  Episcopal  Church  USA  and 
Diocesan  Convention  resolutions  pertaining  to  Christian  social  ministry;  and  to 
hold  up,  at  all  times,  the  needs  of  the  poor  and  disenfranchised  in  a  prophetic  way 
to  the  Church  and  to  the  world. 

This  year,  a  Racism  Committee  with  representation  from  all  the  Convocations, 
was  established.  A  major  goal  of  this  committee  is  to  provide  support  and 
encourage  anti-racism  work  to  be  addressed  in  each  Convocation. 

Raleigh  Episcopal  Housing  Ministry  has  completed  construction  on  36  units  of 
affordable  housing  and  is  well  into  the  phase  of  accommodating  applicants.  Pre- 
development  work  for  two  additional  projects — one  in  Raleigh  and  one  in 
Cary — has  begun. 

Greensboro  Episcopal  Housing  Ministry  (GEHM)  has  completed  33  single 
family  houses  and  20  apartment  units.  GEHM's  family  program  includes  92 
families,  and  the  neighborhood  building  program  includes  about  300  families. 

The  Aging  Committee's  resource  manual  was  distributed  to  each  parish  and 
mission.  A  seminar  on  Living  Creatively:  A  Spiritual  Journey  was  held  in  the  fall. 

Peace  Initiatives  Network  (PIN)  co-sponsored  with  the  New  Jewish  Agenda  the 
visit  of  Sam  Day,  long-time  Episcopal  peace  activist,  to  the  Triangle  area.  Day 
heads  the  U.S.  Campaign  to  free  Mordechai  Vanunu,  prisoner  of  conscience  and 
nuclear  whistle-blower.  PIN  sent  alerts  from  the  National  Church's  policy  network 
to  the  parishes  regarding  the  action  of  Executive  Council  on  the  North  American 
Free  Trade  Agreement. 

The  AIDS  Committee's  retreat  for  persons  with  AIDS  was  filled  to  capacity. 
The  possibility  of  having  two  retreats  a  year  is  being  explored. 

Episcopal  Farmworker  Ministry  continues  to  attempt  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
workers  through  the  clothing  project  and  the  outreach  worker.  The  empowerment 
of  farmworkers  began  early  this  summer  with  the  hiring  of  Victoria  Martinez  to 
meet  with  the  workers  and  to  enable  them  to  identify  issues  and  develop  ways  of 
working  together  to  change  their  conditions. 

The  Pastoral  Concerns  Committee  on  Homosexuality  continues  to  provide 
resources  and  to  help  parishes  begin  dialogue  on  this  issue.

Church  Deployment  Commission 

During  1993,  the  Diocesan  Deployment  Office  worked  with  nineteen  congre- 
gations as  they  underwent  search  processes. 
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In  addition,  the  Church  Deployment  Commission  continued  to  assist  clergy  and 
lay  church  professionals  in  registering  and  updating  with  the  Church  Deployment 
Office  (CDO)  at  the  Episcopal  Church  Center  in  New  York.  The  Diocesan 
Deployment  Officer  met  with  many  clergy  to  reflect  with  them  on  their  past  and 
future  ministries. 

He  also  met  with  interims  serving  in  this  Diocese,  who  are  convened  by  the  Rev. 
Ralph  E.  Macy. 

The  Commission  will  continue  its  assistance  to  congregations  and  clergy  of  the 
Diocese  in  1994.  We  also  anticipate  changes  in  the  deployment  process  following 
the  consecration  of  our  new  Bishop.

Communications  Commission 

During  1993  the  Communications  Commission  developed  and  implemented  a 
proactive  process  for  managing  issues  related  to  media  coverage  of  conventions 
which  involved  work  by  commission  members  as  well  as  staff.  A  key  component 
of  this  effort  was  provision  of  media  training  for  the  bishops  and  diocesan  staff. 
Participant  feedback  indicated  this  was  considered  very  helpful  and  should  be 
recommended  for  the  new  Bishop. 

The  major  activity  of  the  year  was  evaluation  and  planning  for  The  Communi- 
cant. The  Commission  urged  that  news  content  become  more  intentional  and  in 
line  with  what  members  want  and  which  will  support  understanding  of  diocesan 
goals.  The  Commission  encouraged  the  increasing  use  of  desktop  publishing  by 
staff  in  order  to  increase  cost  containment  without  sacrificing  pages  of  coverage. 

A  content  analysis  of  1991  and  1992  issues  of  The  Communicant  was  completed 
and  compared  to  content  desires  expressed  by  members  through  the  1991 
readership  survey,  the  1992  Diocesan  Council  annual  report,  the  1993  diocesan 
profile  and  "customer"  interviews  with  a  Council  member,  the  Bishop  and  the 
Communications  Officer. 

The  Commission  has  recommended  that  in  1994  increased  coverage  be  given 
to:  1.  Youth,  particularly  innovative  youth  programming  in  parishes;  2.  steward- 
ship, to  improve  member  understanding  of  how  the  Diocesan  and  National  Church 
dollars  are  spent,  and  to  present  a  broader,  "beyond  dollars"  perspective  of 
stewardship;  3.  how  the  Diocese  serves  local  congregations  including  Christian 
Social  Ministry  and  campus  ministry;  4.  new  mission/evangelism,  including 
coverage  of  mission  strategy  and  parish  approaches  that  enhance  growth  as  well 
as  coverage  of  mission  parishes;  and  5.  what  being  an  Episcopalian  means. 

The  Commission  recommended  reducing  Communicant  content  in  national/ 
international  church  news,  particularly  use  of  news  releases  and  information  by/ 
about  bishops. 

The  Commission  also  recommended  that  staff  make  efforts  to  assure  balance 
in  coverage  geographically  and  of  parishes  and  activities  throughout  the  Diocese 
and  to  consider  developing  a  network  of  reporters  and  volunteer  writers  or  use  of 
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journalism  interns  to  make  this  feasible.  The  Commission  will  perform  a  content 
analysis  of  1993  issues  and  use  it  as  the  baseline  against  which  to  measure 
performance  on  these  content  recommendations  in  1994.

Companion  Diocese 

In  January  John  Steed  and  Martha  Alexander  visited  Puerto  Rico  to  see  if  the 
Diocese  of  Puerto  Rico  would  be  a  potential  companion  diocese  for  North  Carolina. 
John  and  Martha  were  impressed  by  the  Anglican  Church  in  Puerto  Rico  which  is 
involved  with  a  weekday  pre-school  for  babies  with  AIDS,  a  retirement  community, 
a  sixty-bed  retreat  center  at  diocesan  headquarters,  and  a  viable  youth  ministry. 

(In  November  of  1992  Martha  had  traveled  to  Costa  Rica  with  the  Overseas 
Commission  and  there  is  interest  in  pursuing  a  relationship  with  them  as  well.) 

In  February,  1993,  the  official  relationship  between  the  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina  and  the  Diocese  of  Belize  ended.  The  last  nine  years  were  exciting  and 
fulfilling  while  both  dioceses  were  in  dialogue  with  each  other.  In  September,  1993, 
the  Rev.  Lloyd  Neal  from  Dangriga,  Belize,  visited  North  Carolina.  On  October  12, 
1993,  the  House  of  Bishops  of  the  Church  in  the  Province  of  the  West  Indies 
concurred  on  the  nomination  of  the  Rev.  Sylvestre  Donato  Romero-Palma,  a  native 
Belizian  currently  living  in  California,  as  Bishop  of  Belize  in  Central  America. 

With  the  retirement  of  Bishop  Estill  in  1994  and  the  election  of  a  new  Bishop, 
the  Companion  Diocese  Commission  talked  a  lot  about  the  future.  The  Commission 
raised  the  question,  "Where  do  we  go  from  here?"  We  talked  about  a  "slow  plan" 
and  a  "fast  plan."  The  Companion  Diocese  Commission  voted  for  the  slow  plan, 
giving  the  new  Bishop  time  to  be  involved  and  perhaps  planning  some  visits  in  the 
fall  of  1994.  Our  plan  is  as  follows: 

September  1993  Budget  hearings 

October  1993  Hearings  for  nominees  for  Bishop 

December  1993  Election  of  Bishop 

May  1994  Consecration  of  Bishop 

Fall  1994  Work  trips/Selection  of  new  companion  diocese 

January  1995  New  companion  diocese  announced  at  Convention 

This  has  been  a  year  of  planning  and  reflection.  We  look  forward  to  a  new 
beginning  in  1994.  Thanks  be  to  God.

Conference  Center  Board  of  Directors 

Prized  among  the  assets  of  our  Diocese  is  the  Camp  and  Conference  Center. 
Located  in  the  rustic  environs  of  Brown  Summit,  with  its  wooded  landscape  of 
gently  rolling  hills,  the  Conference  Center  has  continued  to  provide  a  quiet  and 
restful  atmosphere  for  conferences,  retreats,  and  education  events. 

In  keeping  with  its  charter,  the  Conference  Center  has  not  only  hosted  the  people 
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and  programs  of  the  Diocese,  but  other  civic,  business,  religious,  and  non-profit 
groups  as  well — making  it  a  first-line  representative  of  the  Church  and  a  potent  tool 
for  evangelism.  The  Conference  Center  is  truly  a  diocesan  institution  of  which  we 
can  be  proud — one  that  deserves  our  judicious  stewardship  that  its  full  potential 
might  be  realized  and  maintained. 

In  1993,  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Conference  Center  made  several 
decisions  which  will  benefit  the  preservation  of  the  Center  and  enhance  the 
development  of  its  program: 

Utilizing  the  combination  of  a  loan  and  a  grant  from  the  Episcopal  Church 
Foundation,  the  Board  authorized  the  purchase  of  8  acres  of  land  on  its  western 
border,  to  provide  a  buffer  zone  between  the  Center  and  adjoining  real  estate 
development. 

At  its  November  meeting,  the  board  approved  the  hiring  of  Ms.  Terry  Brown 
to  be  the  Outdoor  Program  Director.  Ms.  Brown,  who  will  also  serve  as  the 
Center's  Summer  Camp  Director,  will  be  responsible  for  developing  and  promot- 
ing the  Center's  outdoor  program,  making  it  an  environmental  resource  for  public 
and  private  schools  throughout  North  Carolina.  The  addition  of  this  new  position 
was  accomplished  through  a  shared  financial  arrangement  with  the  Youth  Com- 
mission of  the  Diocese. 

The  Board  received  with  gratitude  a  pledge  of  $100,000  from  the  Episcopal 
Church  Women  of  the  Diocese  for  the  purpose  of  renovating  or  replacing  the  ECW 
Cottage.  Additional  renovations  were  authorized  by  the  Board  to  repair  and  upgrade 
the  four  adult  cottages  which  had  begun  to  show  evidence  of  serious  signs  of  wear 
and  deterioration.  Those  renovations  are  scheduled  to  be  completed  by  year's  end. 

Realizing  the  need  for  future  planning,  the  Board  established  a  Long  Range 
Planning  Committee,  and  in  February  conducted  its  first  board  retreat  under  the 
leadership  of  a  professional  consultant. 

Along  with  the  accomplishments  which  the  Center  has  enjoyed  over  the  past 
year,  there  were  also  a  number  of  serious  concerns,  some  of  which  will  demand 
the  attention  and  resources  of  the  Diocese  if  it  is  to  prosper  in  future  years: 

The  waste-treatment  plant  is  presently  inadequate  and  below  standard.  Plans 
are  in  effect  to  modify  the  plant  and  bring  it  up  to  the  proper  standards  required  by 
state  law.  The  project  is  to  be  completed  by  the  end  of  1994. 

While  usage  of  the  Conference  Center  has  increased  by  the  youth  of  the  Diocese, 
adult  usage  has  declined.  The  Board  has  a  growing  concern  over  the  lack  of 
utilization  by  congregations  within  the  Diocese.  As  diocesan  utilization  declines, 
outside  utilization  must  increase.  This  is  a  troubling  situation  which  requires  an 
ever-increasing  effort  in  sales  and  marketing  by  the  Conference  Center  staff.  The 
Conference  Center  will  once  again  require  a  subsidy  from  the  Diocese  in  1994  if 
it  is  to  continue  to  operate. 

Without  question,  the  most  serious  obstacle  facing  the  Conference  Center  is  the 
funding  of  required  capital  needs.  As  no  long-range  capital  improvements 
program  was  instituted  during  the  early  years  of  the  Center,  insufficient  funds  exist 
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to  provide  for  delayed  maintenance,  necessary  improvements,  and  future  deve- 
lopment. These  are  immediate  and  not  future  concerns  which  will  require 
significant  attention  from  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  and  Diocesan  Council  if  we 
are  to  formulate  an  effective  plan  of  action  that  will  result  in  the  healthy 
perpetuation  of  the  Center  and  prevent  its  wasteful  decline. 

The  Board  wishes  to  thank  all  who  have  supported  the  Center  during  the  past 
year  by  their  presence  and  financial  contributions.  The  Board  also  wishes  to 
commend  the  fine  work  and  the  courteous,  professional  competence  of  the 
Conference  Center  staff.

Commission  on  Constitution  and  Canons 

During  the  current  year,  the  Commission  has  participated  with  the  Committee 
to  Nominate  Candidates  for  Bishop  and  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese 
in  developing  Special  Rules  of  Order  to  govern  the  election  process  at  the  Special 
Convention  of  the  Diocese  held  on  December  4, 1993.  In  addition  it  has  met  and 
considered  necessary  constitutional  and  canonical  changes  which  may  be  required 
in  connection  with  possible  changes  in  the  method  of  funding  the  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina  in  the  event  such  changes  are  adopted  by  Convention.  At  the  date  of  this 
report,  it  has  taken  no  action  with  respect  to  such  possibility.

Commission  on  the  Diaconate 

On  June  6,  Beth  McKee-Huger  became  the  20th  deacon  to  be  ordained  in  the 
Diocese  since  the  program  began  in  1983.  She  serves  at  Church  of  the  Holy  Spirit 
in  Greensboro. 

After  two  years'  analysis,  the  academic  work  in  deacon  formation  has  been 
changed  from  three  to  two  years.  A  special  summer  session  was  put  in  to  help  the 
new  students  get  started.  Coupled  with  the  all-day  seminars,  which  take  place 
approximately  every  three  weeks  on  Saturdays,  we  are  working  on  a  clinical 
pastoral  education  (or  equivalent)  component  that  would  follow  ordination  as 
continuing  education. 

For  the  fall  1993  semester,  there  are  four  students  enrolled  from  this  Diocese  and  one 
from  the  Diocese  of  Southern  Virginia.  Two  more  are  in  the  middle  of  intern  years. 

Deacons  Patsy  Walters,  Kermit  Bailey,  and  Bobbie  Armstrong  attended  the 
North  American  Association  of  the  Diaconate  convention  in  Newport,  Rhode  Island, 
in  June.  Kermit  was  appointed  chair  of  a  sub-committee  to  work  on  a  resolution 
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to  General  Convention. 

There  is  a  brand  new  brochure  on  the  Diaconate  Formation  Program  in  this 
Diocese.   It  will  be  available  at  Diocesan  Convention  in  January  1994. 

We  express  our  appreciation  to  Fred  Horton  and  Meta  Ellington  who  are  retiring 
from  the  Commission  this  year.

Diocesan  Council 

Canon  15,  Section  5,  directs  the  Diocesan  Council  to  report  annually  to  the 
Convention  regarding: 

1.  Council's  evaluation  of  the  current  work  and  program  of  the  Diocese; 

2.  Objectives  toward  which  we  believe  the  Diocese  must  work; 

3.  Specific  recommendations  for  priorities  in  the  1995  budget. 

In  1993,  Council  has  responded  completely  to  this  Canon  for  the  first  time,  and 
we  found  both  the  internal  process  and  Convention's  response  most  helpful.  Last 
year's  report  named  as  primary  strengths  the  youth  program,  the  Camp  and 
Conference  Center,  and  the  wide-ranging  resources  of  personnel  within  our 
Diocese.  We  reported  several  areas  of  concern,  including  diocesan  organizational 
structures;  connection  of  the  Diocese  with  its  "grassroots,"  especially  in  the  area 
of  Christian  Social  Ministries;  increasing  quota  acceptance;  and  more  emphasis  on 
stewardship.  Convention  asked  us  to  provide  leadership  in  the  areas  of  need,  giving 
special  attention  to  quota  acceptance,  Christian  Social  Ministries,  location  of 
Diocesan  House,  connections  between  congregations  and  the  Diocese,  and  support 
for  our  mission  strategy. 

In  response,  Council  appointed  a  Task  Force  on  Funding  for  the  Diocese,  and 
a  Task  Force  to  study  and  respond  to  the  Convention  feedback  reports.  You  will 
receive  the  report  from  the  funding  task  force  at  the  Convention  in  January  1994. 
The  convention  study  is  being  continued.  A  resolution  regarding  that  work  will 
also  come  before  Convention  in  January. 

The  matter  of  the  location  of  Diocesan  House  was  discussed,  and  referred  to  the 
Department  of  Property  Management,  with  the  understanding  that  information 
would  be  gathered,  and  the  nominees  for  the  episcopacy  would  be  informed  of  the 
discussion.  Further  action  was  postponed  until  the  new  Bishop  has  been  ordained 
and  consecrated. 

In  an  on-going  effort  to  improve  stewardship  of  our  resources  (both  financial 
and  personnel)  and  to  improve  the  diocesan  structure,  Council  has,  through  the 
Department  of  Finance  and  Business  Methods,  engaged  in  study  of  many  diocesan 
policies.  Some  changes  have  been  made,  notably  in  the  areas  of  severance  policy 
for  diocesan  employees;  policies  and  procedures  regarding  sexual  misconduct  of 
clergy  and  diocesan  employees;  and  a  new  plan  for  medical  and  life  insurance. 
Under  direction  of  the  Bishop,  Council  members  visited  or  made  contact  with 
vestries  of  congregations  unable  to  accept  the  full  quota  assignment.  Council 
found  these  visits  helpful,  as  they  provided  us  with  feedback  and  direct  information 
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regarding  the  resources  of  these  congregations.     We  hope  the  congregations 
involved  also  found  the  process  useful. 

Finally,  the  report  of  Council — and  Convention's  response — was  used  in  every 
phase  of  this  year's  budget  planning  process,  including  the  hearings  and  decisions 
of  Mission  and  Outreach. 

I.  Evaluation  of  current  work  and  program: 

We  believe  that  the  above-mentioned  changes  are  the  foundation  of  a  more 
efficient,  more  cohesive  diocesan  structure.  Such  improvements  will  free  us  to 
engage  more  fully  the  work  of  evangelism  and  reconciliation  to  which  we  are 
called.  Our  primary  programatic  strengths  continue  to  be  in  youth  work,  in  the 
existence  and  work  of  the  Camp  and  Conference  Center,  and  in  our  program  of 
Christian  Social  Ministries. 

However,  we  are  concerned  that  CSM,  and  other  diocesan  programs  still  need 
firmer  grounding  in  and  connection  to  individual  parishes. 

II.  Objectives  toward  which  we  believe  the  Diocese  must  work: 

A.  During  this  year  of  transition  in  the  episcopacy,  we  believe  it  important  to 
continue  refining  the  diocesan  administrative  structure  through  the  creation  and 
implementation  of  appropriate  policies  and  procedures.  Council  looks  forward  to 
the  assistance  and  guidance  of  our  new  Bishop  in  this  task.  We  also  seek  ways  for 
congregations  to  be  more  closely  linked  with  the  Diocese,  for  they  are  its  primary 
ministry. 

B.  With  the  advent  of  a  new  episcopacy,  we  must  work  toward  clarity  of  purpose 
and  unity  of  vision.  As  the  Body  of  Christ,  we  are  called  to  good  stewardship  of 
our  many  resources  through  a  careful  examination  of  our  present  activities,  and  an 
openness  to  change  where  waste  or  duplication  of  effort  appears.  We  believe  the 
suggestions  of  the  Task  Force  on  Funding  speak  to  this  concern,  and  we  are  eager 
for  their  adoption  and  implementation.  Only  such  new  visions  and  openness  to 
institutional  change  will  support  the  efforts  well-begun  to  confront  racism,  sexism, 
violence,  oppression,  and  violation  of  human  rights  wherever  those  sins  exist,  within 
and  without  the  Church. 

III.  Recommendations  for  1995  budget  priorities: 

A.  Our  Camp  and  Conference  Center  is  a  primary  ministry  resource.  It  is  the 
geographic  heart  of  our  highly  successful  youth  ministry,  a  locus  of  spiritual 
renewal  and  fellowship,  and  a  tool  for  evangelism  in  the  wider  community.  It 
represents  a  considerable  investment  of  our  financial  and  human  resources,  and  its 
ministry  strengthens  the  Church  of  today  and  of  the  future.  For  these  reasons,  we 
believe  it  embodies  both  the  above-mentioned  objectives.  We  therefore  suggest 
that  this  institution  receive  top  priority  in  the  1995  budget. 

B.  We  acknowledge  and  acclaim  the  youth  ministry  program,  which  includes 
assistance  to  youth  groups  at  the  congregational  level,  formation  of  our  young 
people  in  the  faith,  the  creation  of  community  and  spiritual  nurture  through  the 
programs  at  the  Camp  and  Conference  Center,  and  ministry  on  the  campuses  of  our 
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colleges  and  universities.  Through  this  multi-faceted  program,  we  link  congrega- 
tions to  one  another  and  to  the  Diocese;  we  exercise  the  ministries  of  reconciliation 
and  evangelism;  and,  enlivened  by  the  energy,  enthusiasm,  and  vision  of  our  young 
people,  we  work  for  justice  and  peace.  Thus  this  program  is  also  congruent  with 
our  objectives,  and  deserves  a  primary  spot  in  our  planning,  and  a  strong  claim  on 
our  financial  resources. 

C.  Our  final  budget  priority  must  be  funds  for  social  ministry,  especially  those 
funds  which  support  congregational  outreach  programs,  or  conversely,  which  fund 
programs  that  cannot  be  duplicated  at  the  congregational  or  national  level.  Our 
Diocese,  through  the  creativity  and  imagination  of  its  people,  has  an  unusually 
strong  varied  social  ministry  program  which  is  the  locus  of  efforts  to  confront  our 
sins.  The  cosmic,  social,  and  personal  evils  which  we  renounced  at  our  baptism 
do  not  weaken.  We,  therefore,  must  grow  stronger. 

The  Diocesan  Council  now  looks  forward  to  your  response  to  this  report.  We 
are  grateful  for  your  support,  encouragement,  and  communication  during  this  past 
year.  We  regret  that  the  need  for  brevity  leaves  many  wonderful  aspects  of  life  in 
our  Diocese  unmentioned,  such  as  the  excellent  program  for  long-range  congre- 
gational planning,  the  good  health  of  our  many  congregations,  and  our  present  state 
of  economic  stability. 

We  acknowledge  with  grateful  hearts  the  ministry  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Robert  W.  Estill 
to  this  Council.  His  patience  in  listening,  his  pastoral  concern,  and  his  openness 
to  the  ministry  of  others  are  only  a  few  of  the  ways  in  which  he  is  for  us  a  true 
exemplar,  who  has  exercised  the  high  priesthood  to  which  he  has  been  called.  As 
he  enters  his  retirement,  we  wish  him  Godspeed.  We  call  upon  the  people  of  this 
Diocese  to  face  the  future  secure  in  the  hope  of  the  Gospel,  that  we  may  continue 
to  love  one  another  as  we  have  been  loved,  and  to  love  our  neighbors  as  ourselves.

Ecumenical  Relations 

National  Highlights: 

During  the  calendar  year  1993  the  Standing  Commission  on  Ecumenical 
Relations  (SCER)  in  preparing  for  its  report  to  the  1994  General  Convention  in 
Indianapolis,  IN,  began  gathering  surveys  from  each  diocese  which  included  the 
"Study  and  Response  of  Episcopal  Dioceses  to  Toward  Full  Communion  and 
Concordat  of  Agreement'  and  study  responses  to  the  COCU  document  Churches 
in  Covenant  Communion.  The  study  and  response  surveys  for  the  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina  were  completed  and  filed  with  the  SCER  by  the  Diocesan  Commission. 
The  SCER  also  continued  to  gather  existing  copies  of  guidelines  for  Ecumenical 
Marriages  (developed  at  the  diocesan  level)  so  as  to  make  a  national  resource 
available  to  the  entire  church.  No  such  guidelines  have  been  produced  in  this 
Diocese  at  a  diocesan  level  and  thus  none  was  submitted. 

The  Anglican-Roman  Catholic  commission  developed  and  published  a  report 
on  the  Vatican  response  to  ARCIC  I  and  the  Lambeth  response  to  ARCIC  I.  The 
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report  is  available  from  the  Episcopal  Church  Center  in  New  York. 

The  Lutheran/Episcopal  Concordat  committee  met  twice  during  the  year  specifi- 
cally reviewing  the  process  by  which  the  Concordat  of  Agreement  is  to  be  studied 
in  the  next  triennium  and  ways  in  which  the  SCER  and  the  General  Convention  can 
further  the  efforts  at  shared  Lutheran/Episcopal  mission  on  a  local  level. 

The  Anglican-Methodist  International  Commission,  having  met  for  the  first 
time  in  March  1992  (Jerusalem),  convened  for  a  second  meeting  in  April  1993  in 
Dublin,  Ireland,  producing  an  interim  report  entitled  Sharing  in  the  Apostolic 
Communion.  This  document  has  been  sent  to  the  Provinces  of  the  Anglican 
Communion  and  Methodist  and  United  Churches  belonging  to  the  World  Meth- 
odist Council  for  response.  Copies  of  this  document  are  available  from  the 
diocesan  commission. 
Local  Highlights: 

The  Commission  continued  to  represent  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  its 
people,  clerics,  and  bishops  as  directed  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Robert  W.  Estill,  Bishop. 
A  representative  was  not  sent  this  year  to  the  National  Workshop  on  Christian 
Unity  held  in  Milwaukee,  Wisconsin,  May  10  through  May  13, 1993.  Represen- 
tation of  the  Diocese  at  this  workshop  and  at  the  corresponding  Episcopal  Diocesan 
Ecumenical  Officers  (EDEO)  meeting  will  resume  in  1994. 

The  work  begun  last  year  by  a  local  committee  of  Episcopalians  and  United 
Methodists — at  the  prompting  of  the  Rev.  Tom  Rightmyer,  former  Ecumenical 
Officer  for  the  Diocese  of  Western  North  Carolina  and  now  resident  in  Durham, 
North  Carolina,  the  encouragement  of  the  Dean  of  the  Duke  University  Divinity 
School,  and  with  Bishop  Estill's  blessing — continued  throughout  the  year.  The 
first  year's  work  culminated  in  a  joint  liturgy  celebrated  at  the  Duke  Memorial 
United  Methodist  Church  in  Durham  on  Monday,  May  24.  The  liturgy  was 
centered  on  a  common  renewal  of  baptismal  vows.  The  Rt.  Rev.  Robert  W.  Estill, 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  and  the  Rev.  C.  P.  Minnick,  Bishop  of 
the  United  Methodist  North  Carolina  Conference,  were  co-officiants,  and  the  Rev. 
Geoffrey  Wainwright,  professor  at  Duke  Divinity  School  and  member  of  the 
Anglican-Methodist  International  Commission,  was  the  preacher.  The  local 
Episcopal/United  Methodist  committee  has  received  the  Interim  Report  of  the 
Anglican-Methodist  Commission  and  is  preparing  for  its  study. 

The  eighth  in  a  series  of  Lutheran/Anglican/Roman  Catholic  (LARC)  Study 
Days  was  held  in  mid-November  at  Trinity  Conference  Center,  Salter  Path,  North 
Carolina  (subject:  The  state  of  the  dialogues  and  documents).  The  Rev.  Canon 
Prof.  J.  Robert  Wright,  professor  of  Church  History  at  the  General  Theological 
Seminary,  was  the  keynoter.  He  ably  reviewed  the  Vatican's  Response  to  ARCIC 
I,  issues  surrounding  the  Concordat  of  Agreement,  and  Vatican  Recognition  of  the 
Augsburg  Confessions.  The  Rt.  Rev.  Robert  W.  Estill,  the  ecumenical  officer,  and 
ten  clerics  and  lay  professionals  from  this  Diocese  were  in  attendance. 

The  Commission  on  Ecumenical  Relations  also  helps  coordinate  our  relationship 
with  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches,  of  which  this  Diocese  is  a  member. 
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The  Commission  invites  your  inquiries  about  ecumenical  affairs  and  concerns.

Episcopal  Church  Women 

This  has  been  an  exciting  year  for  the  Diocesan  Church  Women!  The  Church 
Women  at  the  111th  Annual  Meeting  in  Rocky  Mount  in  April  unanimously  voted 
to  raise  $100,000  again  over  the  next  three  years  for  the  renovation/replacement 
of  our  ECW  cottage  at  Brown  Summit.  Throughout  our  history,  the  women  of  the 
Episcopal  Church  have  seen  the  value  of  providing  our  youth  opportunities  for 
spiritual  growth  in  a  Christian  environment,  particularly  in  a  camp  setting.  It  was 
the  women  in  our  Diocese  who  provided  seed  money  for  a  feasibility  study  for  what 
is  now  the  Camp  &  Conference  Center  at  Brown  Summit.  The  women  then  raised 
$100,000  to  build  one  of  the  first  cottages— the  ECW  Cottage.  The  effective  rental 
of  these  adult  facility  cottages  to  commercial  groups  provides  income  which  helps 
to  subsidize  our  youth  facilities  for  our  successful  diocesan  youth  program. 
Considering  the  financial  constraints  under  which  these  original  cottages  were 
built,  they  have  served  us  well  but  have  deteriorated  to  a  point  where  they  require 
major  repair  or  replacement. 

Another  exciting  event  this  year  has  been  the  dialogue  between  the  members 
of  the  Women's  Issues  Committee  and  the  ECW  Diocesan  Board  exploring  the 
feasibility  of  both  groups  operating  under  the  same  umbrella,  thus  drawing  from 
the  strengths  of  each.  Both  boards  have  agreed  and  a  representative  appointed  by 
the  Women's  Issues  Committee  will  sit  on  the  Diocesan  ECW  Board  in  1994. 

In  response  to  our  Bishop's  pastoral  letter  on  racism  as  well  as  concern  over 
other  divisive  issues  today,  the  women  of  the  111th  Annual  Meeting  attempted  to 
look  within  themselves  to  try  to  discern  those  things  that  separate  us  from  one 
another.  Under  the  direction  of  Laura  Chasin  and  Caroline  Marvin  from  the  Family 
Institute  of  Cambridge,  in  Cambridge,  Massachusetts,  the  women  discovered  a 
new  way  of  learning  and  looking  at  "them"  (those  who  are  different  or  do  not  think, 
look,  or  act  "just  like  me")  through  dialogue,  not  debate.  The  only  way  to  transform 
this  division  into  respected  differences  and  find  common  ground  is  "with  a  new 
heart  and  a  new  spirit," — thus  our  theme  for  this  year. 

Over  $63,000  was  gathered  as  a  United  Thank  Offering  from  our  Diocese  this 
past  year.  Almost  half  of  this  amount  was  returned  to  our  Diocese  in  a  $30,000 
UTO  grant  to  the  Helping  Hands  Project  in  Chatham  and  Lee  counties.  This  grant 
will  help  women  poultry  workers  with  cumulative  trauma  disorders  by  providing 
health  education,  sponsoring  health  screening  clinics,  and  referring  them  to  legal 
and  medical  services. 

The  Lex  Mathews  Scholarship  Fund  awarded  $6,300  to  twelve  women  over  35 
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years  of  age  needing  assistance  for  further  education  or  training  to  enter  or  re-enter 
the  work  force. 

The  diocesan  Church  Women  contributed  approximately  $211,000  to  outreach 
to  programs  inside  and  outside  our  diocese,  including  missionaries  and  diocesan 
institutions.  An  additional  $75,000  was  given  by  the  women  in  their  local  parishes 
in  support  of  parish  programs. 

Even  though  the  Church  Women  have  made  incredible  differences  in  others' 
lives  because  of  their  tireless  efforts,  raising  money  is  not  and  should  not  be  the 
only  thing  the  Church  Women  are  about.  Through  the  centuries  women  have  had 
to  depend  on  one  another.  Within  the  last  two  years,  there  have  been  five  ECW 
branches  which  have  reorganized.  There  is  a  need  for  a  place  where  women  can 
gather  together  and  energize  spiritually — a  need  for  friendship,  shared  wisdom, 
women's  spirituality,  discussion  of  being  a  woman  (wife,  mother,  daughter,  single, 
or  widowed)  as  well  as  sharing  information.  The  ECW  organization  is  a  place  where 
women  are  affirmed,  where  there  is  a  real  appreciation  for  the  work  women  do  that 
is  often  taken  for  granted.

Evangelism  &  Renewal 

Fall  Retreat:  This  last  November  we  brought  in  the  Rev.  Wayne  Schwab  who 
was  the  National  Coordinator  of  Evangelism  Ministries  for  the  Episcopal  Church. 
The  focus  of  this  retreat/workshop  was  developing  Christian  community  and 
building  Christian  mission  through  small  groups.  Lay  and  ordained  people  from 
throughout  the  Diocese  attended  and  benefitted  from  the  many  resources  Fr. 
Schwab  provided.  Fr.  Schwab  expressed  concern  over  whether  the  Church  is 
building  people  for  mission,  our  modern  missionaries,  and  where  that  mission  is. 

Kairos:  Over  the  last  two  years  Chuck  Smith  from  our  Commission  has  done  a  lot  of 
groundwork  for  Kairos,  an  ecumenical  renewal  program  designed  to  go  into  the  state 
prison  system.  In  July,  1993,  Chuck  accepted  a  position  with  Episcopal  Renewal 
Ministries  in  Atlanta,  Georgia,  but  Kairos  has  gone  on,  an  ad  hoc  committee  has 
been  formed,  and  the  first  Kairos  weekend  is  scheduled  for  this  fall  in  a  women's 
prison  in  Raleigh.  Our  Commission  has  provided  leadership,  seed  money,  and 
training  for  this  very  meaningful  presentation  of  Christ  for  those  in  prison. 

Direct  Mail:  This  last  quarter  we  made  an  effort  to  develop  a  direct  mail  campaign 
to  aid  in  congregational  growth.  This  effort  is  on-going,  and  involved  a  congregation 
and  CIS  out  of  New  York. 

Continuing  Efforts:  Cursillo,  Marriage  Encounter,  Faith  Alive,  the  Brother- 
hood of  St.  Andrew,  Vocare,  Happening,  the  Catecumenate  Process,  Kairos,  and 
many  other  workshops,  programs,  and  church-based  activities  could  not  continue 
without  the  support  of  committed  individuals  throughout  our  Diocese.  This  year 
a  number  of  groups,  such  as  the  Greensboro  Eight,  celebrated  the  Episcopal 
ministries  in  their  communities.  This  was  to  recognize  those  involved  in  outreach/ 
evangelism/mission  and  to  recognize  what  a  positive  effect  we  as  Christians  can 
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have  on  our  communities.  To  know  Christ  and  make  Him  known  is  the  heart  of 
Evangelism  and  Mission.

Historic  Churches  Committee 

The  six  churches  in  the  Diocese  that  have  been  designated  as  Historic  Churches 
are  St.  John's,  Williamsboro;  St.  Mary's  Chapel,  Orange  County;  St.  Andrew's, 
Woodleaf;  St.  Philip's,  Germanton;  St.  James',  Kittrell;  and  Grace,  Lawrence.  None 
of  these  has  an  active  congregation,  nor  is  any  one  of  them  in  union  with  Convention. 

The  Rev.  Francis  Alston  conducted  the  annual  service  at  Grace  in  Lawrence  in 
June,  followed  by  the  usual  lunch  on  the  grounds.  They  are  preparing  for  a 
Centennial  celebration  on  August  7,  1994. 

St.  Elizabeth's,  King,  Christ  Church,  Walnut  Cove,  and  St.  Anne's,  Winston- 
Salem,  held  a  joint  service  at  St.  Philip's,  Germanton,  on  Thanksgiving. 

A  storm  in  early  June  felled  a  tree  which  did  $6,000.00  damage  to  St.  James' 
in  Kittrell.  No  services  were  held  there  in  1993. 

Over  250  people  came  to  St.  Andrew's,  Woodleaf,  in  August  for  the  annual 
service,  with  the  Rev.  Tom  Ehrich  as  celebrant.  A  number  of  groups  toured  St. 
Andrew's  during  the  year,  and  one  wedding  was  celebrated  there.  Some  trees  have 
been  given  as  a  memorial  and  David  Hood  is  overseeing  the  landscaping  project. 

The  Rev.  John  W.  S.  Davis  was  the  preacher  for  the  annual  homecoming  at  St. 
John's,  Williamsboro,  in  October.  Other  services  during  the  year  were  on  Ascension 
night  and  at  Advent,  when  a  service  of  Lessons  &  Carols  was  held.  St.  John's  was 
also  chosen  for  a  wedding  during  the  year.  In  the  summer  months  the  church  was 
open  each  Sunday  afternoon  and  Guild  members  served  as  hosts  and  guides. 

In  August,  St.  Mary's  in  Orange  County  held  its  annual  homecoming  with 
Bishop  Hunt  Williams  as  celebrant  for  the  service.  New  steps  were  dedicated  to 
the  memory  of  John  Wallace  Bacon  on  that  same  day.  Boy  Scouts  from  St. 
Matthew's,  Hillsborough,  continue  to  work  on  the  walkways  and  on  cleaning  up 
the  old  cemetery. 

In  the  Diocese,  there  are  a  number  of  cemeteries  that  in  the  past  were  part  of  the 
churchyeards  of  church  buildings  that  are  no  longer  there.  In  1994,  the  Committee 
will  attempt  to  address  the  problem  of  maintenance  of  these  cemeteries.

Investment  Committee 

The  Investment  Committee  is  responsible  for  the  investment  of  the  Common 
Trust  Fund  of  the  Diocese  and  for  a  fund  managed  for  the  benefit  of  the  Thompson 
Children's  Home.  The  Common  Trust  Fund  consists  of  a  combination  of  trusts  and 
bequests  that  have  been  made  to  the  Diocese  over  a  long  period  of  time.  The  title 
to  these  funds  rests  in  the  name  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese.  The  Investment 
Committee  supervises  the  investment  of  these  funds.  The  income  generated  by 
these  funds  is  disbursed  in  accordance  with  the  trust  or  bequest  as  directed  by  the 
donor;  or  if  no  designation  of  income  is  made  by  the  donor,  the  income  is  disbursed 
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as  directed  by  the  Diocesan  Convention,  Diocesan  Council,  or  the  Trustees. 

The  primary  goal  of  our  investment  policy  is  the  preservation  of  capital  with 
a  secondary  goal  of  achieving  sufficient  capital  appreciation  to  offset  the  erosion 
of  economic  inflation.  Our  specific  investment  objectives,  which  are  reviewed 
regularly,  are  to  obtain  a  real  compound  rate  of  total  return  (current  income  plus 
capital  appreciation  or  depreciation)  of  4%,  measured  over  the  more  recent  five- 
year  period.  This  real  return  is  the  sum  of  the  actual  return  achieved,  less  a  factor 
for  inflation  as  measured  by  the  CPI.  These  funds  are  not  invested  in  the  securities 
of  companies  doing  business  in  South  Africa  unless  that  company  has  signed  the 
Statement  of  Principles  for  South  Africa.  These  funds  are  actively  managed  by  the 
trust  department  of  the  NationsBank,  and  the  fund's  investment  results  have 
exceeded  the  guidelines  over  the  most  recent  five-year  period.

The  total  return  for  the  fund  for  the  year  ending  September  30  was  10.1%. 
During  the  year  contributions  of  $238,452  were  added  to  the  Common  Trust  Fund. 
It  now  consists  of  94  individual  funds  whose  beneficiaries  are  designated  activities 
of  the  Diocese,  diocesan  reserve  funds,  and  a  number  of  individual  churches  in  the 
Diocese.

The  Rev.  Diane  B.  Corlett  was  director,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Thomas  J.  Garner, 
James  H.  Padgett,  and  Joan  Kirchner.  Sister  Helena  Marie  and  Sister  Katherine 
Grace  of  the  Community  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  New  York  City,  also  joined  the  camp  staff. 
We  had  some  50  campers  participating.  The  camp  theme  was  "Sanctifying  Time,"  and 
built  around  the  Daily  Offices. 

4-6  October.  Assisted  with  liturgies  at  Clergy  Conference  at  Brown  Summit. 

1 1  October.  Autumn  meeting  of  the  Commission  at  the  Church  of  the  Holy 
Family,  Chapel  Hill. 

4  December.  Planned  and  assisted  with  the  Eucharist  at  the  Special  Convention 
to  Elect  a  Bishop  at  Brown  Summit. 

Throughout  1993  the  Commission  has  consulted  with  clergy  and  with  congre- 
gations about  liturgical  and  music  matters.  We  have  given  programs,  taught 
classes,  and  led  workshops.  We  have  assisted  with  the  planning  of  ordination 
services  (both  to  the  diaconate  and  the  priesthood),  the  celebration  of  new  ministry, 
and  the  visitation  of  the  Bishop.  The  Commission  has  continued  to  offer  a  monthly 
column,  "Asked  at  the  Church  Door,"  to  The  Communicant,  as  a  forum  for 
liturgical  questions  and  concerns. 

The  Rev.  Philip  R.  Byrum,  Chair 
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Commission  on  Ministry 

The  Commission  on  Ministry  has  had  another  active  year,  with  many  aspirants 
and  many  persons  in  the  "process"  in  our  Diocese.  It  is  exciting  and  encouraging 
to  have  so  many  persons  interested  in  the  ordained  ministry. 

The  process  of  discernment  continues  to  challenge  us.  There  is  growing 
concern  for  increasing  numbers  and  the  lack  of  jobs  for  those  we  present  for 
ordination.  Bishop  Williams,  who  is  now  directing  the  process,  alluded  to  the 
problem  in  his  address  to  the  last  Convention. 

The  role  of  Duke  Divinity  School  in  the  process  for  those  preparing  for 
ordination  in  the  Episcopal  Church  is  a  question  being  asked  by  many  in  the 
Diocese.  Duke  is  open  to  the  possibility  of  making  a  place  for  Episcopal  students. 
We  still  have  the  policy  in  the  Diocese  that  those  attending  Duke  must  also  do  at 
least  one  year  in  an  Episcopal  seminary.  The  Bishop  has  appointed  a  committee 
to  address  issues  around  Duke  Divinity  School  and  Episcopal  students. 

The  Commission  on  Ministry  is  in  a  transition  period  as  we  look  toward  the 
vision  of  our  new  bishop  for  the  discernment  process.  It  is  rewarding  to  serve  on 
this  Commission  with  a  dedicated  group  of  Commission  members.  This  is 
important  work,  and  we  approach  it  with  great  care  and  joy.

Committee  on  Ministry  with  the  Deaf 

The  Committee  met  once  in  1993  to  discuss  issues  pertaining  to  inclusion  of 
deaf  people  in  the  life  and  worship  of  the  Episcopal  Church.  Church  of  the  Nativity 
in  Raleigh  has  ten  deaf  parishioners  who  worship  at  the  regular  services  of  worship 
which  are  signed  and  interpreted  in  American  Sign  Language.  They  participate 
fully  in  the  life  of  the  Church.  Grace  Church,  Lexington,  assists  in  the  support  of 
a  youth  group  for  deaf  adolescents.  The  Committee  is  aware  of  interpreter  services 
offered  for  deaf  worshippers  at  St.  Mark's,  Huntersville,  and  St.  Paul's,  Winston- 
Salem. 

The  Committee  members  are  available  for  consultation  with  congregations 
pertaining  to  inclusion  of  deaf  and  hard-of-hearing  persons  in  the  Church.

Department  of  Ministry  in  Higher  Education 
of  the  Diocesan  Council 

The  Department  of  Ministry  in  Higher  Education  is  one  of  seven  departments 
of  Diocesan  Council.  It  exists  to  support,  monitor,  and  evaluate  campus  ministry 
in  the  Diocese.   Diocesan  Council  supports  the  following  campus  ministries:

Winston-Salem  Area  Colleges  The  Rev.  Robert  McGee

The  Department  meets  quarterly.  This  year  we  decided  that  one  of  those 
meetings  would  be  held  concurrently  with  the  Department  of  Budget  and  Finance 
at  the  Camp  and  Conference  Center.  This  was  very  helpful  in  setting  priorities  for 
the  1994  proposed  budget,  and  it  is  planned  to  continue  this  practice  in  the  future. 
At  that  September  meeting,  we  set  the  following  goals  for  1994: 

1.  Evaluation  of  Ministry  in  Higher  Education 

2.  African- American  Campus  Ministry 

3.  Mission  of  Parishes  to  Higher  Education 

4.  Departmental  Reorganization 

The  senior  high  school  graduation  retreat,  the  college  retreat,  and  Vocare 
continue  to  be  vibrant  and  rewarding  programs  of  this  department.  For  1994,  the 
Inter-Campus  Spring  Break  Mission  was  added  because  three  campuses  had  the 
same  spring  break.  With  a  $10,000  grant,  students  will  travel  to  Boca  Raton, 
Florida,  to  participate  in  a  Habitat  for  Humanity  project.  Students  from  N.C.  State 
volunteered  with  the  Raleigh  Episcopal  Housing  Ministry  in  the  construction  of 
36  housing  units.  The  students  were  to  report  on  these  programs  at  Convention. 

We  are  extremely  fortunate  to  have  in  place  a  dedicated  corps  of  chaplains  who 
are  enthusiastic  about  their  ministry  and  who  demonstrate  good  stewardship  of 
diocesan  funds. 

The  Rev.  Monroe  Freeman,  Chair 

Department  of  Mission  and  Outreach 

of  the  Diocesan  Council 

The  Department  of  Mission  and  Outreach,  which  consists  of  the  Convocation 
Deans  and  Wardens  and  three  members  of  Diocesan  Council,  has  the  responsibility 
of  supervising  and  reviewing  all  programs  of  the  Diocese  except  those  pertaining 
to  higher  education  and  to  salaries. 

The  Rev.  William  E.  Smyth  chaired  this  Department  until  his  resignation  in 
September.  Under  his  direction,  the  budget-making  process  was  revised.  This  year 
Commission  chairs  were  requested  to  include  a  written  report  with  their  budget 
requests,  responding  to  questions  about  the  work  of  their  respective  Commissions: 
its  relevance  to  individual  congregations,  its  method  of  self-evaluation,  and  its 
long-range  planning. 

At  the  beginning  of  two  days  of  budget  hearings  at  Brown  Summit  in  September, 
members  of  the  Department  went  over  the  1993  Convention  report  of  Diocesan 
Council  and  the  Convention's  response,  in  order  to  focus  on  the  priorities  these 
statements  established  for  the  Diocese;  these  priorities,  especially  youth,  the  Camp 
and  Conference  Center,  mission  churches,  and  social  ministries,  were  used  as  a 
guide  as  the  Department  studied  each  budget  request  to  decide  on  allocation  of 
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program  funds.  Some  but  not  all  Commission  chairs  were  requested  to  appear  at 
the  hearings  to  discuss  their  programs  and  answer  questions. 

Following  the  hearings,  the  Department  recommended  to  Diocesan  Council 
that  the  Council  communicate  to  the  Executive  Council  of  the  Episcopal  Church 
its  concern  over  the  trend  of  annual  increases  in  the  National  Church  program 
asking  and  in  the  General  Convention  assessment;  and  that  the  commissions  on 
Planned  Giving  and  Stewardship  be  merged. 

The  many  people  who  serve  the  Church  through  participation  in  its  programs 
are  to  be  commended  for  their  hard  work  and  devotion.  Members  of  the  Department 
of  Mission  and  Outreach  were  impressed  by  the  fact  that,  despite  limited  financial 
resources,  the  program  of  the  Church  is  carried  out  in  many  areas.  Descriptions 
of  program  activities  are  contained  in  the  Convention  commission  reports.

Trustees  of  the  Francis  J.  Murdoch  Memorial  Society 

The  Francis  J.  Murdoch  Society  was  founded  by  Margaret  Murdoch  to  honor 
her  brother,  the  Rev.  Francis  J.  Murdoch,  late  rector  of  St.  Luke's,  Salisbury.  The 
Society  makes  loans  to  persons  preparing  for  the  ordained  ministry  of  the 
Episcopal  Church,  the  loan  being  converted  to  a  non-repayable  grant  when  the 
recipient  is  ordained. 

Application  forms  for  loan/grants  from  the  Society  may  be  obtained  from  the 
convener  of  the  trustees,  whose  name  appears  in  the  Journal  of  Convention,  or  from 
the  Assistant  to  the  Bishop  for  Ministry  and  Program. 

During  1993,  the  Society  made  grant/loans  to  Ken  Kroohs,  Allen  Manning,  and 
Grayce  O'Neill. 

The  income  from  the  fund  is  not  large  and  loan/grants  are  quite  small  in 
comparison  with  the  cost  of  theological  education.  The  Diocese  is  in  need  of  a 
greatly  expanded  financial  base  for  the  support  of  those  studying  for  the  ordained 
ministry.  The  Murdoch  Society  is  eager  to  take  an  active  role  in  such  an  expansion. 

The  Rev.  John  S.  Akers  III,  Convener 

North  Carolina  Episcopal  Church  Foundation 

The  North  Carolina  Episcopal  Church  Foundation,  Inc.,  was  established  in  1955 
for  the  purpose  of  aiding  the  expansion  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese.  Funds  are 
available  to  parishes  and  missions  and  to  other  institutions  owned  by  the  Diocese 
for  erection  of  buildings,  acquisition  of  buildings  and  property,  and  repairs, 
renovations,  and  improvements  to  existing  facilities. 

Low-interest  loans  are  available  to  parishes  and  missions  up  to  a  maximum  of 
$75,000  per  borrower,  repayable  over  ten  years.  For  wholly  owned  diocesan 
institutions,  the  maximum  limit  per  loan  is  $300,000.  Grants  also  are  available  to 
missions  up  to  a  maximum  of  $7,500  each  for  the  same  purposes,  especially  if  the 
need  is  an  emergency.  Funding  decisions  are  based  on  the  need  for  the  project  and 
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funds  available.  Currently  the  interest  rate  for  parishes  and  institutions  is  6%  and 
for  missions  5%. 

During  the  past  twelve  months  ending  7/31/93,  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Foundation  approved  a  total  of  $147,000  in  loans  to  five  churches  and  missions, 
and  $21,207  in  grants  to  four  missions.  Five  loans  were  paid  off.  On  July  30, 1993, 
the  asset  balance  was  $1,864,251. 

The  Foundation  is  in  sound  financial  condition. 

Sarah  M.  Lemmon,  Chair 

Overseas  Mission  Commission 

This  has  been  a  good  year  for  our  Overseas  Mission  program.  We  have  worked 
on  improving  our  existing  programs  and  have  diversified  into  new  endeavors.  We 
are  continuing  to  work  with  the  campesinos  in  the  southern  mountains  of  Honduras 
and  with  the  Diocese  of  Costa  Rica.  We  also  are  working  on  becoming  the 
information  clearing  house  for  local  parish  overseas  mission  work  and  are  develop- 
ing a  program  designed  to  assist  local  parishes  in  starting  their  own  mission  program. 

We  started  a  program  working  with  the  campesinos  in  1989  helping  two  farm 
cooperatives  break  the  cycle  of  poverty,  encouraging  them  to  help  themselves. 
First  we  helped  them  develop  a  farm  business  plan  to  store  their  crops  (corn,  beans, 
and  sorghum)  until  prices  are  higher  than  at  harvest  time.  The  difficulty  comes 
from  the  need  to  sell  the  crops  at  harvest  just  to  survive.  We  began  the  grain  fund 
to  assist  in  storing  crops  a  little  longer  after  each  harvest.  The  program  now 
includes  six  farm  cooperatives  representing  about  70  families. 

Next  we  decided  to  turn  the  grain  fund  into  a  credit  union  run  by  a  committee 
of  the  cooperative  leaders.  The  money  for  this  fund  has  come  from  trip 
participants,  special  offerings  from  churches  and  individuals  from  this  Diocese  and 
the  Diocese  of  Western  North  Carolina.  The  committee  makes  decisions  on  who 
receives  the  loans,  how  much  interest  is  charged,  and  the  duration  of  the  loans. 

We  had  Alejandra  Okie,  a  student  at  Appalachian  State,  spend  two  months  in 
Honduras  meeting  with  campesinos  and  studying  our  program.  Alejandra  has 
written  a  report  on  our  program  that  we  are  studying  and  using  to  plan  our  future 
involvement  there. 

This  year,  we  started  a  training  program  for  the  leaders  of  the  cooperatives.  We 
have  hired  a  Honduran  farm  educational  group  to  train  the  farmers  in  bookkeeping, 
environmental  improvement,  leadership  training,  and  building  self-confidence. 
Two  leaders  from  each  farm  co-op  will  go  to  school  (four  hours  away  by  public 
transportation)  one  week  a  month  for  twelve  months.  We  are  very  anxious  to  see 
the  results  of  this  program. 

In  March  1994,  Meredith  Patterson  and  Peggy  Wade  will  escort  a  medical  team 
to  this  area.  The  plan  is  to  work  with  the  health  providers  in  each  community  and 
assist  the  people  directly  when  possible.  Most  of  the  health  problems,  as  in  most 
of  the  world,  are  caused  by  poor  sanitation  practices  and  poor  water  conditions. 

This  year  we  began  working  with  the  Rev.  John  MacDonald  in  Tegucigalpa,  the 
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capital  of  Honduras.  The  Rev.  Mr.  MacDonald  is  an  American  Episcopal 
missionary  who,  with  his  wife  Gail  and  others,  is  starting  an  Episcopal  church 
there.  Our  youth  group  met  with  John  on  their  trip  this  past  summer  while  learning 
what  an  Episcopal  missionary  does. 

Our  diocesan  youth  trips  have  visited  and  lived  with  the  campesinos  every 
summer  for  the  last  several  years.  One  is  being  planned  for  this  coming  summer  also. 

We  continue  to  work  with  Bishop  Cornelius  Wilson  of  the  Diocese  of  Costa 
Rica,  and  we  witnessed  the  ordination  of  the  first  woman  Deacon  in  Central 
America.  It  was  a  wonderful  and  joyous  occasion  with  the  service  lasting  almost 
three  hours.  Passing  the  peace  took  forty  minutes. 

Last  summer  John  Hatcher  escorted  Spanish  teachers  from  Moore  County, 
beginning  a  program  for  students  in  North  Carolina  to  learn  more  about  the  Episcopal 
schools  in  Costa  Rica  and  for  the  Costa  Rican  children  to  learn  more  about  us. 

John  is  designing  a  work  trip  for  this  coming  summer  for  adults  and  young 
adults.  These  trips  are  open  to  all  in  the  Diocese,  and  we  hope  you  will  take 
advantage  of  the  opportunities.

Parish  Grant  Commission 

The  Parish  Grant  Commission  was  established  in  1972  to  provide  seed  money 
to  congregations  of  the  Diocese  for  new  and  innovative  social  outreach  programs 
in  their  communities  or  for  programs  meeting  particular  needs  in  their  communi- 
ties.  Congregational  participation  and  ecumenical  cooperation  is  encouraged. 

The  Commission  met  and  discussed  eight  grant  applications  which  were 

approved  by  the  vestry  of  the  congregation  making  the  application,  and  to  review 

end-of-year  reports/evaluations  from  each  congregation  which  has  received  a  grant. 

Through  the  third  quarter  of  1993,  the  Commission  reviewed  eight  applications 

to  assure  that  the  guidelines  were  met,  and  approved  eight: 

Episcopal  Center  at  Duke  $3,000  for  Student  Action  with  Farmworkers; 

St.  Mary's,  High  Point  $3,000  for  the  Community  Clinic  of 

High  Point; 
St.  Michael's,  Raleigh  $3,000  for  the  Raleigh 

Episcopal  Housing  Ministry; 
St.  Philip's,  Durham  $3,000  for  the  Hispanic  Outreach  Center; 

Trinity,  Fuquay-Varina  $3,000  for  Project  Luz; 

St.  Andrew's,  Greensboro  $3,000  for  the  St.  Andrew's  Food  Pantry; 

St.  Cyprian's,  Oxford  $3,000  for  Community  Headquarters 

Assisting  New  Growth  and 
Enrichment  for  Youth; 
St.  Paul's,  Louisburg  $2,000  for  Case  Management  Emergency  Fund 

for  the  Mentally  111. 
The  Commission  is  funded  through  Mission  and  Outreach  program  funds  and 
through  income  received  from  investment  of  ACTS  monies. 

The  Rev.  Harold  J.  Cobb,  Jr. 
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Penick  Home 

The  year  1993  was  a  year  of  service  to  older  adults  in  which  they  were  supported 
within  an  atmosphere  of  freedom  and  security,  to  function  at  higher  levels  of  self- 
direction.  Residents  found  numerous  opportunities  to  explore  talent  development, 
new  friendships,  and  a  deeper  spiritual  life.  Such  directions  have  been  possible 
because  of  the  leadership  of  our  Bishop,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Robert  W.  Estill,  and  the 
Board  of  Directors.  Each  has  a  personal  commitment  to  service  to  our  Lord,  as 
members  of  the  Episcopal  Church.  The  uniqueness  of  the  sponsorship  permeates 
the  life  and  ministry  of  the  Home. 

New  residents  profile  perspective 

During  the  last  year,  the  Home  received  22  new  residents  who  came  from  the 
following  areas:  Southern  Pines  - 11;  Raleigh  -  3;  Charlotte  - 1;  other  areas  of  North 
Carolina  -  4;  Connecticut  and  Pennsylvania  -  3. 

The  time  on  the  wait  list  for  these  22  residents  was:  a  year  or  less  -  17;  two  to 
three  years  -  2;  five  years  - 1;  nine  years  -  1;  and  twelve  years  - 1.  Of  these,  only 
one  person  was  delayed  because  of  the  unavailability  of  accommodations.  Most 
people  on  the  wait  list  choose  their  time  for  entrance. 

The  average  age  of  the  new  resident  was  81.  Fifteen  were  Episcopalians  and 
seven  were  from  other  denominations. 

The  Home  can  accomodate  new  applicants  on  a  very  timely  basis,  usually 
within  a  few  months,  for  apartments,  suites,  and  single  rooms.  Therefore,  the 
Home  encourages  persons  not  on  the  wait  list  to  apply  now,  in  order  that  their  needs 
may  be  met  on  a  timely  basis. 

Financial  Situation 

The  Home  was  able  to  re-fund  the  Tax  Exempt  Bonds  for  an  extremely 
favorable  long-term  rate  of  6  1/8%,  which  will  save  the  Home  approximately  $1 
million  over  the  life  of  the  bonds.  The  bonds  were  over-sold  by  the  time  they  went 
on  the  market,  which  confirms  the  strength  of  the  Penick  Home  ministry;  and  the 
savings  will  strengthen  the  Home's  position  to  continue  its  benevolent  assistance 
program  into  the  future. 

The  roofs  of  the  South  Building,  which  was  the  original  building  built  in  1964, 
are  being  replaced,  and  the  kitchen  and  dining  room  are  being  refurbished  and 
updated  as  a  means  of  serving  the  residents  in  a  quality  facility.  Money  to  do  this 
project  was  obtained  from  the  bond  refunding  program. 

Resident  life 

The  Resident  Council  continues  to  involve  the  total  resident  group  in  the  life  and 
work  of  the  Home  through  a  variety  of  committee  assignments.  The  many  activities 
include  continuing  educational  and  art  studies  programs;  monthly  entertainment; 
day  and  overnight  trips;  bus  trips;  musical  programs;  library;  welcoming  of  new 
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residents;  and  house,  grounds,  and  food  committees.  Staff  support  is  provided  for 
the  residents  to  help  them  accomplish  their  goals  and  purposes. 

Kinder-Elder  Kare 

The  program  has  been  serving  an  average  of  ten  older  adults  from  the 
community  and  thirty  pre-school  children.  The  program  is  a  unique  intergenerational 
program.  Approximately  one-third  of  the  children  are  employees'  children. 
Several  residents  volunteer  on  a  regular  basis  to  provide  the  grandparenting  model 
for  many  of  the  children. 

Friends  ofPenick 

Through  its  many  activities,  the  volunteer  organization  has  added  a  special  zest 
to  the  quality  of  life  for  the  residents  at  Penick.  The  Friends  purchased  new  tables 
and  chairs  for  all  three  nursing  areas  during  the  past  year.  The  new  furniture  has 
brought  a  special  quality  of  dining  services  to  the  nursing  residents  in  a  way  which 
enhances  their  independence  and  personal  dignity. 

Endowment  Fund 

The  assets  of  the  Endowment  Fund  are  now  close  to  $1  million.  Numerous 
individuals  have  made  this  possible  through  special  gifts,  memorials,  and  be- 
quests. The  Endowment  Fund  growth  in  assets  greatly  strengthens  the  Home's 
ability  to  continue  to  strive  towards  the  goal  of  Bishop  Penick — "that  no  one  be 
turned  away  for  lack  of  funds." 

"As  we  have  therefore  the  opportunity,  let  us  do  good  unto  all  men." 

Galatians  6:10 

The  success  of  the  Penick  Home  in  meeting  the  needs  of  our  residents  and 
enhancing  their  overall  quality  of  life  has  always  depended  on  the  support  of  those 
who  share  in  our  commitment  and  vision.  I  am  continually  astounded  by  the  level 
of  effort  put  in  by  the  staff,  Board  members,  volunteers,  PDF  trustees,  families,  and 
the  residents  themselves  to  continually  improve  upon  the  programs  and  services 
offered  by  the  Penick  Home.  It  is  through  their  efforts  that  the  Penick  Home  has 
become  the  quality,  caring  community  it  is  today. 

The  financial  position  of  the  Home  is  good,  and  the  summary  from  the 
Annual  Certified  Audit  is  as  follows:

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Planned  Giving  Commission 

The  Planned  Giving  Commission  serves  to  emphasize  and  enhance  what  is 
probably  the  most  neglected  side  of  stewardship — the  planned  disposition  of  our 
accumulated  wealth.  While  institutions  such  as  schools,  universities,  hospitals, 
charities,  and  churches  of  other  denominations  have  sought  to  develop  their 
organizations  through  the  procurement  of  bequests  and  special  gifts,  the  Episcopal 
Church,  surprisingly,  has  only  in  recent  years  approached  this  aspect  of  steward- 
ship in  a  serious  and  deliberate  manner. 

A  major  function  of  the  Planned  Giving  Commission  is  to  raise  important 
questions  with  as  many  members  of  our  Diocese  as  possible:  Do  you  have  a  will? 
What  do  you  plan  to  do  with  your  accumulated  assets?  Have  you  protected  yourself 
and  your  family  sufficiently?  What  portion  of  your  accumulated  assets  do  you  plan 
to  leave  or  give  for  the  work  of  your  church?  These  questions  involve  Christian 
stewardship. 

The  Planned  Giving  Commission  distributes  information  about  the  importance 
of  individual  and  family  financial  planning  with  a  particular  emphasis  on  the 
critical  importance  of  proper  estate  planning.  More  especially,  it  endeavors  to 
develop  the  long  term  financial  support  needed  to  provide  for  greater  services  and 
expanded  programs  for  the  church  through  effective  personal  financial  planning 
and  planned  giving — which  can  result  in  substantial  benefits  both  for  one's  family 
and  one's  parish. 

Another  function  of  the  Commission  is  to  provide  personal  and  knowledgeable 
assistance  to  those  parishioners  who  have  made,  or  hope  to  make,  important 
individual  and  family  financial  and  estate  planning  decisions.  This  function  is 
carried  out  through  the  confidential  work  of  our  Planned  Giving  Officer,  the  Rev. 
Royal  F.  Dedrick,  who  serves  in  this  capacity  as  a  diocesan  employee  for  the 
benefit  of  parishioners.  Financial  planning  and  the  proper  utilization  of  planned 
giving  strategies  in  today's  complex  environment  requires  advice  and  guidance 
from  someone  with  the  expertise  for  which  Mr.  Dedrick  was  chosen.  Although  an 
ordained  priest,  he  has  had  extensive  business  and  professional  experience  in  the 
field  of  financial  planning  and  is  able  to  utilize  the  resources  of  the  Planned  Giving 
Office  of  our  national  church. 

To  implement  our  diocesan  planned  giving  program,  the  Planned  Giving 
Officer  conducts  seminars  and  meets  regularly  with  vestries  and  various  other 
church  groups  throughout  the  diocese.  Mr.  Dedrick  provides  information  and 
literature  to  individuals  and  groups.  He  meets  confidentially  with  individual 
members  of  the  Diocese  in  their  homes,  parishes,  or  offices  for  private  consultation 
regarding  their  personal  financial  planning  needs  and  objectives  and  their  interest 
in  making  special  gifts.  Mr.  Dedrick  provides  information  on  appropriate  financial 
planning  and  planned  giving  strategies  during  such  meetings,  and  works  closely 
with  each  interested  parishioner's  personal  attorney,  trust  officer,  CPA,  and  life 
underwriter  in  the  planning  and  implementation  of  such  strategies. 
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In  1993,  the  Commission  established  a  planned  giving  newsletter,  Planting 
Seeds,  to  provide  clergy  and  members  of  the  Diocese  with  current  information  and 
creative  ideas  on  planned  giving.  The  first  edition  of  Planting  Seeds  will  be 
distributed  in  early  1994  and  will  be  published  and  distributed  by  the  Planned 
Giving  Commission  on  a  regular  basis.  Each  newsletter  will  be  three-hole  punched 
for  easy  retention  and  future  reference. 

The  work  of  the  Planned  Giving  Commission  is  a  work  of  patience  and  gentle 
persistence.  It  is  also  work  that  takes  time  to  materialize  in  results  because  of  its 
deferred  nature.  Planned  giving,  however,  has  enormous  potential  for  the  churches 
of  our  Diocese.  It  is  our  hope  that  the  churches  will  make  use  of  the  Commission 
in  1994  in  order  that  effective  planned  giving  programs  will  develop  in  each  parish 
and  become  a  significant  part  of  the  stewardship  of  our  parishes  and  Diocese.

Department  of  Property  Management 
of  the  Diocesan  Council 

The  Department  of  Property  Management  was  involved  in  the  following 
activities  during  1993: 

1.  St.  Clement's,  Ringwood:  During  the  year,  a  deed  from  the  Diocese  was 
delivered  to  Ringwood  Circle  Club,  Inc.  The  non-profit  corporation  has  now 
restored  the  building  to  such  good  condition  that  it  is  now  frequently  being  used 
for  Ringwood  community  activities.  The  structure  and  grounds  are  being 
maintained  and  used  by  the  trustees  in  a  generous  and  responsible  manner,  which 
should  be  pleasing  to  the  membership  of  the  Diocese. 

2.  Arrowood/Winslow  Smith  Property:  A  deed  was  executed  and  delivered  to 
the  purchasers  of  the  property  on  May  18,  1993.  This  property  was  inherited  by 
the  Diocese  under  the  Last  Will  and  Testament  of  Winslow  Smith  of  Mecklenburg 
County  and  has  netted  the  Diocese  the  sum  of  $138,680.56.  There  is  still  the 
possibility  that  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  will  pay  additional  sums  to 
reimburse  the  Diocese  for  the  amount  which  was  spent  to  rectify  the  severe 
environmental  problems  present  at  the  time  the  Diocese  inherited  the  property. 

3.  St.  Alban's  Drive,  Raleigh:  The  Department  is  currently  following 
developments  with  the  Raleigh  City  Transportation  Department  concerning  the 
possibility  of  the  city's  tying  in  several  streets  in  the  area  of  St.  Alban's  near  the 
headquarters  of  the  Diocese. 

4.  Investment  Committee:  Pursuant  to  Canon  15,  Section  2(c)  and  Section  3(c), 
the  Department  of  Property  Management  periodically  reviewed  the  Investment 
Committee  of  the  Diocese,  chaired  by  John  Red,  Jr.,  in  connection  with  the 
Diocesan  Trust  funds. 

5.  Collection  of  Data:  The  Department  continues  to  be  responsible  for 
collecting  data  and  comments  regarding  the  advantages  and  disadvantages  of 
moving  the  Diocesan  offices  to  an  area  other  than  Raleigh.  The  Greensboro/Brown 
Summit  area  is  still  most  often  mentioned  as  an  alternative  location.

6.  Social  Responsibility  in  Investments  Committee:  After  a  year  or  more  of 
inactivity  the  Social  Responsibility  in  Investments  Committee  (SRI)  was  reacti- 
vated as  a  committee  of  the  Council  within  the  Department  of  Property  Management. 
While  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  setting  "objectives  and  guidelines  for 
socially  responsible  investments  by  the  Diocese,"  the  committee  found  that  there 
was  no  clear  statement  of  any  diocesan  policy  on  such  investments. 

The  committee,  through  chairman  Ed  Embree,  first  sought  to  develop  a 
statement  of  policy  which  could  be  implemented.  In  doing  so,  SRI  reviewed 
current  National  Church  policy  and  procedures  concerning  socially  responsible 
investing  and  also  contacted  other  North  Carolina  judicatories  (including  both 
Roman  Catholics  and  Southern  Baptists)  to  investigate  their  policies  concerning 
such  matters.  A  policy  statement  was  then  developed  by  the  committee  and 
adopted  by  Council  on  September  20,  1993.

Department  of  Records  and  History 
of  the  Diocesan  Council 

The  Department  of  Records  and  History  met  regularly  throughout  the  year.  The 
annual  meeting  of  Church  historians  was  at  Calvary  Church,  Wadesboro,  on 
September  25.  An  increased  number  of  people  used  the  diocesan  archives  for 
research  into  parish  histories.  We  responded  to  various  requests  for  information 
for  archived  church  records.  The  archives  received  gifts  of  books  and  documents 
and  purchased  books  and  archival  materials  from  our  budget. 
The  Journal  of  Convention  was  published  and  distributed.

St.  Augustine's  College 

Founded  in  1867,  St.  Augustine's  College  is  located  in  Raleigh,  North  Carolina. 
It  currently  serves  approximately  1,800  students  from  26  states  and  29  foreign 
countries  as  a  co-educational  Episcopal-related  college.  It  is  recognized  as  one  of 
the  nation's  foremost  private,  traditionally  African- American  liberal  arts  institu- 
tions of  higher  learning,  and  has  occupied  a  prominent  place  in  the  history  of 
Raleigh.   It  is  accredited  by  the  Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and  Schools. 

The  curriculum  has  been  designed  to  fit  the  educational  needs  and  interests  of 
students.  At  first,  the  program  was  designed  to  educate  the  newly  freedmen,  so  that 
as  many  of  them  as  possible  could  be  prepared  to  teach  the  rudiments  of  learning. 
As  the  college  developed,  some  courses  in  industrial  arts  were  taught  along  with 
liberal  arts  which  included  philosophy,  classical  languages,  literature,  history, 
pedagogy,  science,  and  mathematics.  Another  phase  of  the  curriculum  developed 
which  included  medicine,  social  work,  nursing,  theology,  and  nursing  and  training 
schools.  Later,  the  normal  school  was  begun  to  prepare  its  students  to  become 
outstanding  public  school  teachers. 
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The  mission  of  St.  Augustine's  College  is  not  a  legend,  it  is  reality.  The  college 
is  structured  with  two  areas — the  lower  college  through  which  the  general 
education  program  is  administered,  and  the  upper  level  in  which  thirty-six  majors 
may  be  pursued  in  the  divisions  of  allied  health,  business,  education,  humanities, 
natural  sciences,  and  social  sciences. 

Very  important  to  note  is  the  development  of  field  experience  programs  in 
student  teaching,  a  dual  degree  in  various  areas  of  engineering — made  possible 
through  a  cooperative  relationship  with  North  Carolina  State  University — and  in 
industrial  hygiene — possible  through  a  similar  cooperative  program  with  UNC- 
Chapel  Hill.  A  program  in  allied  health,  with  selected  laboratories,  is  available. 
The  Army  Reserve  Officers  Training  Corps  (ROTC)  provides  academic  concen- 
tration and  leadership. 

St.  Augustine's  College  also  strives  for  excellence  through  its  living-learning 
experiences  that  are  available  in  England  and  Jamaica  through  study-abroad 
opportunities.  Excellence  is  what  we  aim  for  at  the  institution,  as  we  seek  to  fulfill 
the  mission  of  the  college,  which  is  to  prepare  all  students  to  become  knowledge- 
able agents  of  change,  capable  and  responsible  citizens  of  integrity  who  must  make 
positive  contributions  now  and  toward  the  year  2000.

Saint  Mary's  College 

Our  152nd  year  finds  us  with  a  full  campus  and  a  balanced  budget  for  the 
seventeenth  year!  These  signs  of  health  and  vitality  indicate  to  us  that  there 
continues  to  be  strong  support  for  our  mission  of  holistic  education  for  young 
women. 

With  an  increase  in  enrollment  over  the  last  year,  we  find  the  campus  bursting 
with  students.  New  sections  had  to  be  added  for  several  courses,  particularly  in 
the  sciences.  This  semester,  78%  of  our  students  are  taking  a  science  class;  this 
compares  with  48%  just  five  years  ago.  Fortunately  our  location  and  reputation 
allow  us  to  attract  a  superb  teaching  faculty. 

The  high  school  division  has  experienced  considerable  growth  with  an  influx 
of  day  students.  Our  fledgling  tenth  grade  has  brought  us  a  small  but  highly 
competent  group  from  local  schools.  We  have  the  highest  day  student  enrollment 
in  our  history,  and  our  new  Day  Student  Coordinator  has  helped  us  accomplish  the 
goal  of  integrating  day  students  into  campus  life. 

In  addition,  the  high  school  program  has  several  new  features.  For  the  first  time, 
high  school  students  have  elected  their  own  slate  of  Student  Government  Officers. 
The  high  school  SGA  is  both  more  attentive  to,  and  more  knowledgeable  about  the 
concerns  of  the  high  school.  The  College  SGA  is  similarly  able  to  devote  its  efforts 
to  concerns  of  college  students.  This  new  arrangement  has  allowed  for  more 
student  leadership  to  emerge. 

Students  continue  to  offer  time  to  many  worthwhile  efforts,  in  addition  to  their 
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busy  academic  lives.  Students  are  again  volunteering  with  a  number  of  local 
groups,  including  Loaves  &  Fishes  and  Crossroads.  A  chapter  of  Habitat  for 
Humanity  was  organized  by  the  high  school  this  year.  The  Vestry's  canned  food 
drive  before  Thanksgiving  yielded  great  results  for  Wake  Relief,  and  we  are  now 
involved  with  serving  60  children  in  Project  Angel  Tree. 

Recent  physical  improvements  on  the  campus  have  provided  new  lighting  and 
landscaping  around  the  chapel,  enhancing  its  appeal.  Next  year,  the  new  soccer 
field  will  come  fully  to  life  as  teams  hit  the  field.  Visitors — and  old  friends  too — 
find  themselves  on  a  lively,  busy,  and  lovely  campus  which  truly  conveys  the  spirit 
of  Saint  Mary's.

Secretary  of  the  Diocese 

The  Secretary  of  the  Diocese,  working  under  the  canonical  supervision  of  the 
Department  of  Records  and  History  of  the  Diocesan  Council,  again  this  year 
supervised  and  coordinated  publication  of  the  Journal  of  Convention,  served  as 
Secretary  to  the  Diocesan  Council,  and  was  also  Secretary  of  Convention  for  the 
177th  Annual  Convention,  January  28-30,  1993,  and  for  the  Special  Convention 
to  Elect  the  Tenth  Bishop  of  North  Carolina,  on  December  4,  1993. 

Most  of  the  formatting  and  computer  work  for  the  Journal  was  done  by 
Diocesan  House  staffmember  Chris  Agosta,  who  did  an  excellent  job  despite 
having  to  handle  the  project  as  an  extra,  part-time  project. 

Serving  as  Secretary  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  during  1993  was  Lillian 
Reynolds,  whose  experience  and  knowledge  of  the  Diocese  once  again  proved  to 
be  most  helpful.  Mrs.  Reynolds  plans  to  retire  during  1994.  Replacing  her  as 
Secretary  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  beginning  January  1,  1994,  will  be 
Penelope  Olson  of  the  Diocesan  House  staff,  who  will  also  take  over  computer 
production  work  for  the  Journal.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Journal,  which  was  printed 
later  than  usual  this  year,  will  be  produced  in  a  more  timely  fashion  in  1994.  Olson, 
who  was  a  half-time  employee  in  1993,  will  be  full-time  in  1994.  A  number  of 
circumstances — including  more  frequent  meetings  of  the  Diocesan  Council, 
producing  nine  issues  of  the  diocesan  newspaper  in  1993  as  opposed  to  only  six 
issues  in  1992,  having  to  prepare  for  an  extra  Convention,  and  dealing  with  delays 
created  by  the  change  in  diocesan  insurance  coverage — contributed  to  the  slow- 
down in  production  of  the  Journal  during  1993.  Changes  have  been  made  in  the 
production  plans  for  1994,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  is  committed  to  having 
the  Journal  printed  at  an  earlier  date  than  in  1993. 

Parishes  and  individuals  continued  to  use  the  Archives  at  Diocesan  House 
during  1993  for  individual  and  church  history  research.  The  Secretary  supervises 
the  Archives.  During  1993,  additional  books  and  materials  were  purchased  for  the 
Archives,  and  other  books  and  papers  were  donated  by  individuals.  The  Secretary 
served  as  ex-officio  member  of  the  Historic  Churches  Committee,  coordinated 
repairs  and  tree  removal  following  storms  that  damaged  historic  cemeteries, 
advised  individual  parish  historians,  and  attended  the  annual  Parish  Historians 
Meeting  in  September  at  Calvary  Church,  Wadesboro.

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Small  Church  Commission 

Your  Small  Church  Commission  is  responsible  for  encouraging  our  small 
congretations  of  the  Diocese  in  mission  and  ministry,  education,  and  outreach.  We 
have  been  responsible  for  the  funding  of  twenty-three  mission  churches  through 
the  diocesan  budget  and  for  the  allocating  of  ACTS  funds  for  new  church  property 
sites. 

We  are  a  diocese  of  small  churches.  Most  of  them  share  ordained  clergy;  some 
have  clergy  serving  part-time  and  dedicated  laity  to  carry  out  much  of  the  church's 
program.  Some  utilize  vocational  priests  or  retired  priests  to  carry  out  the 
sacramental  duties,  while  the  laity  fulfill  all  other  tasks.  Some  are  in  fast-growing 
areas  and  experiencing  a  high  growth  of  membership,  while  others  are  in  rural, 
depressed  areas  of  the  Diocese,  where  growth  possibilities  are  limited,  but  where 
continued  ministry  by  both  clergy  and  laity  is  vital. 

To  encourage  all  these  different  types  of  marvelous  congregations,  the  Com- 
mission has:  provided  liaison  members  to  consult  and  work  with  some  congregations; 
offered  regional  workshops  and  supported  the  annual  diocesan  treasurer's  work- 
shops; enabled  four  congregations  to  have  members  attend  the  Virginia/Carolinas 
Small  Church  Conference;  met  twice  in  two  small  churches  in  different  parts  of 
the  Diocese;  determined  fiscal  assistance  of  twenty-three  mission  congregations 
in  need  of  such;  and  consulted  with  our  bishops  in  development  of  new  congrega- 
tions and  other  small  church  concerns. 

One  new  and  exciting  experience  for  us  in  1993  was  the  availability,  at  last,  of 
ACTS  funds  for  new  property  sites.  This  has  helped  St.  Patrick,  Mooresville;  St. 
Clare's,  Mint  Hill;  and  Trinity,  Fuquay-Varina;  all  seek  needed  property  at  great 
savings. 

Another  new  experience  for  us  was  the  response  from  two  large  congregations. 
The  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Raleigh,  formed  a  Mission  Committee  which, 
after  consulting  with  us,  chose  to  make  their  first  grant  to  the  property  site  at 
Fuquay-Varina.  St.  Paul's,  Cary,  has  given  six  scholarships  to  black  mission 
churches  for  youth  to  attend  summer  camp  at  Brown  Summit. 

We  would  encourage  other  large  churches  to  follow  their  example  and  involve 
themselves  with  a  small  church.  There  is  much  that  can  be  shared  together  and 
special  gifts  and  talents  that  members  can  offer  for  the  witness  of  Christ  among  our 
congregations,  large  or  small.

The  Summary  of  Statistics  on  page  26 1  of  our  1 993  Journal  reveals  we  had  three 
fewer  priests  and  four  more  deacons  in  1992  than  in  1991.  The  number  of  parishes 
remained  constant  at  67,  and  the  number  of  missions  increased  from  52  to  53. 
It  there  is  an  "average"  church  in  our  diocese,  based  on  the  above  information,  it 
would  have  362  baptized  members,  278  communicants  in  good  standing,  and  two 
clergy.  There  would  be  9  baptisms,  5  marriages,  5  burials,  and  8  people  confirmed 
each  year.

Stewardship  Commission 

Our  mission  statement  is  "to  live  out  the  practices  of  year-round  stewardship 
of  all  the  gifts  of  God's  creation  and  to  educate  and  consult  with  each  congregation 
in  our  Diocese." 

At  our  annual  planning  retreat  in  November,  1993,  we  began  by  reexamining 
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our  overall  vision  for  stewardship.  Two  questions  emerged  which  directed  our 
efforts:  What  can  we  do?  What  does  God  want  us  to  do?  We  decided  we  wanted  the 
latter  to  govern  the  former  to  the  best  of  our  ability  to  discern  it. 

We  are  excited  about  what  has  been  happening  and  are  eager  to  work  together 
with  our  new  Bishop  to  redouble  the  stewardship  efforts.  It  was  gratifying  to  see 
the  following  statement  in  the  Rev.  Jane  Bruce 's  last  report  on  the  State  of  the 
Church: 

"The  State  of  the  Church  Commission  recommends  strongly  that  each  congre- 
gation have  an  ongoing  stewardship  committee  to  encourage  constant  awareness 
of  how  we  use  our  time,  talent,  and  treasure  in  caring  for  the  environment,  sharing 
with  the  less  fortunate,  working  for  justice  and  peace,  and  helping  bring  in  the 
Kingdom. " 

We  work  primarily  through  conferences  and  sending  consultants,  usually  in 
teams  of  two,  to  parishes  which  request  help.  We  had  a  spring  and  a  fall  conference 
at  Brown  Summit  and  Charlotte,  respectively.  Leaders  came  from  the  National 
Stewardship  Office  (the  Rev.  David  Jeffrey  and  Ms.  Jennifer  Leighton).  The  head 
Stewardship  Officer,  the  Rev.  Hugh  Magers,  led  the  fall  Clergy  Conference  at 
Bishop  Estill's  invitation.   Most  of  the  Diocesan  clergy  attended  this  event. 

Our  consultants  responded  to  requests  from  fifteen  congregations.  At  present 
we  have  twelve  trained  consultants  available. 

The  Stewardship  Manual:  A  Plan  for  All  Seasons,  in  three-ring  binder  format, 
is  currently  being  updated  and  is  used  in  conjunction  with  our  consultants'  visits. 
It  has  produced  very  positive  feedback.   Most  congregations  now  have  copies. 

The  Environmental  Stewardship  Committee,  enthusiastically  chaired  by  Com- 
mission member  Scott  Evans,  has  been  meeting  regularly  since  February  1992. 
They  have  an  extensive  network  of  congregational  environmental  liaison  persons/ 
committees.  They  can  provide  creative  workshops  ranging  from  cooking  classes 
about  simplifying  and  eating  from  lower  on  the  food  chain  to  what  creatures  from 
your  backyard  can  teach  about  some  ecology  practices. 

By  the  1994  Diocesan  Convention  they  anticipate  distribution  of  the  new 
Environmental  Manual.  This  binder  format  will  contain  a  wealth  of  resource 
material  and  ideas  for  congregations  as  well  as  individuals.  Like  the  Stewardship 
Manual,  it  can  easily  be  supplemented. 

Given  the  current  level  of  activity  and  the  future  plans  for  greater  involvement 
with  the  area  of  planned  giving,  the  Stewardship  Commission  is  actively  discussing 
with  Mission  and  Outreach  having  a  full-time  Stewardship  Officer  for  the  Diocese.

Thompson  Children's  Home 

A  summary  report  of  the  activities  at  Thompson  Children's  Home  for  1993  is 
difficult  to  do.  This  was  the  year  that  the  goals  and  dreams  of  our  Long  Range 
Planning  Committee  and  Board  of  Trustees  became  realities.    As  always,  our 
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mission  to  the  abused  and  neglected  children  of  North  Carolina  is  manifested 
through  the  love,  care,  and  healing  that  takes  place  on  our  Charlotte  campus  and 
in  our  Goldsboro  group  home.  In  1993  we  greatly  increased  Thompson's  ability 
to  love  and  care  for  more  children  and  families. 

The  Charlotte  campus  continues  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  thirty  children  in  our 
care.  They  learn  to  trust;  they  learn  to  love;  and  eventually  they  learn  how  much 
they  themselves  have  to  offer.  Whether  it  be  in  the  loving  environment  of  our 
cottages,  in  the  nurturing  spirit  of  our  Christian  Education  program,  in  the 
individualized  structure  of  our  school,  or  in  the  supportive  "fun"  of  our  sports  and 
recreation  programs,  the  children  learn.  Most  of  all  they  are  given  back  the  most 
precious  gift  of  all — their  childhood. 

The  opening  of  our  group  home  for  boys  in  Fletcher,  North  Carolina,  was  a  long 
awaited  event  by  both  Thompson  and  the  Diocese  of  Western  North  Carolina. 
Modeled  after  our  highly  successful  program  in  Goldsboro,  the  Fletcher  group 
home  is  fully  operational,  and  at  the  time  of  this  writing  is  almost  fully  occupied 
with  eight  boys.  Directed  by  Sue  Fossey,  the  group  home  was  warmly  welcomed 
by  the  community,  Calvary  Episcopal  Church,  and  the  Department  of  Social 
Services  in  Henderson  County. 

As  Thompson  Children's  Home  staff  looked  at  the  future  needs  of  many  of  the 
children  on  our  campus  they  identified  a  gap  in  the  service  structure.  Good  foster 
home  placements  were  hard  to  find  and  often  parents  willing  to  take  a  child  into 
their  home  were  poorly  trained  to  handle  abused  and  neglected  children.  This 
insight  led  to  the  development  and  implementation  of  our  own  foster  care  program. 
By  controlling  the  recruitment  and  training  of  foster  parents,  as  well  as  the 
matching  of  individual  children  to  the  best  prospective  parents,  we  felt  we  could 
provide  stable,  long-term  placements  for  our  children.  All  of  the  support  services 
the  child  received  at  Thompson  follow  them  into  the  foster  placement,  therefore 
providing  a  safety  net  for  both  the  child  and  the  foster  parents,  should  problems 
arise.  The  program  is  completely  operational  and  a  number  of  parents  have  been 
trained.  The  first  placement  has  been  made,  and  all  is  going  extremely  well. 

At  the  Board  of  Trustees  meeting  in  September  1993  ground  was  broken  for 
Thompson's  new  state-of-the-art  school.  The  current  school  is  in  a  converted 
cottage  and  the  educational  needs  of  our  children  had  outgrown  its  limited  space. 
Spurred  on  by  an  anonymous  gift  of  $250,000,  the  dream  of  a  new  school  is  now 
a  reality.  The  new  school's  unique  design  of  four  L-shaped  classrooms,  each  with 
an  enclosed  courtyard  offers  a  variety  of  specialized  learning  environments  for  the 
children.  The  total  cost  of  building  and  furnishing  the  school  is  estimated  at 
$700,000,  and  it  should  be  completed  this  spring. 

The  leadership  of  Thompson  Children's  Home  has  long  dreamed  of  operating 
a  family  development  center  in  an  economically  disadvantaged  neighborhood  in 
Charlotte.  Due  to  the  collaborative  efforts  of  many  agencies,  Thompson  is  very 
close  to  realizing  that  dream.   The  "Success  By  Six"  program  in  Charlotte  has 
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named  Thompson  as  the  operator  of  a  100-child  and  family  developmental  center. 
This  center  will  provide  day  care,  counseling,  and  other  greatly  needed  services 
in  a  community  just  north  of  downtown  Charlotte. 

In  March  1993,  Thompson  launched  a  public  awareness  program,  "The  Crusade 
Against  Child  Abuse."  A  variety  of  events  and  materials  have  been  developed  to 
educate  the  public  about  child  abuse  and  positive  parenting.  An  inter-faith 
conference  dealing  with  the  subject  was  held  on  the  campus  as  one  part  of  the 
awareness  program.  In  addition,  Charlotte  Hornet's  star  Alonzo  Mourning  picked 
Thompson  as  his  charity  and  joined  the  awareness  program  as  Honorary  Chairman 
of  "The  Crusade." 

Alonzo  has  spent  numerous  hours  with  the  children  on  the  Charlotte  campus. 
He  is  an  outstanding  young  man  who  presents  a  positive  role  model  for  our 
children.  Due  to  his  own  past  in  a  foster  home,  he  can  relate  to  some  of  the  problems 
faced  by  those  in  our  care,  and  he  never  hesitates  to  tell  them  to  feel  good  about 
themselves.  Alonzo  has  also  volunteered  his  time  to  make  a  Public  Service 
Announcement  for  Thompson  and  will  be  helping  us  with  several  events  in  1994. 

In  closing,  I  pass  on  to  all  of  you  the  thanks  of  our  children,  staff,  and  Board  of 
Trustees.  Your  continued  financial  and  volunteer  support  of  Thompson  Children's 
Home  has  greatly  contributed  to  our  ability  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  abused  and 
neglected  children  of  North  Carolina.  As  we  look  forward  to  further  successes  in 
1994,  we  wish  each  of  you  the  best  in  your  own  endeavors.

Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina 

The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  carried  out  their  responsibilities 
as  set  forth  in  Canon  10  and,  with  the  written  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority 
acting  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee,  took  the  following 
actions  with  regard  to  real  property  vested  in  them: 

February  2,  1993:  On  behalf  of  the  Diocese,  entered  into  an  agreement  with 
Charlottetown,  Inc.,  and  The  Rouse  Company  acknowledging  certain  agreements 
and  understandings  with  regard  to  the  terms  and  provisions,  value  of  land  demised, 
amount  of  annual  rent  and  time  and  place  of  payment  of  said  rent  under  the 
"Southside  Lease"  entered  into  between  the  Bishop  and  Trustees  and  Charlottetown 
as  of  August  14, 1956,  and  subsequently  assigned  by  Charlottetown  to  The  Rouse 
Company  on  August  15,  1960. 

March  18,  1993:  On  behalf  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Thomasville,  entered  into  a 
lease  of  St.  Paul's  Rectory,  602  Burke  Trail  Drive,  Thomasville,  to  Thomas  R. 
Highsmith  for  a  term  commencing  April  1,  1993,  and  ending  March  31,1995,  at 
a  monthly  rental  of  $400.00,  with  an  option  to  renew  on  the  same  terms  and 
conditions  for  one  additional  year. 

April  12,  1993:  On  behalf  of  the  Diocese,  delivered  an  offer  to  Grace 
Community  Church,  Inc.  for  the  purchase  of  eight  acres,  more  or  less,  off  SR  2424, 
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Rockingham  County,  North  Carolina,  adjoining  the  west  side  of  the  Camp  and 
Conference  Center,  for  the  purchase  price  of  $40,000. 

October  4,  1993:  On  behalf  of  the  Diocese,  executed  a  deed  conveying  to 
Clement  Circle  Club,  Inc.,  a  parcel  of  land  located  on  the  north  side  of  SR  1214 
near  the  crossroads  know  as  Ringwood,  Brinkleyville  Township,  Halifax  County, 
North  Carolina,  on  which  is  located  the  redundant  former  St.  Clement's  Episcopal 
Church  building.  The  conveyance  was  subject  to  the  undertaking  by  the  grantee 
to  maintain  the  cemetery  located  on  the  premises  in  generally  good  condition  and 
to  permit  access  to  said  cemetery,  with  a  right  to  reversion  of  the  cemetery  part  of 
the  premises  to  the  Diocese  upon  failure  of  the  grantee  in  its  undertaking.

The  University  of  the  South 

Record  enrollment,  record  giving,  and  the  announcement  of  a  $91.5-million 
capital  campaign  marked  another  successful  year  for  the  University  of  the  South 
(Sewanee)  during  1992-93. 

In  August  1993,  University  Vice-Chancellor  Dr.  Samuel  R.  Williamson 
formally  announced  the  start  of  The  Campaign  for  Sewanee.  A  $91.5-million 
effort,  the  fund  raiser  is  the  University's  most  ambitious  drive  ever. 

More  than  half  of  the  total  campaign  goal — $46  million — will  go  directly  to 
Sewanee 's  endowment  where  it  will  primarily  support  scholarships  and  professor- 
ships. The  increase  will  help  the  University  expand  its  financial  aid  and 
scholarship  programs  in  an  extremely  competitive  admission  market  to  attract  the 
nation's  most  gifted  students.  At  the  same  time,  the  funds  will  ensure  that  Sewanee 
can  recruit,  retain,  and  challenge  outstanding  teachers  and  scholars  with  the 
establishment  of  additional  endowed  professorships. 

The  campaign  earmarks  a  total  of  $36.8  million  for  facilities  and  renovations. 
Four  major  new  buildings  are  planned,  one  of  which,  the  Sport  and  Fitness  Center, 
already  under  construction,  will  provide  dramatically  improved  recreational  and 
athletic  opportunities  for  all  members  of  the  Sewanee  community.  Also  scheduled 
are  a  new  dining  hall,  a  fine  arts  building,  and  a  new  chapel  for  the  School  of 
Theology. 

The  third  major  goal  of  the  campaign  is  to  strengthen  giving  to  the  University's 
annual  fund.  Donations  to  the  Sewanee  Annual  Fund  generate  approximately  4.2 
percent  of  the  University's  operating  budget,  supporting  faculty  salaries,  financial 
aid,  and  special  study  programs,  along  with  myriad  daily  expenditures.  The 
campaign  will  also  include  a  separate  bequests  and  expectancies  objective  for 
those  wishing  to  contribute  through  planned  giving. 

In  November  1992,  the  Sewanee  Review  celebrated  its  unique  status  in 
American  letters.  The  Review  is  the  oldest  continuously-published  literary  review 
in  the  United  States. 
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Shelby  Foote,  the  novelist  and  historian  who  authored  The  Civil  War:  A 
Narrative,  was  among  the  featured  speakers  attending  the  three-day  celebration. 
He  was  joined  by  the  novelist  Helen  Norris  Bell,  the  author  George  Garrett,  and 
Henry  Hoyns,  professor  of  English  at  the  University  of  Virginia. 

The  weekend  also  marked  the  90th  birthday  of  author  Andrew  Lytle,  whose 
literary  career  has  spanned  eight  decades.  Lytle  has  written  several  novels  and 
critical  works  and  is  a  past  editor  of  the  Sewanee  Review. 

For  the  second  consecutive  year,  the  University  experienced  a  record  enroll- 
ment. The  student  population  now  stands  at  1,153.  Applications  also  reached  their 
highest  level.  At  the  School  of  Theology,  there  has  been  an  equally  impressive  rise 
in  enrollment  with  77  students  registered  for  studies  during  the  Advent  semester. 

This  is  the  Seminary's  largest  enrollment  in  10  years,  bolstered  by  an  incoming 
junior  class  of  35. 

Twice  in  two  years,  the  University  raised  a  record  amount  of  money  through  its 
development  efforts.  During  the  past  year,  the  University  raised  $12.2  million, 
topping  last  year's  total  by  $300,000. 

The  record  gifts  will  aid  the  endowment,  annual  fund,  and  campus  construction 
projects  and  included  a  substantial  number  of  bequests.  More  than  7,600  donors 
contributed  during  the  record-setting  year.  Two  years  ago,  the  University  raised 
$4.6  million. 

The  University  awarded  14  honorary  degrees  during  academic  year  1992-93. 
Receiving  Doctor  of  Letters  degrees  were  Yerger  Hunt  Clifton  of  Memphis,  Tenn.; 
John  Hope  Franklin  of  Durham,  N.C.;  Elizabeth  Spencer  of  Chapel  Hill,  N.C.;  and 
Mona  Van  Duyn  Thurston  of  St.  Louis,  Mo. 

Receiving  Doctor  of  Civil  Law  degrees  were  Earl  Gilbert  Graves  of  New  York, 
N.Y.;  Admiral  Frank  B.  Kelso  II  of  Washington,  D.C.;  Frank  Kenan  of  Chapel  Hill, 
N.C.;  Dr.  Manning  Mason  Pattillo,  Jr.,  of  Atlanta,  Ga.;  Admiral  William  Oliver 
Studeman  of  Great  Falls,  Va.;  and  Edwin  Dargan  Williamson  of  Washington,  D.C. 

Receiving  Doctor  of  Divinity  degrees  were  the  Rev.  E.  Dudley  Colhoun,  Jr.,  of 
Winston-Salem,  N.C.;  the  Rev.  Lavan  Baltzell  Davis  of  Pensacola,  Fla.;  the  Rt. 
Rev.  Peter  James  Lee,  Bishop  of  Virginia;  and  the  Most  Rev.  Manasses  Kuria, 
Archbishop  of  Kenya. 

The  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  participates  directly  in  the  life  of  the  University 
in  many  ways,  through  both  gifts  and  the  students  who  attend  the  University,  as 
well  as  through  the  service  of  the  University  Trustees.  There  are  43  students  from 
the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  enrolled  in  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences.  Of 
these  students,  19  are  receiving  some  type  of  financial  assistance  in  the  amount  of 
$165,164.  There  are  seven  Episcopal  students,  who  are  receiving  some  kind  of 
financial  assistance  in  the  amount  of  $68,315.  There  are  four  students  from  the 
Diocese  enrolled  in  the  School  of  Theology,  of  which  three  are  receiving  some 
financial  assistance  in  the  amount  of  $37,840.  There  are  currently  23  EFM  groups 
with  190  members.  The  EFM  coordinator  is  the  Rev.  June  T.  Chandler,  St. 
Stephen's  Church,  Durham.  There  are  two  active  DOCC  groups.  In  addition,  41 
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parishes  in  the  Diocese  gave  gifts  last  year  totaling  $31,476.60,  to  support  the 
University  and  its  programs.  The  Trustees  serving  from  the  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina  are  the  Rt.  Rev.  Robert  Whitridge  Estill,  the  Rev.  Dwight  E.  Ogier,  Jr., 
Thomas  M.  Goodrum,  and  George  A.  Brine. 

Youth  Commission 

The  presence  of  the  Spirit  is  perhaps  nowhere  more  evident  than  in  our  diocesan 
youth  program,  and  certainly  the  fruits  of  our  work  for  1993  are  abundant!  As  a 
Youth  Commission  we  have  continued  to  grapple  with  the  joys  of  growth  and  the 
resulting  struggles  of  change. 

Summer  camp  at  Brown  Summit  is  thriving.  Filled  to  capacity  during  most 
sessions,  the  program  is  one  of  spiritual  growth  nurtured  by  community  and  fun. 
Graduates  of  our  program  are  returning  to  serve  as  leaders,  and  older  campers  vie 
for  counselor  jobs.  As  further  evidence  of  growth,  we  have  hired  a  permanent 
Camp  Director  who  will  ensure  the  continued  development  and  health  of  our 
already  fine  program. 

The  six  conferences  for  middlers  and  seniors  offered  during  the  school  year  also 
bear  good  fruits.  Here,  youth  and  adult  participants  come  together  to  learn  more 
about  who  they  are  as  a  community  of  God's  people,  to  explore  the  important  issues 
of  living  out  our  baptisms,  to  sing,  to  play,  and  to  have  fun.  The  Youth  Commission 
has  spent  much  of  1993  dealing  with  the  wonderful  problem  of  waiting  lists.  Since 
every  conference  fills  quickly,  we  strive  to  maintain  a  balance  between  the  "first- 
come-first-served"  principle  and  a  commitment  to  diversity.  Serious  about  our 
charge  to  be  inclusive,  we  continue  to  see  "first  timers"  at  each  conference. 

A  unique  and  exciting  opportunity  in  1993  has  been  the  election  of  a  new 
Bishop.  The  Youth  Commission  has  been  quite  active  in  this  process.  We  spent 
the  better  part  of  one  meeting  discussing  what  we  would  look  for  in  a  Bishop.  Then 
we  sent  emissaries,  both  young  and  not  so  young,  to  the  convocational  gatherings. 
Finally,  as  participants  of  Bishop's  Ball  and  as  delegates  to  Special  Convention, 
we  participated  in  the  election  process.  Together  we  are  learning  to  be  responsible 
members  of  the  Church. 

Not  only  has  the  Youth  Commission  reached  within  the  boundaries  of  our 
Diocese,  but  we  are  reaching  beyond  as  well.  In  July,  we  sponsored  an  annual  trip 
to  Honduras.  In  August  many  Youth  Commissioners  journeyed  to  the  Episcopal 
Youth  Event  (EYE),  this  year  held  in  Massachusetts  and  attended  by  representa- 
tives from  all  over  the  world.  Such  international  activities  remind  us  that  we  are 
one  body  and  call  us  to  a  broader  understanding  of  our  faith. 

Our  Commission,  called  to  empower  both  young  people  and  adults  in  the 
exciting,  rewarding  work  of  Youth  Ministry,  is  in  turn  empowered  by  all  those  who 
support  us  so  lavishly.  We  look  forward  to  another  year  of  responsible  steward- 
ship— stewardship  of  both  the  human  and  financial  resources  with  which  we  are 
generously  blessed.

I  am  taking  a  personal  privilege  today  to  share  with  you  some  reflections  of 
my  working  with  Bishop  Estill  during  the  last  eleven  years.  We  have  been 
through  good  times  together  and  bad  times  together.  I  received  my  first  speeding 
ticket  while  driving  Bishop  Estill  to  a  meeting.  He  drove  me  without  incident 
to  my  Cursillo.  He  loves  to  tease  me  about  my  ending  a  reading  with  "The  Lurd 
of  the  Ward."  And  I  take  great  pride  in  that  I  have  not  fallen  for  his  April  Fool's 
pranks.  He  is  well  known  for  his  April  Fool's  pranks  at  the  Diocesan  House. 
Bishop  Estill  and  I  have  worked  through  many  rough  spots.  We  both  have  learned 
to  budget  and  work  with  the  various  trust  funds  for  which  he  is  responsible.  There 
are  many  worthwhile  causes  which  people  come  to  him  for  funds,  but  we  have 
limited  resources  and  restrictions  that  must  be  followed  by  law  when  handling 
trust  funds.  Every  time  Bishop  Estill  comes  into  my  office  and  hangs  his  head 
slightly,  and  runs  his  hand  through  his  hair  on  the  right  side  of  his  head,  I  know 
he  has  either  made  a  promise  or  wants  to  make  a  promise  which  is  going  to  cost 
money.  We  will  review  the  restrictions  and  the  income  available  in  the  trust 
funds.  It  is  always  with  a  feeling  of  happiness  when  I  can  tell  him  we  can  come 
up  with  the  money.  He  always  trusts  and  treats  me  as  a  professional  when  I  say 
"no,"  there  is  no  money  or  there  are  restrictions  which  would  prevent  our 
expending  funds.  He  thanks  me  for  my  assistance  and  he  takes  the  responsibility 
to  relay  the  bad  news  to  any  hopeful  recipient.  These  are  just  small  examples  of 
our  working  relationship.  As  I  said  in  the  beginning,  Bishop  Estill  and  I  have  been 
through  good  times  and  bad  times  together,  but  I  count  it  all  a  joy.  It  has  been 
a  privilege  to  work  for  such  a  kind  and  gracious  Bishop.  I  will  miss  him. 

Now,  for  my  business.  A  copy  of  the  unaudited  Treasurer's  Report  of  the 
Episcopal  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  for  the  year  1993  is  included  in  your 
registration  packet  (on  white  paper),  as  well  as  a  separate  Trust  Fund  Report  on 
trusts  administered  by  the  Diocese.  The  Trust  Fund  Report  is  printed  on  green 
paper.  I  will  report  on  the  Financial  statements  for  the  Diocese  first  and  then  the 
Trust  Fund  report.  You  should  have  these  in  front  of  you  before  I  proceed.  The 
Diocesan  financial  records  are  presented  on  the  accrual  basis  of  accounting.  The 
Trust  Fund  report  is  on  a  cash  basis  of  accounting. 

The  Balance  Sheet  is  a  consolidated  report.  The  assets  include  short  term 
investments,  property,  receivables,  and  long  term  investments.  All  liabilities 
shown  at  December  31  have  been  paid  as  of  this  date.  There  is  a  new 
recommended  accounting  presentation  for  non-profit  organizations,  which  I  feel 
is  a  clearer  presentation  of  the  Balance  Sheet.  The  term  "fund  balance"  is  no 
longer  used  and  has  been  replaced  by  the  term  "net  assets."  Details  of  the 
temporarily  restricted  net  assets  are  found  on  page  21.  The  undesignated  total 


Tage  numbers  cited  in  this  report  refer  to  the  written  report  distributed  at 
Convention,  not  to  the  page  numbers  in  this  Journal. 
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net  assets  for  the  Diocese  has  a  deficit  balance  of  $78,479.  This  is  mainly  caused 
by  the  way  we  report  the  appreciated  value  of  our  investments  as  temporarily 
restricted  net  assets.  (I  do  not  want  anyone  to  think  that  the  Diocese  is  overdrawn 
by  that  much  money,  we  are  not.)  During  1993  the  Council  directed  that  part  of 
the  surplus  in  the  program  unrestricted  net  assets  be  permanently  transferred  to  the 
Camp  and  Conference  Center  to  clear  the  accumulated  losses  as  of  1992  of 
$60,517.  A  reserve  will  also  be  established  for  future  Bishop  election  and  transition 
costs.  The  expenses  of  the  Bishops'  portraits  will  also  be  carried  in  this  reserve. 

The  Comparative  Statement  of  Activities  for  the  Episcopal  Maintenance 
Account  for  1992  and  1993  is  shown  on  pages  2  and  3.  The  Maintenance  Account 
had  income  of  $33,019  in  excess  of  its  expenses.  Pages  4  through  6  contain  the  details 
of  the  assessments  and  assessment  payments  received  as  of  December  31,  1993. 

The  Comparative  Statement  of  Activities  for  the  Church's  Program  Account 
for  1992  and  1993  is  shown  on  pages  7  and  8.  The  Program  Account  had  income 
of  $  1 22,479  in  excess  of  its  expenses.  This  is  partly  explained  by  churches  which 
paid  off  their  quotas  in  1993  that  had  been  written  off  as  uncollectible  in  1992; 
and  churches  which  had  not  accepted  in  full  their  quota  for  1993,  but  paid  in 
excess  and  in  most  cases  the  original  asking  in  1993.  This  accounts  for  $32,931 
of  unbudgeted  income.  We  also  had  two  programs  budgeted  for  the  full  1993 
calendar  year,  but  due  to  vacancies  during  the  year,  the  annual  budget  was  not 
utilized.  These  were  specifically  the  Assistant  to  the  Bishop  and  the  Charlotte 
Chaplaincy.  There  were  also  a  few  mission  churches  which  found  that  they  did 
not  need  their  full  assistance  asking  mainly  due  to  their  growth  during  1993,  and 
they  asked  that  funding  be  stopped.  Some  of  the  money  was  utilized  for  other 
churches  and  Chapel  of  Christ  the  King.  Pages  9  through  11  contain  the  details 
of  the  Church's  Program  Quotas  assigned,  accepted,  and  the  payments  received 
or  carried  a  post  mark  as  of  December  31,  1993. 

The  Comparative  Statement  of  Revenue  and  Expenditures  of  the  Camp  and 
Conference  Center  at  Brown  Summit  for  1992  and  1993  is  shown  on  pages  12  and 
13.  This  has  been  a  difficult  year  for  the  Camp  and  Conference  Center,  starting 
with  major  snows  which  not  only  closed  the  Center,  but  damaged  a  building.  We 
then  had  to  contend  with  a  general  down  swing  in  the  economy  of  the  state,  which 
caused  cancellations  of  events.  The  Board  is  actively  working  with  the  Executive 
Director  to  attempt  to  revitalize  the  sales  and  use  of  the  Center.  Gross  profit  on 
sales  for  1993  totaled  $452,026  compared  to  $499,431  for  1992.  Administration 
and  overhead  expenses  are  $535,713.  The  net  loss  before  Diocesan  assistance 
for  1993  is  $83,687.  After  the  assistance  from  the  Program  Budget  there  is  a 
budgeted  operating  loss  of  $63,687. 

The  Custodian  Fund  subsidiary  ledger,  which  shows  the  activities  of  the 
Custodian  Fund  during  1993,  is  found  on  pages  14  and  15.  $30,906  has  been 
disbursed  through  this  account  for  seminarians'  tuition.  The  income  comes  from 
various  trust  accounts  for  this  item.  Income  Received  and  Disbursed  to  the 
Seminaries  for  the  1%  of  operating  income  for  Theological  Education  Support

is  reflected  on  page  15.  Only  monies  which  the  Diocese  collects  and  disburses 
is  reported.  The  details  of  the  Assessments  and  payments  for  the  1%  support  is 
found  on  pages  16  through  18.  One  payment  which  is  not  shown  was  received 
by  our  office  on  January  18, 1994,  after  we  had  closed  the  books.  This  check  was 
in  the  amount  of  $679.00  for  Theological  Support,  which  had  a  postmark  date  of 
December  27, 1993.  Our  postal  service  used  our  P.O.  Box  number  as  the  zip  code, 
and  the  check  went  astray  for  twenty-two  days.  This  payment  was  from  St. 
Christopher's  Episcopal  Church,  Garner,  and  will  be  reflected  in  next  year's 
accounting  records,  but  I  felt  it  was  important  to  recognize  the  church  at  least 
verbally  this  year,  and  I  thank  them  for  the  attempt  to  get  this  to  us. 

Page  19  reflects  the  Statement  of  Changes  to  the  Undesignated  Net  Assets. 

Pages  20  and  21  are  Notes  to  the  Financial  Statements.  I  would  like  to  bring 
attention  to  Note  4  and  point  out  that  three  churches  requested  that  their 
overpayment  of  quota  due  to  their  paying  the  applied  1993  credit  be  designated 
for  special  purposes.  These  are  Chapel  of  Christ  the  King  $45.69  to  the  ACTS 
campaign,  I  apologize  for  listing  Chapel  of  Christ  the  King  as  Christ  the  King 
Center,  Holy  Comforter,  Charlotte,  $780.88  to  the  Camp  and  Conference  Center 
Endowment  for  New  Capital  Assets,  and  Christ  Church,  Raleigh  $1,415.00  to  the 
Camp  and  Conference  Center  Endowment  for  New  Capital  Assets. 

Pages  22  through  24  are  the  1994  Assessments,  Quota  askings,  and  Quota 
acceptances.  If  you  note  any  disagreement,  please  notify  my  office  as  soon  as 
possible  after  Convention,  or  mention  it  to  me  while  Convention  is  in  recess. 

A  separate  report  on  the  green  pages  on  the  Trust  Funds  administered  by  the 
Diocese  was  made  for  the  first  time  last  year.  I  found  that  people  are  very 
responsive  to  it.  These  trusts  are  administered  by  the  Diocese,  and  are  managed 
almost  entirely  by  NationsBank,  under  the  direction  of  the  Property  Management 
Department  of  Council  through  its  Investment  Committee.  The  difference 
between  Restricted  and  Temporarily  Restricted  assets,  is  that  the  former  is 
established  by  a  donor,  and  must  be  expended  and  held  according  to  the  donor's 
wishes.  Temporarily  Restricted  Net  Assets  are  established  by  governing  bodies. 
On  pages  2  through  4  you  will  find  the  names  of  the  trusts,  number  of  shares  held, 
if  held  in  the  Common  Trust  Fund,  and  the  Market  Value.  Pages  5  through  7  are 
the  Reports  of  receipts  and  disbursements  of  each  individual  trust.  Page  8  shows 
the  detail  of  Trust  Fund  Disbursements. 

If  anyone  would  like  more  information  on  either  report  I  will  be  glad  to  answer 
questions  while  Convention  is  in  recess  or  after  Convention. 

Both  of  the  reports  which  you  have  in  hand  are  audited  annually  by  an 
Independent  CPA  as  required  by  Canon.  I  want  to  say  that  last  year  was  the  first 
time  they  found  a  mistake  in  11  years.  This  was  in  the  amount  of  $211.00 

Thank  you  for  all  the  co-operation  you  have  given  my  office  during  1993.

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RESOLUTIONS  ADOPTED 
at  the  178th  Convention 

Regarding  Planning  of  the  179th  Annual  Convention 
of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina 
Resolved: 

That  the  178th  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  request  the  10th 
Bishop  of  North  Carolina,  aided  and  advised  by  the  Committee  on  the  Dispatch  of 
Business  and  the  Diocesan  Council  Task  Force  on  Convention,  to  assume  the  task 
of  setting  the  format  and  length  of  the  179th  Convention  of  this  Diocese,  and  to 
pay  particular  attention  to  the  way  resolutions  are  handled  by  Convention. 

On  Endorsing  the  Report  of  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee 
on  Funding  of  the  Diocese 

Resolved: 

That  the  178th  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  endorse  the 
concept  of  a  unified  budget  for  the  Diocese  and  call  upon  the  Diocesan  Council, 
acting  with  the  advice  and  assistance  of  the  Commission  on  Constitution  and 
Canons,  to  present  for  consideration  by  the  179th  Annual  Convention  such 
amendments  to  the  Canons  as  may  be  necessary  to  implement  a  unified  budget 
within  the  following  parameters: 

A.  The  Diocesan  Council  will  recommend  to  each  annual  Convention  a 
unified  budget. 

B.  In  anticipation  of  developing  its  recommended  budget,  the  Council  will 
ask  each  parish  and  mission  to  bear  its  proportionate  share  of  the  diocesan 
budget,  and  to  give  timely  notice  to  the  Diocesan  Council  of  the  extent  to 
which  it  will  be  able  so  to  do. 

C.  The  Council's  askings  will  be  based  on  a  formula  that  is  based  on  a  three- 
year  average  of  the  congregation's  normal  operating  income,  reduced  by  the 
three-year  average  of  the  congregation's  disbursements  for  outreach,  accord- 
ing to  line  item  1866  of  its  parochial  report.  If  a  parish  or  mission  is  unable 
to  bear  its  proportionate  share  of  the  diocesan  budget,  it  is  expected  to  pledge 
not  less  than  a  tithe  (ten  percent)  of  its  average  operating  income  as  adjusted. 

D.  The  Council's  recommended  budget  will  be  developed  after  pledges  have 
been  received  from  the  parishes  and  missions  of  the  Diocese. 

E.  Any  parish  or  mission  may  request  a  modification  in  the  amount  asked  of  it. 
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On  Living  Holy  Lives 

Resolved: 

That  the  178th  Convention  of  the  Episcopal  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  call  on  all 
communicants  to  live  holy  lives  with  moral  integrity  consistent  with  being 
members  of  the  Body  of  Christ  and  temples  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  as  well  as  a 
commitment  to  respond  to  our  neighbor  with  redemptive  love,  so  that  we  may  be 
a  witness  to  our  children  and  to  a  fallen  and  suffering  world,  and  presenting  "our 
selves,  our  souls  and  bodies,  to  be  a  reasonable,  holy  and  living  sacrifice"  to  God. 
And  that  the  178th  Convention  of  the  Episcopal  Diocese  of  North  Carolina 
memorialize  this  resolution  to  General  Convention  meeting  in  1994. 

On  Environmental  Justice 

Resolved: 

That  the  178th  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  affirms  its  abiding 
commitment  to  social  justice  and  therefore  will  support  and  work  for  environmen- 
tal justice  particularly  as  it  relates  to  the  politically  unempowered,  people  of  color, 
the  poor,  and  those  in  rural  and  urban  areas  who  are  disproportionately  exposed 
to  toxic  and  hazardous  waste,  lead  poisoning,  pesticide  contamination,  and  water 
and  air  pollution;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved: 

That  the  Environmental  Stewardship  Committee  of  the  Diocese  be  directed  to  keep 
churches  advised  when  problems  occur  in  their  areas  so  that  members  of  this  Church 
can  respond  with  positive  action. 

In  Appreciation  for  the  Alban  Institute 

Resolved: 

That  on  the  celebration  of  the  20th  anniversary  of  the  Alban  Institute,  this  1994 
Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  express  its  gratitude  to  the  board  and 
staff  of  the  Institute  for  the  many  resources  it  has  made  available  to  clergy  and  laity 
of  local  congregations  as  well  as  to  bishops  and  staff  of  the  diocesan  office;  and 
be  it  further 

Resolved: 

That  the  delegates  of  this  1994  Convention  express  their  gratitude  and  appreciation 
to  the  twenty-year  director  of  the  Alban  Institute,  the  Rev.  Loren  Mead,  a  priest 
canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  who  has  always  acted  as  a 
"missioner"  from  North  Carolina,  and  who  will  retire  from  his  position  at  the 
Institute  this  year;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved: 

That  the  delegates  of  this  Convention  commend  the  Institute  and  its  work  to

ARTICLE  IX,  Section  6:  Any  parish  or  mission  which  shall  fail  for  three 
consecutive  years  to  pay  that  part  of  its  annual  proportionate  share  of  the  support 
of  the  Diocese  and  its  programs  which  shall  be  specifically  designated  as 
mandatory  by  the  Convention  relative  to  the  Church  Pension  Fund,  shall  be 
deprived  of  the  right  to  vote  in  the  Convention  until  such  arrears  be  paid,  or  remitted 
by  the  Convention.  (Resolution  rejected.  On  call  for  vote  by  order,  clergy  defeated

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THE  STANDING  COMMITTEE'S  "CHECK-LIST" 
of  Requirements  Regarding  Real  Estate  Transactions 

Under  the  canons,  real  estate  or  any  interest  therein  may  be  conveyed, 
mortgaged,  otherwise  encumbered,  leased  (as  Lessor)  or  otherwise  alienated  by 
the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  or  by  any  Vestry  of  any  congregations,  or  by  the 
governing  body  of  any  Diocesan  institution,  only  with  the  written  consent  of  the 
governing  body  of  any  Diocesan  institution,  only  with  the  written  consent  of  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authority  (normally  the  Bishop)  who  can  only  act  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee.  To  assist  the  Standing  Committee  and 
the  Bishop  in  performing  their  duties  in  the  usual  transactions  that  occur,  a  seeker 
of  such  consents  shall  furnish  in  writing  to  the  Bishop,  with  copy  to  the  President 
of  the  Standing  Committee,  at  least  one  week  prior  to  the  meeting  of  the  Standing 
Committee  at  which  action  is  desired,  such  of  the  following  information  as  is 
appropriate  to  its  particular  transaction. 

All  Transactions 

Every  document  that  is  executed  under  any  of  the  following  categories  should 
contain  a  recital  that  it  is  executed  with  the  consent  of  the  Bishop  of  North 
Carolina  who  has  obtained  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee  of 
the  Diocese. 

Sale 

1.  An  authorizing  resolution  that  identifies  the  property,  sets  forth  the  terms 
of  sale  including  the  price  agreed  or  sought,  gives  the  provisions  of  any  listing 
with  a  real  estate  agent,  and  gives  the  reasons  for  the  sale,  including  the 
application  of  the  proceeds  of  sale  and  a  statement  that  the  property  is  not  needed 
for  the  ongoing  operations  of  the  congregation  or  institution. 

2.  If  the  sale  contemplates  any  purchase  money  financing  by  the  Seller,  an 
explanation  thereof  with  copies  of  pertinent  documents  that  will  be  involved. 

3.  Unless  otherwise  specifically  authorized  by  the  Standing  Committee,  two 
independent  appraisals  by  two  separate  competent  appraisers  who  are  not 
business  associates  and  who  are  not  members  of  or  otherwise  connected  with  any 
party  involved  in  the  transaction. 

Lease  (as  Lessor) 

1.  An  authorizing  resolution  that  identifies  the  property,  sets  forth  the  terms 
of  the  lease  including  the  rental  payments,  term,  renewal  or  cancellation  options 
and  other  pertinent  provisions,  gives  the  reasons  for  the  lease  including  the 
application  of  the  rents  to  be  received  and  a  statement  that  the  property  is  not 
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otherwise  needed  during  the  lease  period  for  the  ongoing  operations  of  the 
congregation  or  institution,  and  contains  facts  supporting  the  opinion  of  the 
Vestry  or  other  governing  body  that  the  rent  and  other  provisions  of  the  lease  are 
fair  and  adequate. 

2.  A  copy  of  the  proposed  lease. 

Right  of  Way  or  Easement  Grant 

1.  An  authorizing  resolution  that  identifies  the  property,  sets  forth  the  details 
of  the  proposed  right  of  way  or  easement  grant,  states  the  consideration  or  lack 
of  consideration  to  be  paid  and  the  Vestry  or  other  governing  body's  opinion 
thereof,  states  whether  the  Vestry  or  other  governing  body  considers  that  the  grant 
will  enhance  or  injure  the  property,  states  the  application  to  be  made  of  any 
consideration  to  be  paid  for  the  grant,  and  states  whether  the  Grantee  has  the 
power  of  eminent  domain. 

2.  A  map  locating  the  right  of  way  or  easement  on  the  property. 

3.  A  copy  of  the  proposed  right  of  way  or  easement. 

Mortgage  Loan 

1.  An  authorizing  resolution  that  identifies  the  property  to  be  mortgaged  as 
security  for  the  loan,  and  sets  forth  the  reason  or  reasons  for  the  loan,  its  amount, 
rate  of  interest  and  time  period,  the  schedule  and  source  of  repayment,  and  the 
terms  of  any  repayment  privileges  or  penalties. 

2.  Unless  otherwise  specifically  authorized  by  the  Standing  Committee,  two 
independent  appraisals  by  two  separate  competent  appraisers  who  are  not 
business  associates  and  who  are  not  members  of  otherwise  connected  with  any 
party  involved  in  the  transaction. 

3.  Where  there  are  any  contracts  or  other  papers  of  any  sort  to  be  signed  other 
than  ordinary  notes  or  deeds  of  trust,  an  exact  copy  of  said  contracts  or  other 
papers. 

4.  If  the  mortgagor  is  a  parish  or  mission,  the  following  additional  information: 

(a)  a  statement  of  ALL  capital  assets  of  the  parish  or  mission,  including  real 
estate,  endowment  funds,  funds  held  in  reserve,  special  funds,  investments, 
bank  accounts,  and  other  assets  of  any  kind. 

(b)  a  copy  of  the  previous  full  year's  statement  of  receipts  and  disburse 
ments. 

(c)  a  copy  of  the  current  year's  budget,  with  an  indication  as  to  whether  or 
not  receipts  and  disbursements  are  current. 

(d)  a  copy  of  the  proposed  budget  for  the  next  year,  if  then  available. 

(e)  statement  as  to  status  of  payments  for  the  Diocesan  assessment. 

(f)  statement  as  to  status  of  acceptance  and  payments  for  the  Church's 
program  the  current  and  past  three  years,  and  of  acceptance  for  next  year. 
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(g)  statement  as  to  status  of  current  operating  obligations. 

(h)  statement  as  to  all  obligations  other  than  current  operating  ones, 
including  as  to  each:  date  obligation  arose;  purpose  of  obligation;  original 
amount;  amount  now  owed;  security  given,  if  any;  source  and  schedule  of 
repayments. 

(i)  statement  as  to  total  number  of  baptized  persons  and  total  number  of 
communicants  in  good  standing. 

Other  Transactions 

If  a  particular  contemplated  transaction  does  not  fit  any  of  the  foregoing 
categories,  the  seeker  of  the  required  consents  should  address  appropriate 
inquiries  directly  to  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee.

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Constitution 


Article  I 

The  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  accedes  to  and  adopts  the 
Constitution  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America, 
as  set  forth  in  General  Convention  thereof,  and  acknowledges  its  authority 
accordingly. 

Article  II 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  an  annual  Convention  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese 
at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be  determined  by  the  next  preceding  convention, 
or,  in  the  event  of  no  such  determination,  then  at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be 
fixed  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  and  the  Standing  Committee. 

Section  2.  The  time  and  place  of  the  annual  Convention  may  be  changed,  or 
special  conventions  called,  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  diocese,  subject 
to  such  canonical  provisions  as  may  hereafter  be  made. 

Section  3.  Written  notice  of  a  special  convention  shall  be  given  by  the  Secretary 
to  every  member  of  the  clergy  who  is  eligible  for  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  convention 
and  to  the  senior  warden  of  every  parish  and  every  mission  therein  at  least  60  days 
before  the  date  thereof.  This  notice  shall  specify  the  purpose  for  which  the  special 
convention  is  called,  and  no  other  business  shall  be  in  order  except  by  unanimous 
consent  of  the  delegates. 

Article  III 
Section  1.  The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  the  two  orders,  clerical  and  lay. 

Section  2.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or  in  the  Bishop's  absence,  the  Bishop 
Coadjutor,  or  any  bishop  in  charge,  as  representing  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority, 
shall,  in  the  order  named  above,  if  present,  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Convention  and  shall  appoint  all  committees  unless  it  be  otherwise  ordered. 

Section  3.  Every  member  of  the  clergy  of  the  Church  who  is  canonically 
connected  with  the  Diocese  and  who  is  resident  therein,  and  every  member  of  the 
clergy  not  so  connected  with  the  Diocese  but  actually  resident  therein  and 
regularly  serving  a  parish  or  mission  in  the  Diocese,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in 
the  Convention  and  to  a  vote  therein.  The  restriction  of  residence  as  above 
required  shall  not  apply  to  professors,  tutors,  or  students  in  any  recognized 
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theological  seminary  of  this  Church,  or  college  maintained  and  governed  in  part 
by  the  Diocese,  or  to  any  officers  or  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Executive 
Council,  or  to  chaplains  in  the  Armed  Forces  of  the  United  States,  or  to  members 
of  the  clergy  in  charge  of  congregations  of  this  Diocese. 

Section  4.  Each  parish  and  mission  in  union  with  the  Convention  shall  be  entitled 
to  be  represented  at  its  sessions  by  lay  delegates  whose  number  shall  be 
determined  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  enrolled  confirmed  adults  who  are 
communicants  in  good  standing  of  the  parish  or  mission  as  specified  by  canon. 

These  delegates  shall  be  elected  by  the  vestry  from  among  the  enrolled 
confirmed  adults  who  are  communicants  in  good  standing  of  the  parish  or  mission. 

The  delegates  shall  be  chosen  in  a  manner  provided  by  canon  to  assure  that 
approximately  one-third  of  the  entire  lay  membership  of  the  Convention  is 
subject  to  election  each  year.  The  initial  terms  of  delegates  elected  by  virtue  of 
this  article  shall  be  determined  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  in  accordance 
with  canon.  Subject  to  changes  in  representation  required  by  changes  in  the 
numbers  of  enrolled  confirmed  adults  who  are  communicants  in  good  standing 
of  parishes  and  missions,  and  upon  the  expiration  of  each  term  thereafter,  each 
vestry  shall  elect  for  a  term  of  three  years  a  successor  for  each  lay  delegate  whose 
term  has  expired. 

Each  vestry  shall  be  entitled  to  elect,  for  one-year  terms,  a  number  of 
alternate  delegates,  subject  to  the  same  qualifications,  equal  to  the  delegates 
elected,  who  shall  be  authorized,  in  the  order  of  their  election,  to  fill  any  vacancy 
that  may  occur  in  the  delegation  originally  chosen. 

Section  5.  When  a  mission  desires  to  be  admitted  into  union  with  the  Convention, 
it  shall  follow  the  same  procedure,  so  far  as  applicable,  as  that  prescribed  for  the 
admission  of  a  parish. 

Section  6.  No  person,  clerical  or  lay,  under  ecclesiastical  censure  publicly 
declared  by  a  competent  tribunal,  shall  be  admissible  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention. 
No  person  shall  be  allowed  to  represent  more  than  one  parish  or  mission  in  the 
same  convention. 

Section  7.  If  any  parish  or  mission  shall  neglect  or  decline  to  appoint  delegates, 
or  if  any  of  those  appointed  shall  neglect  or  be  prevented  from  attending,  such 
parish  or  mission  shall  nevertheless  be  bound  by  the  acts  of  the  Convention. 

Article  IV 

Section  1.  The  Convention  shall  be  the  sole  judge  of  the  election  of  its  own 
members.  It  shall  have  power  to  adopt  rules  of  order  for  its  own  government,  elect 
officers  and  raise  funds,  and  shall  also  have  such  other  legislative  powers  as  may 
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be  necessary  and  proper  for  the  well-being  of  the  Diocese. 

Section  2.  The  Convention  shall  have  no  power  to  pass  any  canon  infringing  the 
Episcopal  Authority,  or  affecting  the  spiritual  condition  of  the  Diocese,  against 
the  express  dissent  of  the  Bishop  stated  at  that  or  the  ensuing  annual  Convention. 
This  shall  not  prevent  the  Convention  from  offering  independently  of  the  Bishop 
resolutions  of  advice  or  inquiry,  or  from  any  proceedings  necessary  for  the 
purpose  of  impeachment. 

Article  V 

To  Constitute  a  quorum,  except  in  the  case  of  the  election  of  a  Bishop  under 
Article  XII,  the  presence  of  one-third  of  all  the  clergy  entitled  to  vote,  and  of  one 
or  more  delegates  from  one-third  of  all  parishes  and  missions  entitled  to 
representation  in  the  Convention,  shall  be  necessary.  Any  lesser  number  shall  be 
competent  to  receive  reports  and  to  recess  or  adjourn. 

Article  VI 

Section  1.  Upon  any  question  before  the  Convention,  on  the  request  of  any 
clerical  or  lay  delegate  sustained  by  ten  other  delegates  present  and  voting,  the 
two  orders  shall  vote  separately.  In  all  cases  of  a  vote  by  orders  each  clerical 
member  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote,  and  each  lay  delegate  shall  be  entitled  to 
one  vote,  and  a  concurrence  of  majorities  of  both  orders  shall  be  necessary  to  a 
decision.  When  no  such  division  is  called  for,  each  member  shall  be  entitled  to 
one  vote. 

Section  2.  All  elections  shall  be  by  ballot,  unless  otherwise  unanimously  ordered. 

Article  VII 

Section  1.  Upon  nomination  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  the  Convention 
shall  annually  elect  a  Secretary,  who  shall  hold  office  until  the  next  annual 
Convention,  or  until  a  successor  is  elected  and  qualified. 

Section  2.  Should  a  vacancy  occur  in  the  office  of  Secretary,  by  death  or 
otherwise,  the  unexpired  term  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority. 

Section  3.  The  Secretary  shall  perform  the  duties  prescribed  by  canon,  and  such 
other  services  as  may  be  required  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority. 

Section  4.  Upon  nomination  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  the  Convention 
shall  annually  elect  a  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  who  shall  have  such  powers  and 
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perform  such  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  canon  or  required  by  the  Ecclesi- 
astical Authority. 

Section  5.  The  Secretary  and  the  Treasurer  shall  be  eligible  to  hold  other  offices 
in  the  Diocese  either  by  election  or  appointment. 

Article  VIII 

Section  1.  The  Standing  Committee  or  Council  of  Advice  to  the  Bishop,  shall 
consist  of  five  clergy  of  the  Diocese  and  four  members  of  the  laity  who  are 
enrolled  confirmed  adult  communicants  in  good  standing.  The  term  of  office 
shall  be  for  three  years,  with  three  members  being  elected  at  each  annual 
Convention.  No  member  of  the  Standing  Committee  shall  be  eligible  for  re- 
election until  one  year  shall  have  elapsed  following  expiration  of  the  term  of 
office  for  which  elected. 

Section  2.  The  Committee  shall  have  power  to  fill  any  vacancy  that  may  occur 
in  its  own  body  between  the  annual  meetings  of  the  Convention. 

Section  3.  When  there  is  no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  be  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese,  and  as  such  may  invite  the  temporary 
services  of  other  bishops,  and,  for  due  cause,  may  change  the  time  or  place  of 
the  annual  meetings  of  the  Convention.  It  may  also  summon  special  conventions 
when  there  is  no  Bishop,  and  shall  do  so  upon  the  call  of  one-third  of  the  clergy 
of  the  Diocese,  or  of  one-third  of  the  parishes  in  union  with  the  Convention,  as 
appearing  upon  the  lists  of  the  Journal  last  before  published.  And  although  there 
be  a  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  have  power  to  call  special  conventions 
for  the  purpose  of  proceedings  relative  to  impeachment  of  a  Bishop,  and  shall  do 
so  upon  a  similar  requisition  by  the  clergy  or  laity. 

Article  IX 

Section  1.  Any  100  or  more  confirmed  adult  communicants  in  good  standing  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  may  organize  themselves 
into  a  parish,  and  be  received  into  union  with  the  Convention,  by  taking  such  steps 
as  may  be  provided  for  by  canon.  And  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese 
may  organize  a  mission  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  provided  by  canon,  in  any  part 
of  the  Diocese  not  included  within  the  neighborhood  of  a  parish  in  union  with  the 
Convention. 

Section  2.  It  shall  always  be  competent  for  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the 
Diocese,  with  the  written  consent  of  the  rector  of  any  parish,  a  copy  of  which  shall 
be  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  to  organize  a  mission  within  the 
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neighborhood  of  said  parish.  The  ministers  of  such  a  mission  shall  be  independent 
of  the  rector  and  responsible  only  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority.  If  the  consent 
of  the  rector  be  denied,  an  appeal  may  be  taken  to  the  Bishop,  whose  decision,  if 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  be  final. 

Section  3.  In  all  parochial  and  mission  elections  only  those  shall  be  entitled  to  vote 
who  are  enrolled  confirmed  adult  communicants  in  good  standing,  and  who 
thereby  consent  to  be  governed  by  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  this  Church  as 
are  or  may  be  adopted  by  the  General  Convention,  and  the  Convention  of  the 
Diocese  pursuant  thereto. 

Section  4.  Any  parish  ceasing  to  be  represented  in  the  Convention  for  two 
successive  years,  or  any  parish  resisting  the  authority  of  the  Convention,  may  be 
suspended  from  the  right  of  representation,  or  its  connection  with  the  Convention 
be  dissolved,  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  all  the  clergy  present  and  entitled  to  vote, 
and  a  majority  of  lay  delegates  present  and  entitled  to  vote.  No  such  suspension 
or  dissolution  shall  take  place  without  previous  inquiry  by  a  committee  appointed 
for  the  purpose,  and  a  report  upon  the  facts  of  the  case;  nor  until  30  days'  notice 
to  the  rector  or  vestry,  or  in  the  case  there  be  none  then  to  a  member  of  the  parish 
in  default. 

Section  5.  Any  parish  which  receives  aid  from  the  mission  funds  of  the  Diocese 
and  does  not,  for  two  consecutive  years,  pay  its  proportion  of  the  salary  of  the 
minister  serving  it,  shall  be  deprived  of  the  right  to  vote  in  the  Convention  until 
such  arrears  be  paid  or  remitted  by  the  Convention. 

Section  6.  Any  parish  or  mission  which  shall  fail  for  three  consecutive  years  to 
pay  its  assessment  for  the  Episcopal  Maintenance  Fund,  or  shall  have  failed  to 
observe  the  conditions  of  Title  I,  Canon  8  of  the  General  Convention  relative  to 
the  Church  Pension  Fund,  shall  be  deprived  of  the  right  to  vote  in  the  Convention 
until  such  arrears  be  paid,  or  remitted  by  the  Convention. 

Article  X 

Section  1.  Any  presbyter  regularly  called  to  the  charge  of  a  parish  and  entering 
thereupon,  shall  during  the  time  of  such  charge,  be  held  to  be  the  rector  of  said 
parish. 

Section  2.  Rectors  are  recognized  as  having,  by  virtue  of  their  office,  the  exclusive 
regulation,  under  their  canonical  superiors,  of  all  the  spiritual  concerns  of  the 
parishes  they  serve;  as  being  entitled  at  all  times  to  have  access  to  the  church 
building,  and  to  open  the  same  for  the  services  or  instruction  of  this  Church,  as  they 
may  deem  proper;  to  call  meetings  of  the  vestry  or  congregation;  when  present, 
to  preside  in  the  same,  and,  in  case  of  a  tie,  to  cast  the  deciding  vote. 
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Article  XI 

The  Convention  shall  pass  canons  for  the  trial  of  members  of  the  clergy. 

Article  XII 

When  a  Bishop  is  to  be  elected  the  Convention  shall  vote  by  written  ballot  and 
separately  by  orders;  and  a  concurrence  on  the  same  ballot  of  a  majority  of  all 
the  clergy  including  those  not  present  who,  if  present,  would  be  entitled  to  vote 
in  the  Convention  and  of  a  majority  of  all  lay  delegates  representing  the  parishes 
and  missions  in  union  with  the  Convention  and  including  those  not  present  who, 
if  present,  would  be  entitled  to  vote,  shall  be  necessary  to  an  election. 

Article  XIII 

No  new  canon,  or  change  in  an  existing  canon,  shall  be  considered  or  adopted, 
without  first  having  been  submitted  to  and  reported  on  to  the  Convention  by  its 
Commission  on  Constitution  and  Canons.  Nor  shall  the  same  be  adopted  on  the 
day  on  which  proposed,  except  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  those  entitled  to  vote  at 
that  Convention. 

Article  XIV 

This  constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  only  upon: 

(a)  The  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  both  orders  who  are  present  and  entitled 
to  vote  at  the  annual  Convention  at  which  the  alteration  or  amendment  is 
proposed,  voting  separately  by  orders;  and 

(b)  The  adoption  of  the  proposed  alteration  or  amendment  at  the  next  ensuing 
annual  Convention  by  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  both  orders  who  are 
present  and  entitled  to  vote,  voting  separately  by  orders.  At  this  Convention  the 
consideration  of  a  proposed  amendment  may  be  postponed  to  the  next  annual 
Convention  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  both  orders  present  and  entitled  to  vote,  not 
voting  by  orders  unless  required  under  the  provision  of  Article  VI. 

Article  XV 

[Amended  on  Second  Reading  in  1991] 

All  constitutional  and  canonical  enactments  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  the 
adjournment  of  the  Convention  at  which  they  shall  have  been  ratified  or  adopted. 
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Canon  1 

Members  of  Convention 

Section  1.  Clergy.  Before  the  opening  of  the  annual  Convention  or  of  a  Special 
Convention,  the  Secretary  shall  apply  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  for  a  list  of 
clergy  entitled  to  seats,  and  shall  receive  such  list  at  least  120  days  before  the 
opening  of  an  annual  Convention,  or  60  days  before  a  Special  Convention.  From 
this  list  the  Secretary  shall  prepare,  at  least  90  days  prior  to  the  annual  Convention 
and  30  days  prior  to  a  Special  Convention,  and  publish  from  this  list  the  official 
clergy  roll  of  the  Convention  (showing  names,  addresses,  and  telephone  num- 
bers), which  roll  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  right  to  seats  therein.  After 
the  Secretary's  publication  of  the  roll,  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  may  certify 
to  the  Secretary  additional  clergy  entitled  by  the  Constitution  to  seat  and  vote  in 
the  Convention  until  one  hour  prior  to  the  opening  session  of  the  Convention. 

Section  2.  Laity.  The  clerks  of  the  several  parish  and  mission  vestries  electing 
lay  delegates  to  the  Convention  shall  furnish  three  certificates  showing  the 
names,  addresses,  and  telephone  numbers  of  the  lay  persons  elected.  One  shall 
be  handed  to  the  delegates-elect,  one  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Convention,  and  one  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  person  or  agency  who  is  designated 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  in  the  host  community.  The  latter  two  shall 
be  mailed  at  least  110  days  before  the  opening  session.  From  these  certificates 
the  Secretary  shall  prepare  and  publish  at  least  90  days  before  the  opening  of  the 
Convention  the  roster  of  lay  delegates  to  that  Convention.  The  Secretary  shall 
not  insert  any  name  upon  the  roll  without  the  evidence  of  one  of  these  certificates 
or  an  amended  certificate  signed  by  the  rector  or  clerk  of  the  vestry  of  the  parish 
or  by  the  vicar  or  clerk  of  the  mission,  submitted  to  the  Secretary  not  later  than 
one  hour  prior  to  the  opening  session  of  the  Convention,  unless  specially  directed 
to  do  so  by  the  Convention  upon  recommendation  of  its  Committee  on  Creden- 
tials. Defective  or  doubtful  certificates  shall  be  laid  aside,  to  be  acted  on  after 
the  Convention  shall  have  organized. 

Each  congregation  (parish  or  mission)  shall  be  represented  in  the  Convention 
in  accordance  with  the  average  number  of  its  enrolled  confirmed  adult  commu- 
nicants in  good  standing,  as  contained  in  the  last  three  annual  statistical  reports 
printed  in  the  Journal  as  follows:

Section  3. 

(a)  Lay  persons  who  meet  the  constitutionally  required  qualifications  shall  be 
elected  delegates  and  alternate  delegates  to  the  Convention  in  accordance  with 
the  terms  of  this  section.  The  length  of  initial  terms  under  this  system  shall  be 
prescribed  by  rule  of  order;  upon  the  expiration  of  initial  terms  each  lay  delegate 
shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  three  years  except  as  may  be  required  under  the 
provisions  of  Subsection  (b)  below.  At  the  time  delegates  are  chosen  the  vestries 
shall  elect  for  one-year  terms  alternate  delegates  equal  in  number  to  the  number 
of  delegates  authorized  by  Section  2,  above. 

(b)  Should  the  average  number  of  enrolled  confirmed  adult  communicants  in 
good  standing  of  a  congregation  at  any  time  require  that  it  elect  a  greater  or 
smaller  number  of  lay  delegates  than  initially  prescribed,  the  Secretary  of  the 
Convention,  not  later  than  200  days  prior  to  the  Convention  at  which  the  new 
representation  is  first  to  take  effect,  shall  notify  the  parish  or  mission  of  that  fact, 
specifying  in  the  notice  which  delegates,  if  any,  are  to  be  elected  for  terms  of  less 
than  three  years  in  order  to  maintain  so  far  as  possible  the  division  among  the 
Convention's  lay  membership  prescribed  by  the  Constitution.  Upon  the  expira- 
tion of  the  initial  terms  required  under  this  subsection,  each  lay  delegate  from  the 
affected  parish  or  mission  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  three  years. 

Canon  2 
Worship  at  the  Convention 

The  Holy  Eucharist  shall  be  celebrated  at  each  annual  or  special  Convention. 
Other  devotional  services  may  be  held  at  the  discretion  of  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority. 

Canon  3 

Rules  of  Order 

The  Convention  shall  adopt  rules  of  order,  which  shall  continue  in  force  until 
altered. 


Canons 

Canon  4 

Presiding  Officer  of  the  Convention 

In  the  absence  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  and  of  any  other  bishop  qualified  by 
the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  to  preside,  the  President  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  as  representing  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  shall  act  as  presiding 
officer  of  the  Convention,  unless  the  Convention  itself  shall  otherwise  provide. 

Canon  5 
Secretary  of  the  Convention 

Section  1.  The  Secretary  shall: 

(a)  Take  all  necessary  steps  to  inform  the  Convention  delegates  not  only  of 
the  time  and  place  of  annual  and  special  Conventions,  but  also  of  the  particular 
business  of  each  Convention. 

(b)  Notify  vestries  of  the  number  of  lay  Convention  delegates  their  parishes 
and  missions  are  entitled  to  elect  and  the  length  of  terms  for  which  such  delegates 
are  to  be  elected. 

(c)  Prepare  the  canonical  lists  of  the  clerical  and  lay  delegates  entitled  to 
membership  in  the  Convention. 

(d)  From  the  roster  of  the  preceding  annual  Convention  ascertain  the  names 
of  clerical  and  lay  delegates  whose  membership  in  the  next  annual  Convention 
can  be  presumed  and,  not  later  than  August  15,  inform  those  persons  that 
Convention  Committees  are  to  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop  and  request  that,  not 
later  than  September  10,  they  inform  the  Bishop  in  writing  of  the  committees  to 
which  they  have  an  interest  in  being  named. 

(e)  Call  the  Convention  to  order  for  the  purpose  of  organization  in  the  absence 
of  the  Bishop,  Bishop  Coadjutor  or  Suffragan  Bishop  (if  there  be  such),  and  the 
President  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

(f)  Keep  a  record  of  all  Convention  proceedings,  prepare  and  issue  its  journals, 
and  preserve  sufficient  copies  thereof  for  the  use  of  the  members  of  the  next 
ensuing  Convention. 

(g)  Preserve  and  have  ready  for  reference  all  Convention  papers  not  specially 
given  into  other  hands. 

(h)  Present  to  the  Treasurer  for  payment  from  diocesan  funds  statements  of  the 
expenses  necessarily  incurred  in  discharging  the  duties  of  the  Secretary. 

Section  2.  The  Secretary  shall  mail  notices  of  all  Conventions  to  each  member 
of  the  clergy  who  is  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  therein,  and  to  the  senior  warden 
of  each  parish  and  mission.  These  notices  shall  include  the  forms  for  certifying 
lay  delegates  and  alternates  and,  in  the  case  of  the  annual  Convention,  shall  be 
sent  at  least  140  days  prior  to  the  date  thereof,  and  not  later  than  60  days  prior 
to  the  date  of  a  Special  Convention. 
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Section  3.  The  Secretary,  who  shall  be  a  member  of  the  clergy  canonically 
resident  in  this  diocese,  or  an  enrolled  confirmed  adult  communicant  in  good 
standing  resident  in  this  diocese,  shall,  ex  officio,  always  have  a  seat  and  voice 
in  the  Convention,  and  shall  serve  as  Secretary  of  the  Diocesan  Council. 

Canon  6 

Treasurer  of  the  Diocese 

Section  1.  The  Treasurer  shall: 

(a)  Have  custody  of  all  current  funds  belonging  to  the  Diocese  excluding  all 
trust  and  permanent  funds,  depositing  them  in  a  bank  designated  by  the  Diocesan 
Council. 

(b)  Hold,  use,  and  dispose  of  current  funds  as  directed  by  representatives  of 
the  Diocese  empowered  by  canonical  authority  to  do  so. 

(c)  Keep  a  complete  record  and  account  of  all  transactions  of  the  office, 
reporting  them  in  summary  form  to  the  annual  Convention. 

(d)  Give  to  the  annual  Convention  a  summary  report  of  all  assets  of  the  Diocese 
then  held  by  the  Treasurer. 

(e)  Give  bond  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  Treasurer's  duties  in  such 
amount  as  the  Convention  or  Diocesan  Council  may  prescribe.  (This  bond  shall 
be  approved  by  the  Diocesan  Council  and  deposited  with  the  Trustees  of  the 
Diocese.) 

Section  2.  The  Treasurer  shall,  ex  officio,  always  have  a  seat  and  voice  in  the 
Convention. 

Canon  7 
Chancellor  of  the  Diocese 

The  Bishop  shall  nominate  and  the  Convention  confirm  a  person  learned  in  the 
law  to  be  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  advise  regarding 
any  questions  of  law  which  may  arise  in  the  administration  of  diocesan  affairs. 
The  Chancellor  shall  be  an  enrolled  confirmed  adult  communicant  in  good 
standing  and  resident  of  the  Diocese.  The  term  of  office  shall  be  three  years  and 
until  a  successor  has  been  chosen  and  confirmed.  The  Chancellor  shall  be 
entitled,  ex  officio,  to  a  seat  and  voice  in  all  conventions  of  the  Church  in  the 
Diocese.  The  Bishop  may,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Chancellor, 
nominate  and  the  Convention  confirm  one  or  more  Vice-Chancellors  to  assist  the 
Chancellor  in  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  that  office. 
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Canon  8 

Historiographer,  Department  of  Records  and  History,  and  Archives 

Section  1.  The  Historiographer  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Bishop  and  confirmed 
by  the  Convention  for  a  three-year  term  of  office.  The  Historiographer  shall  serve 
ex-officio  on  the  Department  of  Records  and  History  and  shall  assist  it  in 
collecting,  classifying  and  preserving  materials  relating  to  the  history  of  the 
Diocese.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  Historiographer,  at  the  request  of  the 
Bishop  or  Diocesan  Convention,  to  prepare  and  publish  materials  concerning  the 
history  of  the  Diocese,  and,  from  time  to  time,  to  prepare  such  materials  for 
publication  on  the  Historiographer's  own  initiative.  The  Historiographer  shall 
also  encourage  parishes,  missions,  and  institutions  affiliated  with  the  Diocese  to 
preserve  historical  materials  and  encourage  the  writing  and  publication  of 
materials  concerning  the  history  of  the  Diocese,  its  parishes,  missions,  and 
affiliated  institutions. 

Section  2.  The  Department  of  Records  and  History,  as  the  agency  of  the 
Diocesan  Council,  shall  supervise  and  coordinate  all  departments,  agencies,  and 
diocesan  officers  charged  with  record-keeping,  maintenance  of  archives,  and 
preserving  and  writing  the  history  of  the  Diocese,  its  departments,  agencies  and 
congregations.  The  Department  shall  also  supervise,  coordinate  and  review  the 
work  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  including  the  publication  of  the  Journal 
of  the  Convention. 

Section  3.  Diocesan  Archives  shall  be  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Department 
of  Records  and  History  and  shall  be  a  repository  for  books,  papers  and  documents 
which  belong  to  the  Diocese  and  which  are  important  as  historical  records  of  the 
Diocese.  Except  for  such  records  as  are  currently  in  use  by  Diocesan  officers  and 
agencies,  these  archival  materials  shall  include,  but  not  be  restricted  to:  journals 
of  the  Diocesan  Convention;  journals  of  the  General  Convention;  minute  books, 
official  records,  and  reports  of  all  diocesan  officers,  agencies,  boards,  and 
committees  operating  under  the  authority  of  the  Diocesan  Convention  or 
Diocesan  Council  (including  the  minutes  of  the  Diocesan  Council);  histories  and 
documents  of  historical  interest  pertaining  to  the  parishes,  missions,  and  institu- 
tions affiliated  with  the  Diocese,  including  the  registers  of  congregations  which 
have  ceased  or  which  may  hereafter  cease  to  be  active;  together  with  any  other 
documents  and  records  necessary  or  desirable  in  preserving  an  accurate  history 
of  the  Diocese. 

Should  the  Bishop  and  Diocesan  Council  determine  that  a  Diocesan  Archivist 
is  to  be  employed,  the  Bishop  shall  appoint  to  the  post,  to  serve  at  the  Bishop's 
will,  a  person  trained  in  the  skills  requisite  for  that  work. 
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Canon  9 

The  Standing  Committee 

Section  1.  The  Standing  Committee  shall  annually  elect  a  President  and  a 
Secretary  from  its  own  membership. 

Section  2.  The  President  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  Committee: 

(a)  Whenever  the  President  may  deem  it  advisable. 

(b)  Whenever  required  to  do  so  by  the  Bishop,  or  by  any  three  members  of  the 
Committee. 

(c)  Within  30  days  after  knowledge  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate. 

Section  3.  The  Standing  Committee  shall  report  to  the  annual  Convention  the 
transactions  of  the  preceding  year.  A  record  of  all  its  official  acts  shall  be  kept 
by  its  Secretary  and  be  available  for  inspection  by  the  Bishop  and  the  Convention. 

Canon  10 

Trustees  of  the  Diocese 

Section  1.  Membership.  The  Trustees  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  shall  consist 
of  the  Bishop  and  two  lay  enrolled  confirmed  adult  communicants  in  good 
standing  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  elected  by  the  Convention  upon  nomination 
of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority.  When,  pursuant  to  appropriate  canon,  the 
Bishop,  Bishop  Coadjutor  or  Suffragan  Bishop  has  been  designated  the  Eccle- 
siastical Authority  of  the  Diocese,  then  the  one  so  designated  shall  be  a  Trustee. 
Whenever  there  is  no  bishop  who  is  or  has  been  designated  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority,  then  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee  shall  be  a  Trustee. 

The  lay  Trustees  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  shall,  at  the  first  annual  Diocesan 
Convention  at  which  their  election  is  in  order,  be  elected  as  follows:  the  one 
receiving  the  highest  vote  shall  serve  for  a  three-year  term  and  the  one  receiving 
the  next  highest  vote  shall  serve  for  a  two-year  term.  Thereafter,  whenever  a  term 
expires,  one  lay  Trustee  shall  be  elected  to  serve  for  three  years.  Any  vacancy 
occurring  in  the  office  of  lay  Trustee  shall,  on  nomination  of  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority,  be  filled  by  the  Diocesan  Council  for  the  period  until  the  next  annual 
Diocesan  Convention;  and  the  office  for  the  remainder  of  the  term,  if  there  is  any 
such  remainder,  shall  be  filled  by  the  next  annual  Diocesan  Convention. 

Section  2.  Real  and  Tangible  Personal  Property,  (a)  The  Trustees  shall  in  all 
cases  not  otherwise  provided  for,  hold  title  to  all  real  property  and  tangible 
personal  property  of  the  Diocese,  except  property  the  title  to  which  is  vested  in 
a  parish  or  corporation.  The  Trustees  shall  convey,  mortgage  and  encumber  or 
otherwise  alienate  any  real  property  or  interest  therein  and  tangible  personal 
property  held  by  them: 
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(1)  If  held  for  the  benefit  of  any  parish  or  corporation,upon  an  appropriate 
written  resolution  of  the  vestry  of  such  parish  or  the  directors  or  other  governing 
body  of  such  corporation,  and  with  the  written  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority,  acting  with  the  advice  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese; 

(2)  If  held  for  the  benefit  of  a  mission,  upon  an  appropriate  written  resolution 
of  the  mission  vestry,  concurred  in  by  the  Trustees,  and  with  the  written  consent 
of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  acting  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Standing 
Committee  of  the  Diocese; 

(3)  And  if  otherwise  held,  upon  an  appropriate  written  resolution  of  either  the 
Diocesan  Council  or  the  Convention,  concurred  in  by  the  Trustees,  and  with  the 
written  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  acting  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese. 

(b)  Any  real  or  tangible  personal  property  the  title  to  which  is  not  held  by  the 
Trustees  but  is  otherwise  held  by  or  for  a  corporation  or  institution  affiliated  with 
the  Diocese,  shall  be  conveyed,  mortgaged,  encumbered,  or  otherwise  alienated 
by  the  title-holder  only  with  the  written  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority, 
acting  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese. 

(c)  The  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  required  by  this  section  shall  be 
evidenced  by  the  signature  of  the  Bishop  who  is  at  the  time  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority,  and  if  there  is  no  Bishop  who  is  then  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  by 
the  signature  of  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese. 

Section  3.  Other  Property.  The  Trustees,  except  as  hereinafter  specified,  shall 
hold  title  to  and  possession  of  all  other  property  not  specified  in  Section  2  of  this 
Canon,  including  properties  delivered  to  the  Trustees  in  trust  for  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  its  parishes,  missions, 
bishops,  and  other  clergy,  organizations  and  agencies.  As  directed  by  the 
Diocesan  Council,  the  Trustees  shall  deliver  the  possession  of  properties  not 
specified  in  Section  2  above  to,  and  place  them  in  the  name  of  whatever  bank  or 
trust  company  may  be  designated  by  the  Diocesan  Council  as  custodian  or 
investment  manager.  The  safe  custody  of  property  delivered  to  a  custodian  or 
investment  manager  shall  be  guaranteed  to  the  Trustees  by  the  bank  or  trust 
company  nominated  by  the  Diocesan  Council. 

Section  4.  Records  of  Trustees.  The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  shall  keep  a  record 
of  their  actions  and  shall  make  a  full  report  thereof  annually  to  the  Diocesan 
Convention,  which  report  shall  be  published  in  the  Journal  of  the  Convention. 
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Canon  11 

Disposition  of  Tangible  Personal  Property 

The  provisions  of  Canon  10,  Section  2,  regarding  the  necessary  consent  of  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authority  acting  with  the  advice  of  the  Standing  Committee  do  not 
apply  to  the  disposition  of  certain  tangible  personal  property,  as  follows: 

It  shall  not  be  necessary  for  any  officer,  employee,  or  other  representative  of 
the  Diocese  or  of  any  parish,  mission,  agency,  institution  or  other  organization 
of  the  Diocese,  to  obtain  the  concurrence  or  written  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority  or  of  the  Trustees  for  the  sale,  exchange,  abandonment,  surrender  or 
other  disposition  of  any  tangible  personal  property  (for  example,  typewriters  and 
other  office  equipment,  motor  vehicles,  general  furniture  and  furnishings, 
appliances,  books,  etc.)  acquired  and  used  directly  in  the  normal  and  routine 
course  of  the  conduct  of  work  and  program  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese; 
excluding,  however,  such  items  of  personal  property  as  have  been  consecrated 
and  all  furniture,  furnishings,  and  fixtures  that  are  peculiarly  designed  for  and 
used  within  a  church. 

Canon  12 

Canonical  Commissions 

[Amended  in  1991] 

Section  1.  The  Bishop  or  the  presiding  officer  of  the  Convention  shall  annually 
appoint  the  indicated  number  of  persons,  being  enrolled  confirmed  adult 
communicants  in  good  standing,  to  each  of  the  following  Canonical  Commis- 
sions. Each  of  these  commissions  shall  serve  until  the  adjournment  of  the  annual 
Convention  following  the  one  at  which  they  were  appointed.  In  all  cases  the 
presiding  officer  of  the  Commission  shall  be  named  by  the  Bishop,  and  shall  be 
entitled  to  a  seat  and  voice  in  the  Convention  but  shall  not  be  entitled  to  a  vote 
therein  unless  a  delegate  to  the  Convention.  The  Bishop  shall  also  fill  vacancies 
in  these  commissions  as  they  occur. 

(a)  On  Constitution  and  Canons-three  clergy;  the  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese; 
three  lay. 

(b)  On  the  State  of  the  Church-three  clergy;  two  lay. 

(c)  On  Admission  of  Congregations-two  clergy;  three  lay. 

(d)  On  Institutions-two  clergy;  three  lay;  none  of  whom  shall  be  officially 
affiliated  with  any  such  institution. 

(e)  On  Dispatch  of  Business-two  clergy;  two  lay;  with  the  Diocesan  Bishop 
and  any  other  bishops  then  active  in  the  Diocese  and  the  Secretary  of  the 
Convention  serving  as  ex  officio  members. 
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Section  2.  The  Commission  on  Constitution  and  Canons.  The  Commission  on 
Constitution  and  Canons  shall  receive,  consider  and  present  to  the  Convention 
all  motions  or  resolutions  pertaining  to  the  Constitution,  canons,  and  rules  of 
order  and  may  originate  new  material  touching  these  subjects.  All  proposed 
amendments  to  the  Constitution,  canons,  and  rules  of  order  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  Commission  at  least  four  weeks  in  advance  of  the  annual  Convention. 
However,  the  Convention,  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  may  waive  this  requirement, 
thereby  permitting  immediate  consideration  of  any  proposed  amendment. 

Section  3.  The  Commission  on  the  State  of  the  Church  shall: 

(a)  Receive,  review  and  evaluate  the  annual  statistical  reports  on  the  strength 
and  condition  of  the  Diocese  and  the  parishes  and  missions  therein,  and  submit 
to  the  delegates  to  the  Convention  at  least  four  weeks  in  advance  of  the 
Convention  its  analysis  and  recommendations. 

(b)  Keep  the  structure  and  organization  of  the  Diocese  under  continuing  study. 

Section  4.  The  Commission  on  Admission  of  Congregations  shall  receive  all 
applications  for  admission  of  parishes  and  missions  into  union  with  the  Conven- 
tion of  the  Diocese  at  least  30  days  prior  to  the  opening  session  of  the  Annual 
Convention. 

In  the  cases  of  parishes  which,  by  failure  to  meet  the  standards  of  Canon  21, 
Section  4,  or  of  missions  which,  by  failure  to  meet  the  standards  set  forth  in 
Canons  16,  19  and  20,  are  no  longer  in  union  with  the  Convention,  applications 
for  readmission  into  union  in  their  appropriate  status  shall  be  referred  to  the 
Bishop  for  endorsement  and  then  referred  to  the  Commission  on  Admission  of 
Congregations. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commission  to  ascertain  whether  all  such  parishes 
and  missions  conform  to  the  requirements  for  admission  as  set  forth  in  Articles 
III  and  IX  of  the  Constitution,  and  Canons  19  and  21,  and  to  prepare  a  written 
report  to  the  Convention  stating  that  the  requirements  have  been  met. 

Upon  the  report  of  the  Commission  that  the  requirements  have  been  met,  the 
parish  or  mission  applying  may  be  received  in  its  appropriate  status  by  vote  of 
the  Convention,  and  its  delegates  admitted  to  seats  and  votes  therein. 

Section  5.  The  Commission  on  Institutions  shall  solicit  and  receive  reports  from 
each  of  the  institutions  related  to  the  Diocese  in  sufficient  time  for  its  convenient 
and  thorough  review  of  those  reports,  and  for  members  of  the  Commission  to  visit 
the  institutions,  if  deemed  helpful,  prior  to  the  Convention  to  which  it  reports. 

Section  6.  The  Commission  on  Dispatch  of  Business  shall  serve  the  Convention 
of  the  Diocese  in  the  following  ways: 

(a)  Before  a  Convention',  the  presiding  officer  of  the  Commission  shall 
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(1)  Prepare  the  agenda  for  the  forthcoming  Convention; 

(2)  Recommend  to  the  Commission  on  Constitution  and  Canons  four  weeks 
in  advance  of  the  Convention  any  suggested  changes  in  the  Rules  of  Order. 

(b)During  a  Convention:  the  Commission  shall  provide  requested  assistance 
to  the  presiding  officer  of  the  Convention,  and  a  member  of  the  Commission  shall 
always  be  entitled  to  the  floor  on  the  business  of  the  Commission.  The  presiding 
officer  of  the  Convention  shall  refer  to  this  Commission  without  debate  all 
resolutions  or  motions  suggesting  orders  of  the  day. 
The  Commission  shall  also 

(1)  Suggest  special  orders  for  the  dispatch  and  furtherance  of  Convention 
business; 

(2)  Recommend  the  disposition  of  all  resolutions  referred  to  it;  and 

(3)  Recommend  the  disposition  of  any  unfinished  Convention  business, 
(c)  Invitations  from  a  parish  or  parishes  to  host  a  subsequent  annual 

Convention  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Commission  at  least  60  days  prior  to  the  date 
of  the  Convention  that  will  act  on  the  invitation,  accompanied  or  supplemented 
by  such  information  as  the  Commission  may  require.  The  recommendation  of 
the  Commission  regarding  the  invitation  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Convention  for 
its  action. 

Section  7.  Resolutions  Proposed  by  Commissions.  Resolutions  proposed  for 
Convention  action  by  Diocesan  Commissions  other  than  the  Commission  on 
Constitution  and  Canons  and  the  Commission  on  Dispatch  of  Business,  shall  be 
referred  to  appropriate  Convention  Committees  by  the  Bishop  in  accordance  with 
Canon  13  and  the  Rules  of  Order. 

Canon  13 

Convention  Committees 

Section  1.  Resolutions  Referred  to  Committees.  Except  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of 
those  entitled  to  vote  in  the  Convention,  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Canon 
12,  Section  7,  no  resolution  (other  than  resolutions  of  courtesy  or  appreciation) 
shall  be  considered  or  adopted  until  the  presiding  officer  of  the  Convention  has 
referred  it  to  one  of  the  Convention  Committees  required  by  Section  2  of  this 
canon  and  the  committee  has  reported  its  recommendation  on  the  resolution  to 
the  Convention. 

Section  2.  Appointment  of  Committees,  Not  later  than  October  1,  the  Bishop  (or 
presiding  officer  of  the  Convention)  shall  annually  appoint,  at  least  three  clerical 
and  five  lay  persons,  being  members  of  the  Convention  who  have  served  as 
delegates  in  at  least  one  prior  annual  Convention  of  this  Diocese,  to  each  of  the 
following  Convention  Committees  listed  below,  shall  name  the  presiding  officer 
of  each  such  committee,  shall  notify  each  committee  member  of  the  appointment, 
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and  shall  inform  the  committee's  presiding  officer  of  the  names,  addresses,  and 
telephone  numbers  of  the  members.  Should  a  larger  membership  be  desired  for 
any  Convention  Committee,  the  Bishop  (or  presiding  officer  of  the  Convention) 
may  appoint  additional  members  with  the  requisite  Convention  experience  but 
shall  retain  approximately  the  same  proportion  of  lay  and  clerical  members. 
There  shall  be  seven  Convention  Committees,  and  they  shall  be  designated: 

(a)  The  Committee  on  Administration  of  the  Diocese 

(b)  The  Committee  on  Credentials 

(c)  The  Committee  on  Elections 

(d)  The  Committee  on  Faith  and  Morals 

(e)  The  Committee  on  National  and  International  affairs 

(f)  The  Committee  on  the  Program  of  the  Church 

(g)  The  Committee  on  Social  Concerns 

Section  3.  All  of  these  committees  are  to  serve  until  the  adjournment  of  the 
Convention  for  which  they  are  appointed.  The  Bishop  shall  also  fill  vacancies 
as  they  occur. 

Section  4.  Each  Convention  Committee  shall  consider  the  resolutions  referred 
to  it,  shall  offer  the  sponsors  of  resolutions  and  other  interested  Convention 
delegates  reasonable  opportunity  within  the  time  allotted  by  the  Convention's 
agenda  to  explain  their  views  thereon,  and  shall  report  each  resolution  to  the 
Convention  as  prescribed  by  the  Rules  of  Order.  However,  at  any  time  prior  to 
the  convening  of  the  Convention  a  Convention  Committee  to  which  a  resolution 
has  been  referred  may  request  the  Bishop  to  refer  it  to  a  different  Convention 
Committee. 

Section  5.  The  Committee  on  Credentials  shall  review,  investigate  and  make 
recommendations  to  the  Convention  on  all  matters  referred  to  it  regarding  the 
claims  of  delegates  to  seats  and  votes  in  the  Convention. 

Section  6.  The  Committee  on  Elections  shall  supervise  and  conduct  all  Conven- 
tion elections,  certifying  the  election  results  to  the  presiding  officer  and  the 
Secretary.  The  committee  may,  with  the  consent  of  the  Bishop,  appoint  lay 
persons  who  are  communicants  in  good  standing  in  the  Diocese  to  assist  as  tellers. 

Canon  14 

Salaries,  Compensations  and  Expenses 

Section  1.  The  salary  of  the  Bishop,  the  Bishop  Coadjutor,  or  the  Suffragan 
Bishop,  shall  be  such  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  ordered  and  provided  for  by 
the  Convention. 
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Section  2.  The  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  the  Treasurer,  and  the  members  of 
the  Standing  Committee  and  of  the  Diocesan  Commission  on  Ministry,  in  actual 
attendance  upon  the  duly  called  meetings  of  the  bodies  to  which  they  severally 
belong,  shall  be  entitled  to  have  their  necessary  expenses  incurred  by  such 
attendance  paid  out  of  the  funds  of  the  Diocese,  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese 
shall  pay  the  same  upon  the  personal  application  of  said  parties  accompanied  by 
a  certificate  of  the  amount  actually  and  necessarily  expended  in  each  case. 

Canon  15 

Diocesan  Council 

Section  1.  Composition  of  the  Council.  There  shall  be  a  Council  of  the  Church 
in  the  Diocese  known  as  the  Diocesan  Council,  which  shall  be  composed  of  the 
persons  entitled  to  preside  in  the  Convention  and  15  persons  to  be  elected  by  the 
Convention.  These  15  persons  shall  consist  of  six  members  of  the  clergy  eligible 
to  vote  in  the  Convention  and  nine  members  of  the  laity  (who  are  enrolled 
confirmed  adult  communicants  in  good  standing  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese) 
who  are  elected  to  the  Council  for  terms  of  three  years,  staggered  so  that  one-third 
of  the  15  are  elected  each  year.  Any  member  of  the  Council  whose  immediately 
prior  service  has  been  for  less  than  three  continuous  years  shall  be  eligible  for  re- 
election to  a  full  three-year  term;  otherwise,  no  elected  member  shall  be  eligible 
for  re-election  until  one  year  shall  have  elapsed  following  the  expiration  of  the 
term  of  office.  The  Council  shall  fill  vacancies  in  its  membership  until  the  next 
annual  meeting  of  the  Convention,  which  then  shall  fill  all  vacancies  and 
unexpired  terms.  Members  take  office  immediately  following  adjournment  of 
the  Convention  at  which  elected  or,  when  elected  by  the  Council,  immediately 
following  adjournment  of  the  Council  meeting  at  which  elected. 

Section  2.  The  Role  and  Function  of  the  Council.  Between  sessions  of  the  annual 
Convention,  the  Diocesan  Council  shall,  within  the  limitations  established 
herein,  perform  all  duties  specifically  committed  to  it  by  the  Convention  and 
function  as  and  for  the  Convention  in  conducting  the  affairs  of  the  Diocese.  In 
doing  so,  however,  the  Council  shall  not  contravene  the  provisions  of  the 
Constitution  and  Canons  of  this  Diocese  and  of  the  General  Convention,  nor  shall 
it  contravene  the  powers  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority.  Consistent  with  its  stated 
role  and  function,  the  Council  shall: 

(a)  Assist  the  Bishop  and  Bishop  Coadjutor,  if  there  be  one,  in  planning  and 
developing  the  work  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese. 

(b)  Assist  the  Bishop  and  Bishop  Coadjutor,  if  there  be  one,  in  administering 
the  work  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  through  whatever  departments,  divisions, 
commissions,  or  other  agencies  may  be  established  from  time  to  time  for  that 
purpose. 

(c)  Supervise,  coordinate,  and  review  the  work  of  all  departments,  agencies, 
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and  diocesan  officers  charged  with  holding  title  to  property;  be  responsible  for 
maintaining  such  property;  be  responsible  for  designating  qualifying  church 
buildings  as  "Historic  Churches";  be  responsible  for  holding  and  investing 
money  and  other  intangibles;  and  be  responsible  for  administering  the  provisions 
of  trusts  of  which  the  Diocese,  its  departments,  agencies,  or  congregations  are 
beneficiaries. 

(d)  Direct,  coordinate,  and  administer  the  financial  affairs  of  the  Diocese  not 
vested  by  canon  in  other  officers  or  agencies. 

(e)  Directly  or  through  agents  under  its  direction  and  control,  fix  all  compen- 
sation except  that  fixed  by  the  Convention. 

(f)  Supervise  and  coordinate  all  departments,  agencies,  and  diocesan  officers 
charged  with  record-keeping,  maintenance  of  archives,  and  preserving  and 
writing  the  history  of  the  Diocese,  its  departments,  agencies,  and  congregations. 

(g)  As  deemed  desirable,  adopt  by-laws,  rules,  and  regulations  for  its 
government  and  for  the  government  of  its  officials,  agents,  employees,  depart- 
ments, and  agencies. 

(h)  Make  and  preserve  a  full  record  of  its  acts  and  of  the  work  of  each  of  its 
departments  and  furnish  to  each  annual  Convention  a  full  report  of  all  its  actions 
and  all  moneys  expended  under  its  direction  during  the  preceding  year,  including 
a  report  from  each  department  of  the  Council  with  respect  to  the  work  done  by 
such  department. 

Section  3.  Officers  and  Staff  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  serve  as  presiding 
officer  of  the  Council;  in  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  or  any 
bishop  in  charge,  as  representing  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  shall,  in  the  order 
named,  serve  as  presiding  officer.  The  Secretary  of  the  Convention  shall,  by 
virtue  of  that  office,  serve  as  Secretary  of  the  Council.  Upon  nomination  of  the 
Bishop,  the  Council  shall  annually  employ  a  Diocesan  Business  Administrator 
who  may  be  the  same  person  as  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  and  such  principal 
administrative  staff  members  as  it  shall  deem  necessary.  Similarly,  upon 
recommendation  of  the  Bishop,  the  Council  shall  have  authority  to  terminate  any 
such  employment.  Vacancies  in  such  positions  shall  be  filled  in  the  same  manner 
as  initial  employment.  The  duties  and  compensation  of  persons  named  to  these 
positions  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Council.  In  addition  to  the  positions  named,  the 
Council  shall  also  have  authority  to  provide  for  the  employment,  compensation, 
and  termination  of  other  persons  named  to  staff  diocesan  offices,  departments, 
and  agencies  not  otherwise  provided  for  by  canon. 

Section  4.  Departments.  The  Diocesan  Council  shall  organize  from  its  member- 
ship, supplemented  as  herein  provided,  a  Department  of  Mission  and  Outreach, 
a  Department  of  Budgets,  a  Department  of  Finance  and  Business  Methods,  a 
Department  of  Property  Management,  a  Department  of  Records  and  History,  and 
such  other  departments  as  in  its  judgment  may  be  necessary;  and  it  shall  provide 
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the  manner  and  means  by  which  its  departments  shall  be  staffed  and  financed. 
From  the  Council  membership  the  Bishop  shall  appoint  a  presiding  officer  and 
members  of  each  department.  Subject  to  confirmation  by  the  Council,  the  Bishop 
may  appoint  additional  members  to  departments  of  the  Council.  Each  depart- 
ment shall  elect  a  secretary  who  shall  keep  a  record  of  its  proceedings  and  report 
them  in  writing  to  each  stated  meeting  of  the  Council.  The  Bishop  and  the  Bishop 
Coadjutor,  if  there  be  one,  shall  be  members  of  each  department.  Subject  to 
Council  review  and  approval: 

(a)  The  Department  of  Mission  and  Outreach  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
work  of  the  Council  with  respect  to  Church  expansion,  small  congregations, 
social  ministries,  college  chaplaincies,  hospital  chaplaincies,  the  deaf,  youth, 
evangelism,  stewardship,  communications,  and  education  and  training  of  the 
clergy  and  laity. 

(b)  The  Department  of  Budgets  shall  prepare  proposed  budgets  annually  for 
consideration  by  the  Council. 

(c)  The  Department  of  Finance  and  Business  Methods  shall  direct,  coordi- 
nate, and  administer  the  business  affairs  of  the  Diocese  not  vested  by  canon  in 
other  officers  and  agencies  and  not  otherwise  assigned  by  the  Council. 

(d)  The  Department  of  Records  and  History,  as  the  Council's  agency  charged 
with  the  responsibilities  outlined  in  Section  2(f)  above,  shall  supervise,  coordi- 
nate, and  review  the  work  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  (including 
publication  of  the  Journal  of  the  Convention),  and  of  the  Historiographer. 

(e)  The  Department  of  Property  Management,  as  the  Council's  agency 
charged  with  the  responsibilities  and  functions  specified  in  Section  2(c)  above, 
shall  supervise,  coordinate,  and  review  the  work  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese; 
and  it  shall,  through  the  establishment  of  subcommittees  or  by  other  means, 
perform  the  responsibilities  and  functions  specified  in  Section  2(c)  other  than  the 
canonical  responsibilities  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

(1)  Investments.  The  Diocesan  Council  shall  establish  within  its  Depart 
ment  of  Property  Management  a  subcommittee  to  be  known  as  the  Investment 
Committee,  which  shall  consist  of  three  enrolled  confirmed  adult  communicants 
in  good  standing  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  electedby  the  Council  initially 
for  a  term  of  three  years.  Any  vacancy  on  thelnvestment  Committee  shall  be 
filled  by  the  Diocesan  Council  for  theunexpired  term.  A  majority  of  thelnvest- 
ment Committee  shall  control  itsactions.  Properties  not  specified  in  Canon  10, 
Section  2,  belonging  to  the  Diocese  or  held  in  trust  for  its  benefit,  or  for  the  benefit 
of  any  of  its  parishes,  missions,  bishops,  or  other  clergy,  organizations,  or 
agencies,  shall  be  invested,  reinvested,  sold,  delivered,  assigned,  and  transferred 
and  otherwise  managed  and  controlled  by  the  Diocesan  Council  through  its 
Department  of  Property  Management  and  Investment  Committee.  The  Trustees 
of  the  Diocese  or  other  custodian  of  such  properties  not  specified  in  Canon  10, 
Section  2,  shall  take  such  action  in  respect  thereof  as  the  Diocesan  Council 
through  its  authorized  agency  shall  in  writing  direct. 
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Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Department  of  Property  Management,  on 
the  advice  of  its  Investment  Committee,  the  Diocesan  Council  is  authorized  to 
appoint  and  employ  (and  pay  reasonable  compensation  to)  such  attorneys, 
investment  counsel,  investment  managers,  and  other  agents  as  the  Investment 
Committee  may  deem  necessary  or  advisable  in  the  course  of  its  investment 
functions;  and  the  Council  may  delegate  to  an  investment  manager  recom- 
mended by  the  Department  of  Property  Management,  on  the  advice  of  its 
Investment  Committee,  as  much  of  the  Council's  duties  and  responsibilities 
hereunder  as  the  Council  deems  necessary  or  desirable,  subject  to  review, 
control,  and  general  supervision  by  the  Council  through  its  Department  of 
Property  Management  and  Investment  Committee. 

The  Investment  Committee  shall  maintain  a  record  of  its  investment 
activities.  Annually  it  shall,  through  the  Department  of  Property  Management, 
make  to  the  Diocesan  Council  a  full  report  thereof,  accompanied  by  (a)  a  certified 
inventory  of  all  invested  assets  under  its  control  and  (b)  a  statement  of  the  value 
of  each  trust  administered  by  the  Investment  Committee,  with  a  copy  of  the  report 
to  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  and  to  the  Convention  every  third  year  or  more 
often  if  instructed  to  do  so  by  the  Convention.  A  summary  report  of  significant 
actions  of  the  Investment  Committee  for  the  past  year,  showing  total  values  of 
invested  assets  for  the  past  two  years,  shall  be  submitted  annually  to  the 
Convention  and  shall  be  published  in  the  Journal  of  the  Convention. 

(2)  Allocation  of  Investment  Income.  The  Diocesan  Council  shall  have 
power  and  authority  to  prescribe  and  designate  the  purposes,  and  to  make 
allocations  and  apportionments  among  such  purposes,  for  which  any  investment 
income  not  otherwise  designated  for  specific  purposes  shall  be  expended. 

(3)  Historic  Churches.  A  permanent  Committee  on  Historic  Churches 
shall  be  established  within  the  Department  of  Property  Management  with  a 
membership  of  not  more  than  nine  persons  to  be  named  by  the  Bishop,  at  least 
one  of  whom  is  a  member  of  the  Department  and  the  remaining  members  to  be 
chosen  half  from  active  support  groups  for  Historic  Churches  and  half  from 
congregations  without  Historic  Churches. 

This  Committee,  for  the  Department  of  Property  Management,  shall  award  the 
"Historic  Church"  designation  for  qualified  church  buildings  after  establishing 
criteria  and  examining  each  potentially  qualified  church  for  such  designation. 
The  Committee,  in  developing  the  criteria  to  be  applied  in  determining  whether 
a  given  site  meets  the  "historic  designation"  shall  adopt  the  following  mini- 
mum standards: 

(a)  The  church  building  must  be  at  least  100  years  old. 

(b)  The  church  building  must  have  architectural  or  historic  significance. 

(c)  The  structure  must  be  physically  sound  or  restorable  with  funds 
available  for  that  purpose. 

(d)  There  must  be  an  active  congregation  able  and  willing  to  maintain 
the  structure  or,  in  the  alternative, 
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There  must  be  an  endowment  sufficient  to  maintain  and  (if  necessary)  restore  the 
building,  or 

There  must  be  an  organized  group-committee  or  other  body-from  the  commu- 
nity in  which  the  structure  is  located  or  elsewhere  that  is  able  and  willing  to 
maintain  and  (if  necessary)  restore  the  building. 

(e)  There  must  be  at  least  one  service  of  the  Church  regularly  scheduled 
in  the  building  in  each  calendar  year. 

This  Committee,  working  through  the  Department  of  Property  Management, 
shall  exercise  oversight  of  Historic  Churches  other  than  those  which  are  occupied 
and  used  by  parishes  and  missions  in  union  with  the  Convention.  The  Bishop  shall 
assign  a  member  of  the  clergy  who  resides  in  a  place  convenient  to  the  site  to 
have  general  clerical  oversight  of  each  Historic  Church  that  is  not  occupied  and 
used  by  a  congregation  in  union  with  the  Convention. 

Section  5.  Planning  Function.  The  Bishop  and  the  Diocesan  Council  shall  have 
responsibility  for  a  continuing  study  of  the  long-range  objectives  of  the  Church's 
work  in  the  Diocese,  with  particular  emphasis  on  strategy  and  methods  for 
Church  extension;  diocesan  programs  in  religious  education,  Christian  social 
relations,  and  evangelism;  diocesan  responsibility  for  the  support  of  education 
and  charitable  institutions;  the  means  for  more  adequate  financial  support  of  all 
diocesan  activities  including  capital  facilities;  and  any  new  programs  found 
necessary  for  the  advancement  of  the  Church's  work  in  the  Diocese.  As  part  of 
its  annual  report  to  the  Convention,  as  required  by  Section  2(h)  above,  the 
Diocesan  Council  shall  submit  a  report  setting  forth  its  evaluation  of  the  work  and 
program  of  the  Diocese,  the  objectives  toward  which  it  believes  the  Diocese  must 
work,  and  its  specific  recommendations  for  objectives  to  be  included  in  the 
program  and  the  budget  of  the  Diocese  of  the  fiscal  year  next  following  that  for 
which  a  budget  is  being  adopted.  The  Convention  may  by  resolution  express  its 
opinion  on  such  objectives  for  the  guidance  of  the  Diocesan  Council  in  preparing 
and  submitting  a  program  and  a  budget  for  the  Diocese  for  such  fiscal  year. 

Canon  16 

Business  Methods  in  Church  Affairs 

In  this  Diocese,  and  in  all  its  parishes,  missions,  and  institutions,  the  following 
standard  business  methods  shall  be  observed: 

(a)  Trust  and  permanent  funds,  and  all  securities  of  whatsoever  kind,  shall  be 
deposited  with  a  federal  or  state  bank,  or  savings  and  loan  association,  or  a 
diocesan  corporation,  or  with  some  other  agency  approved  in  writing  by  the 
Department  of  Finance  and  Business  Methods  of  the  Diocesan  Council,  under 
either  a  deed  of  trust,  or  an  agency  agreement,  providing  for  at  least  two 
signatures  on  any  order  of  withdrawal  of  such  funds  or  securities.  But  this 
paragraph  shall  not  apply  to  funds  and  securities  refused  by  the  depositories 
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named  as  being  too  small  for  acceptance.  Such  small  funds  and  securities,  and 
trust  and  permanent  funds  of  missions  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Trustees  of  the 
Diocese,  added  to  the  Common  Trust  Fund  and  invested  as  a  part  of  those  funds 
by  the  Investment  Committee  of  the  Diocesan  Council's  Department  of  Property 
Management.  Income  from  such  invested  funds  shall  be  paid  quarterly  to  the 
parish,  mission  or  organization  entitled  thereto. 

(b)  Records  shall  be  made  and  kept  of  all  trust  and  permanent  funds  showing, 
in  respect  to  each  trust  and  each  fund,  at  least  the  following: 

(1)  Source  and  date. 

(2)  Terms  governing  the  use  of  principal  and  income. 

(3)  To  whom  and  how  often  reports  of  condition  are  to  be  made. 

(4)  How  the  funds  are  invested. 

(c)  Treasurers  and  custodians  other  than  banking  institutions  shall  be  ade- 
quately bonded,  except  treasurers  of  funds  that  do  not  exceed  $500  at  any  one  time 
during  the  fiscal  year. 

(d)  Books  of  account  shall  be  so  kept  as  to  provide  the  basis  for  satisfactory 
accounting.  The  Department  of  Finance  and  Business  Methods  may  establish  a 
system  of  accounts. 

(e)  The  fiscal  year  begins  January  1st. 

(f)  All  accounts  shall  be  audited  annually  by  a  certified  or  independent  public 
accountant,  or  by  such  an  accounting  agency  as  shall  be  permitted  by  the 
Department  of  Finance  and  Business  Methods. 

(g)  The  expense,  it  there  be  any,  of  auditing  the  account  of  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Diocese  by  a  certified  public  accountant  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer  out 
of  the  Episcopal  Maintenance  Fund. 

(h)  All  buildings  and  their  contents  shall  be  kept  adequately  insured. 

(i)  The  Department  of  Finance  and  Business  Methods  may  require  copies  of 
any  or  all  accounts  described  in  this  section  to  be  filed  with  it,  and  shall  report 
annually  to  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  upon  its  administration  of  this  canon. 

(j)  Minutes  of  all  meetings  of  governing  bodies  shall  be  made  and  kept, 
showing  all  resolutions  which  have  been  officially  enacted. 

Canon  17 

The  Diocesan  Assessment  and  Quota 

Section  1.  The  Diocesan  Council  shall,  after  September  1  of  each  year,  prepare 
and  adopt  two  separate  tentative  budgets  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  (calendar)  year, 
including  therein  (a)  as  to  one  budget,  expenses  to  be  incurred  for  the  support  of 
the  Episcopate  and  the  current  expenses  of  the  Diocese;  and  (b)  as  to  the  other 
budget,  the  quota  apportioned  to  the  Diocese  by  the  Executive  Council,  proposed 
expenditures  for  work,  programs  or  projects  currently  being  administered  or 
supported  by  the  Diocesan  Council,  as  well  as  such  work,  programs  or  projects 
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as  it  may  have  undertaken  since  the  last  Convention  and  as  it  proposes  to 
undertake. 

In  preparing  such  budgets,  the  Diocesan  Council  shall  take  into  consideration 
its  recommendations  to  the  last  preceding  Convention  concerning  proposed  new 
programs  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year,  the  action  of  the  Convention  with  respect 
to  such  recommendations,  the  proposed  budgets  submitted  by  each  department 
and  agency  of  the  Diocese,  and  any  other  information  believed  pertinent. 

Subsequent  to  adopting  the  tentative  budgets,  the  Diocesan  Council  shall 
prepare  a  scale  of  assessments  to  be  laid  upon  the  parishes  and  missions  pursuant 
to  the  budget  which  provides  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  and  the  current 
expenses  of  the  Diocese,  and  shall  apportion  the  quotas  under  the  other  budget 
among  the  parishes  and  missions  of  the  Diocese  in  such  manner  as  shall  have  been 
directed  by  the  Convention  or  by  action  of  the  Council.  The  Council  shall,  not 
later  than  October  1,  send  notice  of  the  assessment  and  the  quota,  together  with 
a  copy  of  the  two  tentative  budgets,  to  the  rector,  vestry  and  treasurer  of  each 
parish,  and  to  the  vicar  and  the  officials  of  each  mission  in  the  Diocese. 

Section  2.  Every  parish  and  mission  shall  include  the  amount  of  the  assessment 
for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  and  current  expenses  of  the  Diocese  in  its  annual 
budget,  and  one  twelfth  of  each  such  assessment  shall  be  paid  to  the  diocesan 
Treasurer  monthly,  on  or  before  the  25th  day  of  the  month  for  which  it  is  payable. 
In  the  event  any  parish  or  mission  shall,  for  good  reason,  believe  that  it  cannot 
meet  its  assessment  or  that  the  amount  of  the  assessment  should  be  altered,  it  shall 
lodge  an  appeal  with  the  Diocesan  Council  on  or  before  December  31  of  the  year 
prior  to  which  the  assessment  shall  take  effect.  The  Diocesan  Council  shall 
provide  an  opportunity  for  such  appeals  to  be  heard  prior  to  the  meeting  of  the 
annual  Convention,  and  the  Diocesan  Council  shall  have  power  to  modify  the 
scale  of  assessments  on  the  basis  of  such  appeals. 

The  Diocesan  Council  shall  recommend  the  budget  for  the  support  of  the 
Episcopate  and  for  the  current  expenses  of  the  Diocese  to  the  annual  Convention, 
shall  report  the  assessments  made  on  the  parishes  and  missions  for  the  support 
of  such  budget,  and  shall  report  any  appeals  and  action  taken  thereon  to  the 
Convention.  The  Convention  shall  have  the  power  to  act  on  this  budget  and  to 
make  any  modification  in  the  expenditures  budgeted  or  the  assessments  imposed 
which,  in  its  discretion,  it  deems  wise. 

Section  3.  Every  parish  and  mission  in  the  Diocese  shall  report  to  the  Diocesan 
Council  not  later  than  December  31  of  each  year  the  action  it  proposes  to  take 
with  respect  to  the  quota  apportioned  to  it  for  the  support  of  all  diocesan  programs 
and  obligations  other  than  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  and  current  expenses  of 
the  Diocese,  and  one-twelfth  of  the  amount  accepted  shall  be  paid  to  the  diocesan 
Treasurer  monthly.  On  the  basis  of  such  acceptances  from  the  parishes  and 
missions,  the  Diocesan  Council  shall  recommend  a  final  budget  to  the  annual 
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Convention,  showing  the  expenditures  recommended  in  the  tentative  budget,  the 
quotas  apportioned  to  the  parishes  and  missions,  the  acceptances  from  each 
parish  and  mission,  and  the  expenditures  recommended  on  the  basis  of  such 
acceptances.  The  Convention  shall  have  the  power  to  act  on  this  budget  and  to 
make  any  modification  which,  in  its  discretion,  it  deems  wise. 

Section  4.  The  Diocesan  Council  shall  have  power  to  expend  all  moneys  provided 
in  each  budget  for  the  purposes  therein  specified,  to  expend  any  surplus  received 
in  any  years  over  and  above  diocesan  and  national  obligations,  and  to  amend  the 
budgets,  or  either  of  them,  when  in  its  judgment,  a  changed  situation  with  respect 
to  revenues  received  or  obligations  incurred  makes  a  change  necessary  or 
prudent. 

Canon  18 

Convocations 

Section  1.  The  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  shall  establish,  on 
recommendation  of  the  Bishop  and  Diocesan  Council,  at  least  two  convocations 
of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  and  the  Convention  shall  determine  the  number 
and  the  boundaries  of  the  convocations  in  response  to  recommendations  from  the 
Bishop  and  Diocesan  Council. 

In  determining  the  number  of  convocations  and  in  defining  their  boundaries, 
the  Bishop,  Council,  and  Convention  shall  consider  at  least 

(a)  the  furtherance,  welfare,  and  efficiency  of  diocesan  programs  and 
administration; 

(b)  the  communicant  strength  produced  in  each  convocation  under  each 
proposal  for  drawing  boundaries; 

(c)  the  geography  of  each  convocation  as  proposed,  including  the  convenience 
of  travel  among  the  congregations  in  the  territory;  and 

(d)  the  regional  or  community  ties  and  economic,  social,  and  other  similarities 
existing  within  each  proposed  convocational  area. 

Section  2.  Each  convocation  shall  elect  a  dean  from  among  the  resident  clergy, 
and  a  warden,  to  serve  with  and  assist  the  dean  from  among  resident  lay  enrolled 
confirmed  adult  communicants  in  good  standing,  each  to  serve  for  a  3 -year  term, 
and  each  to  be  eligible  for  re-election.  At  a  meeting  where  the  dean  and  warden 
are  to  be  elected,  the  presence  of  a  majority  in  each  order  shall  constitute  a 
quorum,  and  a  simple  majority  of  those  present  and  entitled  to  vote  shall  be 
necessary  to  an  election. 

The  deans  and  wardens  shall  serve  as  ex  officio  members  of  the  Department 
of  Mission  and  Outreach  of  the  Diocesan  Council. 
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Section  3.  Each  convocation  shall  meet  at  stated  times  for  at  least  the  following 
purposes: 

(a)  To  advance  the  missionary  work  of  the  Diocese; 

(b)  To  provide  education  and  training  for  both  clergy  and  laity; 

(c)  To  offer  opportunities  for  worship  and  devotion; 

(d)  To  participate  in  the  administration  of  diocesan  affairs  through  two  annual 
meetings  as  described  in  Section  4,  below. 

Section  4.  The  two  meetings  referred  to  in  Section  3(d),  above,  shall  be  composed 
of  (1)  those  members  of  the  clergy  resident  in  the  convocation  who  are  eligible 
to  vote  in  the  next  succeeding  annual  Convention  and  (2)  those  members  of  the 
laity  who  have  been  elected  to  represent  the  parishes  and  missions  of  the 
convocation  as  delegates  in  the  next  succeeding  annual  Convention. 

One  such  meeting  is  to  be  held  not  later  than  75  days  before  the  Convention 
is  to  convene  and  is  to  be  devoted  to  hearings  on  tentative  programs  and 
supporting  budgets  being  proposed  for  Convention  adoption. 

The  second  such  meeting  is  to  be  held  not  later  than  10  days  prior  to  the  date 
on  which  the  Convention  is  to  convene  and  is  to  be  devoted  to  (1)  review  and 
discussion  of  the  budgets  as  revised  for  Convention  adoption,  (2)  election  of  a 
dean  and  a  warden,  (3)  other  matters  of  business. 

Section  5.  All  members  of  the  clergy  resident  or  doing  duty  in  any  convocation 
shall  be  members  of  the  convocation,  and  each  parish  and  mission  in  the 
convocation  shall  be  invited  to  send  lay  delegates  to  every  meeting  of  the 
convocation.  The  number  and  nature  of  the  lay  delegates  to  be  sent,  and  the 
purpose  of  the  meeting,  shall  be  indicated  by  whomever  shall  have  called  the 
meeting-dean,  warden,  or  Bishop. 

Canon  19 
Missions 

[Amended  in  1991] 

Section  1.  Definition.  A  mission  is  a  congregation  of  adult  communicants  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America  that  has  been 
organized  under  the  Constitution  and  canons  of  this  Diocese,  but  which  is  not 
recognized  as  a  parish. 

Section  2.  Establishment  of  Missions.  Missions  may  be  established  outside  the 
neighborhood  of  existing  parishes  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  at  its  discre- 
tion. Pending  the  selection  of  a  vestry  under  the  provisions  of  Section  3  of  this 
canon,  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  shall  appoint  a  vestry.  With  the  approval  of 
the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  a  mission  so  established  shall  be  admitted  into  union 
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with  the  Convention  upon  application  of  the  mission  and  by  vote  of  the 
Convention. 

A  mission  in  the  form  of  a  special  ministry  may  be  established  by  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese,  acting  with  the  advice  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  for  such  period  of  time  and  in  such  places  as  may  be  designated  by 
that  authority. 

Missions  may  also  be  established  within  the  neighborhood  of  an  already 
existing  parish  by  the  rector  of  the  parish  with  the  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority.  Missions  so  established  shall  be  accounted  an  integral  part  of  the 
parish  to  which  they  belong  until  such  time  as  they  may  be  received  by  the  annual 
Convention  as  missions  in  union  with  the  Convention.  And  every  mission  so 
established  shall,  within  five  years  of  its  establishment,  make  application  to  the 
Convention  of  the  Diocese  to  be  received  as  a  mission  in  union  with  the 
Convention. 

In  cases  where  a  parish  is  supporting  a  mission  within  the  parish,  the  Diocesan 
Council,  in  determining  the  missionary  quota  of  that  parish,  shall  give  due  regard 
to  the  expense  borne  by  the  parish  in  support  of  the  mission. 

Section  3.  Mission  Vestry  and  Officers. 

(a)  Annual  Meeting.  Upon  the  first  Monday  in  Advent,  unless  some  other 
appropriate  date  has  been  designated  by  the  vestry,  an  annual  meeting  of  the 
members  qualified  to  vote  in  the  mission  shall  be  held. 

(b)  Other  Mission  Meetings.  Upon  the  call  of  the  Vicar  or  a  majority  of  the 
vestry,  a  meeting  of  the  members  qualified  to  vote  in  the  Mission  may  be  held 
at  any  time,  provided  that  notice  of  at  least  one  week  has  been  given. 

(c)  Persons  Qualified  to  Vote  in  Mission  Meetings.  Members  of  the  Mission 
who  are  enrolled  confirmed  adult  communicants  in  good  standing  of  this  church 
may  vote  when  present  at  any  meeting  of  that  Mission,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Article  IX,  Section  3  of  the  Constitution  of  this  Diocese. 

(d)  Voting.  Motions,  resolutions,  elections,  and  all  other  matters  presented  to 
a  mission  meeting  for  vote  shall  be  decided  by  a  majority  of  the  qualified 
members  present  and  voting. 

(e)  Vestry.  There  shall  be  elected  at  each  annual  meeting  from  among  its 
enrolled  confirmed  adult  communicants  in  good  standing,  a  vestry  of  not  fewer 
than  three  nor  more  than  nine  persons,  who  shall  hold  office  until  the  next  annual 
meeting  or  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified. 

(f)  Filling  Vestry  Vacancies. 

(1)  In  case  of  a  vacancy  on  a  vestry  by  reason  of  death,  resignation  or  other 
cause,  the  remaining  members  of  the  vestry  may  fill  the  vacancy  from  among 
those  eligible  to  serve  under  the  provisions  of  this  Canon. 

(2)  A  person  elected  to  fill  a  vacancy  shall  hold  office  until  the  expiration 
of  the  term  of  the  person  whose  office  is  to  be  filled. 

(g)  Rotating  System.  Upon  majority  vote  at  its  annual  meeting,  a  congregation

may  adopt  a  rotating  system  for  its  vestry  if  the  number  to  be  elected  is  either  six 
or  nine  persons  by  electing  one-third  in  number  to  serve  one  year,  one-third  in 
number  to  serve  two  years,  and  one-third  in  number  to  serve  three  years. 
Thereafter  such  a  congregation  shall  annually  elect  from  its  qualified  members 
who  have  not  served  on  the  vestry  during  the  past  year  one-third  of  the  members 
of  its  vestry  whose  terms  of  office  shall  be  for  three  years. 

(h)  Officers.  A  senior  and  a  junior  warden  shall  be  elected  annually  by  the 
vestry  from  among  its  members.  The  senior  warden  shall  be  elected  on  the 
Vicar's  nomination.  If  there  be  no  Vicar  the  election  of  the  senior  warden  shall 
proceed  as  in  the  case  of  the  other  vestry  officers.  The  vestry  shall  also  elect  a 
clerk  and  a  treasurer  who  need  not  be  members  of  the  vestry  and  whose  terms  of 
office  shall  be  for  one  year  or  until  their  successors  are  elected. 

(i)  Report  to  the  Diocesan  Council. 
The  names  and  mailing  addresses  of  the  foregoing  officers  of  the  Mission  vestry 
shall  be  reported  promptly  to  the  Diocesan  Council.  If  a  Mission  fails  to  elect 
a  vestry  and  officers,  the  Bishop  may  appoint  such  vestry  members  and  officers. 

(j)  Vestry  Meetings.  All  the  provisions  of  Canon  22,  Section  5  relating  to 
vestry  meetings  of  parishes  shall  apply  equally  to  vestry  meetings  of  missions. 

Section  4.  Admission  to  Union  with  Convention.  In  order  to  be  admitted  into 
union  with  the  Convention,  a  mission  congregation  comprising  20  or  more  adult 
communicants  shall: 

First.  Obtain  the  written  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority. 

Second.  If  within  the  neighborhood  of  any  already  existing  parishes  or 
missions  in  union  with  the  Convention,  obtain  and  present  to  the  Convention 
written  statements  from  the  rectors  of  such  parishes  or  vicars  of  such  missions  that 
they  have  been  consulted  with  regard  to  the  wisdom  of  the  establishment  of  the 
new  congregation. 

Third.  Assume  a  name  with  the  consent  of  the  Bishop  and  elect  a  vestry. 

Fourth.  Subscribe  and  present  to  the  Diocesan  Commission  on  Admission  of 
Congregations,  at  least  30  days  before  the  meeting  of  the  Convention,  a 
certificate  in  the  following  words,  viz: 

"We,  the  undersigned,  being  adult  communicants,  desirous  to  form  ourselves 
into  a  mission  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina,  do  certify  that 

(a)  We  consent  to  be  governed  by  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church, 
as  set  forth  in  the  General  Convention,  and  in  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the 
Church  in  this  Diocese; 

(b)  We  have  assumed  the  name  of ;  and 

(c)  We  have  elected  the  following  persons  as  members  of  the  Vestry: 


(d)  We  have  the  ability  and  it  is  our  purpose  to  provide  a  suitable  place  of 
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worship  and  to  bear  our  proportion  of  the  Episcopal  Maintenance  and  Church's 
Program  Budgets;  and 

(e)  With  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  it  is  our 
purpose  to  provide  and,  if  within  the  financial  ability  of  our  congregation,  pay 
for  regular  priestly  ministrations. 

In  witness  whereof,  we  have  hereunto  subscribed  our  names;  this  day 

of ,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord ." 

For  the  purpose  of  recording  said  subscriptions,  as  also  for  the  purpose  of 
receiving  the  subscriptions  of  subsequent  voters,  provided  for  by  Article  IX, 
Section  3,  of  the  Constitution,  a  book  shall  be  kept  by  the  vestry  of  each  mission, 
and  shall  be  available  at  elections  for  vestry  members. 

Section  5.  Report  of  Mission  Officers.  Upon  the  establishment  of  a  mission,  the 
Bishop  shall  promptly  file  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  a  copy  in  writing 
of  the  appointment  of  the  member  of  the  clergy  designated  as  the  vicar,  as  well 
as  the  officers  appointed  for  the  mission,  together  with  their  respective  post  office 
addresses. 

Section  6.  Maintaining  Status.  In  order  to  maintain  its  status  as  a  mission  in 
union  with  the  Convention,  a  congregation 

(a)  must  at  all  times  meet  the  minimum  of  standard  business  methods 
prescribed  by  Canon  16,  and  submit  to  the  Department  of  Finance  and  Business 
Methods  of  the  Diocesan  Council,  on  or  before  September  1  each  year,  a  certified 
copy  of  its  annual  audit  for  the  preceding  fiscal  year  as  prescribed  by  Canon  16(f); 

(b)  must  not  fail  in  any  single  year  to  file  with  the  Bishop  or  with  the  Secretary 
of  the  Convention,  if  the  Secretary  has  been  designated  as  the  Bishop's  agent  for 
that  purpose,  a  complete  and  correct  parochial  report  as  prescribed  in  Canon  30; 
and 

(c)  must  not  fail  for  two  consecutive  years  to  be  represented  at  the  Diocesan 
Convention; 

(d)  must,  beginning  three  years  following  the  adoption  of  this  canon,  be  able 
to  demonstrate  that  it  has  maintained  an  average  of  at  least  20  adult  communicant 
members  during  the  preceding  three  years,  or  during  the  term  of  its  union  with 
the  Convention  if  less  than  three  years;  provided  that  the  provisions  of  this  (d) 
shall  not  apply  to  missions  in  union  with  the  Convention  prior  to  February  1, 
1987; 

(e)  must  be  subject  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Episcopal  Church, 
and  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina; 

(f)  must,  within  its  financial  ability,  pay  for  regular  priestly  ministrations, 
including  at  least  two  celebrations  of  the  Holy  Eucharist  each  calendar  month; 

(g)  must,  under  the  provisions  of  Canon  17,  Section  3,  have  reported  to  the 
Diocesan  Council  by  December  31  what  steps  it  has  taken  and  expects  to  take  in 
order  to  accept  and  pay  its  full  Church's  Program  quota,  and,  if  accepting  less  than 
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its  full  quota,  to  explain  why  it  is  unable  to  carry  out  the  intention  it  certified  when 
admitted  to  union  with  the  Convention; 

(h)  must  maintain  a  suitable  place  of  worship. 

Canon  20 

Reports  of  Mission  Churches 

Section  1.  The  ministers  and  officers  of  all  missions  and  of  all  parishes  supported 
wholly  or  in  part  by  appropriations  of  missionary  funds,  whether  diocesan  or 
general,  shall  make  reports  to  the  Diocesan  Council  as  to  their  work. 

Section  2.  The  treasurer  of  each  mission  and  of  each  parish  whose  ministers 
receive  a  missionary  stipend  shall  report  to  the  Diocesan  Council  by  the  15th  day 
of  December  each  year,  the  amounts  subscribed  or  pledged  by  the  members  of 
such  mission  or  parish  toward  the  salary  of  the  minister  thereof,  the  Episcopal 
Maintenance  Fund,  and  the  Diocesan  Church's  Program  Fund  for  the  next 
calendar  year.  When  the  amounts  so  pledged  or  subscribed  by  any  congregation 
appear  inadequate,  or  when  the  treasurer  thereof  has  failed  to  report,  the  presiding 
officer  of  the  committee  charged  with  the  responsibility  for  missions,  either  in 
person  or  by  deputy,  may  canvass  the  members  of  such  congregation  for  pledges 
or  subscriptions. 


Canon  21 

Organization  of  Parishes 

[Amended  in  1993] 

Section  1.  In  order  to  organize  a  new  parish  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  the 
proposed  congregation,  comprising  100  or  more  enrolled  confirmed  adult 
communicants  in  good  standing  at  the  time  of  its  application  for  admission  into 
union  with  the  Convention  shall: 

First.  Obtain  the  written  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority. 

Second.  If  within  the  neighborhood  of  any  existing  parishes  or  missions, 
obtain  written  statements  from  the  rectors  or  vicars  thereof  that  they  have  been 
consulted  as  to  the  wisdom  of  the  establishment  of  the  new  congregation. 

Third.  Assume  a  name  and  elect  a  vestry. 

Fourth.  Subscribe  and  present  to  the  Diocesan  Commission  on  Admission  of 
Congregations,  at  least  30  days  before  the  meeting  of  the  Convention,  a 
certificate  in  the  following  words,  viz: 

"We,  the  undersigned,  enrolled  confirmed  adult  communicants  in  good 
standing,  desirous  to  form  ourselves  into  a  parish  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  do  certify  that  we  consent  to  be 
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governed  by  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church,  as  set  forth  in  the  General 
Convention,  and  in  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese; 

that  we  have  assumed  the  name  of ,  and  have  elected 

the  following  persons  to  serve  as  a  vestry: ;    that  we  have 

the  ability  and  that  it  is  our  purpose  either  to  employ  and  support  a  full-time  priest 
at  a  salary  in  an  amount  not  less  than  that  adopted  for  mission  clergy  by  the 
Diocesan  Council  from  time  to  time,  together  with  such  other  emoluments 
pertaining  to  the  office  of  rector  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  minimum  salary 
schedule,  or,  with  the  permission  of  the  Bishop,  to  employ  a  resident  priest  on 
a  part-time  basis.  It  is  also  our  purpose  to  provide  and  maintain  a  suitable  place 
of  worship  and  to  pay  our  proportion  of  the  Episcopal  Maintenance  and  Church's 
Program  Budgets.  In  witness  whereof,  we  have  hereunto  subscribed  our  names, 

this day  of ,  in  the  year  of 

our  Lord " 

For  the  purpose  of  recording  said  subscriptions,  as  also  for  the  purpose  of 
receiving  the  subscriptions  of  subsequent  voters,  provided  for  by  Article  IX,  Sec. 
3,  or  the  Constitution,  a  book  shall  be  kept  by  the  vestry  of  each  parish,  and  shall 
be  available  at  elections  for  members  of  the  vestry.  For  the  purposes  of  this  canon 
the  expression  "full-time"  shall  mean  being  on  call  at  all  times  at  least  five  days 
(including  Sunday)  a  week. 

Section  2.  A  Multi-Congregation  Parish.  Whenever  more  than  one  and  not  more 
than  three  contiguous  congregations  shall  organize  themselves  into  a  parish  and 
shall  have  been  admitted  to  union  with  the  Convention,  it  shall  have  only  one 
vestry,  elected  according  to  by-laws  assuring  proper  representation  for  its 
component  congregations;  a  single  parish  budget  which  shall  include  at  least  the 
minimum  compensation  of  its  rector;  and  a  single  set  of  lay  representatives  in 
Diocesan  Convention.  Under  its  by-laws  the  parish  is  authorized  to  establish 
whatever  local  advisory  bodies  it  considers  desirable. 

Section  3.  Organization  of  a  Mission.  Any  parish  which  may  wish  to  locate  or 
establish  a  mission  in  the  neighborhood  of  another  parish  or  mission,  or  any  parish 
or  mission  which  shall  deem  its  rights  encroached  upon,  or  its  prosperity  or 
usefulness  endangered  by  the  proposed  location  in  its  neighborhood  of  a  parish 
or  mission  by  whatever  authority,  may  ask  for  a  determination  of  the  matter  under 
the  good  offices  of  the  Bishop.  In  such  case  the  Bishop  shall  call  for,  and  appoint 
the  time  and  place  of,  a  conference  of  the  rectors,  vicars,  and  vestries  of  the 
parishes  and  missions  in  interest.  But  if  such  conference  with  the  advice  of  the 
Bishop  shall  not  result  in  an  amicable  adjustment  of  the  differences  between  the 
parties  thereto,  the  Bishop  or  either  of  the  parties  in  interest  may  lay  the  matter 
at  issue  before  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese.  After  careful  investiga- 
tion and  consideration,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  render  its  decision,  which 
shall  be  final. 
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Section  4.  To  maintain  its  status  as  a  parish,  the  parish  must  meet  the  following 
standards: 

(a)  It  must  have  an  average  of  at  least  100  enrolled  confirmed  adult 
communicants  in  good  standing  for  the  three  years  preceding  the  date  of 
ascertaining  whether  this  standard  has  been  met,  or  the  term  of  its  existence  if  less 
than  three  years. 

(b)  It  must  maintain  and  control  a  suitable  place  of  worship. 

(c)  It  must  bear  its  proportionate  share  of  the  expenses  of  the  Diocese  and  the 
Church  according  to  the  canons. 

(d)  It  must  employ  and  support  as  rector  a  full-time  resident  priest,  or,  with 
the  permission  of  the  Bishop,  a  resident  priest  on  a  part-time  basis.  The  full-time 
rector  and  any  full-time  assistants  shall  be  paid  a  salary  for  each  in  an  amount  not 
less  than  the  minimum  salary  adopted  for  mission  clergy  by  the  Diocesan  Council 
from  time  to  time,  together  with  such  other  emoluments  pertaining  to  the  office 
of  rector  or  assistant  to  the  rector  as  may  be  prescribed  under  said  minimum  salary 
schedule;  provided  that  in  the  case  of  a  vacancy  in  a  parish  the  Bishop  may  deem 
it  expedient  and  proper  to  maintain  divine  services  in  the  parish  under  the 
provisions  of  Canon  26,  Section  1,  and  may  procure  the  part-time  services  of  a 
minister  for  the  parish  until  a  rector  can  be  obtained.  The  parish  shall  pay  to  the 
part-time  minister  such  compensation  for  the  temporary  services  as  may  be 
approved  by  the  Bishop. 

(e)  It  must  not  fail  for  two  consecutive  years  to  be  represented  at  the  annual 
Convention  of  the  Diocese. 

(f)  It  must  be  subject  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  and  of  the  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina. 

(g)  It  must  not  fail  in  any  single  year  to  file  with  the  Bishop  or  with  the 
Secretary  of  the  Convention,  if  the  Secretary  be  designated  as  the  Bishop's  agent 
for  such  purpose,  a  complete  and  correct  parochial  report  as  prescribed  and 
required  by  the  provisions  of  Canon  30. 

(h)  It  must  at  all  times  meet  the  minimum  standard  of  business  methods 
prescribed  by  Canon  16,  and  submit  to  the  Department  of  Finance  and  Business 
Methods  of  the  Diocesan  Council,  on  or  before  September  1,  each  year,  a  certified 
copy  of  its  annual  audit  for  the  preceding  fiscal  year  prepared  as  prescribed  by 
Canon  16(f). 

(i)  It  must,  under  the  provisions  of  Canon  17,  Section  3,  have  reported  to  the 
Diocesan  Council  by  December  31  what  steps  it  has  taken  and  expects  to  take  in 
order  to  accept  and  pay  its  full  Church's  Program  quota,  and,  if  accepting  less  than 
its  full  quota,  to  explain  why  it  is  unable  to  carry  out  the  intention  it  certified  when 
admitted  to  union  with  the  Convention. 

(j)  It  must  comply  with  any  decision  of  the  Bishop  rendered  under  Canon  42. 
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Canon  22 
Meetings,  Vestries  and  Wardens  of  Parishes 

[Amended  in  1991] 

Section  1.  Parish  Meetings. 

(a)  Annual  Meeting.  An  annual  meeting  of  the  members  qualified  to  vote  in 
a  parish  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Monday  in  Advent  unless  the  vestry  of  the  parish 
designates  some  other  date  for  the  required  annual  meeting. 

(b)  Other  Parish  Meetings.  Upon  the  call  of  the  vestry,  a  meeting  of  the 
members  qualified  to  vote  in  a  parish  may  be  held  at  any  time,  provided  that  notice 
of  at  least  one  week  has  been  given. 

(c)  Persons  Qualified  to  Vote  in  Parish  Meetings.  An  enrolled  confirmed 
adult  communicant  in  good  standing  in  this  Church  may  vote  when  present  at  any 
meeting  of  that  parish,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Article  IX,  Section 
3  of  the  Constitution  of  this  Diocese. 

(d)  By-Laws.  For  the  orderly  conduct  of  parish  meetings,  for  the  adoption  of 
a  rotating  vestry  system  as  authorized  by  Section  2  of  this  canon,  and  for  the 
election  of  members  of  the  vestry,  by-laws  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution 
and  Canons  of  the  Diocese  may  be  adopted  by  any  parish  meeting. 

(e)  Voting.  Motions,  resolutions,  elections,  and  all  other  matters  presented  to 
a  parish  meeting  for  vote  shall  be  decided  by  a  majority  of  the  qualified  members 
present  and  voting. 

Section  2.  Vestries. 

(a)  Size  and  Composition.  A  vestry  shall  be  composed  of  not  fewer  than  three 
nor  more  than  15  members  of  the  parish  who  are  enrolled  confirmed  adult 
communicants  in  good  standing  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 

(b)  Vestry  Plan  One.  At  each  annual  parish  meeting  a  vestry  shall  be  elected 
who  shall  hold  office  until  the  next  annual  parish  meeting  or  until  their  successors 
are  duly  elected. 

(c)  Vestry  Plan  Two.  As  an  alternative  to  Vestry  Plan  One,  a  parish  may  adopt 
a  rotating  vestry  system.  At  the  first  election  following  the  adoption  of  a  rotating 
system,  which  shall  be  held  at  the  annual  parish  meeting,  one-third  of  the 
members  of  the  vestry  are  elected  to  serve  for  one  year,  one-third  for  two  years, 
and  one-third  for  three  years.  Thereafter,  at  the  annual  parish  meeting,  one-third 
of  the  vestry  shall  be  elected  from  among  those  who  have  not  served  on  the  vestry 
during  the  past  year,  except  that  those  appointed  during  the  past  year  to  fill 
unexpired  terms  of  one  year  or  less  may,  under  provisions  of  parish  by-laws,  be 
made  eligible  for  election  to  a  full  term,  and  the  terms  of  those  so  elected  shall 
be  for  three  years.  A  parish  may  include  in  its  rotating  system  a  provision  that  no 
retiring  member  of  the  vestry  shall  be  eligible  for  re-election  until  a  specified 
period  of  time,  not  to  exceed  five  years,  has  elapsed  following  the  expiration  of 
that  person's  term  on  the  vestry. 
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(d)  Vestry  Plan  Three.  As  an  alternate  to  Vestry  Plans  One  and  Two,  a  parish 
may  adopt  a  two-year  rotating  system,  as  follows:  At  the  first  election  after  such 
a  system  is  adopted,  one-half  of  the  members  of  the  vestry  shall  be  elected  for 
one  year  and  one-half  for  two  years.  Thereafter,  at  the  annual  meeting,  one-half 
of  the  vestry  shall  be  elected  from  among  those  who  have  not  served  on  the  vestry 
during  the  past  year,  and  the  terms  of  those  so  elected  shall  be  for  two  years. 
Persons  appointed  during  the  past  year  to  fill  unexpired  terms  of  one  year  or  less 
under  provisions  of  parish  by-laws,  may  be  made  eligible  for  election  for  a  full 
term,  and  the  terms  of  those  so  elected  shall  be  for  two  years.  Should  a  parish 
vote  to  change  the  Vestry  Plan  Two  to  Vestry  Plan  Three,  the  change  shall  be 
effected  by  electing  for  two-year  terms  those  who  are  to  take  the  place  of  persons 
whose  terms  of  office  had  been  three  years.  A  parish  may  include  in  its  rotating 
vestry  system  a  provision  that  no  retiring  member  of  the  vestry  shall  be  eligible 
for  re-election  until  a  specified  period  of  time,  not  to  exceed  five  years,  has 
elapsed  following  the  expiration  of  that  person's  term  on  the  vestry. 

(e)  Filling  Vestry  Vacancies. 

(1)  In  case  of  a  vacancy  on  a  vestry  by  reason  of  death,  resignation,  or  other 
cause,  the  remaining  members  of  the  vestry  may  fill  the  vacancy  from  among 
those  eligible  to  serve  under  the  provisions  of  this  canon. 

(2)  A  person  elected  to  fill  a  vacancy  on  a  vestry  shall  hold  office  until  the 
expiration  of  the  term  of  the  person  whose  office  is  to  be  filled. 

(f)  By-Laws,  For  the  orderly  conduct  of  its  meetings  and  other  business,  a 
vestry  may  adopt  by-laws  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of 
the  Diocese.  A  copy  of  the  by-laws  and  each  amendment  thereto  adopted  by  each 
parish,  certified  by  the  secretary,  shall  be  filed  within  30  days  thereafter  with  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese  for  approval.  The  Ecclesiastical  Author- 
ity may,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee,  disapprove  any 
by-law  which  is  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  or  Canons  of  the  Diocese  or 
of  the  General  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 

(g)  Nomination  and  Election  Procedures. 

(1)  Nominations  of  persons  to  be  elected  to  a  vestry  may  be  received  at  an 
annual  parish  meeting  in  accordance  with  by-laws  adopted  by  the  parish.  By- 
laws governing  the  nomination  of  persons  for  election  to  the  vestry  may  provide 
for  taking  preferential  ballots  prior  to  the  time  of  the  annual  parish  meeting,  but 
if  this  is  done,  the  by-laws  shall  provide  that  the  number  of  nominees  presented 
for  election  at  the  annual  parish  meeting  shall  be  at  least  twice  the  number  of 
positions  to  be  filled  on  the  vestry  at  that  meeting. 

(2)  A  majority  of  those  present  and  voting  in  an  annual  parish  meeting  shall 
be  necessary  to  elect  a  member  of  the  vestry.  Nominees  receiving  a  majority  shall 
be  declared  elected.  If  additional  ballots  are  required,  the  nominees  to  be  voted 
on  shall  be  limited  to  twice  the  number  of  positions  remaining  to  be  filled  and, 
within  that  number,  shall  be  those  not  elected  on  the  previous  ballot  who  received 
the  highest  number  of  votes.   However,  should  there  be  a  tie  vote  for  the  last 
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position  on  any  subsequent  ballot,  the  number  of  nominees  to  be  placed  on  that 
ballot  shall  be  increased  to  include  the  two  or  more  nominees  whose  votes  were 
tied. 

(3)  Nominations  and  elections  for  members  of  the  vestry  may  be  by  paper 
ballot  or  by  voice  vote  in  accordance  with  the  by-laws  adopted  by  a  parish 
meeting  as  provided  in  Section  1  of  this  canon. 

Section  3.  Wardens. 

(a)  Election.  Each  vestry  shall  annually  elect  from  among  its  own  number  a 
Senior  and  a  Junior  Warden.  The  vestry  shall  elect  the  Senior  Warden  upon 
nomination  by  the  rector  unless  there  is  no  rector,  in  which  case  the  election  shall 
proceed  without  the  rector's  nomination.  If  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  office  of 
Senior  Warden  or  Junior  Warden,  a  successor  shall  be  nominated  and  elected  in 
the  same  manner. 

(b)  Duties.  In  the  absence  of  the  rector,  the  wardens  shall  preside  in  all 
meetings  of  the  vestry  or  congregation,  in  order  of  their  official  seniority.  As 
representatives  of  the  vestry,  they  shall  (subject  to  the  vestry's  directions  and 
consistent  with  the  rights  of  the  rector)  have  charge  of  the  church  building  and 
they  shall  see  that  it  is  kept  from  all  uses  inconsistent  with  the  doctrine  or 
discipline  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  and,  so  far  as  possible,  in  good 
repair,  as  becomes  the  house  of  God.  The  wardens  shall  see  that  the  church  is 
prepared  for  public  worship  and  that  order  is  preserved  during  that  worship;  that 
suitable  books  are  provided  for  the  services,  vestments  for  the  clergy,  and,  when 
necessary,  the  elements  for  the  Holy  Communion. 

Section  4.  Treasurer.  In  the  absence  of  any  other  appointment,  the  Junior 
Warden  shall  act  as  treasurer  of  the  parish. 

Section  5.  Vestry  Meetings  in  Certain  Cases. 

(a)  Should  the  rector  refuse  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  vestry  and,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  wardens  or  a  majority  of  the  vestry,  such  a  meeting  would  be  of  importance, 
the  wardens  or  any  three  members  of  the  vestry  may  call  a  vestry  meeting.  In  such 
a  case,  however,  the  rector  shall  be  notified  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  called 
meeting  of  the  Vestry. 

(b)  Except  by  unanimous  consent,  all  vestry  members  shall  receive  at  least 
three  days  advance  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  each  vestry  meeting  other  than 
regular  meetings  that  have  been  scheduled  by  the  vestry  at  the  beginning  of  each 
year. 

(c)  At  each  vestry  meeting,  the  presence  of  a  majority  of  the  membership  shall 
be  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum.  Motions,  resolutions,  elections  and  all  other 
matters  presented  to  the  vestry  for  vote  shall  be  decided  by  a  majority  of  the 
members  present  at  a  meeting  at  which  a  quorum  is  present. 

(d)  Accurate  minutes  of  each  vestry  meeting  shall  be  kept,  signed  by  the 
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secretary  or  clerk,  presented  at  the  next  meeting  for  approval,  revised  if 
necessary,  thereafter  approved,  and  preserved  with  the  records  of  the  parish. 

Canon  23 

Legal  Powers  of  a  Parish  Vestry 

Section  1.  The  vestry  of  a  parish  shall  be  the  trustees,  shall  have  charge  of  all 
the  secular  concerns  thereof,  shall  hold  the  property  belonging  thereto,  and  shall 
be  authorized  to  collect,  invest  and  disburse  its  funds. 

Section  2.  Before  the  vestry  of  any  parish  shall  be  authorized  to  sell,  mortgage, 
or  otherwise  convey  or  encumber  any  real  property  held  by  it,  it  shall  obtain  the 
written  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  acting  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese.  Upon  obtaining  this  consent, 
the  vestry  may,  by  appropriate  resolution,  authorize  the  wardens  of  the  parish  to 
execute  such  instruments  as  may  be  necessary  or  convenient  for  the  purpose,  and 
instruments  so  executed  shall  have  the  same  force  and  effect  as  if  executed 
individually  by  the  members  of  the  vestry.  In  such  instruments,  a  recital  by  the 
wardens  of  their  authority  to  act  on  behalf  of  the  vestry,  and  of  the  fact  that  the 
written  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  acting  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  has  been  obtained,  shall  be 
prima  facie  true,  and  in  the  absence  of  notice  or  knowledge  to  the  contrary,  may 
be  relied  upon  by  the  grantee  or  grantees  in  such  instruments. 

Canon  24 

Junior  or  Associate  Vestry 

Section  1.  The  Congregation  of  each  parish  and  mission  in  the  Diocese  shall  have 
the  authority  at  any  regular  annual  meeting,  notice  of  which  shall  include  a  copy 
of  such  proposed  action,  to  create  and  elect  a  junior  or  associate  vestry,  composed 
of  no  more  than  six  enrolled  confirmed  adult  communicants  in  good  standing,  and 
prescribing  the  number,  term  of  office,  and  defining  the  scope  of  authority 
delegated  to  such  junior  or  associate  vestry.  If  a  junior  or  associate  vestry  is 
established,  all  matters  which  have  been  or  may  be  placed  specifically  within  the 
power  and  authority  of  the  regular  vestry  of  parishes  and  missions  by  the 
Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  General  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States  or  by  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Diocese  of 
North  Carolina,  shall  remain  in  the  sole  and  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  the  vestry. 

Section  2.  Any  regular  vestry  of  a  parish  or  mission  may,  in  its  discretion,  invite 
the  junior  or  associate  vestry  to  meet  jointly  with  it,  participate  in  discussion  of 
all  matters  and  vote  on  all  matters  coming  before  the  vestry,  except  matters  of 
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contract,  real  property,  trusts  committed  to  the  vestry,  or  other  matters  concerning 
which  minors  are  not  authorized  to  act  under  the  laws  of  North  Carolina. 

Section  3.  The  congregation  at  any  annual  meeting  shall  have  the  authority  to 
change,  modify,  amend  or  rescind  any  action  theretofore  authorized  under  the 
provisions  of  this  canon. 

Canon  25 
Status  of  Parishes  and  Missions 

[Amended  in  1993] 
Section  1. 

(a)  By  December  15  of  each  year,  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee  shall 
have  made  an  annual  survey  of  the  parishes  and  missions  of  the  Diocese.  If,  after 
any  survey,  they  shall  find  that  a  parish  does  not  meet  the  standards  set  in  Canon 
21,  Section  4,  they  shall  notify  the  parish  that  unless,  within  one  year  from  said 
notice,  it  meets  the  aforesaid  standards,  the  Bishop,  with  the  advice  of  the 
Standing  Committee,  will  change  its  status  to  that  of  mission.  Such  a  change  will 
go  into  effect  at  the  end  of  the  following  December  if  all  such  standards  are  not 
met. 

(b)  If,  after  any  survey,  the  Bishop  and  the  Standing  Committee  shall  find  that 
a  mission  does  not  meet  the  standards  set  in  Canons  16,  19,  and  20,  they  shall 
notify  the  mission  that  unless  the  mission  meets  the  aforesaid  standards  within 
one  year  from  said  notice,  the  Bishop,  with  the  advice  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
will  request  the  Convention  next  following  the  end  of  that  year  to  dissolve  the 
mission's  union  with  the  Convention. 

(c)  Should  any  parish  fail  to  meet  the  numerical  membership  requirements  set 
forth  in  Canon  21,  Section  4(a),  it  may  yet  maintain  parish  status  if  it  demonstrates 
to  the  Bishop  and  the  Standing  Committee  that 

(1)  It  has  the  financial  and  other  resources  to  meet  and  is  meeting  the 
requirements  in  Canon  21,  Sections  4(b-j); 

(2)  It,  in  fact,  accepts  and  pays  its  full  Church's  Program  quota; 

(3)  It  maintains  the  normal  church  programs,  particularly  outreach  and 
Christian  Education  programs,  appropriate  to  the  character  and  needs  of  its 
membership. 

(d)  Any  parish  or  mission  affected  by  this  canon  is  entitled,  upon  its  request, 
to  a  hearing  before  the  Standing  Committee  within  the  year's  time  granted  in  this 
canon. 

Section  2.  If  a  parish  is  dissolved  or  if  its  status  is  changed  from  parish  to  mission, 
the  property  belonging  to  it  shall  vest  in  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  in  trust  for 
the  interests  of  the  Church  in  the  late  parish,  and  shall,  upon  the  bona  fide 
reorganization  and  admission  into  union  with  the  Convention  as  a  parish,  be 
reconveyed  to  the  parish. 
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Section  3.  Upon  the  dissolution  of  a  parish  or  mission,  the  Trustees  of  the 
Diocese,  upon  failure  of  the  congregation  of  the  parish  or  mission  to  reorganize 
within  a  reasonable  time,  and  upon  the  adoption  of  a  resolution  by  the  Trustees 
that  it  will  be  for  the  best  interest  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese,  shall  have  the 
power  and  the  authority  to  sell  and  convey  such  property  and  to  execute  and 
deliver  a  good  and  sufficient  deed  upon  the  payment  of  such  sale  price  as  may 
be  determined  or  to  manage,  rent,  lease  or  otherwise  dispose  of  said  property  by 
instrument  sufficient  for  that  purpose,  first  having  obtained  the  written  consent 
of  the  Bishop,  acting  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee.  The 
proceeds  and  income  from  such  a  sale  shall  then  be  held  by  the  Trustees  of  the 
Diocese  to  be  used  for  the  establishment  of  a  mission  or  parish  in  the  community 
or  area  available  to  the  members  of  the  congregation  who  formerly  attended  the 
parish  or  mission  which  had  been  dissolved;  and  should  this  not  be  practical  and 
feasible  to  the  Bishop  and  the  Trustees,  the  proceeds  and  income  from  said 
property  and  all  accumulations  thereto,  less  any  expense  incurred  in  connection 
therewith,  shall  be  delivered  to  the  North  Carolina  Episcopal  Church  Foundation, 
Inc.,  or  applied  to  and  used  for  such  other  Godly  purpose  as  may  be  directed  by 
the  Diocesan  Convention. 

Canon  26 

Filling  Vacant  Cures 

Section  1.  When  a  parish  or  congregation  becomes  vacant,  the  wardens  or  other 
proper  officers  shall  inform  the  Bishop.  If  the  authorities  of  the  parish  shall  for 
30  days  have  failed  to  make  provision  for  services,  the  Bishop  shall  take  such 
measures  as  may  be  deemed  expedient  for  the  temporary  maintenance  of  divine 
services  therein. 

Section  2.  No  rector  shall  be  elected  by  any  vestry  until  the  member  of  the  clergy 
who  is  proposed  by  the  vestry  shall  have  been  approved  in  writing  by  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese. 

Section  3.  Written  notice  of  the  election  signed  by  the  wardens  shall  be  sent  to 
the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese.  If  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  be 
satisfied  that  the  person  so  chosen  is  a  duly  qualified  minister  and  has  accepted 
the  office,  it  shall  send  notice  thereof  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  who 
shall  so  record  it.  Such  record  shall  be  sufficient  evidence  of  the  relation  between 
the  minister  and  the  parish. 

Section  4.  No  assistant  minister  shall  be  called  by  the  rector  of  a  parish  without 
the  consent  of  the  vestry,  and  until  the  proposed  assistant  be  approved  in  writing 
by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese. 
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Section  5.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  a  mission,  the  Bishop  shall  appoint  a  vicar  for 
a  term  of  not  more  than  four  years;  at  the  end  of  such  term  the  vicar  may  be  re- 
appointed. 

Canon  27 
Memorials 

No  memorial  shall  hereafter  be  placed  in  any  church  without  the  consent  both  of 
the  rector  or  vicar  and  of  the  vestry.  No  memorial  heretofore  placed  in  any 
church,  and  none  hereafter  placed  in  accordance  with  this  canon,  shall  be  altered 
or  removed  without  the  consent  both  of  the  rector  or  vicar,  and  of  the  vestry. 
When  there  is  no  rector  or  vicar,  the  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of 
the  Diocese,  with  that  of  the  vestry,  shall  suffice,  and  if  there  be  no  vestry,  the 
consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  with  that  of  the  vicar,  must  be  obtained. 

Canon  28 

Collections  and  Offerings 

Section  1.  Annually  on  Thanksgiving  Day  all  clergy  of  the  diocese  shall  take  an 
offering  from  the  congregations  they  serve  for  the  Thompson  Orphanage  and 
Training  Institution. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  vestry  of  each  parish  and  mission  in  the 
Diocese  to  obtain,  with  the  assistance  of  the  rector  of  the  parish  and  the  vicar  of 
the  mission,  from  every  member  of  the  same,  if  possible,  an  individual  subscrip- 
tion, payable  weekly  to  the  work  of  the  Diocesan  Council  and  to  such  missionary 
and  benevolent  objects  as  may  be  included  in  the  diocesan  programs. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  of  such  funds  in  each  parish  or 
mission  to  remit  promptly  each  month  to  the  proper  officer  entitled  to  receive 
them  all  amounts  collected  as  herein  provided.  Any  funds  contributed  for  the 
above  purposes  shall  not  be  used,  even  temporarily,  for  any  purpose  other  than 
that  for  which  they  were  contributed. 

Canon  29 

Clergy  Liable  to  Missionary  Duty 

All  clergy  receiving  aid  from  the  missionary  funds  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  liable 
to  perform  regular  missionary  duty.  The  sphere  of  such  duty  shall  be  fixed  by 
the  Bishop  and  the  amount  of  aid  therefor  shall  be  determined  by  the  Bishop  and 
the  Diocesan  Council.

Canon  30 

Definitions,  Registers,  and  Reports 

Section  1.  Registers.  Each  congregation  of  this  Diocese  shall,  by  and  under  the 
supervision  of  its  rector  or  vicar  and  vestry,  keep  and  maintain  in  a  permanent 
book  known  as  its  Parish  or  Mission  Register,  an  up-to-date  record  of  all 
baptisms,  confirmations,  marriages  and  burials  solemnized  within  that  congre- 
gation. This  record  shall  specify  the  names  of  the  persons  in  each  instance;  the 
parentage  and  date  of  birth  of  those  baptized,  with  the  names  of  their  sponsors 
or  witnesses;  the  date  when  each  rite  was  performed;  and  the  name  or  names  of 
the  officiating  minister  or  ministers.  In  the  case  of  each  individual  baptism,  the 
officiating  minister  shall  sign  the  Register.  This  Register  signed  by  the  minister, 
or  by  the  Senior  Warden  if  there  is  no  minister,  shall  be  presented  to  the  Bishop 
for  inspection  at  every  annual  visitation. 

Section  2.  Other  Required  Reports.  Every  minister  canonically  resident  in  this 
Diocese  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  baptisms,  marriages  and  burials  solemnized  by 
him  or  her  that  are  not  otherwise  reported  in  the  Register  of  a  congregation  of  this 
Diocese  as  required  by  Section  1,  as  well  as  any  other  otherwise  unreported 
official  acts  done  or  performed  or  services  held  by  him  or  her  during  the  preceding 
calendar  year,  and  shall  annually  before  February  1  report  them  to  the  Ecclesi- 
astical Authority.  If  he  or  she  has  not  performed  any  such  official  acts  or  held 
any  such  services  in  that  period,  he  or  she  shall  report  that  fact  and  the  causes  or 
reasons  which  have  prevented  him  or  her  from  performing  them. 

The  provisions  of  this  Section  2  shall  apply  equally  to  otherwise  unreported 
rites  solemnized  or  services  held  in  this  Diocese  by  clergy  who  are  not 
canonically  resident  in  but  are  licensed  to  serve  in  this  Diocese. 

Section  3. 

(a)  Definitions.  A  member  of  this  Church  is  a  person  who  has  been  baptized 
with  water  in  the  Name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  and 
whose  baptism  has  been  duly  recorded  in  this  Church. 

An  adult  member  is  a  member  who  is  16  years  of  age,  or  older. 
A  confirmed  member  is: 

(1)  one  who  has  been  baptized  in  this  church  as  an  adult  and  has  received 
the  laying  on  of  hands  by  the  Bishop  at  Baptism,  or 

(2)  one  who  has  been  baptized  in  this  church  as  an  adult  and  at  some  time 
after  the  Baptism  has  received  the  laying  on  of  hands  by  the  Bishop  in 
Reaffirmation  of  Baptismal  Vows,  or 

(3)  any  baptized  person  who  received  the  laying  on  of  hands  at  Confirma- 
tion by  any  bishop  in  apostolic  succession  and  has  been  received  into  the 
Episcopal  Church  by  a  Bishop  of  this  Church,  or 
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(4)  any  baptized  person  who  has  received  the  laying  on  of  hands  by  a  Bishop 
of  this  Church  at  Confirmation  or  Reception. 

A  communicant  is  a  member  who  has  received  the  Holy  Communion  in  this 
Church  at  least  three  times  during  the  preceding  year. 

A  communicant  in  good  standing  is  a  communicant  who,  for  the  preceding 
year,  has  been  faithful  in  corporate  worship  (unless  for  good  cause  prevented)  and 
has  been  faithful  in  working,  praying  and  giving  for  the  spread  of  the  Kingdom 
of  God. 

An  enrolled  member  of  a  congregation  is  a  member  whose  baptism  has  been 
recorded  in  that  congregation,  or  who  has  been  duly  transferred  to  that  congre- 
gation. 

(b)  For  statistical  purposes  the  minister  in  charge  of  a  parish  or  mission  shall 
annually  report  the  number  of  baptisms,  confirmations,  marriages  and  burials. 
The  minister  shall  also  report  the  total  number  of  baptized  members,  distinguish- 
ing those  16  and  over  from  those  under  16  years  of  age;  the  total  number  of 
confirmed  communicants  in  good  standing,  distinguishing  those  16  and  over 
from  those  under  16  years  of  age;  as  well  as  other  items  required  by  the  Parochial 
Report  form  approved  by  the  Executive  Council  of  the  Episcopal  Church. 

(c)  The  minister  in  charge  of  a  parish  or  mission  shall  also  maintain  for  current 
and  future  use  lists  of  families  and  individuals  within  that  cure,  and  for  purposes 
of  the  enrollment  or  removal  of  each  member  maintain  an  indication  of  the 
member's  status  as  baptized,  under  16  or  adult,  whether  or  not  a  communicant, 
and  if  so  whether  in  good  standing,  and  whether  considered  confirmed  or  not. 

Section  4.  Letters  of  Transfer.  At  least  once  a  year  rectors  and  vicars  shall 
instruct  the  people  of  their  cures  in  regard  to  the  law  of  this  church  concerning 
letters  of  transfer.  When  members  move  their  residence,  the  rector  or  vicar  of 
their  former  congregation  shall  promptly  inform  the  rector  or  vicar  of  a 
congregation  in  the  area  to  which  they  have  moved,  and  that  member  of  the  clergy 
shall  use  all  diligence  to  see  that  these  persons  may  become  affiliated  with  an 
appropriate  parish  or  mission  without  delay. 

Section  5.  Parochial  Reports.  A  report  of  every  parish  or  mission  in  this  Diocese 
shall  be  prepared  annually  for  the  year  ending  on  December  31  preceding,  upon 
the  blank  form  prepared  by  the  Executive  Council  of  this  Church  and  approved 
by  the  General  Convention  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church.  It  shall  be  sent 
in  duplicate  not  later  than  February  1  to  the  Bishop,  or,  if  there  is  no  Bishop,  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Convention.  The  Bishop  may  require  that  this  report  be 
mailed  directly  to  the  Secretary,  who  shall  report  to  the  Bishop  any  parish  or 
mission  whose  report  has  not  been  received  by  February  1.  The  report  shall 
include  all  information  necessary  to  complete  the  prescribed  form  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  Title  I,  Canon  6,  Section  1,  of  the  Canons  of  the  General 
Convention.    In  every  parish  and  mission  the  preparation  and  delivery  of  this 
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report  shall  be  the  joint  duty  of  the  rector  or  vicar  and  vestry  unless  there  is  no 
rector  or  vicar,  in  which  case  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  vestry  to  prepare  and  deliver 
the  report. 

Section  6.  Printing  Reports,  The  parochial  reports  required  by  Section  5  of  this 
canon,  or  such  parts  of  them  as  the  Bishop  may  deem  fit,  shall  be  printed  in  the 
Journal  of  the  Convention. 

Canon  31 

Trial  of  Clergy 

Section  1.  The  Presentment.  Any  member  of  the  clergy  shall  be  liable  to 
presentment  and  trial  for  false  doctrine,  immorality,  disorderly  conduct,  viola- 
tion of  the  rubrics,  or  of  the  Constitution  or  Canons  of  the  Church  in  the  United 
States,  or  of  the  Constitution  or  Canons  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese. 

Such  presentment  shall  be  made  by  the  vestry  of  the  parish  of  which  said 
member  of  the  clergy  has  charge,  or  in  which  the  accused  resides,  or  by  at  least 
three  enrolled  confirmed  adult  communicants  in  good  standing  of  the  Diocese, 
or  by  two  or  more  presbyters,  who  shall  have  been  canonically  resident  therein 
for  one  year. 

But  no  presentment  shall  be  made  in  any  case  of  any  offense  alleged  to  have 
been  committed  more  than  three  years  before  the  date  of  the  presentment: 
Provided,  That  if  the  accused  be  convicted  of  the  alleged  offense  in  a  civil  court, 
presentment  may  still  be  made  within  one  year  after  said  conviction. 

Said  presentment  shall  be  made  to  the  Bishop,  in  writing,  with  the  names  of 
the  presenters  subscribed,  and  shall  distinctly  declare,  with  all  reasonable 
specification  of  time  and  circumstances,  the  nature  of  the  offense  or  offenses  with 
which  the  said  member  of  the  clergy  may  be  charged. 

Section  2.  Public  Rumor.  But  although  no  such  presentment  be  made,  if  public 
rumor  charge  any  member  of  the  clergy  with  the  commission  of  any  offenses 
above  enumerated,  the  Bishop  shall  appoint  two  or  more  presbyters  to  investigate 
the  truth  of  such  rumor;  and  if  such  investigation  prove  adverse  to  the  member 
of  the  clergy  so  charged,  the  said  presbyters  shall  make  the  presentment  as  above, 
according  to  the  form  and  regulations  there  provided. 

The  presenters  shall,  in  all  cases,  assume  the  responsibility  of  conducting  the 
prosecution. 

Section  3.  Service  of  Presentment — Constitution  of  Court.  Should  the  Bishop 
be  of  the  opinion,  from  the  nature  of  the  charge  or  charges  made,  that  the 
presentment  contains  sufficient  grounds  for  proceeding  to  trial,  the  Bishop  shall 
cause  a  copy  thereof  to  be  forthwith  sent  to  the  accused  and  shall  then  give  notice 
to  the  Standing  Committee,  who  thereupon  shall  select  seven  presbyters,  actually 
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and  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  from  whom  the  President  of  the  Standing 
Committee  shall,  in  writing,  call  upon  the  accused  to  elect  three.  But  in  case  the 
accused  refuse  or  neglect  to  make  such  election  within  ten  days  after  due  notice 
as  aforesaid,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  make  the  said  election. 

The  three  presbyters  so  elected  shall  constitute  a  court  for  the  trial  of  the 
accused  and  shall  have  all  powers  necessary  for  the  due  conducting  of  the  said 
trial. 

Section  4.  Lay  Assessor.  The  Bishop  shall  appoint  a  member  of  the  legal 
profession,  who  shall  be  an  enrolled  confirmed  adult  communicant  in  good 
standing  of  the  Church,  as  assessor  to  the  court,  to  advise  the  court,  if  requested, 
upon  all  questions  of  law  which  may  arise  during  the  trial. 

Section  5.  Time  and  Place  of  Trial  and  Notice  Thereof.  The  Bishop  shall  appoint 
a  time  and  place  of  trial,  and  shall  give  at  least  30  days'  notice  of  the  same  to  the 
members  of  the  court,  the  assessor,  the  presenters,  and  the  accused;  at  which  time 
and  place  the  witnesses  also  shall  be  notified  to  attend. 

Section  6.  Assembling  of  Court  and  Record  of  Proceedings.  The  court  shall 
assemble  at  the  time  and  place  appointed,  and  shall  proceed  to  examine  fully  the 
charges;  and  shall  keep  an  accurate  record  of  all  their  proceedings  and  of  the 
evidence. 

Section  7.  Nature  of  Evidence  and  How  Given,  No  charge  shall  be  considered 
as  established,  unless  proven  by  two  witnesses,  or  by  one  witness  and  corrobo- 
rating circumstances. 

Testimony  may  be  given  orally  before  the  court,  or  in  writing,  upon  interroga- 
tories and  cross-interrogatories,  to  be  previously  filed  with  the  secretary  or 
registrar  of  the  court.  Any  one  or  more  of  the  witnesses  may  be  examined  on  oath 
or  affirmation,  on  the  requisition  of  either  party. 

Section  8.  Decision  of  the  Court  and  the  Sentence.  An  unanimous  vote  of  the 
court  on  one  or  more  of  the  charges  shall  be  necessary  to  the  conviction  of  the 
accused;  and  if  their  decision  be  adverse  to  the  accused  they  shall  proceed  to 
determine  the  kind  and  degree  of  punishment  commensurate,  in  their  opinion, 
with  the  offense  or  offenses  committed.  They  shall  transmit  the  records  of  their 
proceedings  under  their  hands  to  the  Bishop,  who  shall  have  power  to  affirm, 
modify,  or  set  aside  said  judgment,  and  whose  decision  shall  be  final,  except  that 
the  Bishop  shall  have  no  power  to  increase  the  punishment  recommended  by  the 
court. 

Section  9.  Effect  of  Sentence.  Suspension,  or  any  heavier  sentence,  shall  ipso 
facto  sever  the  connection  of  the  member  of  the  clergy  from  the  parish  or  mission 
with  which  affiliated. 
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Section  10.  The  Record  to  be  Filed.  The  record  provided  for  in  the  sixth  section 
of  the  canon,  together  with  the  Bishop's  sentence  endorsed,  shall  be  preserved 
among  the  papers  of  the  Diocese. 

Section  11.  Notices.  For  the  purpose  of  any  notice  provided  for  by  this  canon,  it 
shall  be  sufficient  to  serve  it  either  personally  or  by  leaving  a  copy  thereof  at  the 
last  place  of  residence  of  the  accused. 

Section  12.  Confession  of  an  Offense.  When  a  member  of  the  clergy  shall  make 
confession  to  the  Bishop  of  the  commission  of  any  of  the  offenses  enumerated 
in  the  first  section  of  this  canon,  the  Bishop  shall  proceed  to  inflict  such 
ecclesiastical  censure,  or  punishment,  upon  the  member  of  the  clergy  so 
confessing,  as  the  Bishop  shall  think  right. 

Section  13.  Renunciation  of  False  Doctrine.  In  the  case  of  any  accusation  of 
false  doctrine,  a  renunciation  of  the  same,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Bishop,  shall 
stay  all  further  proceedings. 

Canon  32 
Diocesan  Commission  on  Ministry 

Section  1.  Membership  and  Term.  There  shall  be  a  Commission  on  Ministry 
composed  of  16  clerical  and  lay  persons  who  are  enrolled  confirmed  communi- 
cants in  good  standing  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese  appointed  by  the 
Bishop  and  confirmed  by  the  annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese.  At  each  annual 
Convention  the  Bishop  shall  appoint  and  present  for  Convention  confirmation 
four  persons  to  serve  for  four  years  or  until  their  successors  are  duly  appointed 
and  confirmed.  If  a  vacancy  occurs  on  the  Commission  between  annual  sessions 
of  the  Convention,  it  may  be  filled  until  the  next  annual  Convention  by 
appointment  of  the  Bishop  and  confirmation  by  the  Standing  Committee. 

Section  2.  Adoption  of  Rules.  For  the  performance  of  its  duties,  the  Commission 
may,  with  the  Bishop's  approval,  adopt  rules  not  inconsistent  with  the  canonical 
and  other  legislative  actions  of  the  General  Convention  or  the  Diocesan 
Convention. 

Section  3.  Assistance  to  Bishop.  The  Commission  on  Ministry  shall  assist  the 
Bishop  in  matters  pertaining  to: 

(a)  The  enlistment  and  selection  of  persons  for  the  ministry  and  in  the  guidance 
and  pastoral  care  of  all  candidates  for  Holy  Orders; 

(b)  The  guidance  and  pastoral  care  of  deacons  and  professional  church 
workers; 
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(c)  The  continuing  education  of  the  ministry;  and 

(d)  Such  other  related  matters  as  may  be  directed  from  time  to  time  by  the 
Bishop. 

Section  4.  Examinations.  Under  the  guidance  and  oversight  of  the  Bishop,  the 
Commission  on  Ministry  shall  interview  each  candidate,  alike  to  the  diaconate 
and  priesthood,  to  ascertain  personal  readiness  for  that  ordination. 

Section  5.  Reports  under  Canons  of  General  Convention.  In  cases  in  which  the 
conduct  and  evaluation  of  the  examinations  of  persons  for  Holy  Orders  is 
assigned  to  the  Commission  on  Ministry,  it  shall  make  the  report  required  by  Title 
III,  Canon  30,  of  the  General  Convention  and  shall  transmit  a  copy  of  the  report 
to  the  General  Board  of  Examining  Chaplains. 

Canon  33 

Diocesan  Conference  Center 

Section  1.  The  Diocesan  Conference  Center,  located  at  Brown  Summit  in 
Rockingham  County,  North  Carolina,  is  a  conference  and  retreat  center,  owned 
by  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  as  a  facility  for  the  use  of  the  Diocese's 
committees,  agencies,  institutions,  departments,  parishes  and  missions  and,  to 
the  extent  not  so  used,  of  other  organizations.  It  shall  be  maintained  and  operated 
by  or  under  the  supervision  of  a  Board  of  Directors  constituted  as  hereinafter 
provided. 

Section  2.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  consist  of  the  Bishop  who  shall  be  its 
presiding  officer,  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  who  shall  be  its  Treasurer,  the 
Bishop  Coadjutor  (if  there  is  one),  the  Suffragan  Bishops  (if  there  are  any),  the 
President  of  the  Episcopal  Churchwomen,  a  representative  of  the  current 
diocesan  youth  organization  elected  by  it  annually,  and  nine  clerical  members 
who  are  active  in  and  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  and  nine  lay  members 
who  are  enrolled  confirmed  adult  communicants  in  good  standing  in  the  Diocese, 
elected  by  the  Diocesan  Convention  from  a  list  composed  of  (1)  at  least  the 
number  to  be  elected  and  not  more  than  twice  that  number,  nominated  by  the 
Diocesan  Council,  and  (2)  any  other  nominees  that  may  be  nominated  in  the 
manner  prescribed  by  the  Rules  of  Order  of  the  Convention.  Vacancies  occurring 
between  Conventions  may  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  Bishop.  Each  annual 
Convention  shall  elect  three  directors  in  each  order  for  three-year  terms  and  shall 
also  fill  any  unexpired  terms  that  may  have  arisen  since  the  previous  Convention 
that  were  not  filled  by  the  Bishop's  appointment.  No  director  who  has  completed 
two  consecutive  full  terms  or  a  consecutive  combination  of  an  unexpired  term  and 
a  full  term  shall  be  thereafter  eligible  for  re-election  until  one  year  has  elapsed. 
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The  Bishop  may  designate  any  member  of  the  clergy  who  is  canonically 
resident  in  the  Diocese  or  any  enrolled  confirmed  adult  communicant  in  good 
standing  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America  and 
resident  in  the  Diocese  to  serve  for  the  Bishop  on  the  Board.  The  Bishop  may 
designate  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  to  serve  as  presiding  officer  of  the 
Board  of  Directors.  Any  such  designee  as  a  member  of  the  board  or  as  presiding 
officer  shall  serve  a  term  of  one  year,  and  such  appointment  shall  be  announced 
by  the  Bishop  at  the  annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  and  if  no  such  designee 
is  announced  the  Bishop  shall  serve  ex  officio  until  the  next  annual  Convention 
of  the  Diocese. 

Section  3.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  be  responsible  for  and  supervise  the 
maintenance,  operation  and  improvement  of  the  Conference  Center,  and  in  the 
performance  of  its  duties  shall  elect  such  additional  officers,  create  such 
committees,  engage  such  employees,  and  adopt  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regula- 
tions, as  it  shall  deem  necessary  and  desirable. 

Section  4.  Without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  application  of  other  canons,  the 
Conference  Center  specifically  shall  be  subject  to  such  provisions  of  Canon  16 
and  of  Canon  23  as  are  applicable  to  Diocesan  institutions. 

Section  5.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  submit  to  each  annual  Convention  a  full 
report  of  the  operations  of  the  Conference  Center  for  the  previous  year,  with 
appropriate  appraisals  of  its  physical  and  financial  condition  and  its  prospects  for 
the  future.  This  report  shall  be  published  in  the  Journal  of  the  Convention. 


Canon  34 

Deputies  to  the  General  Convention 

Section  1.  At  the  annual  Convention  held  in  the  year  preceding  the  calendar  year 
in  which  the  triennial  meeting  of  the  General  Convention  is  to  be  held,  there  shall 
be  elected  as  clerical  deputies  four  ordained  persons,  presbyters  or  deacons, 
canonically  resident  in  this  Diocese,  and  four  lay  deputies,  who  are  enrolled 
confirmed  adult  communicants  in  good  standing  of  this  Church  and  resident  in 
this  Diocese. 

Section  2.  There  shall  also  be  elected,  subject  to  the  same  provisions  as  the 
deputies,  four  alternate  clerical  and  four  alternate  lay  deputies  who  shall  succeed 
to  vacancies  in  the  original  deputation  in  the  order  of  their  election;  and  in  this 
order  shall  the  Secretary  insert  their  names  in  the  Journal. 
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Section  3.  Deputies  elected  to  represent  this  Diocese  in  the  General  Convention 
who  find  themselves  unable  to  attend  shall  notify  the  Bishop  immediately.  The 
Bishop  shall  inform  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese,  who  shall  certify  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  General  Convention  the  name  and  mailing  address  of  the 
alternate  deputy  elected  to  serve  in  the  resigned  deputy's  place. 

Canon  35 

Deputies  to  the  Synod  of  the  Fourth  Province 

Section  1.  The  deputies  and  alternate  deputies  to  the  Synod  of  the  Fourth  Province 
from  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  shall  be  enrolled  confirmed  adult  commu- 
nicants of  this  Church  in  good  standing,  canonically  resident  in  this  Diocese,  and 
shall  be  annually  elected  by  the  Diocesan  Council,  upon  nomination  of  the 
Bishop,  and  shall  be  members  of  such  departments,  committees  and  organiza- 
tions of  this  Diocese  as  may  be  prescribed  from  time  to  time  by  the  Ordinances 
of  the  Fourth  Province. 

Section  2.  From  among  the  membership  of  the  Synod  delegation,  the  Ecclesias- 
tical Authority  shall  designate  six  presbyters  and  six  lay  persons  who  shall 
constitute  the  voting  deputies  for  this  Diocese. 

Canon  36 

The  Church  Pension  Fund 

Section  1.  In  conformity  with  the  legislation  adopted  by  the  General  Convention 
of  1913,  pursuant  to  which  The  Church  Pension  Fund  was  duly  incorporated,  and 
in  conformity  with  the  Canon  of  the  General  Convention,  "Of  The  Church 
Pension  Fund,"  as  heretofore  amended  and  as  it  may  hereafter  be  amended,  the 
Diocese  of  North  Carolina  hereby  accepts  and  acknowledges  The  Church 
Pension  Fund,  a  corporation  created  by  Chapter  97  of  the  Laws  of  1914  of  the 
State  of  New  York  as  subsequently  amended,  as  the  authorized  and  approved 
pension  system  for  the  clergy  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United 
States  of  America  and  for  their  dependents,  and  declares  its  intention  of 
supporting  said  Fund  in  accordance  with  its  rules. 

Section  2.  The  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  shall  appoint,  annually,  a  Committee  on 
The  Church  Pension  Fund  to  consist  of  three  lay  persons,  who  are  enrolled 
confirmed  adult  communicants  in  good  standing,  for  a  term  of  one  year  and  until 
their  successors  shall  have  been  appointed  or  qualified,  and  the  Bishop  may  from 
time  to  time  fill  by  appointment  any  vacancies  in  said  Committee  caused  by 
resignation,  death  or  inability  to  act. 
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Section  3.  The  duties  of  said  Committee  shall  be  as  follows: 

(a)  To  be  informed  of,  and  to  inform  the  clergy  and  laity  of  this  Diocese  of, 
the  pension  system  created  by  the  General  Convention  and  committed  by  it  to  the 
Trustees  of  The  Church  Pension  Fund,  in  order  that  the  ordained  clergy  of  the 
Church  may  be  assured  of  pension  protection  for  themselves  in  the  event  of  old 
age  or  total  and  permanent  disability  and  for  their  surviving  spouses  and  minor 
orphan  children  in  the  event  of  death. 

(b)  To  receive  reports  from  The  Church  Pension  Fund,  from  time  to  time,  on 
the  status  of  the  pension  assessments  payable  to  said  Fund,  under  its  rules  and  as 
required  by  canon  law,  by  this  Diocese  and  by  the  parishes,  missions  and  other 
ecclesiastical  organizations  within  this  Diocese. 

(c)  To  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese  on  such  matters 
relating  to  The  Church  Pension  Fund  as  may  be  of  interest  to  the  said  Convention. 
Also  make  interim  reports  to  the  Diocesan  Council  just  prior  to  its  stated 
meetings. 

(d)  To  cooperate  with  The  Church  Pension  Fund  in  doing  all  things  necessary 
or  advisable  in  the  premises  to  the  end  that  the  clergy  of  this  Diocese  may  be 
assured  of  the  fullest  pension  protection  by  said  Fund  under  its  established  rules. 

Section  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Diocese  and  of  the  parishes,  missions  and 
other  ecclesiastical  organizations  therein,  each  through  its  treasurer  or  other 
proper  official,  to  inform  The  Church  Pension  Fund  of  salaries  and  other 
compensation  paid  to  the  clergy  by  said  Diocese,  parish,  mission  and  other 
ecclesiastical  organization  for  services  rendered,  currently  or  in  the  past,  prior  to 
their  becoming  beneficiaries  of  said  Fund,  and  changes  in  salaries  and  other 
compensation  as  they  occur;  and  to  pay  promptly  to  The  Church  Pension  Fund 
the  pension  assessments  required  thereon  under  the  canon  of  the  General 
Convention  and  in  accordance  with  the  rules  of  said  Fund. 

Section  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  member  of  the  clergy  canonically  resident 
in  or  serving  in  this  Diocese  to  inform  The  Church  Pension  Fund  promptly  of  such 
facts  as  dates  of  birth,  of  ordination  or  reception,  of  marriage,  birth  of  children, 
deaths,  and  changes  in  cures  or  salaries,  as  may  be  necessary  for  its  proper 
administration  and  to  cooperate  with  the  Fund  in  such  other  ways  as  may  be 
necessary  in  order  that  said  Fund  may  discharge  its  obligations  in  accordance 
with  the  intention  of  the  General  Convention  in  respect  thereto. 

Section  6.  Any  parish  or  mission  failing  for  two  calendar  years  to  pay  the  pension 
assessments  in  full  shall  be  deprived  of  its  rights  to  the  floor  of,  and  to  vote  in, 
Convention  until  all  such  arrears  are  paid  in  full,  when  its  restoration  to  rights 
shall  be  declared. 

Section  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  upon  notification 
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of  arrears  of  four  months  or  more  to  the  Pension  Fund,  to  deduct  from  the  amount 
payable  to  any  member  of  the  clergy  officiating  in,  or  in  charge  of,  any  aided 
parish;  or  the  missionary  in  charge  of  any  mission;  or  a  member  of  the  clergy 
connected  with  any  institution  or  agency,  of  the  Diocese,  the  unpaid  assessments 
due  from  such  congregation  or  agency  on  any  stipend  payable  by  such  congre- 
gation, institution  or  agency,  including  any  prior  year's  arrears,  and  to  pay  the 
same  to  the  Church  Pension  Fund. 

Canon  37 
The  Murdoch  Memorial  Society 

Section  1.  "The  Francis  J.  Murdoch  Memorial  Society  for  the  Increase  of  the 
Ministry"  shall  be  composed  of  six  persons  together  with  the  Bishop,  ex  officio. 
The  Bishop  shall  annually  nominate,  and  the  Convention  shall  confirm  or  reject 
two  clergy  and  one  lay  person,  who  is  an  enrolled  confirmed  adult  communicant 
in  good  standing,  to  serve  two-year  terms  as  members  of  the  Society. 

Section  2.  The  Society  shall  choose  from  among  its  members  such  officers  as  it 
shall  deem  necessary,  shall  hold  meetings  at  its  own  discretion,  keep  a  record  of 
all  its  activities,  and  report  annually  to  the  Convention  in  such  form  as  in  its 
judgment  may  seem  best. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  diligent  in  aiding  fit  persons  who  desire  to  prepare  for  the 
ministry  of  the  Church. 

Section  4.  Aid  from  the  Society  shall,  under  all  ordinary  circumstances,  be  in  the 
form  of  a  loan,  adequately  protected  by  good  and  legal  security,  and  with  or 
without  interest,  as  the  Society  may  decide.  Such  a  loan  may,  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Society,  be  canceled  upon  the  ordination  of  the  beneficiary,  and  shall  be 
canceled  in  the  event  of  death  before  ordination.  Otherwise  it  shall  be  in  full  legal 
force  and  effect  until  paid. 

Section  5.  Necessary  expenses  incurred  in  the  discharge  of  their  duty  by  members 
of  the  Society  may  be  paid  from  the  funds  at  the  disposal  of  the  Society. 

Canon  38 

Permanent  Episcopal  and  Missionary  Funds 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  established,  to  aid  in  the  support  of  the  Episcopate,  a 
fund  to  be  called  the  Permanent  Episcopal  Fund,  to  include  all  sums  hitherto 
contributed  specifically  to  that  object  or  which  may  hereafter  be  contributed, 
whereof  the  principal  shall  remain  untouched,  and  only  the  interest  be  applied  to 
the  support  of  the  Episcopate.

Section  2.  When  any  funds  shall  be  contributed  or  collected  for  a  Permanent 
Missionary  Fund,  the  amount  shall  be  invested  and  only  the  interest  thereof  shall 
be  applied  to  current  missionary  expenses. 

Canon  39 

Consecration  of  Churches,  Chapels  or  Other  Buildings 

Section  1.  In  this  Diocese,  no  church,  chapel  or  other  building  or  part  of  a  building 
used  in  whole  or  in  part  for  church  purposes  shall  be  dedicated  or  consecrated 
except  according  to  the  rubrics  pertaining  thereto  as  set  forth  in  the  Book  of 
Common  Prayer,  and  in  accordance  with  the  canons  of  the  Episcopal  Church  not 
inconsistent  with  those  rubrics. 

Section  2.  No  previously  consecrated  church,  chapel,  building  or  part  of  a 
building  that  is  owned  or  controlled  by  this  Diocese  or  by  any  congregation  or 
institution  of  this  Diocese  shall  be  removed,  taken  down,  or  otherwise  disposed 
of  for  any  worldly  or  common  use,  without  the  previous  written  consent  of  the 
Bishop,  acting  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Diocese,  nor  until  the  Sentence  of  Consecration  previously  placed  thereupon  has 
been  properly  removed  therefrom. 

Canon  40 

Suffragan  Bishop  May  Act  as  Ecclesiastical  Authority 

In  the  event  of  the  Bishop's  death,  disability,  or  extended  absence  from  the 
Diocese,  and  if  there  be  no  Bishop  Coadjutor,  the  Suffragan  Bishop  may  be 
placed  in  charge  of  the  Diocese  by  the  Standing  Committee  and  become 
temporarily  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  thereof  in  accordance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  General  Convention. 

Canon  41 

Pastoral  Mediation 

Section  1.  Except  as  provided  in  Title  III,  Canon  19,  Section  1  of  the  Canons  of 
the  General  Convention,  a  rector  may  not  resign  a  parish  without  the  consent  of 
the  vestry  thereof,  nor  may  a  rector  canonically  chosen  and  in  charge  of  a  parish 
be  removed  therefrom  by  its  vestry  against  the  rector's  will,  except  as  provided 
by  canon. 

Section  2.  If  a  rector  and  the  vestry  of  the  parish  served  are  unable  to  agree  in  a 
matter  or  matters  that  might  lead  to  a  request  by  either  party  for  dissolution  of 
the  pastoral  relation,  either  or  both  parties  shall  promptly  deliver  to  the 
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Ecclesiastical  Authority  a  written  notice  describing  their  differences  and  request- 
ing mediation  thereof  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority. 

Upon  receiving  such  a  request,  the  Bishop  shall  mediate  the  disagreement  and 
seek  a  solution.  As  part  of  the  mediation  process,  the  Bishop  may  appoint  a 
committee  composed  of  one  presbyter  and  one  lay  person,  neither  of  whom  is 
affiliated  with  the  parish  in  which  the  disagreement  exists,  to  investigate  and 
make  a  written  report  thereof,  stating  the  nature  of  the  dispute  and  the  position 
of  each  party.  This  report  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Bishop,  the  rector,  and  the 
vestry  within  21  days  after  the  committee's  appointment. 

In  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  exercise  the  role 
assigned  the  Bishop  in  this  canon. 

Canon  42 

Dissolution  of  the  Pastoral  Relation 

Section  1.  If  the  pastoral  mediation  called  for  by  Canon  41  has  been  exhausted 
without  success  and  a  rector  or  the  vestry  of  the  parish  served  wishes  to  have  the 
pastoral  relation  dissolved,  each  party,  within  60  days  of  the  conclusion  of  the 
pastoral  mediation  process,  may  request  final  disposition  of  the  dispute  by  giving 
notice  thereof  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  and  to  the  other  party  concerned. 

Section  2.  Within  30  days  after  receiving  the  written  notice  provided  for  in 
Section  1,  the  Bishop  shall  conduct  a  hearing  on  the  issue.  The  Bishop  shall  fix 
the  date,  time,  and  place  for  the  hearing,  notify  the  parties  affected,  and  conduct 
the  hearing  as  ultimate  arbiter  and  judge.  In  all  cases,  the  Bishop  shall  consult 
and  seek  the  advice  of  the  Standing  Committee  before  reaching  a  decision. 

Section  3.  At  the  Bishop's  request,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  be  present  at 
the  hearing  provided  for  in  Section  2  and  shall  be  permitted  to  question  persons 
present  for  the  hearing.  The  Chancellor  shall  be  available  to  the  Bishop  for 
consultation  at  the  hearing. 

Section  4.  Each  party,  his,  her,  or  their  representative  may  present  a  statement 
of  position  and  the  reasons  supporting  it.  No  testimony  or  other  evidence  shall 
be  presented  at  the  hearing  unless,  exercising  discretion,  the  Bishop  shall  allow 
it  for  compelling  reasons  in  the  interests  of  justice.  Oral  statements  and  testimony 
shall  be  subject  to  cross-examination. 

Section  5.  The  Bishop  shall  render  a  decision  not  later  than  15  days  following  the 
close  of  the  hearing  and  that  decision  shall  be  final  and  binding. 

Section  6.  If  the  pastoral  relation  is  to  be  dissolved: 

(a)  The  Bishop  shall  set  forth  in  writing  the  reasons  and  conditions  for  the 
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dissolution.  A  copy  shall  be  provided  each  of  the  parties  to  the  matter  at  issue, 
and  a  copy  of  the  decision  shall  be  available  for  public  inspection. 

(b)  The  Bishop  shall  require  just  and  compassionate  compensation  or 
indemnity  (if  any)  and  shall  undertake  to  offer  such  supportive  services  as  may 
be  suitable. 

Section  7.  In  the  event  of  the  failure  or  refusal  of  either  party  to  comply  with  the 
terms  of  the  decision,  the  Bishop  may  impose  such  penalties  as  may  be  provided 
by  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Diocese;  and  in  default  of  any  provisions 
for  such  penalties  therein,  the  Bishop  may  act  as  follows: 

(a)  In  the  case  of  a  rector,  inhibit  such  rector  from  officiating  in  the  parish  until 
the  decision  is  complied  with. 

(b)  In  the  case  of  a  vestry,  recommend  to  the  Diocesan  Convention  that  the 
union  of  the  parish  with  Convention  cease  until  the  parish  complies  with  the 
decision. 

Section  8.  Statements  made  during  the  course  of  the  proceedings  under  this 
Canon  are  not  admissible  in  any  proceeding  under  Title  IV  of  the  Canons  of  the 
General  Convention  or  Canon  31  of  this  Diocese.  However,  this  rule  does  not 
require  the  exclusion  of  evidence  in  proceedings  under  the  above  Canons  of  the 
General  Convention  or  of  this  Diocese,  which  evidence  is  otherwise  discoverable 
and  admissible. 

Canon  43 

The  Chapel  of  Christ  the  King 

[Amended  in  1991] 

Section  1.  The  Chapel  of  Christ  the  King,  a  unique  urban  mission  of  the  Diocese 
of  North  Carolina,  is  located  in  the  Optimist  Park  neighborhood  of  the  inner  city 
of  Charlotte.  This  mission  shall  be  admitted  into  union  with  the  Convention  upon 
the  recommendation  of  its  Commission  on  Admission  of  Congregations  by  vote 
of  the  Convention.  Its  unique  character  is  defined  by  the  composition  of  its  vestry 
as  specified  in  Section  2  of  this  canon.  Under  the  administration  of  its  vicar  and 
vestry  the  mission  shall  function  both  as  a  worshipping  congregation  and  a  focus 
of  evangelism  and  service  with  broadly  based  support. 

Section  2.  The  vestry  shall  be  composed  of  13  persons  elected  by  the  qualified 
voters  of  the  congregation  of  The  Chapel  of  Christ  the  King  at  its  annual  meeting 
as  follows:  Six  confirmed  adult  communicants  in  good  standing  enrolled  in  the 
Chapel  congregation  elected  from  those  nominated  by  members  of  that  congre- 
gation; five  confirmed  adult  communicants  in  good  standing  enrolled  in  other 
Episcopal  congregations  in  Mecklenburg  County  elected  from  those  nominated 
by  the  vicar  of  the  mission  with  the  approval  of  the  vestry  of  each  nominee's 
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congregation;  and  two  other  persons  resident  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  mission 
elected  from  those  nominated  by  the  vicar  of  the  mission. 

Section  3.  The  vicar  of  the  mission  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  and,  with 
the  vestry,  shall  be  responsible  for  the  planning,  administration,  evaluation  and 
accountability  of  the  mission  and  activities  of  The  Chapel  of  Christ  the  King 
under  a  unified  budget  and  in  accordance  with  all  the  standards  for  maintaining 
its  union  with  the  Convention  as  specified  in  Canon  19,  Section  6. 

Section  4.  In  addition  to  filing  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  its  annual 
Parochial  Report,  the  vicar  and  vestry  of  the  mission  shall  report  annually  its 
status  and  condition  to  the  vestries  of  the  other  Episcopal  congregations 
represented  on  the  mission's  vestry,  including  but  not  limited  to  a  copy  of  its 
canonically  required  annual  audit. 

Section  5.  Upon  the  adoption  of  this  canon  the  mission  known  as  "The  Chapel 
of  Hope"  shall  be  dissolved,  and  the  congregation  heretofore  bearing  that  name 
shall  be  designated  "The  Chapel  of  Christ  the  King." 

Section  6.  The  Provisions  of  this  Canon  take  precedence  over  contrary 
provisions,  if  any,  in  Canon  19. 
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I.  The  Order  of  Business  at  the  Annual  Convention  or  any  Special  Convention 
shall  be  proposed  by  the  Bishop  or  the  presiding  officer  for  adoption  by  the 
Convention.  Upon  adoption,  only  the  Convention  may  make  any  change  in  the 
Order  of  Business  prescribed  under  the  authority  thereof. 

II.  Any  of  the  rules  of  order  may  be  suspended  by  simple  majority  vote  of  the 
Convention,  except  those  rules  which  specify  a  larger  majority  for  a  specific 
action.  Any  such  rule  may  be  suspended  upon  the  affirmative  vote  of  two-thirds 
of  the  delegates  present  and  voting. 

III.  (a)  Resolutions  for  Convention  action  may  be  submitted  by  members  of  the 
Convention  and  by  Canonical  Commissions  provided  for  in  Canon  12.  The 
presiding  officer  of  the  Convention  shall  refer  to  an  appropriate  Convention 
Committee  for  consideration  and  report  all  such  resolutions  except  those  which 
accompany  the  reports  of  the  Canonical  Commission  on  Constitution  and  Canons 
and  the  Canonical  Commission  on  Dispatch  of  Business.  To  assure  timely 
reports,  it  is  appropriate  for  Convention  Committees  to  meet  for  consideration 
of  resolutions  referred  to  them  at  any  time  after  they  have  been  appointed. 

(b)  While  preambles  or  any  recital  of  reasons,  explanatory  comments,  or 
argument  regarding  any  resolution  may  separately  accompany  its  introduction  or 
its  report  from  a  Convention  Committee,  they  shall  not  constitute  a  part  of  the 
resolution  for  purposes  of  legislative  action.  Only  the  text  of  the  adopted 
resolution  shall  be  printed  in  the  Journal  of  the  Convention. 

(c)  Reports  from  institutions  (and  portions  of  such  reports)  which  propose  no 
resolutions  shall  be  referred  by  the  presiding  officer  of  the  Convention  to  the 
Canonical  Commission  on  Institutions  for  study  and  evaluation;  all  other  reports 
(and  portions  thereof)  which  propose  no  resolution  shall  be  referred  to  the 
Canonical  Commission  on  the  State  of  the  Church  for  study  and  evaluation. 

IV.  After  the  President  has  taken  the  chair  no  member  shall  continue  standing 
except  to  address  the  Chair. 

V.  Speakers  shall  address  the  Chair  and  shall  confine  themselves  to  the  point  in 
debate. 

VI.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  unless  seconded  and,  if  required  by  the 
presiding  officer,  reduced  to  writing. 
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VII.  When  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the  members  shall  continue  in 
their  seats  and  shall  not  hold  any  private  discourse. 

VIII.  When  a  question  is  under  consideration,  no  motion  shall  be  received  except 
to  lay  upon  the  table,  to  call  for  the  previous  question,  to  postpone  to  a  certain 
time,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  to  commit,  to  amend,  or  to  divide;  and  motions  for 
any  of  these  purposes  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  herein  named.  The 
motions  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  call  for  the  previous  question,  and  to  adjourn  shall 
always  be  in  order  and  shall  be  decided  without  debate;  and  of  these  the  motion 
to  adjourn  shall  take  precedence. 

IX.  If  the  question  under  debate  contains  several  distinct  propositions,  the  same 
shall  be  divided  at  the  request  of  any  member,  and  a  vote  taken  separately,  except 
that  a  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert  shall  be  indivisible. 

X.  All  amendments  shall  be  considered  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  moved. 
When  a  proposed  amendment  is  under  consideration,  a  motion  to  amend  the  same 
may  be  made.  No  amendment  to  a  second  amendment  shall  be  in  order.  But 
when  an  amendment  to  an  amendment  is  under  consideration,  a  substitute  for  the 
whole  matter  may  be  received.  No  proposition  on  a  subject  different  from  the 
one  under  consideration  shall  be  received  under  color  of  a  substitute. 

XI.  In  a  vote  by  orders  the  individual  votes  of  the  clergy  and  laity  shall  be  taken 
separately.  A  majority  of  affirmative  votes  in  both  orders  shall  be  necessary  to 
any  decision  on  any  vote  by  orders. 

In  any  vote  by  orders,  upon  the  request  of  any  two  members  of  the  clergy  who 
do  not  serve  the  same  congregation  (parish  or  mission),  or  any  two  lay  delegates 
representing  different  congregations,  the  vote  shall  be  by  roll  call  of  the  clergy 
and  lay  delegates.  The  votes  of  the  lay  delegates  shall  by  announced  by  a  member 
designated  by  the  delegation  when  the  name  of  that  church  is  called.  The 
delegation  shall  be  polled  upon  request  of  any  member  thereof. 

XII.  A  question  once  decided  shall  stand  as  the  action  of  the  Convention  and  shall 
not  be  drawn  again  into  debate.  A  member  of  the  Convention  who  voted  on  the 
prevailing  side  may  move  to  reconsider  any  vote  so  long  as  the  motion  is  made 
on  the  same  or  succeeding  day  to  that  on  which  the  vote  was  taken,  except  that 
such  a  motion  may  be  voted  on  at  any  time  with  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the 
Convention. 

XIII.  (a)  Reports  to  the  Convention  from  Canonical  and  Other  Commission, 
Convention  Committees,  and  other  agencies  shall  be  in  writing.  All  reports 
recommending  or  requiring  any  action  or  expression  of  opinion  by  the  Conven- 
tion shall  be  accompanied  by  corresponding  resolutions  to  be  introduced  in 
accordance  with  Rule  of  Order  111(a). 
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(b)  Reports  to  the  Convention  that  require  no  action  or  expression  of  opinion 
by  that  body  and  which  have  been  distributed  in  advance  shall  be  received  as 
presented  and  shall  be  referred  to  the  Canonical  Commission  on  the  State  of  the 
Church  or  to  the  Canonical  Commission  on  Institutions  as  provided  in  Rule  of 
Order  III,  (b)  above. 

(c)  A  Convention  Committee  report  on  resolutions  referred  to  it  may  include 
statements  of  reasons  for  the  committee's  recommendations,  may  be  accompa- 
nied by  a  minority  report  (if  signed  by  one-fourth  of  the  committee's  member- 
ship), and,  with  respect  to  each  resolution  or  group  of  related  resolutions 
requiring  separate  action,  shall  take  one  of  the  following  forms: 

1.  Recommend  adoption. 

2.  Recommend  adoption  of  a  substitute  resolution. 

3.  Recommend  rejection.  In  this  event  the  resolution  shall  lie  upon  the  table 
unless  (a)  a  majority  of  the  delegates  present  and  voting  call  for  placing  the 
resolution  on  the  agenda  for  immediate  consideration,  or  (b)  the  report  is 
accompanied  by  a  minority  report  recommending  adoption,  in  which  case  the 
question  shall  be  adoption  of  the  minority  report. 

4.  Report  without  recommendation.  In  this  case  the  presiding  officer  shall 
put  the  original  resolution,  stating  that  the  committee  makes  no  recommendation. 

XIV.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  presiding  officer  without 
debate.  Any  member  may  appeal  from  such  decision,  when,  on  motion  by  the 
member,  duly  seconded,  the  question  shall  be  decided  by  majority  vote  of  the 
Convention.  On  such  an  appeal  no  member  shall  speak  more  than  once  without 
leave. 

XV.  No  member  shall  be  absent  from  the  sessions  of  the  Convention  without 
leave  or  unless  unable  to  attend. 

XVI.  When  the  Convention  is  about  to  rise,  every  member  shall  remain  seated 
until  the  President  leaves  the  chair. 

XVII.  On  motion  duly  put  and  carried,  the  Convention  may  resolve  itself  into  a 
Committee  of  the  Whole,  with  or  without  closed  doors,  for  the  purpose  of 
discussing  such  subjects  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Convention. 

The  Bishop  may  select  and  announce  subjects  for  discussion:  Provided,  that 
if  the  motion  to  go  into  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  has  specified  the  subject  to 
be  discussed,  that  subject  shall  first  be  disposed  of. 

XVIII.  (a)  No  nomination  shall  be  received  unless  the  person  to  be  nominated 
has  indicated  assent  thereto.  When  elections  are  to  be  conducted  for  different 
terms  of  office  on  the  Standing  Committee,  Diocesan  Council,  or  other  Diocesan 
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agency  or  institution,  the  nominator  shall  state  for  what  term  the  candidate  is 
proposed.  Nominations  for  election  by  the  annual  Convention,  unless  otherwise 
provided  for,  may  be  submitted  in  writing  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  at 
least  40  days  before  the  opening  session  thereof  by  delegates  eligible  to  vote  in 
that  Convention.  Any  nomination  received  by  the  Secretary  after  the  specified 
date  shall  be  returned  to  the  nominator  and  may  be  submitted  from  the  floor  of 
the  Convention  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  rule  of  order.  At  the  first 
business  session  of  the  Convention  the  presiding  officer  shall  call  for  nominations 
from  the  floor,  at  which  time  the  Secretary  shall  read  the  names  of  all  persons 
whose  nominations  have  been  received  at  least  40  days  before  the  opening  of  the 
Convention,  after  which  additional  nominations  may  be  received  from  the  floor, 
provided  that  any  such  nomination  is  seconded  by  two  delegates  other  than  the 
nominating  delegate,  each  of  the  seconders  being  from  a  parish  or  mission  other 
than  that  of  the  nominator  and  different  from  that  of  each  other.  Each  nomination, 
whether  by  voice  from  the  floor  or  in  writing,  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  brief 
biography  of  the  nominee  on  a  form  prepared  by  the  Commission  on  Dispatch 
of  Business  and  made  available  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  to  all 
delegates  who  are  properly  certified  to  the  Secretary.  The  information  to  be 
included  on  the  biographical  form  (to  be  signed  by  the  nominator)  shall  include 
at  least  the  following:  nominee's  name,  age,  address  and  home  congregation, 
occupation,  and  prior  as  well  as  present  parochial  and  diocesan  offices. 

(b)  The  names  and  biographies  of  all  persons  nominated  in  writing  to  the 
Secretary  at  least  40  days  before  the  opening  session  of  the  Convention  shall  be 
given  to  the  deans  of  the  convocations  and  shall  be  included  in  the  advance 
materials  distributed  by  the  Secretary  to  members  of  the  Convention  prior  to  the 
meetings  of  each  convocation  which  are  to  be  held  not  later  than  10  days  prior 
to  the  Convention.  The  Secretary  shall  also  post  the  biographical  forms  in  a 
conspicuous  place  in  or  adjacent  to  the  room  in  which  the  Convention  meets  so 
that  they  may  be  seen  throughout  the  Convention  session  by  all  delegates. 

(c)  All  nominations  shall  be  reported  to  the  Convention  by  the  Secretary  in  the 
form  of  an  official  ballot  on  which  the  names  of  nominees  for  the  designated 
office  shall  be  printed  in  alphabetical  order,  with  space  opposite  each  name  in 
which  to  indicate  a  choice,  and  with  instructions  as  to  the  number  of  nominees 
to  be  voted  for  and  the  manner  of  marking  the  ballots.  If  candidates  are  to  be 
chosen  for  different  terms  to  the  same  office,  the  term  in  each  instance  shall  be 
printed  as  part  of  the  title  of  the  office.  Delegates  may  vote  for  fewer  candidates 
than  the  number  of  positions  to  be  filled,  but  ballots  containing  votes  for  more 
than  the  number  of  positions  to  be  filled  shall  be  rejected. 

(d)  All  elections  shall  be  conducted  by  secret  ballot.  The  results  shall  be 
determined  by  a  majority  of  votes  cast  on  the  ballot  or  by  such  larger  majority 
as  may  be  required  by  the  Constitution  or  by  canon. 

(e)  Nominees  receiving  a  majority  vote  (as  herein  defined)  on  any  ballot  shall 
be  declared  elected.  If  subsequent  ballots  be  required,  the  nominees  to  be  voted 
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on  shall  be  limited  to  the  number  remaining  which  is  equal  to  twice  the  number 
of  offices  to  be  filled  and  who  received  on  the  preceding  ballot  the  highest  number 
of  votes  exclusive  of  those  declared  elected. 

(f)  After  the  election  of  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention  or  delegates  to 
other  meetings,  the  alternates  for  these  deputies  or  delegates  shall  in  like  manner 
be  elected  from  among  those  already  nominated  for  deputies  or  delegates. 

XIX.  (a)  Resolutions  to  be  acted  on  at  the  annual  Convention  shall  be  submitted 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  on  or  before  the  40th  day  preceding  the 
opening  date  of  the  Convention.  Upon  submission,  resolutions  shall  be  referred 
to  the  appropriate  Convention  Committee  as  prescribed  by  Rule  of  Order  III,  (a), 
and  the  texts  thereof  shall  be  included  in  the  advance  materials  distributed  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Convention  to  the  members  of  the  Convention  prior  to  the 
Convention.  Resolutions  submitted  to  the  Secretary  later  than  specified  shall  be 
returned  to  the  introducer  without  action. 

Resolutions  may  be  introduced  during  the  Convention  but  may  be  acted  upon 
only  as  follows:  If  introduced  in  the  first  business  session  of  the  Convention,  the 
question  before  the  Convention  shall  be  whether  the  resolution  shall  be  consi- 
dered. Upon  the  affirmative  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  delegates,  the  resolution 
shall  be  referred  to  an  appropriate  Convention  Committee  for  study  and  report 
to  that  Convention.  Such  resolutions  that  fail  to  receive  the  required  vote,  as  well 
as  resolutions  introduced  after  the  close  of  the  first  business  session  of  the 
Convention,  shall  not  be  considered. 

This  rule  shall  not  apply  to  resolutions  of  courtesy. 

(b)  Any  portions  of  the  Bishop's  address  meriting  the  Convention's  response 
shall  be  referred  by  the  Diocesan  Bishop  to  an  appropriate  Convention  Committee. 

(c)  If  a  resolution  submitted  for  Convention  action  would  require  adoption  or 
amendment  of  a  rule  of  order,  canon  or  constitutional  provision,  the  presiding 
officer  of  the  Convention,  at  the  time  the  resolution  is  referred  to  an  appropriate 
Convention  Committee  under  Rule  of  Order  III,(a),  shall  request  the  Canonical 
Commission  on  Constitution  and  Canons  to  consider  the  measure  and  prepare 
whatever  rule,  canonical  or  constitutional  provision  would  be  suitable  to 
accomplish  the  resolution's  proposal  and,  if  the  resolution  receives  favorable 
Convention  action,  report  the  rule,  canonical  or  constitutional  provision  for 
Convention  consideration. 

XX.  If  a  resolution  submitted  for  Convention  action  would  substantially  affect 
diocesan  finances,  the  presiding  officer  of  the  Convention  shall,  at  the  time  the 
resolution  is  referred  to  an  appropriate  Convention  Committee  under  Rule  of 
Order  III,(a),  also  request  the  Convention  Committee  on  Administration  of  the 
Diocese  to  consider  the  measure.  The  Convention  shall  not  take  up  the  resolution 
until  its  Committee  on  the  Administration  of  the  Diocese  has,  without  recommen- 
dation, furnished  the  Convention  with  an  analysis  of  the  effect  adoption  of  the 
resolution  would  have  on  the  fiscal  affairs  of  the  Diocese.

BY-LAWS  OF  DIOCESAN  COUNCIL 

I.  The  Bishop  Coadjutor,  if  any,  and  any  Suffragan  Bishops  of  the  Diocese  shall 
have  seat  and  voice  in  the  Council. 

II.  The  Treasurer  and  the  Business  Administrator  of  the  Diocese  shall  have  seat 
and  voice. 

III.  Members  of  the  Council  shall  attend  each  annual  and  special  Convention  of 
the  Church  in  this  Diocese.  The  Secretary  of  Convention  and  the  Committee  on 
the  Dispatch  of  Business  are  requested  to  take  appropriate  steps  to  facilitate  such 
attendance  by  lay  members  of  the  Council  who  are  not  otherwise  members  of  the 
Convention. 

IV.  The  Department  of  Mission  and  Outreach  and  the  Department  of  Budgets 
shall  meet  jointly  at  least  annually  to  formulate  recommendations  for  that  portion 
of  the  budget  for  the  Church's  Program  Fund  that  relates  to  agencies  and 
programs  within  the  purview  of  the  Department  of  Mission  and  Outreach.  The 
Department  of  Budgets  shall  be  responsible  for  developing  overall  budgetary 
guidelines.  The  Department  of  Mission  and  Outreach  shall  be  responsible  for 
developing  specific  budget  recommendations  for  individual  line  items.  At  the 
joint  meeting,  the  members  of  each  department  may  participate  in  discussions  of 
all  matters  of  mutual  concern,  but  each  department  shall  vote  separately  on  issues 
within  its  canonical  jurisdiction. 
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PRE-CONVENTION  TIME  TABLE 

The  following  are  required  to  occur  prior  to  the  convening  of  an  annual 
Convention  of  the  Diocese: 

200  Days  (Early  July):  Secretary  of  the  Convention  to  notify  rectors,  vicars,  and 
Senior  Wardens  of  vacant  cures  of  the  dates  of  Convention.  Mailing  includes 
table  of  lay  delegate  strength — indicating  the  number  of  lay  delegates  to  elect  to 
Convention;  the  Certificate  of  Election;  and  the  form  for  Certification  of  Change 
in  Lay  Delegation.  Delegates  elected  at  August  or  September  meetings  of 
parish  vestries  and  mission  committees. 

By  August  1:  Secretary  to  notify  lay  delegates  continuing  in  their  terms,  and 
clerical  delegates,  that  Convention  Committees  are  to  be  appointed,  and  that  they 
inform  the  Bishop  in  writing  before  September  10  of  the  committees  to  which 
they  have  an  interest  in  being  named. 

By  October  1:  The  Bishop  to  appoint  all  Convention  Committees  by  October  1, 

naming  the  presiding  officer  of  each,  notifying  all  members  of  their  appointment, 
and  informing  the  presiding  officer  of  the  committee  members'  names,  addresses, 
and  telephone  numbers. 

110  Days  (Early  October):  Deadline  for  delegate  election  forms  to  be  returned 
to  the  office  of  Secretary  of  the  Diocese.  Election  forms  certified. 

90  Days  (Late  October):  Secretary  to  publish  and  distribute  the  names  of 
clerical  and  lay  delegates. 

75  Days  (Mid-November):  Convocation  meetings  of  delegates  for  hearings  on 
programs  and  supporting  budgets. 

60  Days  (Late  November):  Department  of  Budgets  of  Diocesan  Council  to 
prepare  final  budgets. 

40  Days  (Mid-December):  Final  date  for  submission  of  nominations  and 
resolutions. 

30  Days  (Late  December):  Nominations  and  resolutions  edited,  printed,  and 
mailed  to  all  delegates,  prior  to  Convocation  meetings. 

10  Days  (Mid- January):  Convocation  meetings  to  review  and  consider  revised 
budgets,  resolutions,  and  nominations.
